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Devolution Part 1 - How did we get here?

On January 20th, 2021, President Donald Trump delivered his final speech 
at Joint Base Andrews before boarding Air Force One, leaving the 
Presidency and the fate of America in the corrupt hands of Joe Biden and his 
handlers.

The article was published March 18, 2020, and claims, "Standby orders 
were issued more than three weeks ago to ready these plans...". That means 
in February of 2020. Trump had ordered the military to review and prepare 
the continuity of government plans. I think the timeline of this is essential. 


Note this article regarding a "fringe theory" being thrown around by Senator 
Tom Cotton and notice the date of February 17, 2020. 


Sen. Tom Cotton (R-Ark.) repeated a fringe theory 
suggesting that the ongoing spread of a coronavirus is 
connected to research in the disease-ravaged epicenter of 


Wuhan, China. 


Cotton referenced a laboratory in the city, the Wuhan 
National Biosafety Laboratory, in an interview on Fox 
News's “Sunday Morning Futures.” He said the lab was near 
a market some scientists initially thought was a starting 


point for the virus’s spread. 


“We don’t know where it originated, and we have to get to 


the bottom of that,” Cotton said. “We also Kiowithatjustia 
biosafety level 4 super laboratory that researches human 
infectious diseases.” 


A "theory" stating the virus originated from a biosafety lab pops up around 
the same time Trump is ordering the military to prepare continuity of 
government plans. Today we know that this "theory" is almost certainly true. 
It's safe to assume military intelligence was all over this at the time, even 


though Trump didn't publicly state that he had seen evidence that the virus 
came from the lab until May 1, 2020. 


Asked if he had seen anything giving him a high degree of confidence that the Wuhan Institute‘oft 


Virology Was the’source’ofthe outbreak, the president replied, "Yes, Ihave." 


There is so much disinformation still surrounding the Covid-19 pandemic 
and that is by design. Was it an accident? Was it a bio-weapon? Depending 
on the platform you use, you may not even be allowed to ask those 
questions. However the answer to those questions is key to the Devolution 
theory because it was the launching pad for the theft of the 2020 election 
and ultimately the pretext for Trump having our military prepare for 
Devolution. 


Covid-19 


If you look objectively at Trump's handling of China, his policies were pro- 
American rather than the pro-China approach of previous administrations. In 
August of 2017, he directed the Office of the United States Trade 
Representative to investigate Chinese economic practices. Their 

subsequent report attacked many aspects of China's monetary policy. 


Trump began imposing tariffs on Chinese products referencing "a trade 
deficit of $500 Billion a year with Intellectual Property Theft of another 
$300 Billion." (I'll cover this IP theft in a future post) These tariffs led to a 
"trade war" that culminated in the Phase One trade deal signing on January 
15 of 2020. 


Why is that date important? Because the very next day, Trump’s 
impeachment trial in the senate began. 


Think back to August 2019. 


The pressure is building on the Biden family for their ties to Ukraine and 
China. It almost feels like Durham would drop the hammer any day on the 
Obama administration for Spygate. The "Whistle-blower" comes forward 
with the quid-pro-quo accusation, and an impeachment inquiry in the House 
of Representatives is underway. However, with a Republican majority in the 
Senate and no evidence of a quid-pro-quo, everybody knows the President 
will be acquitted. 


The America-first platform Trump campaigned on was working. The 
economy was booming. He was winning the “trade war” with China. None 
of the scandals thrown at him had stuck. He was unscathed through 
Impeachment.

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The Election

So what do you do as President when you know fraudulent activity runs 
rampant through our federal elections? You take action. Everybody 
underestimated Trump during the 2016 election. There was still fraud, but 
he was able to overcome it.

Sec. 3. Mission. The Commission shall, consistent with applicable law, study the 
registration and voting processes used in Federal elections. The Commission shall 
be solely advisory and shall submit a report to the President that identifies the 


following: 


(a) those laws, rules, policies, activities, strategies, and practices that enhance the 
American people’s confidence in the integrity of the voting processes used in 


Federal elections; 


(b) those laws, rules, policies, activities, strategies, and practices that undermine 
the American people’s confidence in the integrity of the voting processes used in 


Federal elections; and 


(c) those vulnerabilities in voting systems and practices used for Federal elections 
fraudulent voter registrations and fraudulent voting. 


In September, he signed an Executive Order Imposing Certain Sanctions in 
the Event of Foreign Interference in a United States Election. 


In November of 2018, he created the Cybersecurity and Infrastructure 
Security Agency. 


Cybersecurity and Infrastructure Security Agency 


Original release date: November 19, 2018 | Last revised: November 20, 2018 
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On November 16, 2018, the President signed into law the Cybersecurity and Infrastructure Security Agency Act of 2018. This Act 
elevates the mission of the former Department of Homeland Security (DHS) National Protection and Programs Directorate 
(NPPD) and establishes the Cybersecurity and Infrastructure Security Agency (CISA). CISA is responsible for protecting the 
Nation's critical infrastructure from physical and cyber threats, a mission that requires effective coordination and collaboration 
among a broad spectrum of government and private sector organizations. 


In December of 2019 Trump created the Space Force. 


I will cover his time in office in detail in a future post but these actions 
signify that Trump was proactively taking steps to deter an election theft. 


The Actual Theory 


President Trump, with assistance from the United States Military, caught our 
foreign adversaries aiding the democrats with the theft of an election. This is 
bigger than just mere corruption and scandal. 


This is war. 


They let Biden assume office but it doesn’t mean anything. Any damage 
done can and will be reversed.

The Defense Intelligence Agency 


The Defense Intelligence Agency (DIA) is the intelligence branch of the 
United States Military. Their mission is to "Provide intelligence on foreign 
militaries to prevent & decisively win wars." The director is "a principal 
adviser to the Secretary of Defense." They typically serve 3-year terms. The 
current director, Lieutenant General Scott D. Berrier, was appointed by 
DJT and confirmed by the Senate on July 30th, 2020. The DIA is similar to 
the CIA, but note this crucial distinction between the two agencies:

members ofthe IC. However Wile the CIAISs focused on providing inteligence to ine Presidenand his Cabinet, we inthe DIA are 
the principal source of foreign inteligence to combat related missions 


The CIA primarily provides intelligence to the president and his cabinet and 
the DIA provides intelligence for COMBAT RELATED MISSIONS.

According to the reporting, Vice Minister Dong Jingwei of the Ministry of 
State Security (MSS) defected from China to the United States on Feb 10th, 
of 2021.

The carpeting and chairs appear to be the same, but there is very little 
information online about this particular forum, and this is the only picture I 
could find that prove it happened.

the Biden administration was reaching out to knock down rumors of a high 
level defection—normally an ultra-sensitive issue—the official said, “that’s 
more of a policy question’and referred SpyTalk to the White House. A 
spokesperson for the National Security Council did not respond to a request 
for comment. 


“We can’t confirm or deny where he is exactly” but the response was 
“Definitive, a closed issue”... “game, set, match”. In other words “we have 
no idea where he is but China told us to say we don’t have him”.

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The Biden Administration 

Some of the information Dong reportedly brought with him was proof that 
Covid-19 was a bioweapon that was intentionally released. Think about the 
change in narrative that has occurred on Covid-19. Why isn’t our savior Dr. 
Fauci being rammed down our throats via the lame-stream media? He’s 
been virtually blacklisted and his ties to the Wuhan lab exposed. We weren’t 
allowed to discuss the possibility of a lab leak until recently. The FBI even 
received intelligence previously from Dr. Li-Meng Yan showing 
connections to the Wuhan Lab.

It was as if somebody who knew the facts was pressuring them to correct the 
story—corroborating reports that the DIA has challenged the FBI and CIA 
with information received from Dong. 


It's only in the last three to four weeks that anyone outside DIA 
knew about the:defectory according to RedState’s sources. Prior to 


that time, DIA was vetting the information provided and Sonfronting 


Langley officials with what they'd learned without divulging the 
SOUTce. 


In March, Secretary of State Anthony Blinken met with his Chinese 
counterparts in Alaska. This meeting took place one month after Dong 
Jingwei reportedly defected. The talks were hostile. Here is the Transcript of 
the US-China opening remarks. What everybody has missed about these 
"hostile" public remarks is the actual cause of them. Publicly China told the 
United States to stay out of China's "Internal affairs." Privately, The CCP 
demanded that the US hand over Dong. 


RedState’s sources say that Chinese officials did demand that the 
United States return Dong, but Blinken didn’t exactly refuse; atithat 


time Blinken wasn't aware that Dong was with the US government, 


the sources say, and told China that the US didn’t have Dong. 


“Blinken wasn’t aware that Dong was with the US Government”. The DIA 
has had Dong since February and nobody outside of the DIA knew about it. 
That includes “President” Biden, the so-called commander-in-chief of the 
United States armed forces. How is it possible that the United States 
President was unaware of the highest level defector in history ? Maybe this 
is why. 


RedState’s sources say that’s partially true. FBI Director 
Christopher Wray was “ambushed” with the information, they say, 


and Vangley Was'alsowunaware. Sources say DIA leadership kept 


the defector within their Clandestine Services network to prevent 
Langley and the State Department from accessing the person, 


whose existence Was'keptfromotheragencies/because DIA, 


leadership believes there are Chinese spies or sources inside the 
FBI. CIA, and several other federal agencies. 


DIA and Devoultion 

DIA leadership (Trump appointed Lt. Gen Berrier) believes there are 
“Chinese spies or sources inside the FBI, CIA, and several other federal 
agencies.” He has proof. The defector brought “terabytes” of data with him. 
Included in that data is the “names of Chinese Spies working in the US” and 
“Names of US Citizens who provide intel to China” as well as Hunter “(and 
Joe’s) business dealings with Chinese entities.” 


In addition, Dong has provided DIA with the following information: 


¢ Early pathogenic studies of the virus we now know as SARS- 
CoV-2 

¢« Models of predicted COVID-19 spread and damage to the US

¢ Financial records detailing which exact organizations and 
governments funded the research on SARS-CoV-2 and other 


Dong also has provided DIA with copies of the contents of the hard 
drive on Hunter Biden’s laptop, showing the information the 
Chinese government has about Hunter’s pornography problem and 
about his (and Joe’s) business dealings with Chinese entities. 
Some of the files on Dong has provided shine a light on just how it 
was that the sale of Henniges Automotive (and their stealth 
technology) to Chinese military manufacturer AVIC Auto was 
approved. 

The implications here are MASSIVE. The DIA (the principal source of 
intelligence for COMBAT RELATED MISSIONS) kept the defector a 


secret because the President was implicated by the information the defector 
provided. 


Here is another nugget from Dr. Han Lianchao. 


Dong “was last seen in public in September 2020,” Han told SpyTalk last 
week. Dong’s photos have been deleted by the Chinese search engine Baidu, 
according to some Chinese-language news reports abroad. 


Is it possible he has been here since long before February? I believe Trump 
had a role in this, and the defector provided information that helped prove 
the election theft. Why would a Chinese defector come to the United 
States in February with information implicating President Biden, 
knowing there are CCP spies everywhere? He would be sent back or 
disappeared. He either came before Biden took office, and the military has 
kept his presence quiet, OR he came in February as reported, knowing for 
certain the military would protect him by not telling the Biden 
administration.

I did a quick google search for how many Chinese students attend US 
universities. 


Colleges and universities in the United States are still a popular study destination for 
Chinese students, with over 372'thousand choosing to take courses there in the 2019/20 
academic year. 


That means at minimum, China has 124,000 college aged assets scattered 
across our country. They have way more than just college aged assets here. 
China has an army within our borders. They have infiltrated and 
compromised nearly everything. That is why it is taking so long for Trump 
to make his reveal. That is why there has been an insane level of military 
spy aircrafts over the United States (Monkey Werx). Trump and the military 
are trying to neutralize as much of the threat as possible to minimize the 
fallout.

Continuity of Operations and Continuity of Government 


Continuity of operations (COOP) planning has been utilized by the United 
States since the Cold War as an effort to preserve the continuity of 
government (COG) in the event of a Nuclear Attack. Executive order 12656 
laid the ground work and defined what a constitutes as a national security 
emergency. 


Executive Order 12656. E.0. 12656, Assignment of Emergency 
Preparedness Responsibilities was issued November 18, 1988 by President Ronald 
Reagan."* It assigns national security emergency preparedness responsibilities to 
federal departments and agencies. E.0. 12656 defines a national security emergency 
as “any occurrence, including natural disaster, "militarywattack, technological 
emergency, or other emergency, that seriously degrades or seriously threatens the 
national security of the United States," 


In July of 2016, Barack Obama signed the still classified Presidential Policy 
Directive 40 (PPD-40). In accordance with PPD-40, each department was to 
maintain continuity programs. “Agencies were ordered to have not just a 
line of succession but also one of "devolution," a duplicate chain of 
individuals secreted outside Washington available in a catastrophic 
emergency. Devolution involves "procedures to transfer statutory authority 
and responsibilities" to this secondary designated staff to sustain essential 
functions.” 


Even though every federal government agency and department has COG and 
COOP plans, the Devolution that President Trump initiated was done 
through the Military and the Department of Defense for one primary reason. 


Remember, I fully believe that we are at War. 


Not the war you picture in your head involving thousands of troops clashing 
on a battlefield. This war is clandestine in nature. It involves cyber warfare, 
information warfare, electronic warfare, intelligence warfare, space warfare 
and I also believe biological warfare (Covid). The only option at Trump’s 
disposal was to initiate Devolution using our military. I'll explain why 
Devolution was the only option in Part 4. For now, we will focus on the 
Department of Defense. 


Department of Defense 


As their website says, “The mission of the Department of Defense is to 
provide the military forces needed to deter war and ensure our nation's 
security.” The Secretary of Defense oversees the Defense Department and 
acts as the principal defense policymaker and adviser. Here is a simplified 
version of the United States National Command Authority.

If Trump is going to pull off Devolution using the military he has to have 
the right man at the top of the “food chain” as his Secretary of Defense. Just 
two days after the Associated Press declared Joe Biden as the winner of the 
2020 presidential election, Donald Trump promoted that man. 


Meet Christopher C. Miller. The “former” Acting Secretary of Defense (Sec 


Def Miller), was promoted by President Donald J. Trump on November 9th, 
2020. 


Director Miller served in the military from 1983-2014. He began his military career as an enlisted 
Infantryman in the Army Reserve in 1983 and also served in the District of Columbia National Guard as 
a Miltary Policeman, He was commissioned as an Infantry Lieutenant in 1987, In 1993, he transferred 
to Special Forces. Director Miller participated in the intial combat operations in Afghanistan in 2001 and 
Iraq in 2003 with the 5" Special Forces Group (Airborne), in addition to many follow-on deployments to 
both theaters. He also has extensive inter-agency and joint special operations experience, 


After retirement, Director Miler worked as a defense contractor providing andestine Special 
Opérations'and Inteligenie expertise directly to the Under Secretaries of Defense for Intelligence and 
Policy. 


One of his last assignments as an Army officer was as Director for Special 
Operations and Irregular Warfare within the Office of the Assistant 
Secretary of Defense for Special Operations/Low-Intensity Conflict 
(ASD (SO/LIC)). Keep that in mind because it will come up a lot. 


The (ASD (SO/LIC)) is responsible for the overall supervision of Special 
Operations and Low-Intensity Conflict activities. In other words the (ASD 


(SO/LIC)) oversees the entire United States Special Operations Command 
(USSOCOM). Here are the USSOCOM core activities: 


e Direct Action 

e Special Reconnaissance 

e Unconventional Warfare 

e Foreign Internal Defense 

e Civil Affairs Operations 

e Counterterrorism 

e Military Information Support Operations 


e Counter-proliferation of Weapons of Mass Destruction 


Security Force Assistance 


e Counterinsurgency 


e Hostage Rescue and Recovery 
e Foreign Humanitarian Assistance 


The one I want to focus on is Foreign Internal Defense: “Activities that 
support a Host Nation's internal defense and development (IDAD) strategy, 
designed to protect against subversion, lawlessness, insurgency, terrorism, 
and other threats to their internal security, and stability, and legitimacy.” 
Doesn’t that sound relevant? 


Sec Def Miller began working for the Trump administration in March of 
2018, serving various roles within the National Counterterrorism Center. He 
became Director of the NCC in August of 2020, a position he held until his 
promotion to Acting Secretary of Defense. While with the National 
Counterterrorism Center, he had a brief stint (June 19, 2020-August 7, 2020) 
where he was “Performing the Duties of (ASD (SO/LIC)) until he was 
replaced by Ezra Cohen-Watnick. 


Lost yet? 


Within days his promotion to Sec Def, Christopher Miller and Trump began 
making moves within the DoD and Pentagon that many considered unusual. 
On November 10th, Anthony Tata was promoted to Senior Official 
Performing the duties of the Undersecretary of Defense for Policy. The 
USD(P) happens to be the primary coordinator for Department of Defense 
Directive 3020.26 which “establishes DoD continuity policy and assigns 
responsibilities for its implementation.”

In other words, one of the very first positions filled after Chris Miller 
became Acting Secretary of Defense, was the position that “Develops DoD 
policy and provides oversight for Continuity of Operations and Continuity 
of Government”. 


Tata is also an author who writes “Tom Clancy-style military thrillers”. He 
published a book in November of 2019 entitled “Double Crossfire”. The 
book has an interesting description - “In the most shocking scenario of our 
time, former Brigadier General Anthony J. Tata takes you inside a brilliantly 
conceived, brutally executed plot to overthrow our government -- from 
within”. 


We’ll just call one that a coincidence. 


David Norquist 


David Norquist already serving as the Deputy Secretary of Defense from 
July 31 - Feb 8 of 2021. His role was to oversee the day to day operations as 
well as manage the DoD budget. Prior to that role he was essentially the 
“CFO” of the DoD. He oversaw the first ever department-wide financial 
audit of $2.7 Trillion in assets. I mention him for two reasons. First, as 
somebody who knows the DoD finances inside and out, he is the type of guy 
you would need if you’re looking to fund Special Operations that you don’t 
want anybody to know about. Second, you’re going to see a memo shortly 
that he sent out which to me proves he was involved with Devolution. 


November 11th, 2020 involved the promotion of two more Trump allies: 
Kashyap Patel (my pseudo-namesake), and Ezra Cohen-Watnik. Each 
deserving of their own chapter in this story. 


Kash Patel 


Kash Patel was promoted to Chief of Staff for Acting Sec Def Miller. He 
played a major role in uncovering the corruption of the Democrat party 
during both Spygate and the Ukraine Scandal. He is a lawyer who was a 
legal liaison to the Joint Special Operations Command. It was even rumored 
he was being considered to lead the CIA to replace Gina Haspel. As Chief of 
Staff for Sec Def Miller, Patel would have been intimately involved with the 
operations planning. He was also designated to lead the DoD’s coordination 
with Biden’s transition team. (More on that shortly). 


Ezra Cohen-Watnick 


Ezra Cohen-Watnick was promoted to fill the role of the Undersecretary of 
Defense for Intelligence (UDI), the top Pentagon civilian overseeing 
intelligence. While in this role, he also continued to serve as the Acting 
Assistant Secretary of Defense for Special Operations and Low- 
Intensity Conflict (ASD (SO/LIC)). He was working as both the UDI and 
the ASD (SO/LIC) from November 1 1th - January 20th. 


Guess who the directly reports to the UDI? The director of the Defense 
Intelligence Agency (DIA). If you’re not sure why that is relevant go back 
and read Part 2 of my Devolution series. 


Ezra was first brought into the NSC by General Michael T. Flynn. He has 
experience with the DIA, CIA, Defense Clandestine Service, and the NSC. 


He was also appointed by Trump to chair the Public Interest Declassification 
Board in December of 2020, a position that would prove useful if you 
wanted to timely release previously classified information to the public.

On November 18, 2020, the Acting Secretary of Defense signed a memorandum 
designating the Assistant Secretary of Defense for Special Operations and Low Intensity Conflict 
(ASD SO/LIC) as a principal staff assistant reporting directly to the Secretary of Defense and 
Deputy Secretary of Defense. The Acting Secretary’s memorandum also removed the ASD 
SO/LIC and Office of ASD SO/LIC from the Office of the Under Secretary of Defense for 
Policy (OUSD(P)). 


As a next step, the Acting Secretary's memorandum provides for the presentation of a 
detailed implementation plan for approval by the Secretary or Deputy Secretary of Defense. To

Why is this significant? Because this is the who is running Devolution right 
now! 


Check out this screenshot from DJT’s Federal Mission Resilience (FMR) 
Strategy he released on December 30th (I’m going to go into the FMR 
shortly).

Special Operations and Low intensity units perform small-scale covert, and 
clandestine operations. At the time of this memo, the Acting (ASD 
(SO/LIC)) is Ezra Cohen-Watnick. Ezra is also the UDI. 


He is the top civilian official overseeing our Military Intelligence AND top 
civilian official overseeing our Special Operations forces. 


He has just been designated to directly report to Sec Def Miller, the most 


recent (ASD (SO/LIC)). 


Remember earlier I told you Miller’s last role with the army was as Director 
for Special Operations and Irregular Warfare within the Office of the (ASD 

(SO/LIC)). Sec Def Miller knows the ins and outs of the Special Operations 
Command.

This Strategy accelerates our collective efforts to fully implement National Continuity Policy and 
make risk-informed decisions to maintain a comprehensive and effective capability that 
ensures the continuous performance of essential functions and services to preserve our 
constitutional form of government, under any and all conditions, As the executive branch, we 
must recommit and sustain leadership's attention on meeting the needs of the American 
people in the face of disruptions and preserving our form of government. 


Despite our best efforts, the government cannot prevent all dangers. We recognize, and must 
prepare for, the possibility of unforeseen events including natural disasters, pandemics, cyber 
threats, and kinetic or electromagnetic pulse attacks, We must be prepared as a Nation, as a 
Federal Government, and as individual citizens to preserve, protect, and defend our way of 
life. 


The Strategy builds on the National Continuity Policy and provides guidance to the Executive 
Office of the President and Federal executive departments and agencies to increase the 
executive branch’s resilience, Our current and future prosperity depend on our ability to 
reduce the vulnerability of our critical infrastructure to cyber, physical, and electromagnetic 
attack, The government and private sector must work together to reduce vulnerabilities and 
design infrastructure that addresses preparedness and resilience from the start, 


The follow-on Federal Mission Resilience Implementation Plan will ensure that our Nation’s 
efforts and resources will be brought to bear in a coordinated manner through integrated 
Continuity of Operations and Continuity of Government programs interwoven into routine, 
day-to-day government operations. Working together, we will prioritize the security, 
prosperity, and interests of the American people to confront the challenges of tomorrow,

This document from the University of Michigan Journal of Law Reform has 


some great information on Presidential Emergency Action Documents 
(PEADs). It also discusses continuity of government (COG) and how 
PEADs play a role within COG planning. If you remember my Devolution 
part 3, you’ll know why COG planning is important. Here is a good 
explanation of PEADs: 


Presidential declarations of national emergency enable the presi- 
dent to use draft classified orders to exercise perhaps even more 
expansive powers, known variously as Presidential Emergency Ac- 
tion Documents or Presidential Emergency Action Directives 
(PEADs).'” The Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) 


defines these documents as “[fJinal drafts of Presidential messages, 
proposed legislation proclamations, and other formal documents, 
including DOJ [Department of Justice]-issued cover sheets ad- 
dressed to the President, to be issued in event of a Presidentially- 
declared national emergency.”'? They originated as part of 
Eisenhower-era planning for continuity of government (COG) 
procedures, which were intended to maintain major government 
operations during and following a nuclear exchange with the Soviet 
Union.’ The situations in which the Executive Branch plans to 
employ such procedures, however, now encompass a broad array of 
declared national emergencies.'” 
One of the most interesting things I found in this document is an exchange 


between two members of congress, and Col. Oliver North that took place 
during the 1987 Iran-Contra hearings. 


There appear to be no publicly available memoranda describing 
PEADs that are more recent than 1979. News sources and Congres- 
sional testimony, however, indicate that planning in a similar vein 
occurred throughout the Reagan years. A remarkable exchange be- 
tween Representatives Jack Brooks (D-TX), Daniel Inouye (D-HI), 
and Iran-Contra conspirator Col. Oliver North during the 1987 
Iran-Contra hearings illustrates this ongoing planning: 


REP. BROOKS: Colonel North, in your work at the NSC [Na- 
tional Security Council], were you not assigned, at one time, to 
work on plans for the continuity of government in the event of 
a major disaster? . . . 


SEN. [DANIEL] INOUYE: I believe that question touches 
upon a highly sensitive and classified area so may I request that 
you not touch upon that, sir? 


REP. BROOKS: I was particularly concerned, Mr. Chairman, 
because I read in Miami papers, and several others, that there 


had been a plan developed by that same agency, a contingency 
plan in the event of emergency, that would suspend the Ameri- 
can constitution. And I was deeply concerned about it and 
wondered if that was the area in which he had worked. I be- 
lieve that it was and I wanted to get his confirmation.'* 


Representative Brooks was referring to a Miami Herald report that 
Col. North and FEMA developed a secret contingency plan that 
called for 


suspension of the Constitution, turning control of the United 
States over to FEMA, appointing military commanders to run 
state and local governments, and declaring martial law during 
a national crisis. The plan did not define national crisis, but it 
was understood to be nuclear war, violent and widespread in- 
ternal dissent or national opposition against a military invasion 
abroad. '** 


Here is the Miami Herald article from 1987 which was referenced above and 
a screenshot below. 


MIAMI -- Lt. Col. Oliver North helped write a plan in 1982 to suspend the 
Constitution and place the country under martial law in the event of a national 
crisis, The Miami Herald reported. 


The plan, outlined in a June 30, 1982, memo obtained by the Herald, was a 
revised version of contingency plans for dealing with nuclear war, insurrection 
or military mobilization, the newspaper reported in its Sunday editions. 


So in 1982, nearly 40 years ago, a PEAD was written for President Reagan 
to suspend the constitution. PEADs have certainly developed over the years 
as we have adapted our continuity of government planning but I can assure 
you if there was a PEAD for suspension of the constitution in 1982, then 


there was one for suspending it in 2020 and there could just as easily be one 
for suspending solely the electoral college vote (which would be a less 
drastic measure than suspending the constitution completely). You cannot 
convince me that Trump didn’t have a PEAD prepared for this stolen 
election.

Notice how he stresses and even points to the “w” and the “h” in white 
house and states that they are small letters. This is significant. 


ls White House Capitalized? 


Whether “white house” is capitalized depends on whether it is being used as a 
proper noun or a common noun. 


For instance, consider this sentence to understand when is white house 
capitalized, 


My brother works in the white house. 
This sentence is quite different from 
My brother works in the White House, 


The second sentence with a capital “W’ and “H” means that his brother 
works in a specific place that is the U.S. President’s residence [THE White 
House]. The first sentence with lowercase “w” and “h” refers to a general white 
house where his brother works. 


The next sentence with capital W’ and H’ means that his brother works in a 
specific place that is the U.S president's residence the White House. The previous 
sentence with lower “w and “h” refers to a general place known as the white 
house where his brother works. 


One of the reasons why word capitalization matters are because the meaning of a 
word can change significantly depending on whether it has been capitalized or 
not. Whether a name is lowercase or uppercase determines its purpose in a 
sentence.

Campbell v. Clinton 


Campbell v. Clinton, 203 F.3d 19 (D.C. Cir. 2000) was a case holding that 
members of Congress could not sue President Bill Clinton for alleged 
violations of the War Powers Resolution in his handling of the war in 
Yugoslavia.

Even assuming a court could determine what “war” is, it is important to 
remember that the Constitution grants Congress the power to declare war, 
which is not necessarily the same as the power to determine whether U.S. 
forces will fight in a war. This distinction was drawn in the Prize Cases, 67 
U.S. 635 (1862). There, petitioners challenged the authority of the President 
to impose a blockade on the secessionist States, an act of war, where 
Congress had not declared war against the Confederacy. The Court, while 
recognizing that the President "has no power to initiate or declare a war,” 
observed that “war may exist without a declaration on either side.” Id. at 
668. In instances where war is declared against the United States by the 
actions of another country, the President “does not initiate the war, but is 


President alone 
must determine what degree of force the crisis demands. The 
proclamation of blockade is itself official and conclusive evidence to 
the Court that a state of war existed which demanded and 
authorized a recourse to such a measure, under the circumstances 


peculiar to the case.

There is a brilliant article written by James M. McPherson entitled Any 
Measure Which May Best Subdue The Enemy. It covers how during the 
Civil War, Abraham Lincoln assumed numerous presidential powers now 
specified in the U.S. Constitution.

Lincoln replied, “That is the point on which | doubt the authority of Congress to act.”

This breathtaking assertion of presidential prerogative left Chandler almost speechless. 
It should not have. From the outset of the Civil War, Lincoln had exercised 
unprecedented powers as commander in chief. Two years before this conversation with 
Chandler, the president had told a delegation of antislavery clergymen from Chicago 
that he could, if he judged it necessary, proclaim emancipation in Confederate states 


because, “as commander-in-chief of the army and navy, in time of war, | suppose | have @ 


Whether the measures he took exceeded his constitutional authority was much debated 
at the time and is still controversial today. What remains certain, however, is that Lincoln 
vastly expanded presidential war powers and established precedents invoked by several 
of his successors in later wars. 


Article lI, Section 2 of the Constitution states simply that “The President shall be 
Commander in Chief of the Army and Navy of the United States, and of the Militia of the 
several States, when called into the actual Service of the United States." But the 
Constitution does not define the functions and powers of the president as commander 
in chief. 


Lincoln made no secret of these actions, which he justified on the grounds that “existing 
exigencies demand immediate and adequate measures for the protection of the 
NationaliGonstitutionvandithe’NationalUnion,” A year later, in response to charges of 
dictatorship, Lincoln insisted that ‘itlbecamemecessary, for meto,choosewhethentusing 
let the government fall at once into ruin, or whether, availing myself of the broader 
powers conferred by the Constitution in cases of insurrection, | would make an effort to 


Lincoln did not define those “broader powers conferred by the Constitution.” At other 
times, however, he cited the commander-in-chief clause and the constitutional mandate 
that the president “shall take Care that the Laws be faithfully executed” (Article II 
Section 3), Later presidents also invoked these vague provisions to justify far-reaching 
executive actions—in some cases drawing on Lincolnian precedents. Lincoln believed 


that “by these and other similar measures taken in that crisis [of Apri May 1861), some 
Lincoln had taken an oath to “preserve, protect, and defend the Constitution of the 
United States." This larger duty overrode his obligation to heed a lesser specific provision 
in the Constitution—or, as a modern constitutional scholar, Michael Stokes Paulsen, 
expressed in an article in the Spring 2004 University of Chicago Law Review, ‘apatty 


unicast Unsieuniimanninicn sosiihauials’ 


When Congress did convene on July 4, Lincoln sent a message explaining what he had 
done and why. After summarizing the events leading up to the firing on Fort Sumter, the 
president explained that this attack left him with no choice "BUttOIcallioutthewar 
power of the Government: and so to resist force, employed for its destruction, by force, 
Foritsypresemvation” Lincoln had written ‘military power” in the first draft but changed it 
to “war power" in the final version. Whether he did so because “war power" seemed 
stronger is unclear. Later in the message he again used the phrase: He had employed 
the “war power” as the only alternative to yielding “the existence of the government.” 


Looking back in 1864 to events three years earlier, Lincoln asked in a letter to Albert G. 
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Trump often compared himself to Lincoln. Like Abe Lincoln, Trump was 
left to determine “what degree of force the crisis demanded.” He 
acknowledged a war that was already underway, and he used his allotted 
war powers to fight back. I believe Trump used a PEAD as a way to “[avail 
himself] of the broader powers conferred by the Constitution in cases of 
insurrection.” The comparison of Trump and Lincoln will only grow 
stronger. Both did what they had to for the sake of the nation they loved.

Critical Infrastructure 


President Harry Truman created the National Security Council (NSC) in 
1947. Since its founding, every president has issued some form of national 
security directives. National security directives are usually directed only to 
the NSC and senior executive branch officials and lay out foreign and 
military policy-making guidance. Bill Clinton’s Presidential directive PDD- 
63 of May 1998 started including extensive critical infrastructure 
protection (CIP). PDD-63 mandated the formation of a national strategy for 
CIP. 


In the wake of the September 1 1th terrorist attacks, numerous changes took 
place regarding how we define and operate our CIP. The Patriot Act was 
signed into law on October 26th, 2001 and gave the following definition for 
critical infrastructure: 


(e) CRITICAL INFRASTRUCTURE DEFINED.—In this section, the 
term “critical infrastructure” means systems and assets, whether 
physical or virtual, so vital to the United States that the incapacity 
or destruction of such systems and assets would have a debilitating 
impact on security, national economic security, national public 
health or safety, or any combination of those matters. 


The following year (November 25, 2002), the Homeland Security Act was 
signed into law creating the United States Department of Homeland 
Security. In 2003, President George W. Bush signed the Homeland Security 
Presidential Directive 7 (HSPD-7) which replaced PDD-63 and established 
the U.S. National Policy for identification of and prioritization of critical 
infrastructure. HSPD-7 called for The National Infrastructure Protection 
Plan (NIPP) which aims to unify Critical Infrastructure and Key Resource 
(CI/KR) protection efforts across the country. The NIPP's goals are to 
protect critical infrastructure and key resources and ensure resiliency. It was 
not an actual plan to be carried out in an emergency, but it was useful as a 
mechanism for developing coordination between government and 

the private sector. 


The NIPP is structured to create partnerships between Government 
Coordinating Councils (GCC) from the public sector and Sector 
Coordinating Councils (SCC) from the private sector. I want to again 
emphasize that the SCCs are from the private sector. 


Here is the National Infrastructure Protection Plan (fas.org) 


Protecting the critical infrastructure and key resources (CI/KR) of the United States is essential to the 
Nation's security, public health and safety, economic vitality, and way of life. Attacks on CI/KR ould 
Significantly distuptthe functioning of govertinient and business alike and produce cascading effects 
far beyond the targeted sector and physical location of the incident. Direct terrorist attacks and natural, 
manmade, or technological hazards could produce catastrophic losses in terms of human casualties, 
property destruction, and economic effects, as well as profound damage to public morale and confidence. 
Attacks using components of the Nation's CI/KR as weapons of mass destruction could have even more 


devastating physical and psychological consequences. 


The overarching goal of the National Infrastructure Protection 
Plan (NIPP) is to: 
Build a safer, more secure, and more resilient America by 
enhancing protection of the Nation's CI/KR to prevent, 
deter, neutralize, or mitigate the effects of deliberate efforts 
by terrorists to destroy, incapacitate, or exploit them; and to 
strengthen national preparedness, timely response, and rapid 
recovery in the event of an attack, natural disaster, or other 
emergency. 
The NIPP provides the unifying structure for the integration 
of existing and future CI/KR protection efforts into a single 
national program to achieve this goal. The NIPP framework 
will enable the prioritization of protection initiatives and 
investments across sectors to ensure that government and 
re applied where they offer the 
most benefit for mitigating risk by lessening vulnerabilities, 
The NIPP also discussed implementing “Advisory Councils” shown below. 


These councils have been used as a method to involve the private sector in 
matters of national security relating to critical infrastructure. 


2.2.6 Advisory Councils 


Advisory councils provide advice, recommendations, and 
expertise to the government regarding CI/KR protection 
policy and activities. These entities also help enhance 
public-private partnerships and information sharing. They 
often provide an additional mechanism to engage with 

a pre-existing group of private sector leaders to obtain 
feedback on CI/KR protection policy and programs, and to 
make suggestions to increase the efficiency and effective- 
ness of specific government programs. Examples of CI/KR 
protection-related advisory councils and their associated 
responsibilities include: 


* Critical Infrastructure Partnership Advisory Council 
(CIPAC): CIPAC is a partnership between government 
and private sector CI/KR owners and operators that facili- 
tates effective coordination of Federal CI/KR protection 
programs. CIPAC engages in a range of CI/KR protection 
activities such as planning, coordination, NIPP imple- 
mentation, and operational activities, including incident 


response, recovery, and reconstitution. Lg 


(see chapter 4). 


Remember that highlighted part. Read it twice if you have to. The formation 
of this Critical Infrastructure Partnership Advisory Council (CIPAC) as 
FACA-exempt is crucial and I'll explain why later. One more thing 
regarding membership of CIPAC: 


The specific membership of the CIPAC will consist of: (a) The CI/KR owners and 


operators that are members of their respective sector's recognized Sector 
Coordinating Council (SCO), including their representative trade or equivalent 


organizations (“SCC CIPAC Members”; and (b) Federal, State, local, and tribal 
governmental entities comprising the members of the Government Coordinating 
Council (GCC) for each sector, including their representative trade or equivalent 
organizations (“GCC CIPAC Members"]. 


Again, I want to emphasize that “membership of the CIPAC will consist of: 
the Critical Infrastructure/Key Resource (CI/KR) owners and operators that 
are members of their respective sector’s recognized SCC.” 


What does any of this have to do with the 2020 election? 


Cybersecurity and Infrastructure Security Agency 


On January 6th, 2017, Secretary of Homeland Security Jeh Johnson 
(Obama’s SHS) released a statement designating “Election Infrastructure” as 


a “critical infrastructure subsector” within the existing critical infrastructure 
sector titled: “Government Facilities”. This allowed Election Infrastructure 
Security to fall under the umbrella of the DHS. 


On November 16, 2018, President Trump signed into law the Cybersecurity 
and Infrastructure Security Agency Act of 2018 which established the 
Cybersecurity and Infrastructure Security Agency (CISA). According to 
their own website, “The Cybersecurity and Infrastructure Security 

Agency (CISA) is the Nation’s risk advisor, working with partners to defend 
against today’s threats and collaborating to build more secure and resilient 
infrastructure for the future.” The CISA website lists all 16 of the critical 
infrastructure sectors but I want to focus on the Government Facilities 
Sector because that is where you can find the Election Infrastructure 
Subsector. The election infrastructure subsector landing page looks like this:

SECTION 4 = Official Designation 


This charter has been developed as a dynamic document intended to clarify and inform the 
organizational structures, function, and operating procedures for the organization to be known 
as the Election Infrastructure Subsector Coordinating Council, abbreviated as the “EISCC.” 


SECTION 2 = Mission and Purpose 


The mission of the Council is to advance the physical security, cyber security, and emergency 
preparedness of the nation’s election infrastructure, in accordance with existing U.S. law. This 
mission will be accomplished through voluntary actions of the infrastructure owners and operators 
represented in the Council, as set forth in Presidential Policy Directive/PPD-21 and related 
authorities. 


The EISCC will serve as the principal asset owner interface with other private critical infrastructure 
sectors as well as with the Department of Homeland Security (DHS), the U.S. Election Assistance 
Commission (EAC), the state, local and tribal governments (SLTTs), and the Election 
Infrastructure Subsector Government Coordinating Council (GCC). 


SECTION 3 = Objectives and Scope of Activity 


The key objectives of the EISCC are to: 


+ Serve as the primary liaison between the election subsector and federal, state, and local 
agencies, including the Department of Homeland Security (DHS), conceming private 
election subsector security and emergency preparedness issues; 


+ Facilitate sharing of information and intelligence about physical and cyber threats, 
vulnerabilities, incidents, and potential protective measures; 


+ Coordinate with DHS and the EIS GCC to develop, recommend, and review sector-wide 
plans, procedures, and effective practices in support of infrastructure protection, including 
training, education, and implementation; 


+ Represent the election subsector in discussions with other infrastructure sectors, as well 
as with the EIS GCC, on matters of threat, security, risk analysis, emergency 
preparedness and response, and other related matters; 


+ Identify and communicate priorities, obstacles or impediments to effective critical 
infrastructure security and resilience protection programs and develop/recommend to 
appropriate authorities actions to mitigate them; 


+ Provide a mechanism to ensure that the specialized knowledge and expertise of sector 
operators, owners, and other pertinent representatives is available as aresource, 


The EISCC is not designed to create the terms of any solicitation or contract vehicle, and any 
appearance of its use or actual use to this end could bar an entity involved therein from 
competition in the contract. 


Essentially, the EISCC is a council made up of members from the private 
sector that advises and assists our government with the “physical security, 
cyber security, and emergency preparedness of the nations election 
infrastructure”. They do this through “voluntary actions of the 
infrastructure owners and operators REPRESENTED in the council”. 


This means that the members of the EISCC are the actual election 
infrastructure owners and operators, and they handle the physical security 
along with the cybersecurity through their own “voluntary actions”. 


They “coordinate with the DHS to develop, recommend, and review sector- 
wide plans, procedures, and effective practices in support of infrastructure 
protection, including training, education, and implementation”. They also 
“make recommendations to appropriate authorities to mitigate impediments 
to effective critical infrastructure security”. 


Section 5 of the charter is critical. Focus on the first paragraph below. “The 
EISCC operates under the critical infrastructure partnership advisory 
council (CIPAC) framework established by the Secretary of Homeland 
Security pursuant to section 871 of the Homeland Security Act of 2002 (6 
US.C. §451)” 


Section 5 - Governance 


The EISCC operates under the Critical Infrastructure Partnership Advisory Council (CIPAC) 
framework established by the Secretary of Homeland Security pursuant to section'871/ of the 


EISCC decisions can be made only when there is a quorum-defined as the majority of the 
members being virtually or physically present. In the event that the Council cannot reach 
consensus on an issue, it will represent the range of views to all external audiences. 


The EISCC shall operate and support in its efforts the implementation of pertinent Presidential 
Executive Orders and Directives, National Infrastructure Protection Plans, and Sector and 


Subsector Specific Critical Infrastructure Protection Plans to ensure critical infrastructure 
identification, prioritization and protection. 

What exactly is “section 871 of the Homeland Security Act of 2002 (6 
U.S.C. §451)” I’m going to break this down the best I can.

So because the EISCC operates under the framework of CIPAC and is 
exempt from Public Law 92-463 (exempt from oversight), they are 
classified as “Special Government Employees” and they have been certified 
that their “services outweighs the potential for a conflict of interest created 


by the financial interest involved.” 


This means our government knows there is a “potential for a conflict of 
interest created by the financial interest involved” for members of the 
EISCC because the “official responsible for the employee’s appointment” 
has to certify it. They know there is a conflict of interest for members of the 
EISCC yet they allow it to operate without oversight. 


Why is this so important? Scroll down and check out the member affiliations 
of the Election Infrastructure Subsector Coordinating Council’s 2020 
Charter. Try not to shit your pants. 


1. Member Affiliations 


Members of the EISCC include entities (companies, organizations, or components thereof) whose 
services, systems, products or technology are used by (or on behalf of) State or Local government 


in administering the U.S. election process. 


Such entities should have demonstrable working relationships with federal, state, or local election 
officials, which may include verifiable registration/accreditation with the U.S. Election Assistance 
Commission, and/or relevant contractual relationships with SLTT government election offices. 
Entities whose primary assets are elections-related may be considered formembership. 


Each Member representative shall serve until the end of their tenure with their appointing entity, 
or until the entity self-reports a change in its representation. 


The Members of the EISCC can remove a member on two thirds vote of the full membership.

Dominion Voting Systems and Smartmatic were two of the members of the 
EISCC which “advises and assists” our government with election security 
by “coordinating with the DHS to develop, recommend, and review sector- 
wide plans, procedures, and effective practices in support of infrastructure 
protection, including training, education, and implementation”.

More To The Story 


It’s been incredible to see the different ways people from all ends of the 
political spectrum have reacted to the events that transpired during the 
January 6th “Save America” rally.

In his recent book Unmasked: Inside Antifa’s Radical Plan to Destroy 
Democracy, journalist Andy Ngo defines Antifa as “an ideology and 
movement of radical pan-leftist politics whose adherents are mainly 
militant anarchist communists or collectivist anarchists. ... What unites 
this group of leftists is its opposition to so-called fascism, though 
importantly, what is defined as fascism is left wide open.” Historian Mark 
Bray gives a broadly similar definition of “anti-fascism” in Antifa: The Anti- 
Fascist Handbook. To him, it is “an illiberal politics of social revolutionism 
applied to fighting the Far Right, not only literal fascists.” 


Contemporary American Antifa is probably best thought of as a movement 
or ideology, rather than an organization. This presents a descriptive and 
definitional problem right from the start because many may broadly 
identify with Antifa beliefs and practices without necessarily being affiliated 
with any actual Antifa group. Bray has opined, “The radical left is much 
bigger than antifa—much, much bigger.” Who then qualifies as being part of 
Antifa? It is impossible to put a precise number on Antifa membership, and 
describing any putative far-left protester or rioter as “Antifa” would 
broaden that term beyond a point where it would have any useful meaning. 


There are Antifa organizations, however, and they represent the most logical 
place to focus any inquiry. Such groups often explicitly self-identify as 
Antifa, but observers have also described them as such, noting obvious 
defining characteristics. Antifa groups typically operate locally. For example, 
Rose City Antifa—the oldest and arguably most prominent extant Antifa 
group in the United States—is active in Portland, Oregon, while Atlanta 
Antifascists operates in that metropolitan area. As far as anyone knows, 
these groups are not organized hierarchically, and there is no individual 
“leader” of Antifa. 


That point is important. Even our own FBI director Chris Wray testified that 
Antifa is an ideology, not an organization. Just keep that in mind as we 
continue. 


Antifa has been operating in the United States since the 1980s but were 
relatively under the radar. That was until 2017 when the first notable violent 
display took place at the Unite the Right rally in Charlottesville. 


This was all against the backdrop of the first year of Donald Trump's 
presidency—a presidency that was the political personification of much of 
what the Left despised. Reflecting Trump's (and his supporters’) significance 
to Antifa, Bray wrote in 2017, “Our goal should be that in twenty years those 
who voted for Trump are too uncomfortable to share that fact in public.” A 
member of Rose City Antifa told Buzzfeed News, “Before Trump, being antifa 
was more of a bizarre hobby that people had.” 


“Our goal should be in 20 years those who voted for trump are too 
uncomfortable to share that fact in public.” That quote is quite terrifying but 
it is exactly how Antifa and the Democrats view anybody who supports 
Trump.

e June Ist - Hours after Saint John’s picture, FBI spy plane 
started surveilling Washington D.C. protests 


Shortly before 11 p.m. on Monday, June 1, just hours after federal police used tear 
gas and batons to clear protesters from the front of the White House for President 
Donald Trump’s Bible-wielding photo op, a Cessna Citation jet took off from 
Manassas Regional Airport in Virginia. Until about 1.30 a.m, it flew in a 7-mile 
circle around central Washington, DC, surveilling the protests, flight tracking 


records show. 


The aircraft is a one-of-a-kind spy plane operated by the FBI, fitted with 
sophisticated cameras for long-range, persistent video surveillance, day or night. It 
repeated its late-night circling around the city as protests continued the following 
two nights, and made a shorter flight on June 6. 


e June 3rd and 4th - National Guard uses RC-26 to surveil 
DC protests 
The FBI’s Cessna jet wasn’t the only sophisticated government spy plane to fly over 
DC in early June, On June 3 and 4, an RC-26 surveillance aircraft operated by the Air 
National Guard flew in tighter circles at altitudes of less than 7,000 feet. These 
planes, like the FBI’s jet, are commonly used in counter-drug trafficking 
operations. 


The Air National Guard told Air Force magazine that these flights were “responding 
toa District of Columbia National Guard request to provide airborne situational 
awareness of key lines of communication and critical infrastructure within the 
District.’ 


* Important to note that the President, followed by the DOD, followed by 
the Secretary of the Army is in charge of the District of Columbia 
National Guard: 


The D.C National Guard was formed in 1802 by President Thomas Jefferson to defend the newly created District of 
Columbia. As such, the Commanding General of the D.C. National Guard is subordinate solely to the President of the 
United States, This authority to activate the D.C. National Guard has been delegated, by the President, to the Secretary 
of Defense and further delegated to the Secretary of the Army. The D.C. National Guard is the only National Guard unit, 
out of all of the 64 states and territories,

So based on the timeline above, we know that surveillance was taking place 
at these protests. We know there was a task force created to handle extremist 
groups.

The National Counterterrorism Center (NCTC) 


The National Counterterrorism Center (NCTC) is the primary organization within the 
U.S. government responsible for analyzing and integrating all terrorism and counterterrorism 
information possessed or acquired by U.S. government agencies. Under 50 U.S.C. § 3056, 
NCTC has broad authority and responsibility within the U.S. government for “analysis of 
terrorism and terrorist organizations (@XGept puirely domestic terrorism and domestic terrorist 
rganZaLIONS) from all sources of intelligence, whether collected inside or outside the United 
Soe,” including “prvideiig) ee patina lin or i ia and itr 
Colinterterroristy intelligence’and operations across agency boundaries, both inside and outside 
the United States.” NCTC produces a wide range of analytic and threat information for the 


Key part there is the NCTC doesn’t have “broad authority and 
responsibility” when it comes to “purely domestic terrorism and domestic 
terrorist organizations”. That falls strictly under the purview of the FBI (who 
gets assistance from DHS and other agencies). However, once there is a 
foreign or international aspect, the NCTC pulls rank and takes the lead. 


Many people say the Posse Comitatus Act (PCA) from 1878 restricts the use 
of military in domestic matters and I will cover this in detail in a future 
piece but there are exceptions to PCA. Specifically when it comes to 
terrorism, congress has given the President the freedom to do whatever he 
has to do. Here is an excerpt from the Antiterrorism and Effective Death 
Penalty Act of 1996 (you only need to read the highlighted parts).

So lets just summarize a few points so we’re on the same page. 
e Inorder for military to get involved in handling terrorism, 


there needs to be a “foreign” or “international” aspect to 
the group(s) committing the terrorism. 


e Trump said the USA will be designating Antifa as a 
“Terrorist organization”. 


e AG Barr said they were “also seeing foreign actors”. 


e Multiple agencies (including the District of Columbia 
National Guard) were using multiple forms of 
surveillance to monitor the protests.

The Director of the National Counterterrorism Center (NCTC). 


Let's bring back a familiar face, shall we? 


The White House said today that President Trump intends to nominate Deputy Assistant Secretary 
of Defense for Special Operations and Combating Terrorism Christopher Miller to be director of the 
National Counterterrorism Center, Office of the Director of National Intelligence. 


Donald Trump nominated Christopher Miller on March 18th, 2020 and he 
was sworn in as Director of the NCTC on August 10th. 


(Warning, here come the confusing acronyms) 


Pay attention to the timeline. Prior to this nomination, he was the Deputy 
Assistant Secretary of Defense for Special Operations and Combating 
Terrorism (DASD (SO/CT)). He was in that role from January 6th, 2020 
until August 7th and he would directly report to the Assistant Secretary of 
Defense for Special operations and Low-intensity Conflict (ASD (SO/LIC)). 


TheASD(SO/LIC)is supported in his/her work by three Deputy Assistant Secretaries of Defense: 


+ DASD, Partnership Strategy and Stability Operations 
+ DASD, Countemarcotics and Global Threats 


Think back to part 3 in this series. I told you Chris miller was also 
“Performing the duties of’ ASD (SO/LIC) from June 19th, 2020 - August 
7th, 2020 so for that period of time, he served as both the ASD (SO/LIC) & 
DASD (SO/CT). Here is a reminder of what he did in those roles: 


In his current role, Miller is responsible for overseeing the employment of special operations forces 
in counterterrorism, Military Information Support Operations (MISO), Information Operations, 
unconventional warfare, irregular warfare, direct action, special reconnaissance, foreign internal 
defense, counter proliferation, sensitive special operations, and personnel recovery/hostage issues 
as specified by the Secretary of Defense. Miller was sworn in as the DASD for SOCT on Jan. 6, 
2020 


So prior to becoming the Director of the NCTC, Miller was actively 
overseeing employment of special forces in counterterrorism (including 
special reconnaissance). Knowing that Antifa was being looked at as a 
foreign or international terrorist organization, Miller would have been 
directly involved in the surveillance operations and any other related 
operations. The same guy at the center of Devolution, is at the center of the 
Antifa investigation. 


Take a listen to this 4 minute clip from an interview released October 8th, 
2020.

Here are some of the key takeaways: “Our [NCTC] remit , FBI has 
domestic, we support when requested. What we focus on is the links. We do 
see some connectivity. What we haven't seen yet is organized, foreign 
terrorist organizations supporting or directing domestic groups. When the 
intel backs it up they will get designated... The worst thing these groups can 
do is have an office on Rhode Island avenue, a post office box and a 
financial bank account. They have modified their organization structure and 
how they do things but that’s the key thing we keep our eyes on.”

January 6th, 2021 


"I know that everyone here will soon be marching over to the Capitol 
Building to peacefully and patriotically make your voices heard."

It’s almost as if Trump was telling us exactly what Antifa was about to do;

Did you know, that on January Sth, 2021, Donald Trump signed an 
executive order which I believe further proves that Devolution is real?

States Election. Here is a brief description of the Executive Order: 


E.0, 13848 (() introduces broad sanctions with respect to targeted foreign 
persons determined to have interfered with a U.S. election directly or indirectly, 
(ii) introduces a specific analysis and reporting process to identify foreign 
interference with U.S. elections as well as the foreign persons responsible for it; 
and (iii) requests recommendations for the President, including remedial 
measures and whether additional sanctions against targeted foreign persons may 
be appropriate. 


Now Let’s walk through some of the specifics of the EO. 


Accordingly, I hereby order: 


Section 1. (a) Not later than 45 days after the conclusion of a United States 
election, the Director of National Intelligence, in consultation with the heads of 


any other appropriate executive departments and agencies (agencies), shall 


conduct an assessment of any information indicating that a foreign government, 
or any person acting as an agent of or on behalf ofa foreign government, has 
acted with the intent or purpose of interfering in that election. The assessment 
shall identify, to the maximum extent ascertainable, the nature of any foreign 
interference and any methods employed to execute it, the persons involved, and 
the foreign government or governments that authorized, directed, sponsored, or 
supported it. The Director of National Intelligence shall deliver this assessment 
and appropriate supporting information to the President, the Secretary of State, 


the Secretary of the Treasury, the'Secretary/of Defense, the Attorney General, and 
the Secretary of Homeland Security. 


(b) Within 45 days of receiving the assessment and information described in 
section 1(a) of this order, the Attorney General and the Secretary of Homeland 
Security, in consultation with the heads of any other appropriate agencies and, as 
appropriate, State and local officials, shall deliver to the President, the Secretary 
of State, the Secretary of the Treasury, aiidithe’Secretary of Defense’a report 
evaluating, with respect to the United States election that is the subject of the 


assessment described in section 1(a): 


(i) the extent to which any foreign interference that targeted election 
infrastructure materially affected the security or integrity of that

(ii) if any foreign interference involved activities targeting the infrastructure 
of, or pertaining to, a political organization, campaign, or candidate, the [) 
extent to which such activities materially affected the security or integrity of 
that infrastructure, including by unauthorized access to, disclosure or 


threatened disclosure of, or alteration or falsification of, information or data. 


The report shall identify any material issues of fact with respect to these matters 
that the Attorney General and the Secretary of Homeland Security are unable to 
evaluate or reach agreement on at the time the report is submitted. The report 
shall also include updates and recommendations, when appropriate, regarding 
emedial/actions'to be taken by the United States Government, other thantthe 
sanctions described in sections 2 and 3 of this order.

(c) Heads of all relevant agencies shall transmit to the Director of National 
Intelligence any information relevant to the execution of the Director's duties 
pursuant to this order, as appropriate and consistent with applicable law. If 
relevant information emerges after the submission of the report mandated by 
section 1(a) of this order, the Director, in consultation with the heads of any 
other appropriate agencies, shall amend the report, as appropriate, and the 
Attorney General and the Secretary of Homeland Security shall amend the report 
required by section 1(b), as appropriate. 


(d) Nothing in this order shall prevent the head of any agency oranyiother

This means that at any time, “the head of any agency or any other 
appropriate official” may “tender to the President”, “any analysis, 


information, assessment, or evaluation of foreign interference in a US 
election. This also means that if an “appropriate official” has any 
information that indicates foreign interference in a US election, they can 
submit that information “to the President in an independent report”. 


This is a bombshell. “Hypothetically” speaking, if our military were to come 
across ANY information showing foreign interference in a US election, they 
could report it directly to the President in an independent report and do so at 
ANY time. They could completely bypass the heads of every other agency 
and they don’t have to stick to the 45 day x 45 day timeline. 


(f) Not later than 30 days following the date of this order, the Secretary of State, 
the Secretary of the Treasury, the Attorney General, the Secretary of Homeland 
Security, and the Director of National Intelligence shall develop a framework for 
the process that will be used to carry out their respective responsibilities 
pursuant to this order, The framework, Which maybelclassifiedinwholeorin

I believe this part of the Executive Order is Trump’s attempt to weed all the 
bad actors in our government agencies. He is allowing them to establish the 
framework used to carry out this order and he specifically mentions that this 
framework “ensures that efforts to protect electoral processes and 


institutions are insulated from political bias; and respects the principles of 
free speech and open debate”. Allow me to explain. 


Assessment & Report As Required By EO 13848 


The assessment required by EO 13848(1)(a) was presented to the President, 
senior officials, and both the congressional leadership and intelligence 
oversight committees on January 7th, 2021. [Lot’s of things seem to have 
happened around that January 6th date] This assessment wasn’t declassified 
and released to the public until March 15th, 2021. 


Then DNI Avril Haines said herself that “Foreign malign INFLUENCE is 
an enduring challenge facing our country. These efforts by U.S. adversaries 
seek to exacerbate divisions and undermine confidence in our democratic 
institutions. Addressing this ongoing challenge requires a whole-of- 
government approach grounded in an accurate understanding of the 
problem, which the Intelligence Community, through assessments such as 
this one, endeavors to provide.” 


The assessment contains 5 “Key Judgements” (Only need to read 
highlighted parts in the series of screen shots below): 


detection by intelligence collection on the actors themselves, through physical and cyber security monitoring around 


voting systems across the country, or in post-election audits, The IC identified some successful compromises of state 
and local government networks prior to Election Day—as well as a higher volume of unsuccessful attempts—that we 
assess were not directed at altering election processes, Some foreign actors, such as Iran and Russia, spread false or 
inflated claims about alleged compromises of voting systems to undermine public confidence in election processes and 
results, 

They are correct here, it “would be difficult for a foreign actor to manipulate

“hardware, software, or services...relied upon by critical infrastructure 
entities”. Remember, the EISCC is one of those coordinating councils and 
DOMINION is a member of the EISCC. 


It also shouldn’t be surprising that the voting machines used in our elections 
are powered by Chinese hardware. That article doesn’t name the 
manufacturer of the machine they studied but the findings are incredible.

Astudy by the security firm Interos has found that one fifth (20%) of the hardware and software components in a popular 
voting machine came from suppliers in China, Furthermore, close to two-thirds (59%) of components in that voting machine 


came from companies with locations in both China and Russia. 


The study is by Interos, a third party risk software company.* In it, the company analyzed both the hardware and software 
components used in a popular voting machine and then “mapped the supply chain” of the machine, including the companies 
further down the supply chain. These fourth- and fifth party (or so-called “subtier”) suppliers play a heretofore unstudied role 
in the creation of countless technology products, from networking gear to cameras and drones to voting machines. 


“20% of the hardware and software components” came from suppliers in 
China. How have we been able to trust the results of any modern day 
election? The answer is we can't and the 2020 election provides a great 
example.

The aircraft is a one-of-a-kind spy plane operated by the FBI, fitted with 
sophisticated cameras for long-range, persistent video surveillance, day or night. It 
repeated its late-night circling around the city as protests continued the following 
two nights, and made a shorter flight on June 6.

This means that at any time, “the head of any agency or any other appropriate 
official” may “tender to the President”, “any analysis, information, assessment, or 
evaluation of foreign interference in a US election. This also means that if an 
“appropriate official” has any information that indicates foreign interference in a US 


election, they can submit that information “to the President in an independent report”, 


This is a bombshell. “Hypothetically” speaking, if our military were to come across 
ANY information showing foreign interference in a US election, they could report it 
directly to the President in an independent report and do so at ANY time. They could 
completely bypass the heads of every other agency and they don’t have to stick to the 
45 day x 45 day timeline, 


I know I presented the hypothetical of the military going directly to Trump 
to kick of Devolution but in my research for this piece, I have come to a 
different conclusion. As I said previously, my theory continuously evolves 
as I continue to research. I only change my theory about something when the 
circumstantial evidence forces me to.

Each of the historical figures pictured in these tweets were “war-time” 
leaders. In Devolution - Part 4 I talked extensively about Abraham Lincoln 
and how Trump followed Lincoln’s model from the Civil War to do 
whatever he deemed necessary to save the constitution and the country. 


After all, though Churchill came from a 
prominent British family on his father’s 
side, his mother was an American, Jennie 
Jerome.

That is truly remarkable, but looking back at 
something he once wrote provides us with something even more remarkable. 
On August 22, 1936, Winston Churchill wrote an article titled “What 
Good’s a Constitution?”. 


“Written soon after Franklin Roosevelt’s Democratic Convention Address of 
1936, this article by British statesman Winston Churchill points to the wide 
gulf between Churchill’s and Roosevelt's economic views, even if five years 
later they would forge a close wartime alliance. Beyond their differences on 
economics, Churchill sees the American Constitution as an enduring source 
of strength for the American republic, not an obstacle to be overcome.” 


This article from 1936 perfectly encapsulates the turmoil our country has 
been going through. It’s almost as if he was writing this in 2020.

I know that you might not be expecting so many words from Winston 
Churchill in this piece, but my conscience won't allow me to exclude them. 
My conclusion will come following the screenshots. I believe these are 
words that our country needs to be reminded of right now, and I believe they 


directly reflect the reason why we've HAD to go through what we've been 
through with this election. 


No one can think clearly or sensibly about this vast and burning topic without in 
the firs instance making up his mind upon the fundamental issue. Does he value 
the State above the citizen, or the citizen above the State? Does a government exist 
for the individual, or do individuals exist for the government? One must recog- 
nize that the world today is deeply divided upon this, Some of the most powerful 
nations and races have definitely chosen to subordinate the citizen or subject to the 
life of the State, In Russia, Germany and Italy we have this sombre, tremendous 
decision, expressed in varying forms, All nations agree that in time of war, where 
the life and independence of the country are at stake, every man and woman must 
be ready to work and, if need be, die in defense of these supreme objects; and that 
the government must be empowered to call upon them to any extent, 


But what we are now considering is the existence of this principle in times of 
peace and its erection into a permanent system to which the life of great com- 
munities must be made to conform. The argument is used that economic crises 
are only another form of war, and as they are always with us, or can always be 
alleged to be with us, itis claimed that we must live our lives in a perpetual state 
of war, only without actual shooting, bayoneting or cannonading, 


This is, of course, the Socialist view. As long as Socialists present themselves in 
an international guise as creators of a new world order, like the beehive or the 


ant heap, with a new human heart to fit these novel conceptions, they could 
easily be beaten, and have been very effectively beaten both by argument and 
by nature. But when new forms of socialism arose which were grafted not 
upon world ideals but upon the strongest forms of nationalism, their success 
was remarkable, 


In Germany, for instance, the alliance between national patriotism, tradition 
and pride on the one hand, and discontent about the inequalities of wealth 
on the other, made the Weimar Constitution ‘a scrap of paper’. Either of these 
two fierce, turbulent torrents separately might have been kept within bounds. 
Joined together in a fierce confluence, they proved irresistible. 


Once the rulers of a country can create a war atmosphere in time of peace, can 
allege that the State is in danger and appeal to all the noblest national instincts, 
as well as all the basest, it is only in very solidly established countries that the 
rights of the citizens can be preserved. In Germany these rights vanished almost 
overnight. Today no one may criticize the dictatorship, either in speech or writ- 
ing, Voters still go to the polls—in fact, are herded to the polls like sheep—but 
the method of election has become a fantastic travesty of popular government. 
A German can vote for the régime, but not against it. If he attempts to indicate 


disapproval, his ballot paper is reckoned as ‘spoiled’. 


The tyranny of the ruling junta extends into every department of life. Friends 
may not greet each other without invoking the name of Hitler. At least on certain 
days, the very meals that a family eats in the privacy of its home are regulated 
by decree. The shadow of an all-powerful State falls between parent and child, 
husband and wife. Love itself is fettered and confined. No marriage, no love 
relation of any kind is permitted which offends against a narrow and arbitrary 
code based upon virulent race prejudice. 


Nor is this all. Even in the sphere of religion the State must intervene. It comes 
between the priest and his penitent, between the worshipper and the God to 
whom he prays, And this last, by one of the curious ironies of history, in the 


land of Luther. 


To rivet this intolerable yoke upon the necks of the German people all the 
resources of propaganda have been utilized to magnify the sense of crisis and 
to exhibit sometimes France, sometimes Poland, sometimes Lithuania, always 
the Soviets and the Jews, as antagonists at whom the patriotic Teuton must 


grind his teeth, 
Much the same thing has happened in Russia. The powerful aid of national 


sentiment and imperialist aspirations has been invoked to buttress a decaying 
Communism, 


In the United States, also, economic crisis has led to an extension of the activi- 
ties of the Executive and to the pillorying, by irresponsible agitators, of certain 
groups and sections of the population as enemies of the rest. There have been 
efforts to exalt the power of the central government and to limit the rights of 
individuals, It has been sought to mobilize behind this reversal of the American 
tradition, at once the selfishness of the pensioners, or would-be pensioners, of 
Washington, and the patriotism of all who wish to see their country prosper- 
ous once more, 


Itis when passions and cupidities are thus unleashed and, at the same time, the 
sense of public duty rides high in the hearts of all men and women of good will 
that the handcuffs can be slipped upon the citizens and they can be brought 
into entire subjugation to the executive government. Then they are led to be- 
lieve that, if they will only yield themselves, body, mind and soul, to the State, 
and obey unquestioningly its injunctions, some dazzling future of riches and 
power will open to them, either—as in Italy—by the conquest ofthe territories 
of others, or—as in America—by a further liberation and exploitation of the 
national resources. 


I take the opposite view. I hold that governments are meant to be, and must 
remain, the servants of the citizens; that states and federations only come into 
existence and can only by justified by preserving the ‘life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness in the homes and families of individuals, The true right and power 
rest in the individual, He gives of his right and power to the State, expecting 
and requiring thereby in return to receive certain advantages and guarantees. | 
do not admit that an economic crisis can ever truly be compared with the kind 
of struggle for existence by races constantly under primordial conditions. | do 
not think that modern nations in time of peace ought to regard themselves as 
if they were the inhabitants of besieged cities, liable to be put to the sword or 
led into slavery if they cannot make good their defense. 


One of the greatest reasons for avoiding war is that itis destructive to liberty. 
But we must not be led into adopting for ourselves the evils of war in time of 
peace upon any pretext whatever. The word ‘civilization’ means not only peace 
by the non-regimentation of the people such as is required in war, Civilization 
means that officials and authorities, whether uniformed or not, whether armed 
or not, are made to realize that they ate servants and not masters, 


Socialism or overweening State life, whether in peace or war, is only sharing 
miseries and not blessings. Every self-respecting citizen in every country must 
be on his guard lest the rulers demand of him in time of peace sacrifices only 
tolerable in a period of war for national self-preservation, 


I judge the civilization of any community by simple tests. What is the degree 
of freedom possessed by the citizen or subject? Can he think, speak and act 
freely under well-established, well-known laws? Can he criticize the executive 
government? Can he sue the State if it has infringed his rights? Are there also 
great processes for changing the law to meet new conditions? 


Judging by these standards, Great Britain and the United States can claim to be 
in the forefront of civilized communities, But we owe this only in part to the 
good sense and watchfulness of our citizens. In both our countries the character 
of the judiciary is a vital factor in the maintenance of the rights and liberties 
of the individual citizen. 


Our judges extend impartially to all men protection, not only against wrongs 
committed by private persons, but also against the arbitrary acts of public 
authority. The independence of the courts is, to all of us, the guarantee of free- 
dom and the equal rule of law, 


It must, therefore, be the first concern of the citizens of a free country to preserve 
and maintain the independence of the courts of justice, however inconvenient 
that independence may be, on occasion, to the government of the day. 


But all this implies peace conditions, an atmosphere of civilization rather than 
militarization or officialization, It implies a balance and equipoise of society 
which can be altered only gradually. It is so hard to build the structure of a 
vast economic community, and so easy to upset it and throw it into confusion, 
The onus must lie always upon those who propose a change, and the process 
of change is hardly ever beneficial unless it considers what is due to the past as 
well as what is claimed for the future. 


It is for these reasons among many others that the founders of the American 
Republic in their Declaration of Independence inculcate as a duty binding 
upon all worthy sons of America ‘a frequent recurrence to first principles’, Do 
not let us too readily brush aside the grand, simple affirmations of the past. All 
wisdom is not new wisdom, Let us never forget that the glory of the nineteenth 
century was founded upon what seemed to be the successful putting down of 
those twin curses, anarchy and tyranny, 


The question we are discussing is whether a fixed constitution is a bulwark or 
a fetter. From what | have written it is plain that I incline to the side of those 
who would regard it as a bulwark, and that I rank the citizen higher than the 
State, and regard the State as useful only in so far as it preserves his inherent 
rights, All forms of tyranny are odious. It makes very little difference to the 
citizen, father of a family, head of a household, whether tyranny comes from a 


royal or imperial despot, or from a Pope or Inquisitor, or from a military caste, 
or from an aristocratic or plutocratic oligarchy, or from a ring of employers, or 
atrade union, or a party caucus—or worst ofall, from a terrified and infuriated 
mob, ‘A mans aman fora’ that.’ The whole point is, whether he can make head 
against oppression in any of its Protean shapes, and defend the island of his 
home, his life and soul, And here is the point at which we may consider and 
contrast the constitutions of our respective countries, 


[Skipping parts regarding England] 


When one considers the immense size of the United States and the extraordinary 
contrasts of climate and character which differentiate the forty-eight sovereign 
states of the American Union, as well as the inevitable conflict of interests 
between North and South and between East and West, it would seem that the 
participants of so vast a federation have the right to effectual guarantees upon 
the fundamental laws, and that these should not be easily changed to suit a 
particular emergency or fraction of the county, 


The founders of the Union, although its corpus was then so much smaller, real- 
ized this with profound conviction, They did not think it possible to entrust 
legislation for so diverse a community and enormous an area to a simple major- 
ity, They were as well acquainted with the follies and intolerance of parliaments 
as with the oppression of princes. “To control the powers and conduct of the 
legislature, said a leading member of the Convention of 1787, ‘by an overruling 
constitution was an improvement in the science and practice of government 
reserved to the American States.’ 


(Skipping parts relating to England] 


I was reading the other day a recent American novel by Sinclair Lewis—It Cant 
Happen Here, Such books render a public service to the English-speaking world. 
When we see what has happened in Germany, Italy and Russia we cannot neglect 
their warning, This is an age in which the citizen requires more, and not less, 
legal protection in the exercise of his rights and liberties, 


That is doubtless why, after all the complaints against the rigidity of the United 
States Constitution and the threats of a presidential election on this issue, none 
of the suggested constitutional amendments has so far been adopted by the 
Administration, This may explain why the ‘Nine Old Men’ of the Supreme 
Court have not been more seriously challenged. But the challenge may come 
ata later date, though it would pethaps be wiser to dissociate it from any ques- 
tion of the age of the judges, lest it be the liberal element in the court which 
is weakened, 


Now, at the end of these reflections, | must strike a minor and different note. 
The rigidity of the Constitution of the United States isthe shield of the common 
man, But that rigidity ought not to be interpreted by pedants. In England we 
continually give new interpretation to the archaic language of our fundamental 
institutions, and this is no new thing in the United States, The judiciary have 
obligations which go beyond expounding the mere letter of the law, The Con- 
stitution must be made to work. 


A true interpretation, however, of the British or the American Constitution is 
certainly not a chop-logic or pedantic interpretation, So august a body as the 
Supreme Court in dealing with law must also deal with the life of the United 
States, and words, however solemn, are only true when they preserve their 
vital relationship to facts, It would certainly be a great disaster, not only to the 
American Republic but to the whole world, ifa violent collision should take place 
between the large majority of the American people and the great instrument of 
government which has so long presided over their expanding fortunes, 


Closing 


There is one more person in this story that I have yet to talk about and I 
think now is the time to view his actions from a different perspective. 
January 6th, 2020, will always be remembered as a stain on American 
history. For Mike Pence, January 6th had to be one of the most difficult days 
of his life. So many American’s who once admired him as a Patriot began 
vilifying him as a Judas.

Cur Founders created the Electoral College in 1787, and it first convened in 1789, With the 
advent of political parties, the Electoral College was amended in 1804 to provide that Electors 
vote separately for President and Vice President, Following a contentious election in 1876, with 
Widespread allegations of fraud and malfeasance, Congress spent a decade establishing rules and 
procedures to govern the counting of electoral votes and the resolution of any objections, 


Right away he tells us that he will be doing his duty as the presiding officer 
“Under our Constitution”. He goes on to tell us that he shares concerns 


regarding election fraud and states “the American people choose the 
American President (interesting he added “American” here as it was already 
implied), and have every right under the law to demand free and fair 
elections and a full investigation of electoral misconduct.” He knows it’s our 
right to choose the President and that electoral fraud should be looked into, 
but he also knows its the role of elected representatives to handle these 
situations as they arise during the electoral college vote.

The Joint Chiefs 


The Joint Chiefs of Staff is the body of the most senior uniformed leaders 
within the United States Department of Defense. Their primary function is 
to serve as advisers to the President of the United States, the Secretary of 
Defense, the Homeland Security Council and the National Security Council 
on military matters. The Joint Chiefs of Staff consists of a chairman (CJCS), 
a vice chairman (VJCS), and the service chiefs of the Army, Marine 

Corps, Navy, Air Force, Space Force, and the chief of the National Guard 
Bureau. Each of the individual service chiefs, outside their JCS obligations, 
work directly under the secretaries of their respective military departments, 
e.g. the secretary of the Army, the secretary of the Navy, and the secretary 
of the Air Force. 


The Joint Chiefs of Staff are nowhere within the Chain of Command. 


The executive authority of the Joint Chiefs of Staff has changed. In World War Il, the U.S. Joint Chiefs of Staff acted as executive agents 
in dealing with theater and area commanders, but the original National Security Act of 1947 saw the Joint Chiefs of Staff as planners and 
advisers, not as commanders of combatant commands. In spite of this, the 1948 Key West Agreement allowed members of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staffto serve as executive agents for unified commands, a responsibility that allowed the executive agent to originate direct 
communication with the combatant command. Congress abolished this authority in a 1953 amendment to the National Security Act. 


Today, the Joint Chiefs of Staff have no executive authority to command combatant forces. The issue of executive authority was clearly 

resolved by the Goldwater-Nichols DOD Reorganization Act of 1986: "The Secretaries of the Military Departments shall assign all forces 
under their jurisdiction to unified and specified combatant commands to perform missions assigned to those commands...": the chain of 
command "runs from the President to the Secretary of Defense: and from the Secretary of Defense to the commander of the combatant 
command." 


As part of their advisory role, the Joint Chiefs of Staff create what is called 
the Joint Doctrine: 


Joint doctrine presents fundamental principles that guide the employment of US military forces in coordinated and integrated action 
toward a common objective. It promotes a common perspective from which to plan, train, and conduct military operations. It 
represents what is taught, believed, and advocated as to what is right (., what works best). It provides distilled insights and wisdom 
gained from employing the miltary instrument of national power in operations to achieve national objectives.

joint publication prefaces) and implemented going forward. 


The Joint Chiefs outline the Joint Doctrine through a series of Joint 
Publications (JP). These publications offer a trove of information which 
provide us an in-depth look at how the military operates. The first thing to 
point out from these JPs is the function and priorities of the DoD and the 
Military. 


3, Functions of the Department of Defense 
As prescribed by higher authority, DOD will maintain and employ Armed Forces to: 


a. Support and defend the Constitution of the US against all enemies, foreign and 
domestic. 


b. Ensure, by timely and effective military action, the security of the US, its territories, 
and areas Vital to its interest. 


¢, Uphold and advance the national policies and interests of the US.

Again, I will point out that I believe Devolution has been implemented 
because we are, in fact, at war - a point which I’ll solidify further below.

Chain of Command

Combatant Commands (COCOMs), also known as a unified combatant 
commands, are the highest possible echelon of military command and are 
overseen by what’s called the Unified Command Plan (UCP). Each UCP 
sets forth basic guidance to all unified Combatant Commanders by: 


e Establishing their missions, responsibilities, and force 
structure. 


e Delineating the general geographical area of responsibility 
for geographic Combatant Commanders. 


e Specifies functional responsibilities for functional 
combatant commanders. 


What are the Combatant Commands and who are the Combatant 
Commanders? 


There are 11 COCOMs in total; each falling into a category designated as 
geographical or functional.

Four of the COCOMs are designated as functional, meaning they are 
responsible for a clearly defined specific type of operation, etc., but across 
all geographical and spatial lines — for example, “cyber” or “special 
operations.” Operating worldwide across geographic boundaries allows the 
functional COCOMs to provide unique capabilities to the geographic 
COCOMs. The Combatant Commanders of the functional COCOMs are

To assume the rank of a Combatant Commander, the four-star general is 
recommended by the Secretary of Defense, nominated for appointment by 


the President of the United States, confirmed by the Senate and 
commissioned— at the President’s order— by the Secretary of Defense. Of 
the 11 current Combatant Commanders, 10 of them were installed during 
Trump’s presidency. The only one who has been installed during Biden’s 
“presidency” is Admiral John C. Aquilino, Commander of the U.S. Indo- 
Pacific Command. It took me a moment to reconcile one of the commanders 
having been installed with Biden in office, but I came across this article 
which put me at ease: 


Fort Shafter, Hawaii - Gen. Charles A. Flynn assumed command of U.S. Army 
Pacific from Gen. Paul J. LaCamera in a ceremony held June 4, 2021, on 


Historic Palm Circle at Fort Shafter, Hawaii. 


Adm. John C. Aquilino, commander of U.S. Indo-Pacific Command, presided 


over the ceremony and reflected on the significance of this command. 


“US. Army Pacific Command is a vital part of our approach to generate a 
lethal, Combined Joint Force, distributed west of the International Date Line 
that can be protected, sustained, and capable of fully integrating with all of 


our allies and partners,” he said. 


Knowing Admiral Aquilino oversaw General Charles Flynn’s promotion is 
important. The Secretary of the Army is in charge of promoting the 
Commander of the U.S. Army Pacific Command, but I can’t imagine he 
would promote somebody if the Combatant Commander wouldn’t agree 
with it. We know the Flynn family is full of patriots so I’m sold here that 
Admiral Aquilino is a patriot as well. 


Why Understanding the Organizational Structure of COCOMs Matters 


I believe the Combatant Commanders play an integral role in Devolution. 
These are the commanders of our armed forces— the very people Secretary 
of Defense Chris Miller would have briefed if plans of Devolution were to 
be implemented. I believe the specifics of the Devolution plan were carried 
out by Ezra Cohen Watnick and the Special Operation Forces (Devolution - 


Part 3) which have been tasked with carrying out the Mission Essential 
Functions (MEFs). Pll address these MEFs in greater detail my next article, 
but for now I will focus on a very specific attribute of this command 
structure. The only other people who would need to know that Devolution 
had been implemented would be the Combatant Commanders, and it would 
only be when the operation moves into the next phase (the reveal), that these 
commanders would provide orders down their individual chains of 
command as needed. 


Think of it in terms of running a business. Chris Miller would be the CEO 
and the Combatant Commanders would be the heads of their respective 
departments. If the business needs to implement major changes, the CEO 
wouldn’t broadcast their plans immediately to every employee from every 
department, would they? Instead, the CEO would privately inform the heads 
of each department. Once everything was in place for the smoothest 
transition possible, the heads of each department would disseminate 
information as needed to those within their departments required to 
implement the change. In our scenario, the “major change” would be the 
reveal that Trump implemented Devolution because the election was stolen 
via foreign interference. 


Think about that for a moment. Nobody outside of the Combatant 
Commanders would need to know. 


This means any “woke” garbage appearing to come from our military 
doesn’t matter. Outside of the Combatant Commanders, nobody knows 
Devolution is happening, and it will remain that way until the operation 
reaches the next phase. 


If that sounds difficult to swallow, read the following paragraph and focus 
on the highlighted parts: 


Each of the 11 COCOMS is led by a four-star flag officer, who is known as the combatant 
commander, or CCDR. Bach COCOM: commander answersidirectly:to the Secretary of Defense. 
Each COCOM commander can come from any branch of service, and all COCOMs are composed of 
two or more service branches. The missions set forth for each COCOM by the UCP are broad- 
scoped, broad-reaching, and of continuing duration. Each COCOM exists as the ultimate “in the 


field” (asin not the White Houseandnot'the Pentagon) provider of command and control for all 


units from all service branches, anywhere on the planet (or above it), during peace, war, and 


contingency operations. 


The above paragraph is essential to understanding how Devolution would be 
possible even though Biden assumed office as “president” and filled out his 
staff in the Pentagon and the DoD with his own people. Each COCOM 
commander is the ultimate provider of command for all of our armed forces 
“in the field’ (as in not the White House and not the Pentagon)” during 
“peace, war, and contingency operations.” 


Per10\USC1101(a)(13)andFAR(2:101, “Contingency operation” means a military 


operation that— 


(A) is designated by the Secretary of Defense as an operation in 
which members of the armed forces 


+ hostilities against an enemy of the United States or against an 
opposing military force; or 


(B) results in the call or order to, or retention on, active duty of 
members of the uniformed services under section 688, 12301 (a), 
12302, 12304, 12304a, 12305, or 12406 of this title, chapter 15 of this 
title, section 712 of title 14, or 
during a national emergency declared by the President or Congress 


If Secretary of Defense Chris Miller was provided proof that a foreign 
adversary not only interfered with our election, but to such an extent that the 
outcome of that election had been altered, he would have been obligated to 
share that proof with each of the COCOM Commanders. They would have 
recognized that the incoming Biden “administration” was not legitimate, and 
the contingency plan, Devolution, would have been implemented. 


We still have a major obstacle to address regarding the Devolution theory. I 
have been saying all along that Devolution is based on the prerequisite that 
Trump and the military caught the CCP interfering in United States 
Elections. If that didn’t happen, it would be nearly impossible to surmise 
that Devolution is currently active. I won’t be able to show you definitive 
proof that our military has evidence of foreign interference in our election, 
but what I can do is provide you with circumstantial evidence showing the 
military was prepared to catch any foreign adversary interfering in our 
election.

Election Security 


Throughout the Devolution series I have shown you ways that Trump was 
“preparing the battlefield” in anticipation of foreign election interference by 
using executive powers. He issued numerous Executive Orders that are in 
play, but what was the military doing to “prepare the battlefield”? 


I will do my best to show you here in chronological order. 


May 8, 2018 - The military took key initiative at defending our United 
States elections by elevating Cybercom to Combatant Command. 


Cyber Command Established in 2009 


U.S. Cyber Command, which has been a subunified command under U.S. 
Strategic Command, was established in 2009 in response to the rapidly 
evolving threats, with adversaries seeking to exploit the cyber domain to 
attack the United States and its allies. 


The elevation of the command raises the stature of the commander to a 
peer level with other unified combatant command commanders, allowing 
the Cybercom commander to report directly to the secretary of defense, 
Kenneth P. Rapuano, assistant secretary of defense for homeland defense 


and global security, told reporters at the Pentagon last year. 


“The cyber domain will define the 
next century of warfare,” White said 


at a Pentagon news conference. 


Army Lt. Gen. Paul M. Nakasone, 


most recently commander of Army 


Cyber Command, will receive his 


fourth star as he succeeds retiring 
Navy Adm. Michael S. Rogers as 
Cybercom commander. 


The elevation of Cyber Command to a COCOM allows Cyber Command to 
report directly to the Secretary of Defense. Keep in mind that Cyber 
Command’s COCOM commander is General Nakasone and he is also the 
head of the NSA. 

June 18, 2018 - President Trump directs the DoD to “immediately begin the 
process to establish Space Force as the 6th branch of the armed forces.” I 
point this out because I believe the Space Force played a complimentary 
role. Pll elaborate some on that later. 


July 23, 2018 - General Paul Nakasone (the head of the National Security 


Agency and U.S. Cyber Command) confirmed that he has set up a task force 
to counter Russian cyberthreats to the United States. 


Speaking at a conference in Aspen, Colo., Nakasone didn’t elaborate on 
the activities or composition of the so-called “Russia Small Group,” but 
he did allude to the challenges of responding proportionally to foreign 
cyber operations that do not amount to acts of war. 


U.S. intelligence agencies concluded in a report in January 2017 
that hackers linked with the Russian government meddled in the 2016 
U.S. presidential election by breaching multiple political organizations. 


“What we've seen our adversaries do over a period of years is the fact 
that they operate below the threshold level of war,” he said. “[T]hey 
steal intellectual property. They steal [personally identifiable 
information] or information on personnel. They cause discord within 
our social ranks or attempt to undermine our elections.” 
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That article is so important for multiple reasons: 


e It points out that General Paul Nakasone is the head of 
both the NSA and the U.S. Cyber Command (this point 
will come up again later). 


e It discusses Russia meddling in the 2016 U.S. presidential 


election by breaching multiple political organizations, 
although at that time it was considered as “operating 
under the threshold level of war” because during the 2016 
election, “election systems” were not yet in the category 
of critical infrastructure. 


e Nakasone said a cyberattack from another government on 
US. critical infrastructure would cross the threshold into 
war, “and we would certainly respond.” In 2017, they 
classified “election systems” as critical infrastructure. 


This is a bombshell. General Nakasone is essentially saying that since 
“election systems” are now classified as critical infrastructure, a cyberattack 
on election systems moving forward would cross the threshold into war. 
Reminder that the entire Devolution theory is based on the United States 
being at war, allowing Trump to exercise specific war powers: 


Nakasone told the Aspen audience that foreign hackers will keep 
trying to breach computer networks underpinning U.S. infrastructure. 


and try to penetrate such things as our critical infrastructure,” the 


general said. 


General Nakasone tells us in July of 2018 that they anticipate our 
adversaries will “try to penetrate such things as our critical infrastructure.” 
They were very clearly preparing for any foreign interference in our 
elections.

President Trump has reversed an Obama-era memorandum dictating how and when the 
U.S. government can deploy cyberweapons against its adversaries, in an effort to loosen 
restrictions on such operations, according to people familiar with the action. 


Mr. Trump signed an order on Wednesday reversing the classified rules, known as 
Presidential Policy Directive 20, that had mapped out an elaborate interagency process 
that must be followed before U.S. use of cyberattacks, particularly those geared at foreign 
adversaries. 


The change was described as an “Offensivetstepforward’” by an administration official 


briefed on the decision, oneétintended:to help supportinilitaryioperations;detenforeign 


election infiiiéiice and thwart intellectual property theft by meeting such threats with 
more forceful responses. 

As designed, the Obama policy required U.S. agencies to gain approval for offensive 
operations from an array of stakeholders across the federal government, in part to avoid 
interfering with existing operations such as digital espionage. 


Critics for years have seen Presidential Policy Directive 20 as a particular source of inertia, 


arguing that it handicaps or prevents important operations by involving too many federal 
ageniciesinpotentiabattackplans. But some current and former U.S. officials have 


expressed concern that removing or replacing the order could sow further uncertainty 
about what offensive cyber operations are allowed. 


One former senior U.S. official who worked on cybersecurity issues said there were also 


concerns that

By removing some of the obstacles in PPD-20, Trump allowed the military 


to respond directly to election interference without having to cut through 
“red tape.” Not only did he elevate CyberCom to a COCOM to protect 
election infrastructure and eliminate the “middle men” in the military’s 
chain of command itself, but in PPD-20, he also untied their hands by 
eliminating the unnecessary layers of federal agencies required to approve 
any plan of action. 


September 10, 2018 - The Council on Foreign Relations posted an article 
discussing Trump’s changes to PPD-20 with some interesting comments. 


The Wall Street Journal recently reported that the Donald J. Trump 
administration removed some of the restrictions governing the 
approval process for offensive cyberattacks conducted against U.S. 
adversaries under Presidential Policy Directive 20 (PPD-20). With 
the elevation of U.S. Cyber Command to a unified combatant 
command in May 2018—on par with the Pentagon’s other 
combatant commands—the logic behind the reported revisions 
was that the commander of Cyber Command should have 
authority to take action comparable to that of other combatant 
command commanders. 


For critics of the reported PPD-20 revisions, the risk that 
devolving authority to the combatant commander will generate 
potential escalatory pressure looms large. They fear a more 
proactive, offensively-postured U.S. Cyber Command may prompt 
U.S. adversaries to respond in turn by ratcheting up their own 
cyber operations against the United States. This could lead to an 
escalatory spiral of increasingly costly cyber operations in a 
context where the United States is highly vulnerable. 


April 29, 2019 - It was reported that the aforementioned task force named

‘the Russian Small Group” would become permanent. 


July 23, 2019 - General Nakasone announced that the NSA would was 


creating a Cybersecurity Directorate to better protect the country against 
cyberthreats from foreign adversaries. 


Anne Neuberger will be the intelligence agency's first director for 
cybersecurity. The directorate is slated to be operational Oct. 1 of this 
year, an NSA spokesperson told CyberScoop. 


The move is intended to allow the NSA — which is part of 
the Department of Defense — to better provide information gleaned 
from signals intelligence to agencies and the private sector in order to 


protect 'nationalicriticakinfrastructure; the spokesperson said. 
Nakasone made the announcement in New York at the International 
Conference on Cyber Security. 


“It's a major organization that Wnifiesiourforeignintelligenceandour 
cyberdefensemission, and it's charged with preventing and 
eradicating threats to national security systems and the defense 
industrial base,” the spokesperson said. 


Neuberger most recently served as one of two co-chiefs of the task 
force jointly created by the NSA and Cyber Command to thwart Russian 
influence and cyberthreats against elections. The group, previously 
known as the “Russia Small Group” is now known internally as the 


“ElectionSecurityGroup,” the spokesperson said, in part to reflect a 


changed focus: In addition to tracking and responding to potential 


Russia-based threats, itiisstracking,activityinvolwing:China; Iran, North 


Korea, and terrorist groups. 


September 7, 2019 - The NSA prepares to defend 2020 elections, drawing 
lessons from 2018. 


NSA officials outlined a three-part approach they said was key to ensuring the security of the 2018 
midterms: They first sought to understand adversaries’ activities, and then shared, chiefly through the 
FBI and Department of Homeland Security, information with potential targets. Along with U.S. Cyber 
Command, the military's cyber defense arm, officials said they also imposed unspecified ‘costs’ on those 


aiming to disrupt US. political processes.

election security. 


"We look at adversary meddling in an election on two different fronts. One 
is covert influence, andithemithere'ssinterference;’ Imbordino said. "For 


vote total, targeting election infrastructure, voter rolls.

"It's not enough to just know and understand what our adversaries are

‘Tevelithey need to take action to defend our democracy against these 
threats is essential and allows all of the tools of the government to be 
employed in this fight." 


It’s important to remember that while they support their partners in federal 
agencies (DHS & FBI), the military also has a pulse on how many in those 
agencies have been corrupted.

December 9, 2020 - Director of National Intelligence John Ratcliffe 


announces Space Force will become the 18th member of the U.S. 
Intelligence community. Remember this is just three days prior to Ratcliffe 
joining president Trump in attending the Army - Navy football game. If you 
remember, from Devolution Part 8, the Army - Navy football game on 
December 12th is when I theorized that DNI Ratcliffe presented President 
Trump with the evidence of foreign interference.

I feel 
like there are parts of this article in which I easily could have elaborated 
further but for brevity sake I did not. I could have broken this article up into 
two or even three parts but I truly felt it was important to make this one 
article because it all ties together.

What would happen if they received intelligence that a sitting President 
and/or his administration did something that by any objective measure put 
the national security of the United States of America at risk?

The Uranium One Deal 


The Uranium One deal is the typical pay-for-play scenario. This October 
2017 National Review article provides a solid breakdown. There is plenty 
more to the full story so read the article some day when you have a chance: 


et’s put the Uranium One scandal in perspective: The cool half-million bucks the Putin 

regime funneled to Bill Clinton was five times the amount it spent on those Facebook ads — 

the ones the media-Democrat complex ludicrously suggests swung the 2016 presidential 
election to Donald Trump. 


The Facebook-ad buy, which started in June 2015 — before Donald Trump entered the race — was 
more left-wing agitprop (ads pushing hysteria on racism, immigration, guns, ete.) than 
electioneering. The Clintons’ own long-time political strategist Mark Penn estimates that just 
$6,500 went to actual electioneering. (You read that right: 65 hundred dollars.) By contrast, the 
staggering $500,000 payday from a Kremlin-tied Russian bank for a single speech was part of a 
multi-million-dollar influence-peddling scheme to enrich the former president and his wife, then- 
secretary of state Hillary Clinton. At the time, Russia was plotting — successfully — to secure U.S. 
government approval for its acquisition of Uranium One, and with it, tens of billions of dollars in 


USS. uranium reserves. 


Here's the kicker: The Uranium One scandal is not only, or even principally, a Clinton scandal. It is 
an Obama-administration scandal. 


The Clintons were just doing what the Clintons do: cashing in on their “public service.” The Obama 
administration, with Secretary Clinton at the forefront but hardly alone, was knowingly 
compromising American national-security interests. The administration green-lighted the transfer 
of control over one-fifth of American uranium-mining capacity to Russia, a hostile regime — and 
specifically to Russia's state-controlled nuclear-energy conglomerate, Rosatom. Worse, at the time 
the administration approved the transfer, it knew that Rosatom’s American subsidiary was engaged 
in a lucrative racketeering enterprise that had already committed felony extortion, fraud, and 
money-laundering offenses, 


The Obama administration also knew that congressional Republicans were trying to stop the 
transfer. Consequently, the Justice Department concealed what it knew. DOJ allowed the 
racketeering enterprise to continue compromising the American uranium industry rather than 
commencing a prosecution that would have scotched the transfer. Prosecutors waited four years 
before quietly pleading the case out for a song, in violation of Justice Department charging 
guidelines. Meanwhile, the administration stonewalled Congress, reportedly threatening an 
informant who wanted to go public. 


There is no doubt that this extraordinarily gainful ingratiation took place. I outlined some of it a 
year ago in suggesting that the Justice Department should be investigating the Clinton Foundation, 
and its exploitation of Hillary Clinton’s influence as secretary of state, as a potential racketeering 
case, 


Tn 2005, former President Clinton helped his Canadian billionaire friend and benefactor, Frank 
Giustra, obtain coveted uranium-mining rights from Kazakhstan’s dictator. The Kazakh deal 
enabled Giustra’s company (Ur-Asia Energy) to merge into Uranium One (a South African 
company), a $3.5 billion windfall. Giustra and his partners thereafter contributed tens of millions of 
dollars to the Clinton Foundation. Besides the valuable Kazakh reserves, Uranium One also 
controlled about a fifth of the uranium stock in the United States. 


Alas, Putin, the neighborhood bully, also wanted the Kazakh uranium. He leaned on Kazakhstan's 
dictator, who promptly arrested the official responsible for selling the uranium-mining rights to 
Giustra’s company. This put Uranium One's stake in jeopardy of being seized by the Kazakh 
government. 


As Uranium One’s stock plunged, its panicked executives turned to the State Department, where 
their friend Hillary Clinton was now in charge. State sprung into action, convening emergency 
meetings with the Kazakh regime. A few days later, it was announced that the crisis was resolved 
(translation: the shakedown was complete). Russia’s energy giant, Rosatom, would purchase 17 
percent of Uranium One, and the Kazakh threat would disappear — and with it, the threat to the 
value of the Clinton donors’ holdings, 


For Putin, though, that was just a start. He didn’t want a minority stake in Uranium One, he wanted 
control of the uranium. For that, Rosatom would need a controlling interest in Uranium One. That 
would be a tall order — not because of the Kazakh mining rights but because acquisition of Uranium 
One’s American reserves required U.S. government approval. 


Uranium is foundational to nuclear power and thus to American national security. As the New York 
Times explained in a report on the disturbing interplay between the Clinton Foundation and the 
transfer of American uranium assets to Russia, the United States gets a fifth of its electrical power 
from nuclear energy, but only produces a fifth of the uranium it needs. Consequently, a foreign 
entity would not be able to acquire rights to American uranium without the approval of the 
Committee on Foreign Investment in the United States. 


CFIUS is composed of the leaders of 14 U.S. government agencies involved in national security and 
commerce, In 2010, these included not only Secretary of State Hillary Clinton, who had cultivated a 
reputation as a hawk opposed to such foreign purchases, but Attorney General Eric Holder, whose 
Justice Department (and its lead agency, the FBI) were conducting the investigation of Rosatom’s 


ongoing U.S. racketeering, extortion, and money-laundering scheme, 


In March 2010, to push the Obama “reset” agenda, Secretary Clinton traveled to Russia, where she 
met with Putin and Dimitri Medvedev, who was then keeping the president's chair warm for Putin. 
Soon after, it emerged that Renaissance Capital, a regime-tied Russian bank, had offered Bill 
Clinton $500,000 to make a single speech — far more than the former president's usual haul in 
what would become one of his biggest paydays ever. Renaissance was an aggressive promoter of 
Rosatom. The Clinton speech took place in Moscow in June, The exorbitant speech fee, it is worth 
noting, is a pittance compared with the $145 million Newsweek reports was donated to the Clinton 


Foundation by sources linked to the Uranium One deal. 


The month before the speech, the Hill reports, Bill Clinton told his wife’s State Department that he 
wanted to meet while in Russia with Arkady Dvorkovich, who, in addition to being a top Medvedev 
aide, was also a key Rosatom board member. It is not known whether the State Department gave 
clearance for the meeting: the question appears to have become moot since the former U.S. 
president met directly with Putin and Medvedev. You'll be comforted, I’m sure, to learn that aides to 
the Clintons, those pillars of integrity, assure us that the topics of Rosatom and Uranium One never 
came Up. 


If you think that is the only Clinton scandal, “Lew in skee nothing yet.” 
Forgive my poor attempt at a humorous Monica Lewinsky reference, but 
please keep the above scandal in mind. This type of pay for play scheme is 
common for our corrupt political establishment. 


There is no doubt that the Uranium One deal put the national security of the 
United States at risk. Many details of the scandal have come to light. Our 
military is obviously aware of those details and with their intelligence 
capabilities they likely know more than we do regarding the details that 
haven’t yet come to light. 


The real question is how would white hats in the military feel about seeing 
this unfold? Would they be ok with this? 
Operation Fast and Furious 


Although the following is from CNN, I believe it contains a good basic 
overview of the scandal: 


“Here’s a look at Operation Fast and Furious. From 2009-2011, the 
Phoenix Field Division of the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and 
Explosives (ATF), along with other partners, allowed illegal gun sales in 
order to track the sellers and purchasers, who were believed to be 
connected to Mexican drug cartels. 


During the Fast and Furious investigation, nearly 2,000 firearms were 
illegally purchased for $1.5 million, according to a DOJ inspector General 
report. Hundreds of guns were later recovered in the United States and 
Mexico. 


In 2010, two of the weapons linked to Fast and Furious turned up near the 
scene of the murder of Border Patrol Agent Brian Terry in the Arizona 
desert. 


Whistleblowing led to investigations by the Senate Judiciary Committee and 
the House Oversight and Government Reform Committee. During the House 
investigation, Attorney General Eric Holder was cited for contempt. 


Fast and Furious was one of the operations under Project Gunrunner, part 
of the Department of Justice’s broader National Southwest Border 


Counternarcotics Strategy. 


Operation Fast and Furious was not the ATF's first “gun walking” 
investigation, which allowed illegally purchased firearms to “walk” out of 
gun shops, It was preceded by Operation Wide Receiver, which began in 

So our own government was selling firearms to Mexican drug cartels and 
those guns end up being connected to all sorts of crimes. Does that not put 
America’s security at risk? Do you think the white hats in the military would 
be ok with this going on? 


The Clinton Email Scandal 
From BBC: 


Hillary Clinton has been cleared for a second time by the FBI over her use of 
a private email server while secretary of state, What's it all about? 


In July, an FBI investigation concluded no "reasonable prosecutor" would bring 
a criminal case against Mrs Clinton, but that she and her aides were "extremely 
careless" in their handling of classified information. 


Then the FBI surprised everyone, 11 days before the election, by announcing it 
was examining newly discovered emails sent or received by Hillary Clinton. 


Two days before voting booths opened across the nation, FBI Director James 
Comey announced he was standing by his original assessment - that Mrs 
Clinton should not face criminal charges. 


So how did we get here? 


Shortly before she was sworn in as secretary of state in 2009, Hillary Clinton 
set up an email server at her home in Chappaqua, New York. She then relied 
on this server, home to the email address hdr22@clintonemail.com, for all her 
electronic correspondence - both work-related and personal - during her four 
years in office. 


She also reportedly set up email addresses on the server for her long-time 
aide, Huma Abedin, and State Department Chief of Staff Cheryl Mills. 


She did not use, or even activate, a state.gov email account, which would have 
been hosted on servers owned and managed by the US government. 


Mrs Clinton's email system became a national story the first week of March 
2015, when the New York Times ran a front-page article on the subject. The 
article said that the system "may have violated federal requirements’ and was 
“alarming' to current and former government archive officials, 


Sceptics have countered that the real reason Mrs Clinton established her own 
email system was because it gave her total control over her correspondence, 


With her email setup, she became the sole arbiter of what should and 
shouldn't be provided to the government, made public via freedom of 
information requests or turned over to interested parties, such as the 
congressional committee investigating the 2012 attack on the US consulate in 
Benghazi. 


According to the State Department inspector general report, in 2010 Mrs 
Clinton told her deputy chief of staff that one of her concerns with email is 
that she did not "want any risk of the personal being accessible". 


An FBI investigation found that Mrs Clinton used "numerous personal devices" 
while in office and relied on several email servers. Clinton staffers told the FBI 
that they destroyed some of the replaced devices with a hammer while they 
could not account for others. 


According to Mrs Clinton, she sent or received 62,320 emails during her time 
as secretary of state. She, or her lawyers, have determined about half of those 
- 30,490, roughly 55,000 pages, were official and have been turned over to the 
State Department. 


Mrs Clinton said the other emails are private - relating to topics like her 
daughter's wedding, her mother's funeral and "yoga routines’. 


At Hillary Clinton's request, the State Department released the first set of 
emails sent on her private account in May 2015, with many relating to the 
2012 attack on the US consulate in Benghazi. 


In early August 2015, she signed an affidavit swearing she had turned over all 
copies of government records from her time in office, 


The FBI found "several thousand" work-related emails that were not turned 
over to the State Department, although it concluded that the emails were 
deleted prior to 2014 and were not intentionally removed "in an effort to 
conceal them’. 


About 3,000 emails are expected to be released in the run-up to election day, 
but many more will not be processed until after 8 November. 


In 2015, Peter Schweizer published the book Clinton Cash: The Untold 
Story of How and Why Foreign Governments and Businesses Helped Make 
Bill and Hillary Rich: 

“Clinton Cash is an investigation of the foreign benefactors of Bill and 
Hillary Clinton and the Clinton Foundation. It investigates alleged 
connections between Clinton Foundation donors and Hillary Clinton's work 
at the State Department. 


The book argues that the Clinton family accepted lavish donations and 
speaking fees from foreign donors at times when the State Department was 


considering whether to award large contracts to groups and people 
affiliated with those donors. One of those donors include Mohammed 
Hussein Al Amoudi, an Ethiopian and Saudi Arabian billionaire 
businessman. 


The book has eleven chapters. Some chapters focus on particular 
transactions or deals, such as the creation of UrAsia Energy and Uranium 
One in Kazakhstan, and the connection shareholders had and have to the 
Clintons. Other chapters focus on a broader set of relationships, 
particularly with regard to Bill Clinton's paid speeches during the years 
Hillary Clinton served as Secretary of State, and whether those paying for 
his speeches had significant business before the State 

Department. Schweizer dubs the Clintons' blend of government service and 
private remuneration the "Clinton blur". 


Hillary Clinton is basically Joe Biden in a pant suit with a mean streak for 
“suiciding” anyone who might have dirt on her. Both are products of the 
corrupt political establishment they are beholden too, and both sold out their 
country for personal gain. 


The Iran Nuclear Deal 


The Joint Comprehensive Plan of Action, commonly referred to as the Iran 
nuclear deal, is certainly one of the more complex scandals. There appears 
to be much more than meets the eye. 


The Wall Street Journal summarized it best: 


“The Obama administration followed up a planeload of $400 million in 
cash sent to Iran in January with two more such shipments in the next 19 
days, totaling another $1.3 billion, according to congressional officials 
briefed by the U.S. State, Treasury and Justice departments. 


The cash payments—made in Swiss francs, euros and other currencies— 
settled a decades-old dispute over a failed arms deal dating back to 1979. 
USS. officials have acknowledged the payment of the first $400 million 
coincided with Iran’s release of American prisoners and was used 


as leverage to ensure they were flown out of Tehran’s Mehrabad on the 
morning of Jan. 17.” 


This from the Hill: 


These were facts that former 
President Obama knew when he 
deliberately chose a policy of 
appeasement and cash payoffs 
instead of strength and 
accountability as the way to deal 
with Iran. 


President Trump spelled this out in 
no uncertain terms on Wednesday 
when he addressed the nation while 
seeking to dial down the imminent 
threat Iran may pose to our nation, 


the Middle East and the world. 


Said the president in part, “Iran's hostilities substantially increased after 
the foolish Iran nuclear deal was signed in 2013 and they were given $150 
billion, not to mention $1.8 billion in cash. ... Then, Iran went on a terror 
spree, funded by the money from the deal and created hell in Yemen, 
Syria, Lebanon, Afghanistan and Iraq. The missiles fired last night at us 
and our allies were paid for with the funds made available by the last 
administration.” 


As we have seen and heard, some — especially Democrats, their allies in 
the media and Obama supporters — chose to challenge or quibble with 
Trump's statement. That said, | spoke with a former senior intelligence 
official who said that much of the $1.8 billion cash payoff from the Obama 
administration was used explicitly to fund terrorism as an additional 
“screw you” from the leaders of Iran — including Soleimani — to the 
United States. The rest of the money, my source believes, ended up in the 
bank accounts of corrupt Iranian leaders and terrorists. 


The cash payment authorized by Obama is one of the most disgraceful 
and shameful “negotiations” in the history of our nation. It was a payment 
the Obama White House first denied, then ignored and then grudgingly 
acknowledged, 


Think about how our military felt about the Iran nuclear deal. The United 
States had been fighting a war on terrorism in the middle east dating back to 
2001, and President Barack Obama gave cash to our enemies and released 
prisoners back to them. I don’t want to speculate but this deal smells fishy 
and I cannot imagine our military was ok with it. The Iran Nuclear deal 
clearly put our national security at risk. 


The Benghazi Attack 


This is where things get interesting because this is where we start to some 
similar faces from the Devolution series. First let’s look at some background 
that I have copied and pasted from Ballotpedia. I will leave all the citations 
for your reference. There is plenty more to this story but again, for the sake 
of brevity, I will only try to cover the relevant details. 


“On September 11, 2012, Ambassador Stevens was in Benghazi meeting 
with Libyan officials in search of Muammar Gaddafi's weapons stockpiles. 
He was also there to open a cultural center. [37] 


The attack on the U.S. mission started around 9:40 p.m. when gunshots and 
an explosion were heard. The militia overpowered the main gate and burned 
the barracks building. At about 10:00 p.m., the militia broke through the 
compound wall and the ambassador went to the safe room with information 
officer Sean Smith. The CIA annex, located approximately a mile away, was 
notified of the attack. While Stevens and Smith were in safe room, the 
building was set on fire using diesel fuel causing smoke to fill the building. 
The CIA agents and 16 Libyan security guards regained control of the 
compound and began searching for Stevens and Smith.[37] 


The first drones were sent over the site as President Obama began to meet 
with the secretary of defense and the chair of the joint chiefs. An email 
indicating the group Ansar al-Sharia claimed the attack was sent from the 
U.S. State Department to the White House.[37] 


At about 1:15 a.m. on September 12, a rescue team from Tripoli arrived in 
Benghazi. Those rescued from the mission were at the CIA annex, including 
Stevens. Deputy Mission Chief Gregory Hicks notified Secretary of 

State Hillary Clinton that Americans in Benghazi needed to be evacuated at 
2:00 a.m. At about 4:00 a.m., the militants attacked the CIA annex and 
killed Navy SEALs Glen Doherty and Tyrone Woods. The bodies of Stevens, 
Smith, Doherty and Woods were on the final plane out of Libya at 10:00 
a.m. on September 12.[37] 


Although senior White House officials initially labeled the attack a 
spontaneous reaction to an anti-Muslim video made by an American that 
was circulating in the region, the Obama administration acknowledged on 
September 19, 2012, that it was a premeditated terrorist attack.[2][3]” 


Then there is this article from Glenn Kessler of the Washington Post: 


There have been many questions raised about the development of the administration's talking points in 
the aftermath of the attack on Benghazi, Libya, that left four Americans dead, including the U.S. 
ambassador. There have been allegations that the administration deliberately covered up the fact that this 
was a terrorist attack. We have noted before, in our extensive timeline of Benghazi statements, how long 
it took the president to concede that point in the midst of his reelection campaign. 


But with the release of 12 versions of the talking points Friday by ABC News, perhaps there is an 
alternative explanation: This basically was a bureaucratic knife fight, pitting the State Department against 
the CIA. 


In other words, the final version of the talking points may have been so wan because officials simply 
deleted everything that upset the two sides. So they were left with nothing. 


Let's examine the evidence for a bureaucratic explanation. 


First, some important context: Although the ambassador was killed, the Benghazi “consulate” was not a 
consulate at all but basically a secret CIA operation which included an effort to round up shoulder- 
launched missiles. In fact, only seven of the 30 Americans evacuated from Benghazi had any connection 
to the State Department; the rest were affiliated with the CIA. 


The official reports, such as the one from the Accountability Review Board and the Senate Homeland 
Security Committee report, essentially dance around that uncomfortable fact: 


‘In December 2011, the Under Secretary for Management approved a one-year continuation of the U.S. 
Special Mission in Benghazi, which was never a consulate and never formally notified to the Libyan 
goverment.” (ARB) 


“The attacks in Benghazi occurred at two different locations: a Department of State ‘Temporary Mission 
Facility’ and an Annex facility ( Annex’) approximately a mile away used by another agency of the United 
States Government.” (Senate report) 


So, from the State Department perspective, this was an attack on a CIA operation, perhaps by the very 
people the CIA was battling, and the ambassador tragically was in the wrong place at the wrong time. But, 
for obvious reasons, the administration could not publicly admit that Benghazi was mostly a secret CIA 
effort. 


The talking points were originally developed by the CIA at the request of a member of the House 
Intelligence Committee. Interestingly, all of the versions are consistent on one point — that the attacks 
were “spontaneously inspired by protests at the U.S. embassy in Cairo,” a fact later deemed to be 
incorrect. 


The talking points through Friday begin to become rather detailed, at which point there is sharp push-back 
from the State Department. Let's look at the version as of 5:09 p.m. on Sept 14, a Friday, and see the red 
flags for State: 


athe talking points refer to a “direct assault against the U.S. consulate.” 


a The CIA says it “warned of social media reports calling for a demonstration in front of the Embassy and 
that jihadists were threatening to break into the Embassy.” 


= The CIA says it “has produced numerous pieces on the threat of extremists in Benghazi and eastern 
Libya.” It cites “at least five other attacks” against foreign interests and says it “cannot rule out the 
individuals had previously surveilled [sic] the U.S. facilities.” 


The clear implication is that State screwed up, even though internally, it was known that this was a CIA 
operation. State Department spokeswoman Victoria Nuland especially objects to the reference to previous 
warnings, saying it “could be abused by members [of Congress] to beat up the State Department for not 
paying attention to warnings.” 


Moreover, Nuland had been constrained from saying much about the attack at her daily press briefings, so 
she was unsure why the agency would suddenly give so much information to members of Congress. 


After the CIA makes minor changes, such as deleting a reference to the militant group Ansar al-Sharia, 
Nuland responds, “These changes don't resolve all of my issues or those of my building's leadership.” At 
that point, a White House official weighs in and writes in an e-mail: 


“We must make sure that the talking points reflect all agency equities, including those of the State 
Department, and we don't want to undermine the FBI investigation. We thus will work through the 
talking points tomorrow morning at the Deputies Committee meeting.” 


UPDATE: CNN says it obtained an actual copy of this email and it differs from how it was previously 
reported, particularly because there is no specific mention of the State Department: 


“We need to resolve this in a way that respects all of the relevant equities, particularly the 
investigation....We can take this up tomorrow morning at the deputies.” 


The final version of the talking points shows what happened: Just about everything was cut, leaving 
virtually nothing. The reference to “consulate” was also deleted, replaced by “diplomatic post.” 


From a bureaucratic perspective, it may have seemed like the best possible solution at the time. From a 
political perspective, it turned out to be a disaster. 


For reasons unknown, the White House sent U.N. Ambassador Susan E. Rice on five Sunday shows with 
those talking points — and the rest is history. The talking points were so weak that Rice immediately 
raised suspicions that the administration was hiding something important. (She instantly eamed 
Pinocchios.) She also repeatedly referenced the supposed impact of an anti-Islam video, which was never 
a part of the talking points. 


Further investigation may make the bureaucratic explanation moot. But, in Washington, one should never 
underestimate the importance of internal conflict between agencies. 


“The administration could not publicly admit that Benghazi was mostly a 
secret CIA effort.” “Internal conflict between agencies.” Will we ever know 
the true scope of what happened during Benghazi? Maybe not. There is 
definitely more to the story, however I now want to discuss how this relates 
to the the theme of the article; that our corrupt political establishment and 
their actions are at odds with the military and their duty to uphold the 
security and independence of the United States. This is where we see ties 
between Benghazi and Devolution.

Let’s once again look into the background of the man at the epicenter of the 
Devolution Series; Christopher C. Miller. 


Some relevant background of Christopher Miller: 


But those who know the former Army Special Forces officer and have worked 
with him describe him as a standout leader who has, at every level of his career, 
kent perspective on the national impacts of his work and overarching defense 
strategy. 


As a company commander with Sth Special Forces Group, Miller helped to 
direct the first, covert invasion of Afghanistan following the Sept. 11, 2001, 
terror attacks. A small number of Green Berets from Sth Group, some of them 
on horseback, were sent to defeat the Taliban in an operation depicted years 
later in the feature film ‘12 Strong’ 


According to Jason Amerine, a former member of the unit, Miller was in no 
small part responsible for the way that first deployment took place. 


‘Chris basically got Sth Group into the war’ Amerine, now a Future of War 
Fellow at the New America think tank, told Military.com on Monday. ‘In 2001, as 
we prepared for Afghanistan, there really was no coherent plan initially, eridibig 
disagreements between special operations, CiA and the White House. Basically, 
Chris Miller volunteered Sth Group to become the [Joint Special Operations 
Task Force] - to become JSOTF North and spearhead the invasion of 
Afghanistan. 


Important to note that as far back as 2001, our military was at odds with the 
political establishment. The subject matter of these types of disagreements 
are what negatively affect our national security. 


Atthe time, Amerine was a captain in a Special Forces A-team, ODA-574: Miller, 
a 30-year-old major, was part of a B-team, a headquarters element. But on Dec. 
5, 2001, after an infamous B-52 bomber friendly fire airstrike that left three 
American soldiers and 10 Afghan troops dead in Sayyd Alma Kalay in 
Afghanistan's Oruzgan province, itwasiMillerssteamthaleameinasrarquick- 
reaction force to support Amerines devastated forces 


Amerine described Miller as a man universally admired in the SF "world of prima 
donnas. 


This is an interesting story and something I want you to keep in mind as I 
continue. Miller and his team came in as a quick reaction force in response 
to a friendly fire airstrike. A quick reaction force (QRF) is “an armed 
military unit capable of rapidly responding to developing situations, 
typically to assist allied units in need of such assistance. They are to have 
equipment ready to respond to any type of emergency, typically within ten 
minutes or less but that is based on unit standard operating 

procedures (SOPs).” 


Here is another example from 2003 discussing the QRF team from the 
(recently abandoned) Bagram AFB in Afghanistan: 


10th Mountain Division Soldiers Provide Quick Reaction Force

BAGRAM, Afghanistan, Oct. 17, 2003 - Like firemen on duty at a firehouse, 10th Mountain Division 
infantry soldiers who make up Bagram's quick reaction force sit in their hut near the airfield, always 
ready to extinguish any problems coalition forces may have in the area.

Back to Chris Miller: 


Miller would ultimately become the commander of 2nd Battalion, Sth Special 
Forces Group, having been part of the 2003 Iraq invasion and completed 
Multiple additional deployments to Iraq and Afghanistan. According to 
documents made public ahead of his confirmation to lead the National 


Counterterrorism Center, Milleftalsoispentthresyearsiohhisntimyoareer 
detailed from the DoD to the Intelligence Community. 


Following his 2014 retirement from the Army, he went to the Pentagon, working 
for more than two years as a contracted special operations consultant to the 
under secretaries of defense for Intelligence and Policy. Then, from March 2018 
to December 2019, he joined the National Security Council at the White House, 
serving as special assistant to the president and senior director for 
counterterrorism and transnational threats. On Jan. 6, 2020, Miller became the 
deputy assistant secretary of defense for Special Operations and Combating 
Terrorism, a position hed hold until his confirmation as NCTC director on Aug. 
10 of this year. 


“Miller also spent three years of his Army career detailed from the DoD to 
the intelligence.” More specifically, starting sometime in 2011 through 
sometime in 2014, Chris Miller was in his last assignment as an Army 
officer as Director for Special Operations and Irregular Warfare in the 
Office of the Assistant Secretary of Defense for Special Operations/Low- 
Intensity Conflict & Interdependent Capabilities at the Pentagon. 


As the Director for Special operations and IW in the office of the ASD 
SO/LIC, he would be the third highest in command specifically for Special 
operations at the DoD, directly reporting to the Deputy Assistant Secretary 
of Defense for Special Operations and Counterterrorism, who directly 


reported to the ASD SO/LIC. This is a position located in the Pentagon. 
Here is a slideshow from July, 2014 prepared by then Colonel Christopher 
Miller showing the (somewhat confusing) org chart. I’ve simplified it for 
you to illustrate the chain of command during his time as Director for

During the Benghazi raid on September 11, 2012, Chris Miller was 
watching the events unfold from the pentagon and was part of the team that 
would have been making operational decisions. 


In other words, he was present and directly involved when special 
operations were halted from responding to Benghazi attacks. 


Hours later, according to excerpts of the account by the U.S. diplomat,

“The White House and the Pentagon have allowed us to believe that there were no military 


options on the table,” Rep. Jason Chaffetz (R-Utah) said in a phone interview. “The model of 


the military is to leave no person behind, and it's'stunningiand unacceptable toithinkiwe had 
military willing and ready to go and the Pentagon told them to stand down.

Senate investigation 


The investigation report released on January 15, 2014, by the Senate 
Intelligence committee said that the "State Department failed to increase 
security at its mission despite warnings, and blamed intelligence agencies 
for not sharing information about the existence of the CIA outpost with the 
U.S. military," according to the Washington Post.[49] 


The Senate Intelligence Committee released the following statement along 
with a 58-page declassified report on the Benghazi attack: "The committee 
found the attacks were preventable, based on extensive intelligence 
reporting on the terrorist activity in Libya — to include prior threats and 
attacks against Western targets — and given the known security shortfalls at 
the U.S. Mission."[50] 


House Select Committee on Benghazi 


On May 8, 2014, Rep. Trey Gowdy (R-S.C.) was chosen to lead a special 
committee investigating the attack in Benghazi and the administration's 
actions regarding the attack. The committee was made up of 

seven Republicans and five Democrats.[51] When asked if the U.S. State 
Department would comply with the committee's requests, Secretary of State 
John Kerry stated, "We'll respond because we have absolutely nothing to 
hide whatsoever and I look forward to complying with whatever 
responsibilities we have."[52]

The investigation by the House Select Committee on Benghazi culminated 
in a 800+ page report. Representatives Jim Jordan and Mike Pompeo took 
things a step further and issued an addendum to the report because they felt 
Chairman Trey Gowdy’s effort did not sufficiently criticize the Obama 
Administration's handling of the attacks.

After the attacks, President Obama promised “justice will be done.” 

Yet, 
almost four years later, only one of the terrorists has been captured and 
brought to the United States to face criminal charges. Even that terrorist 
will not receive the full measure of justice after the administration chose 
not to seek the death penalty. The American people are owed an 
explanation.

Unanswered Questions: The administration did not 
cooperate with the investigation 


Despite its claims, we saw no evidence that the administration held a 
sincere interest in helping the Committee find the truth about Benghazi. 
There is a time for politics and a time to set politics aside. A national 
tragedy is one of those times when as a nation we should join together to 
find the truth. That did not happen here. So while the investigation 
uncovered new information, we nonetheless end the Committee’s 
investigation without many of the facts, especially those involving the 
President and the White House, we were chartered to obtain. 


e Why were diplomats stationed in Benghazi in the 
first place and, more importantly, why did they stay 
as it became more and more dangerous? 


e Why did the State Department ignore multiple 
requests for help from the team in Benghazi, leaving 
them to fend for themselves in a facility that was no 
match for a well-organized assault? 


e Why did the U.S. military do almost nothing to help 
and why did it take them so long to arrive in Libya 
and never prepare assets to arrive in Benghazi? 


e Why did the administration mislead the American 
people about the nature and cause of the attack? 


e Why, now almost four years later, has only one of 
the dozens of terrorists who murdered four of our 
countrymen faced American justice? 


So while I don’t think we have the full scope of the Benghazi situation, here 
is what we do know. Chris Miller was in the Pentagon when the Special 
Operation’s QRF was told to stand down. Remember these are people he 
personally worked with before being promoted to the Pentagon. How do you 
think he felt about that? Chris Miller was a member of one of these QRF 
teams back in 2001 at the start of the war. I can’t imagine the same man who 
volunteered his team to be a QRF for the 2001 mission referenced above 
would be at all “okay” with the Pentagon’s response (or lack thereof) to the 
Benghazi incident. 


The political establishment was using the military to advance their political 
agendas.

- This almost feels 
like a direct shot at the Obama administration and their handling of 
Benghazi. 


Chris Miller and the special operations forces account for just one aspect of 
the Benghazi incident. General Michael Flynn accounts for the other. I'll try 
to summarize this as best as I can. 


General Michael Flynn 

General Michael Flynn was never scared to speak his mind and was often 
critical of the Obama administration and the reality of the war in Iraq and 
deficiencies within the intelligence community: 


Ironically, the barriers to maximizing available 
intelligence are surprisingly few. The deficit of data 
needed by high-level analysts does not arise from 

a lack of reporting in the field. There are literally 
terabytes of unclassified and classified information 
typed up at the grassroots level. Nor, remarkably, is 
the often-assumed unwillingness to share infor- 
mation the core of the problem. On the contrary, 
military officers and civilians working with ISAF 
allies, and even many NGOs, are eager to exchange 
information. True, there are severe technological 
hurdles, such as the lack of a common database 
and digital network available to all partners, but 
they are not insurmountable. 


The most salient problems are attitudinal, cultural, 
and human. The intelligence community’s standard 
mode of operation is surprisingly passive about 
aggregating information that is not enemy-related 
and relaying it to decision-makers or fellow analysts 
further up the chain. It is a culture that is strangely 
oblivious of how little its analytical products, as they 
now exist, actually influence commanders. 


It is also a culture that is emphatic about secrecy 
but regrettably less concerned about mission effec- 
tiveness.' To quote General McChrystal in a recent 
meeting, “Our senior leaders — the Chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, the Secretary of Defense, 
Congress, the President of the United States — are 
not getting the right information to make decisions 
with. We must get this right. The media is driving 
the issues. We need to build a process from the 
sensor all the way to the political decision makers.” 


Flynn was commissioned in the U.S. Army as a second lieutenant in military 
intelligence in 1981. His military assignments included multiple tours and 
he had an extensive career in military intelligence. He and his superior, 
General McChrystal, streamlined all intelligence so as to increase the tempo 
of operations and degrade the networks of Al-Qaeda in Iraq. He served as 
the director of intelligence of the United States Central Command from June 
2007 to July 2008, as the director of intelligence of the Joint Staff from July 
2008 to June 2009, then the director of intelligence of the International 
Security Assistance Force in Afghanistan from June 2009 to October 2010. 


In September 2011, Flynn was promoted to Lieutenant General and assigned 
as assistant director of national intelligence in the Office of the Director of 
National Intelligence. On April 17, 2012, President Barack 

Obama nominated Flynn to be the 18th director of the Defense Intelligence 
Agency. Flynn took command of the DIA in July 2012. He simultaneously 
became commander of the Joint Functional Component Command for 
Intelligence, Surveillance and Reconnaissance, and chair of the Military 
Intelligence Board. Flynn was seeing the most classified military 
intelligence available. 


In mid-2014, his two-year term at the DIA was not extended. On April 30, 
2014, Flynn announced his retirement effective later that year, about a year 
earlier than he had been scheduled to leave his position. He was reportedly 
effectively forced out of the DIA after clashing with superiors over his 
allegedly chaotic management style and vision for the agency. 


According to what Flynn had said in one final interview as DIA director, he 
felt like a lone voice in thinking the United States was less safe from the 
threat of Islamic terrorism in 2014 than it was prior to the 9/11 attacks; he 
went on to believe he was pressed into retirement for questioning the Obama 
administration's public narrative that Al Qaeda was close to defeat. 


Flynn retired from the U.S. Army with 33 years of service on August 7, 
2014. 


On November 10, 2015, Flynn gave an interview to the Special Inspector

Michael Flynn was somebody who knew where the bodies were buried. He 
was director of the Defense Intelligence Agency during Benghazi. Benghazi 
was the direct result of Obama Administration corruption, as detailed in this 
Fox News article written by Michael Flynn himself: 


The American public was told that the intervention in Libya was necessary to prevent a 
humanitarian crisis, But just as Hillary Clinton would describe the attack on our Benghazi 
diplomats as a spontaneous protest over a video, the military intervention that led 
inexorably to the debacle in Benghazi was sold on false pretenses: to prevent an imminent 
massacre of civilians engaged in a pro-democracy uprising. 


Hillary Clinton described the 2011 Arab Spring rebellion in eastern Libya as a spontaneous 
pro-democracy uprising, but the Libyan connection to radical Islamic extremist groups was 
well known long before 2011. 


The region where the rebellion began was a fervid recruiting ground for jihadis who killed 
American forces in Iraq and Afghanistan. 


The leaders of the “civilian uprising’ that Hillary Clinton supported were members of the 
Libyan Islamic Fighting Group (LIFG) who had pledged allegiance to Al Qaeda. They 
refused to take orders from non-Islamist commanders and assassinated the then leader 
of the rebel army, Abdel Fattah Younes. 


Just as there was ample evidence that Hillary's “pro-democracy protestors” were radical

Libyan doctors told United Nations investigators that, of the more than 200 corpses in 
Tripoli’s morgues following fighting in late February 2011, only two were female. This 
indicates Qaddafi's forces targeted male combatants and did not indiscriminately attack 
civilians, Nor had Qaddafi forces attacked civilians after retaking towns from the rebels in 
early February 2011. 


While Muammar Qaddafi had a 40-year record of appalling human rights violations, his 
abuses did not include large-scale attacks on Libyan civilians. We restored full diplomatic 
relations with Qaddafi in 2007 and he was a key partner in counter-terrorism efforts, 


LIFG and affiliated jihadis received at least 18 shipments of arms from Qatar with the 
blessing of the U.S., the Wall Street Journal reports. The arms shipments were funneled 
through none other than Ali al-Sallabi, the Qatar cleric who brokered their release from 
prison. 


The Islamists were able to pay for the weapons because Clinton had convinced Obama to 
grant full diplomatic recognition to the rebels, against the advice of State Department 
lawyers and the Secretary of Defense. 


As the Washington Post reported, this move “allowed the Libyans access to billions of 
dollars from Qaddafi’s frozen accounts.” 


These arms shipments are significant for several reasons, It led to the indictment of 
American arms dealer Marc Turi who was charged with selling weapons to Islamist 
militants in Libya through Qatar. The charges were dropped this week after Turi threatened 
to reveal emails showing Clinton had approved the sales. 


Here's where it gets very sticky for Secretary Clinton. The rebel leaders were on the State 
Department's Foreign Terrorist Organization list. It is a direct violation of the law to provide 
material support for terrorist organizations under 18 U.S. Code 2339A & 2339B. Penalties 
for providing or attempting to provide material support to terrorism include imprisonment 
from 15 years to life. 


Nor is the Qatar connection insignificant. Qatar has donated anywhere from $1 to $5 
million to the Clinton Foundation, and emails reveal members of the Qatari royal family 
were privileged with back channel meetings with Secretary Clinton at the State 
Department. While whipping up support for the Libya military campaign, Clinton told Arab 
leaders, ‘it's important to me personally” the Washington Post reported. 


Hillary Clinton's prosecution of foreign policy in Libya crossed several lines: she showed 


extremely bad judgment by ignoring military and intelligence officials, she let;personal 
interests conflict with U.S. foreign policy and, most importantly, she may have broken the 


law - again. 


“By ignoring military and intelligence officials, she let personal interests 
conflict with U.S. foreign policy.” Michael Flynn is perfectly describing the 
war between white hats in the military and the corrupt political 
establishment.

The fact is—and it appears many have kind of forgotten about it at this point 
and need to be reminded—the Department of Justice’s own Inspector 
General Michael Horowitz released a damning report back in December 
2019 (pdf) that overwhelmingly demonstrated that a federal surveillance 
warrant of a former Trump campaign adviser was granted through 
deliberate fraud committed against the Foreign Intelligence Surveillance 
Court (FISC) by the FBI's Crossfire Hurricane team and the private political 
operatives they were using as informants. 


Not only that, it subsequently turned out these political operatives working 
as FBI informants were actually paid employees of the other campaign in the 
2016 election—that of presidential candidate Hillary Clinton. 


Now, if that sounds like something that should never have been allowed to 
happen—one campaign feeding the FBI fake allegations against the other to 
get a federal agency to employ its considerable surveillance and law 
enforcement powers to target and politically damage its rival candidate 
before an American presidential election—you'd be exactly right. 


Supposedly, we didn’t have a federal government where this kind of thing 
could even be attempted, much less successfully accomplished. Paid 
operatives should not have been able to become key informants for the FBI 
in a probe aimed at the Trump campaign. Before it was fully exposed, many 
people were confidently asserting that what happened in the Spygate 
scandal was impossible. 


And yet it did happen. 


Every single carefully placed safeguard, federal regulation, and policy that 
should have prevented this scandal from occurring was somehow bypassed 
or subverted. 


Prosecutor John Durham’s assigned task was to go in and break down the 
nuts-and-bolts activity of how exactly this entire federal government fiasco 
came about, to determine who did what and who should be held accountable 
for any criminal conduct.

The laptop became the subject of intense controversy before the 
November presidential election when the New York Post claimed in 
October that it contained emails harmful to Joe Biden, then the 
Democratic nominee, 


The Post claimed that the materials from the laptop indicated that 
Joe Biden had been compromised by his son's business dealings in 
Ukraine, where he was on the board of the energy firm Burisma. 


Critics said other emails contained evidence of influence-peddling 
by Hunter Biden in China. Neither claim was ever substantiated. 


The story of how the Post and, later, the Daily Mail obtained the 
machine's contents is convoluted; it was said to have been 
abandoned in a Delaware computer shop, then handed to allies of 
Donald Trump. 


Amid doubts about the authenticity of the information and briefings 
from US intelligence agencies that it was likely part of a Russian 
disinformation campaign, Facebook and Twitter introduced 


measures to stop the Post's story from being shared on the 


platforms. 


But the Daily Mail said that the laptop was indeed Hunter Biden's 
and that it had obtained 103,000 text messages, 154,000 emails, and 


more than 2,000 photos from a copy of its hard drive, 


The intelligence community, MSM and big tech have done everything they 
can to provide cover for the Biden family in regards to what is on this 
laptop, but we have to keep in mind who else might have had this 


information. Specifically, who else could have the laptop and be able to act 
upon what is inside? 


The answer is simple. It’s the same people who have been fighting the 
political establishment for years. The same people with terabytes of data 
from Chinese Defector Dong Jingwei. The same people who know Covid 
was a bioweapon.

The Biden Crime Family

The direct involvement of Hunter Biden and Heinz in the acquisition of Henniges by the 
Chinese government creates a potential conflict of interest. 
ir carer mere he Department of State, then under Mr. Kerry's 
leadership, is also a CFIUS member and played a direct role in the decision to approve the 
Henniges transaction. The appearance of a potential conflict of interest in this case Was 
particularly troubling given Hunter Biden’s history of investing in and collaborating with 


Chinese companies, including at least one that clearly poses significant national security 
concems, This history with China precedes and follows the 2015 Henniges transaction, (This 


The Biden’s knew prior to Joe “winning” the 2020 election, that Hunter’s 
(and therefore Joe’s) foreign business dealings were conflicts of interest. 
Trump and the military knew this as well. On October 13, 2019, Hunter 
committed “not to serve on boards of, or work on behalf of, foreign owned 
companies.” 


NEW YORK — Facing intense scrutiny from President Donald Trump and his Republican allies, 
Hunter Biden announced on Sunday that he will step down from the board of directors of a Chinese- 
backed private equity firm at the end of the month as part of a pledge not to work on behalf of any 


foreign-owned companies should his father win the presidency. 


Biden, the 49-year-old son of Democratic presidential candidate Joe Biden, revealed his plan in an 
internet post written by his attorney, George Mesires, who outlined a defense of the younger 
Biden’s work in Ukraine and China, which have emerged as one of Trump's chief lines of attack 


against Hunter’s father despite no proof of impropriety. 


“Hunter makes the following commitment: Under a Biden Administration, Hunter will readily 
comply with any and all guidelines or standards a President Biden may issue to address purported 
conflicts of interest, or the appearance of such conflicts, including any restrictions related to 
overseas business interests. In any event, Hunter will agree not to serve on boards of, or work on 
behalf of, foreign owned companies,’ Mesires wrote, 


He continued: “He will continue to keep his father personally uninvolved in his business affairs, 
while availing himself as necessary and appropriate to the Office of the White House Counsel to 
help inform his application of the Biden Administration's guidelines or standards to his business 
decision-making. 


It shouldn’t surprise you that Hunter did not follow through on his 
commitment. On June 21, 2021, the Washington Examiner reported that 
“Hunter Biden still hasn’t divested from Chinese government-linked 


investment firm.” 


Hunter Biden still appears to hold an ownership stake in a Chinese government-linked 
investment firm despite repeated pledges from President Joe Biden that his family would 
not have any foreign business ties. 


The troubled son of Joe Biden still holds allOS&sequitystakeiinBohainHanvestiRST 


(Shanghai) Equity Investment Fund Management Company, according to Chinese 
business records, Hunter Biden has reportedly been under criminal investigation as far 
back as 2018 as federal authorities scrutinize his taxes and potentially his foreign business 
dealings, and the 51-year-old's financial transactions with China might be at the forefront. 


More details in a letter from Chuck Grassley from August 15, 2019: 


For example, in December of 2013, one month after Rosemont Seneca’s merger with Bohat Capital 
to form BHR, Hunter Biden reportedly flew aboard Air Force Two with his father, then-Vice President 
Biden to China.[4] While in China, he helped arrange for Jonathan Li, CEO of Bohai Capital, to “shake 
hands” with Vice-President Biden [5] Afterward, Hunter Biden met with Li for reportedly a “soctal 
meeting.”[6] After the China trip, BHR’s business license was approved.[7] In December of 2014, BHR 
also reportedly became an investor in China General Nuclear Power Corp (CGN), a state-owned energy 
company involved in building nuclear reactors.[8] In April of 2016, the U.S. Department of Justice (DOJ) 
charged CGN with conspiracy to unlawfully engage and participate in the production and development of 
special nuclear material outside the United States which could cause “significant damage to our national 
security.”[9] Then, in August of 2015, Gemini Investments Limited, another Chinese-government linked 
entity, purchased 75 percent of Rosemont Reality, a sister company of Rosemont Seneca.[10] Rosemont 


Realty became Gemini Rosemont and it reportedly focused on purchasing American real estate.[11] 


In September 2015, BHR joined with a subsidiary of the Aviation Industry Corporation of China 
(AVIC) to acquire Henniges for $600 million. AVIC acquired 51 percent of the company, and BHR 
acquired 49 percent [12] According to reports, the acquisition of Henniges by BHR and AVIC was the 
“biggest Chinese mvestment into US automotive manufacturing assets to date.”[13] Because the 


acquisition gave Chinese companies direct control of Henniges’ anti-vibration technologies, the transaction 


was reviewed by CFIUS. CFIUS approved the transaction despite reports that in 2007, vears before BHR 


Clearly, this financial dealing could be a threat to the National Security of 
the United States by providing the CCP with the Henniges’ anti-vibration 
tech. Officials from the Pentagon expressed concern over this fact back in 
2011: 

A cyber espionage operation by China seven years ago produced sensitive technology and aircraft secrets that were 
incorporated into the latest version of China's new J-2o stealth fighter jet, according to US. officials and private defense 
analysts. 


The Chinese cyber spying against the Lockheed Martin F-36 Lightning Il took place in 2007 under what US. intelligence 
agencies codenamed Operation Byzantine Hades, a large-scale, multi-year cyber program that targeted governments 
and industry. 


Defense officials said the stolen data was obtained by a Chinese military unit called a Technical Reconnaissance Bureau 
inthe Chengdu province, The data was then passed to the state-run Aviation Industry Corp, of China (AVIC), 


An AVIC subsidiary, the Chengdu Aircraft Industry Group, used the stolen data in building the J-20, said defense and 
intelligence officials familiar with reports of the illicit tech transfer. 


Pentagon technology security officials in 2011 opposed a joint venture between General Electric and AVIC over concerns 
that U.S. fighter jet technology would be diverted to AVICs military aircraft programs. The Obama administration ignored 
the concerns and instead has since promoted the systematic loosening of technology controls on transfers to China, 


BHR plays a larger role to the overall story here. Let’s dig in even further. 
As of August 30, 2021, one of the companies in BHR’s portfolio is 
Contemporary Amperex Technology Co., Limited (CATL). 


Private equity firm focused on mergers & acquisitions 
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CATL is the “world’s largest maker of electric vehicle batteries.” 


CATL dominates global production of lithium iron phosphate batteries, which 
use iron and phosphate rather than expensive metals such as nickel and cobalt. 
These batteries are used by Tesla in its short and medium-range electric cars 
made in Shanghai, some of which are exported to Europe. 


CATL charges ahead 
Amount of GWh battery capacity in newly sold passenger EVs (01,2021) 
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CATL is even contracted to supply lithium-ion batteries to Tesla. 
Chinese electric vehicle (EV) battery giant, Contemporary Amperex 


Technology Co (CATL), will start to supply lithium-ion batteries to the 
American EV maker Tesla from January 2022 to December 2025, according to a 


notice released by CATL on Monday. 


CATL announced that in order to further extend and deepen the friendly and 
cooperative relationship with Tesla, the Chinese battery maker and its 


American partner signed a "Production Pricing Agreement" on Friday. 


The final sales shall be subject to the actual settlement of the purchase order 


issued by Tesla, according to CATL. 


The new deal should be a continuation of the agreement signed between the 
two companies in February 2020, under which CATL agreed to supply lithium- 
ion batteries to Tesla, from July 2020 to June 2022. 


Do you notice anything interesting regarding CATL’s share price from the 
past year? 


CATL's rapid rise over the past year 
Share price (Rmb) 
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Starting right around November, their share price has nearly tripled. What 
happened in November? Oh yea, the CCP helped Joe Biden steal an 
election.

Better still for China, if it gets its way, is that Afghanistan is set to be 
the Saudi Arabia of Afghanistan. In other words, the central Asian 
country is reputedly home to heaps of lithium. wsithelargest'car 
want to secure everv last pound of lithium that it can. 


You read that correctly. Before the dust even settled over Afghanistan from 


Biden’s botched withdrawal, China was already in talks with the Taliban 
attempting to get their hands on those rare earth elements. 


China poised for bigger role in Afghanistan? 


Only hours after the Taliban overran Afghanistan, a foreign ministry 
spokeswoman said Beijing was ready for “friendly cooperation with 


Afghanistan,” 


“On the basis of fully respecting the sovereignty of Afghanistan and the will of 
all factions in the country, China has maintained contact and communication 
with the Afghan Taliban and played a constructive role in promoting the 


political settlement of the Afghan issue,” said spokeswoman Hua Chunying at 


apress conference on Monday, 


According to Hua, the Taliban said “on multiple occasions” that it “looks 
forward to China’s participation in Afghanistan's reconstruction and 


development.” 


“We are ready to continue to develop good-neighborliness and friendly 
cooperation with Afghanistan and play a constructive role in Afghanistan's 


peace and reconstruction,” Hua said. 


The Biden family is set to personally benefit from China gaining access to 
Afghanistan’s rare earth elements, and I think the timeline can serve as 
circumstantial evidence. On July 6, 2021, an article was published in the AP 
titled “US left Afghan airfield at night, didn’t tell new commander.” Keep 
the title of that article in mind-- the US left Afghanistan without telling the 
Afghan commander. 


BAGRAM, Afehanistan (AP) — The U.S. left Afchanistan’s Bagram Airfield after nearly 20 years by 
shutting off the electricity and slipping away in the night without notifying the base’s new Afghan 
commander, who discovered the Americans’ departure more than two hours after they left, 


Afghan military officials said. 


Afchanistan’s army showed off the sprawling air base Monday, providing a rare first glimpse of 
what had been the epicenter of America’s war to unseat the Taliban and hunt down the al-Qaida 


perpetrators of the g/11 attacks on America, 


The U.S. announced Fridav it had completely vacated its biggest airfield in the country in advance 


of a final withdrawal the Pentagon says will be completed by the end of August. 


“We (heard) some rumor that the Americans had left Bagram ... and finally by seven o'clock in the 
morning, we understood that it was confirmed that they had already left Bagram,” Gen, Mir 
Asadullah Kohistani, Bagram’s new commander said. 


So that screenshot above points out that “The U.S. announced Friday that it 
had completely vacated its biggest airfield in the country.” The “Friday” 
they are referring to was on July 2nd, 2021; just 4 days following the 
announcement of the deal between CATL and Tesla which was reported on 
June 28, 2021. 


Chinese firm CATL to supply lithium-ion 
batteries to Tesla 
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Biden claims he was handcuffed by the deal Trump made with the Taliban 
for leaving Afghanistan, but I would like to offer an alternative theory. It 
looks more and more to me as though once again, Trump set a trap and once 
again, Biden and the Democrats walked right into it. 


Remember, Trump said publicly that he would be leaving Afghanistan, but 
according to Chris Miller from this August 18, 2020 article, Trump never 
actually intended to fully withdraw:

By then, Miller knew that some in the U.S. intelligence community believed the 
war could become smaller once again, and sustainable. 


‘We did plenty of wargames on this and we knew what the minimal force 
structure was, he said this week. “The number was 800. If this all goes bad, 
What is the minimal force structure needed to maintain [counterterrorism] 
strike and reconnaissance capability? We can do it for 800, 850.’ 


Defense One was able to confirm Millers account of the 800-personnel study 
independently with another former NSC staff member. 


Miller said he understood Trumps May 1 withdrawal deal to be a negotiating 
tactic. 


How much do you think Trump knows in regards to Biden’s corruption 
relating to China? I’m just a regular guy using publicly available 
information and I’ve pieced together a direct connection between Biden’s 
corruption with China and the current Afghanistan situation. Imagine what 
Trump and the most technologically advanced military in the world can 
piece together.

Over two decades of war that spanned four presidents, the 
Pentagon had always managed to fend off the political instincts of 
elected leaders frustrated with the grind of Afghanistan, as 
commanders repeatedly requested more time and more troops. 
Even as the number of American forces in Afghanistan steadily 
decreased to the 2,500 who still remained, Defense Department 
leaders still cobbled together a military effort that managed to 
protect the United States from terrorist attacks even as it failed, 
spectacularly, to defeat the Taliban in a place that has crushed 
foreign occupiers for 2,000 years. 


The current military leadership hoped it, too, could convince a new 
president to maintain at least a modest troop presence, trying to 
talk Mr. Biden into keeping a residual force and setting conditions 


on any withdrawal. ButMr Bidenrefused to bepersuaded. 


The two Pentagon leaders stood before Mr. Biden near the same 
Resolute Desk where President George W. Bush reviewed plans in 
2001 to send in elite Special Operations troops to hunt for Osama 
bin Laden only to see him melt over the border into Pakistan. It 
was the same desk where President Barack Obama decided on a 
surge of forces in 2009, followed by a rapid drawdown, only to 
discover that the Afghan military was not able to defend itself 
despite billions of dollars in training. It was there that President 
Donald J. Trump declared that all American troops were coming 
home — but never carried through a plan to do so. 


There would be no conditions put on the withdrawal, Mr. Biden told 
the men, cutting off the last thread — one that had worked with Mr. 
Trump — and that Mr. Austin and General Milley hoped could 
stave off a full drawdown. 


They were told, Zero meant zero, 


In that moment, the war — which had been debated across four 
presidents, prosecuted with thousands of commando raids, cost 
2,400 American fatalities and 20,000 injured, with progress never 
quite being made — began its final chapter. It will be over, Mr. 
Biden has promised, by the 20th anniversary of the attacks that 
stunned the world and led to more than 13,000 airstrikes. 


How this last chapter of the American adventure in Afghanistan 
Will end is a story that remains to be written. 


Trump expected Biden to take this opportunity to betray America and on 
April 18, 2021, Trump even goaded Biden into fully withdrawing, and doing 
it even quicker: 


Former President Trump said President Biden's decision to withdraw U.S. troops from 
Afghanistan is’a wonderful and positive thing to do,’ but criticized the timeline and said the US. 
‘should get out earlier’ 


Now, Biden is predictably blaming Trump for the disaster that has ensued: 


Biden released a statement on Saturday aiming blame at former President 
Donald Trump’s deal with the Taliban in 2020, which promised reduced forces 
and a prisoner swap. 


Biden said the deal “left the Taliban in the strongest position militarily since 
2001” and left him with few choices: “Follow through on the deal, with a brief 
extension to get our forces and our allies’ forces out safely, or ramp up our 
presence and send more American troops to fight once again in another 
country’s civil conflict.” 


Why hasn’t Biden sent in more troops to facilitate a safer withdrawal? Why 
is he abandoning Americans there? The only logical explanation is that 
“somebody” is forcing him to do it this way. I’m guessing that “somebody” 
is the CCP and I think Donald Trump and those running the Devolution 
operation are forcing his hand. 


Remember the story from above that Bagram AFB was abandoned in the 
middle of the night without telling the Afghan commander? Why wouldn’t 
they tell him? Bear in mind that it was Trump who signed a deal with the

Information gathered separately by another congressional committee indicate the contact 
occurred in September, the month before the FISA warrant was approved, 


These revelations illustrate anew how much the FBI and Justice Department have withheld 


from the public about their collaborationzanchcollusionwithiclearly;partisanelemente of the 
Clinton campaign and the DNC, Fusion and Steele, that were trying to defeat Trump.

The e-mails correspond to the dates the Alfa Bank/Trump Organization was getting 
media exposure. One has to wonder what other correspondence Sussman had with 
Fusion GPS,

While the 448-page Mueller report found no conspiracy between Donald Trump's campaign and 
Russia, it offered voluminous details to support the sweeping conclusion that the Kremlin worked 
to secure Trump's victory. Theveport laimsithatthe interference operationoceurred 
“principally’ on two fronts: Russian military intelligence officers hacked and leaked embarrassing 
Democratie’Party doctiments, and a government-linked troll farm orchestrated a sophisticated 


and far-reaching social media campaign that denigrated Hillary Clinton and promoted Trump. 


But a close examination of the report shows that none of those headline assertions are supported 
by the report's evidence or other publicly available sources. They are further undercut by 


investigative shortcomings and the conflicts of interest of key players involved: 


+ The report uses qualified and vague language to describe key events, indicating that Mueller 
and his investigators do not actually know for certain whether Russian intelligence officers 
stole Democratic Party emails, or how those emails were transferred to WikiLeaks. 


+ The report's timeline of events appears to defy logic. According to its narrative, WikiLeaks 
founder Julian Assange announced the publication of Democratic Party emails not only 
before he received the documents but before he even communicated with the source that 
provided them. 

« There is strong reason to doubt Mueller’s suggestion that an alleged Russian cutout called 
Guccifer 2.0 supplied the stolen emails to Assange. 

+ Mueller’s decision not to interview Assange - a central figure who claims Russia was not 
behind the hack - suggests an unwillingness to explore avenues of evidence on 
fundamental questions. 

+ US. intelligence officials cannot make definitive conclusions about the hacking of the 
Democratic National Committee computer servers because they didnot analyze those 


servers themselves. Instead, they relied on the forensics of CrowdStrike, a private contractor 
forthe DNetthatWasttola neutral party, much as “Russian dossier” compiler Christopher 


Steele, also a DNC contractor, was not a neutral party. This puts two Demoerat-hired 
contractors squarely behind underlying allegations in the affair - a key circumstance that 
Mueller ignores. 

« Further, the government allowed CrowdStrike and the Democratic Party's legal counsel to 
submit redacted records, meaning CrowdStike and not the government decided what could

The Mueller report's narrative of Russian hacking and 
leaking was initially laid out in a July 2018 indictment of 
12 Russian intelligence officers and is detailed further in 
the report.

Committee (DCCC) servers beginning in April 2016, Beginning in June 2016, the report claims, 
the GRU created two online personas, "DCLeaks" and "Guccifer 2.0," to begin releasing the stolen 
material, After making contact later that month, Guccifer 2.0 apparently transferred the DNC 
emails to the whistleblowing, anti-secrecy publisher WikiLeaks, which released the first batch on 


July 22 ahead of the Democratic National Convention. 


The report presents this narrative with remarkable specificity: It describes in detail how GRU 
officers installed malware, leased U.S.-based computers, and used cryptocurrencies to carry out 
their hacking operation. The intelligence that caught the GRU hackers is portrayed as so invasive 
and precise that it even captured the keystrokes of individual Russian officers, including their use 


of search engines. 


In fact, the report contains crucial gaps in the evidence that might support that authoritative 
account. Here is how it describes the core crime under investigation, the alleged GRU theft of 
DNC emails: 


Between approximately May 25, 2016 and June 1, 2016, GRU officers accessed the DNC’s 
mail server from a GRU-controlled computer leased inside the United States. During 
these connections, Unit 26165 officers appear to have stolen thousands of emails and 
attachments, which were later released by WikiLeaks in July 2016. [Italics added for 


emphasis 


The GRU also stole documents from the DNC network shortly after gaining access. On 
April 22, 2016, the GRU copied files from the DNC network to GRU-controlled computers, Stolen 
documents included the DNC’s opposition research into candidate Trump." Between 
approximately May 25, 2016 and June 1, 2016, GRU officers accessed the DNC’s mail server

The report's use of that one word, “appear,” undercuts its suggestions that Mueller possesses 
convincing evidence that GRU officers stole "thousands of emails and attachments" from DNC 
servers, It is a departure from the language used in his July 2018 indictment, which contained no 
such qualifier:

Mueller's uncertainty over the theft and transfer of Democratic Party emails isn't the only gap in 
his case. Another is his timeline of events - a critical component of any criminal investigation. 
The report's timeline defies logic: According to its account, WikiLeaks founder Julian Assange 
announced the publication of the emails not only before he received the documents, but before 


he even communicated with the source that provided them. 


As the Mueller report confirms, on June 12, 2016, Assange told an interviewer, "We have 
upcoming leaks in relation to Hillary Clinton, which is great.” But Mueller reports that 
"WikiLeaks's First Contact With Guccifer 2.0 and DC Leaks" comes two days after that

Around the same time, WikiLeaks initiated communications with the GRU om 


Guccifer 2,0 shortly after it was used to release documents stolen from the DNC, O 

2016, seven days after Guccifer 2.0's first releases of stolen DNC documents, WikiLeaks use 
Twitter’s direct message function to contact the Guccifer 2,0 Twitter account and suggest that 
Guccifer 2.0 “[s]end any new material [stolen from the DNC] here for us to review and it will have 
amuch higher impact than what you are doing.” 


On July 6, 2016, WikiLeaks again contacted Guccifer 2.0 through Twitter's private 
messaging function, writing, “if you have anything hillary related we want it in the next tweo [sic] 
days prefable [sic] because the DNC is approaching and she will solidify bernie supporters behind 
her after.” The Guccifer 2.0 persona responded, “ok... i see.” WikiLeaks also explained, “we 
think trump has only a 25% chance of winning against hillary . . . so conflict between bernie and 
hillary is interesting,”"! 


Mueller Report, p. 46. 


If Assange's "First Contact" with DC Leaks came on June 14, and with Guccifer 2.0 on June 22, 
then what was Assange talking about on June 12? It is possible that Assange heard from another 
supposed Russian source before then; but if so, Mueller doesn't know it. Instead the report offers 


the implausible scenario that their first contact came after Assange's announcement. 


There is another issue with the report's Guccifer 2.0-WikiLeaks timeline. Assange would have 
been announcing the pending release of stolen emails not just before he heard from the source, 
but also before he received the stolen emails, As noted earlier, Mueller suggested that WikiLeaks 
received the stolen material from Guccifer 2.0 "on or around" July 14 - a full month after Assange 


publicly announced that he had them. 


In yet one more significant inconsistency, Mueller asserts that the two Russian outfits running 
the Kremlin-backed operation -- Guecifer 2.0 and DC Leaks - communicated about their covert 


activities over Twitter. Mueller reports that on Sept. 15, 2016: 


The Twitter accounta@guccifer_2 sent @dcleaks_a direct message, which is the first 
known contact between the personas. During subsequent communications, the Guccifer 
2.0 persona informed DCLeaks that WikiLeaks was trying to contact DCLeaks and 


arrange for a way to speak through encrypted emails, 


Why would Russian intelligence cutouts running a sophisticated interference campaign 
communicate over an easily monitored social media platform? In one of many such instances 


throughout the report, Mueller shows no curiosity in pursuing this obvious question. 


For his part, Assange has repeatedly claimed that Russia was not his source and that the U.S. 

"The US. intelligence community is not aware of when 
WikiLeaks obtained its material or when the sequencing of our material was done or how we 
obtained our material directly,’ Assange said in January 2017. "WikiLeaks sources in relation to 
the Podesta emails and the DNC leak are not members of any government.

Henry with a “close relationship” to DNC lawyer and Perkins Coie partner 
Michael Sussman also formerly worked under Mueller. That means the 
same individual who “led the forensics team that ultimately blamed Russia 
for the DNC breach,” previously worked under the individual “in charge” of 
the entire special council looking into Trump’s ties to Russia. This whole 
situation is one big case study on conflict of interest. 


Second, it mentions the retraction CrowdStrike was forced to make 
regarding Ukraine. This article from the Atlantic outlines how in December 
of 2016, CrowdStrike released a report that claimed the same Russian GRU 
that hacked the DNC also hacked into a Ukrainian artillery app, resulting in 
heavy losses for Ukraine in their war against Russian-backed separatists. 


The issue here is that Ukraine’s Ministry of Defense claimed the combat 


losses and hacking never happened: 


WASHINGTON — An influential British think tank and Ukraine’s military are 
disputing a report that the U.S. cybersecurity firm CrowdStrike has used to 
buttress its claims of Russian hacking in the presidential election. 


The CrowdStrike report, released in December, asserted that Russians hacked into 
a Ukrainian artillery app, resulting in heavy losses of howitzers in Ukraine’s war 
with Russian-backed separatists, 


But the International Institute for Strategic Studies (IISS) told VOA that 
CrowdStrike erroneously used ISS data as proof of the intrusion. IISS disavowed 


any connection to the CrowdStrike report. (Ukraine'siMinistty of Defenselalso lias 
claimed combat losses and hacking never happened. 


A CrowdStrike spokesperson told VOA that it stands by its findings, which, they 
say, "have been confirmed by others in the cybersecurity community.” 


The challenges to CrowdStrike’s credibility are significant because the firm was 
the first to link last year’s hacks of Democratic Party computers to Russian actors, 
and because CrowdStrike co-founder Dimiti Alperovitch has trumpeted its 
Ukraine report as more evidence of Russian election tampering. 


CrowdStrike was forced to revise and retract their claims after Ukraine 
denied it ever happened. CrowdStrike fabricated evidence to CREATE A 
NARRATIVE. Are you seeing a pattern yet? Remember, CrowdStrike 
didn’t allow anybody else to access and review the DNC servers so we are 
forced to rely on only their accounting of what happened. 


Now this is where things get even more interesting. On July 25, 2019, 
President Trump had his infamous call with Ukraine’s President Volodymyr 
Zelenskiy; the call that led to his first impeachment trial. One of the most 
overlooked aspects of the call--by the media, at least-- was President 
Trump’s mention of CrowdStrike specifically. The media was far too 
concerned with doing damage control on the Bidens’ image.

Trump did bring up Hunter Biden and Burisma during this phone call and 
that is not insignificant because their corruption plays a major role when you 
look at the “bigger picture’, but he also directly mentioned CrowdStrike, the 
company involved in “uncovering” the DNC hack which helped perpetrate 
the entire narrative that Trump colluded with Russia. The same company

Henry said. 


Henry's 2017 testimony that there was no “concrete evidence” that the emails were stolen 
electronically suggests that Mueller may have been misleading in his 2019 final report. The report 
stated that Russian intelligence "appears to have compressed and exfiltrated over 70 gigabytes of 
data" and agents "appear to have stolen thousands of emails and attachments" from Democratic 
Congressional Campaign Committee and DNC servers, respectively. It also suggests that the DNC 
emails were transferred to a server in Illinois controlled by the Russian intelligence service GRU. 
But in addition to including the qualifier "appear" Mueller's source for the Illinois server claim is 
redacted. That leaves CrowdStrike, to date, as U.S. intelligence officials’ primary, publicly known 


source for its confident claims about Russian hacking. 


The stolen emails, which were published by Wikileaks - whosefoundendJulianAssange has long 
denied they came from Russia - were embarrassing to the party because, among other things, 
they showed the DNC had favored Clinton during her 2016 primary battles against Sen. Bernie 
Sanders for the presidential nomination. The DNC eventually issued an apology to Sanders and 
his supporters “for the inexcusable remarks made over email.” The DNC hack was separate from 
the FBI's investigation of Clinton’s use of a private server while serving as President Obama’s

The disclosure that CrowdStrike found no evidence that alleged Russian hackers exfiltrated any 
data from the DNC server raises a critical question: On what basis, then, did it accuse them of 
stealing the emails? Further, on what basis did Obama administration officials make far more 
forceful claims about Russian hacking? 


So the entire time, CrowdStrike never actually had direct evidence that the 
emails were stolen, and the fact that they never allowed anybody from the 


FBI or NSA to look at the servers is stunning: 

If CrowdStrike's role in the investigation raises a red flag, the potential exclusion of another entity 
raises an equally glaring one, According to former NSA Technical Director Bill Binney, the NSA is 
the only U.S. agency that could conclusively determine the source of the alleged DNC email hacks. 
"If this was really an internet hack, the NSA could easily tell us when the information was taken 
and the route it took after being removed from the [DNC] server” Binney says. But given Mueller's 
qualified language and his repeated use of"in or around’ rather than outlining specific, down-to- 
the-second timestamps - which the NSA could provide -- Binney is skeptical that NSA

At the direction of the DNC and DCCC’s legal counsel, CrowdStrike prepared three draft 
reports. Copies of these reports were subsequently produced voluntarily to the 
government bycounsel forthe DNGandDGGG, At the time of the voluntary production, 
counsel forthe DNC told the government that the redacted material concerned steps 
taken to remediate the attack and to harden the DNC and DCCC systems against future 
attack. According to counsel, no redacted information concerned the attribution of the 


attack to Russian actors, 


In other words, the government allowed CrowdStrike and the Demoeratie’Party’slegalicounsel to 


decide what it could and could not see in reports on Russian hacking, thereby surrendering the 
ability to independently vet their claims. The government also took CrowdStrike's word that "no 


redacted information concerned the attribution of the attack to Russian actors. 


A former NSA technical director signed an affidavit during Stone’s case that 
further confuses the origins of the DNC hack: 


According to an affidavit filed for Stone's defense by Binney, the speed transfer rate and the file 
formatting of the DNC data indicate that they Were moved On 10 Storage device, nothacked over 
theliitenet. In a rebuttal, Stone's prosecutors said that the file information flagged by Binney 
"would be equally consistent with Russia intelligence officers using a thumb drive to transfer 
hacked materials among themselves after the hack took place." In an interview with 
RealClearlnvestigations, Binney could not rule out that possibility. But conversely, the evidence 


laid out by Mueller is so incomplete and uncertain that Binney's theory cannot be ruled out either.

Binney signed a sworn affidavit that he believes that the DNC data was 
“moved on to a storage device, not hacked over the internet.” Here are a few

“Key findings indicate that the DNC data was copied onto a storage device at a speed that far exceeds 
an Intemet capability for a remote hack. Of equal importance, the forensics show that the copying and 
doctoring were performed on the East coast of the U.S. Thus far, mainstream media have ignored the 


findings of these independent studies. (NODIE\SBInNE}2017 


June 12, 2016: Assange announces WikiLeaks is about to publish “emails related to Hillary 
Clinton.” (Noble & Binney, 2017) 


June 15, 2016: DNC contractor Crowdstrike, (with @ dubious professional record and multiple conflicts of 
interest) announces that malware has been found on the DNC server and claims there is evidence it was 
injected by Russians. (Noble & Binney, 2017) 


June 15, 2016: On the same day, ‘Guccifer 2.0° affims the DNC statement: claims responsibilty for the 
“ack,” claims fo be a WikiLeaks source: and posts a document that the forensics show was synthetically 
tainted with ‘Russian fingerprints.” (Noble & Binney, 2017) 


We do not think that the June 12 & 15 timing was pure coincidence. Rather, it suggests the start of a pre- 
emptive move fo associate Russia with anything WikiLeaks might have been about to publish and to 
“show” that it came from a Russian hack. (Noble & Binney, 2017) 


The Key Event 


July §, 2016: In the early evening, Eastem Daylight Time, someone working in the EDT time zone with a 
computer directly connected to the DNC server or DNC Local Area Network, copied 1,976 MegaBytes of 
data in 87 seconds onto an external storage device. That speed is many times faster than what is 
physically possible with a hack. (Noble & Binney, 2017) 


This falls in line with a theory that has been floating around regarding who 
actually gave Julian Assange the data. Many believe it was Seth Rich, a 
former computer-voting specialist from the DNC who was murdered on July 
10, 2016, just 5 days after Binney says the DNC data was downloaded and 
just 5 days before Crowdstrike announced the server was hacked by 
Russians. Here is what Newsweek reported about his Murder: 


At 4:19 a.m., police patrolling nearby responded to the sound of gunfire in 
Bloomingdale and found Rich lying mortally wounded at a dark 
intersection a block and a half from a red-brick row house he shared with 
friends. He had multiple gunshot wounds in his back. About an hour and 
40 minutes later, he died at a local hospital. Police have declined to say 
whether he was able to describe his assailants. 

The cops suspected Rich was a victim of an attempted robbery, one of 
many that plague the neighborhood. Strangely, however, they found his 
wallet, credit cards and cellphone on his body. The band of his wristwatch 


was torn but not broken.

Employees” and they have been certified that their “services outweighs the potential 


for a conflict of interest created by the financial interest involved.” 


This means our government knows there is a “potential for a conflict of interest 
created by the financial interest involved” for members of the EISCC because the 
“official responsible for the employee's appointment” has to certify it. They know 
there is a conflict of interest for members of the EISCC yet they allow it to operate 


without oversight.

1. Member Affiliations 


Members of the EISCC include entities (companies, organizations, or components thereof) whose 
services, systems, products or technology are used by (or on behaiff of) State or Local government 
in administering the U.S. election process. 

Such entities should have demonstrable working relationships with federal, state, or local election 
officials, which may include verifiable registration/accreditation with the U.S. Election Assistance 
Commission, and/or relevant contractual relationships with SLTT government election offices. 
Entities whose primary assets are elections-related may be considered for membership. 


Each Member representative shall serve until the end of their tenure with their appointing entity, 
or until the entity self-reports a change in its representation.

Entity; (c) identify threats on premise, in the cloud, or on remote systems; (d} inspect 
network traffic in a decrypted state on the endpoint for the limited purpose of 
identifying malicious activity; and (e) identify and remediate malware infections. 


2. Centralized management of EDR data to allow system administration, event 
analysis and reporting by CIS SOC. Additionally, Entity will be able to interact with 
its own EDR data through the management system.

The EDR Services include use of software that is li¢ehiSed'f01CIS by a third party 
provider, Orowdstrikeyincn(*Crowdstfike”), All title and ownership rights of the 


software shall remain with Crowdstrike. 


The Customer shall own all right, title and interest in its data that is provided to 
CIS pursuant to this Agreement. Customer hereby grants CIS a non-exclusive, 
non-transferable license to access and use such data to the extent necessary to 
provide EDR Services under this Agreement. 


Ill. Third Party Provider Terms and Conditions 


Entity acknowledges and agrees that as part of providing EDR Services, CIS has 
contracted with the third party provider, QrowdStrike. Entity further acknowledges 


and agrees that in return for receipt of EDR ae 


A. Access & Use Rights. Subject to the terms and conditions of this Agreement, Entity 
has a non-exclusive, non-transferable, non-sublicensable license to access and use 
the Products in accordance with any applicable Documentation solely for Entity’s 
Internal Use. "Phe" Productineludés a downloadable object-code component 
(‘Software’Component’); Entity may install and run multiple copies of the Software 
Components solely for Entity’s Internal Use. Entity’s access and use is limited to the 
quantity and the period of time specified in this Agreement. 


By now you see where I am going with this. Our federal government has 
contracted the Center for Internet Security (CIS) to provide cybersecurity for 
hundreds, if not thousands, of U.S. SLTT organizations. The CIS uses 
CrowdStrike to provide that cybersecurity. 


The same CrowdStrike with ties to the Obama administration. 


The same CrowdStrike who lied and covered up the DNC hack that was one 
of launching pads for the Trump-Russia narrative. 


The same CrowdStrike which, I believe, fabricated the data behind the Alfa 
Bank story. 


CrowdStrike’s cybersecurity product includes “a downloadable object-code 
component (‘Software Component’).” This means that any state or local 
government who used the CIS to provide cybersecurity, allowed 
CrowdStrike’s software to be downloaded directly into their machines and 
systems. 


Maybe it’s just me, but I would think that if a bad actor (like China) wanted 
to hack our entire election system, gaining access to it through a few entities 
like Perkins Coie and CrowdStrike might be the perfect way to do it. 


Despite a laundry list of conflicts of interest on behalf of both entities, our 
nation is being told, repeatedly, to simply ignore those conflicts and “trust” 
that nothing nefarious occurred in the 2020 election-- when CrowdStrike 
themselves had direct access to voting machines throughout the country. 


This leads me to the final thing I would like to discuss. 


The Solarwinds Hack 


Let’s look at the timeline: 


SolarWinds hack timeline (last updated 
March 28, 2021) 


December 8, 2020 How the discovery began — FireEye, a prominent 
cybersecurity firm, announced they were a victim to a nation-state attack. 
The security team reported their Red Team toolkit, containing applications 
used by ethical hackers in penetration tests, was stolen. 


December 13, 2020 Initial detection — FireEye discovered a supply chain 
attack while it was investigating the nation-state attack on its own Red 
Team toolkit. The researchers stumbled across evidence that attackers 
entered a backdoor in the SolarWinds software “trojanizing SolarWinds 
Orion business software updates to distribute malware.” FireEye dubbed it 
“SUNBURST.” 


December 13 SolarWinds begins notifying customers, including a post on \ts Twitler 
account, "SolarWinds asks all customers to upgrade immediately to Orion Platform 
version 2020.2.1 HF 1 to address a security vulnerability." 


December 14 SolarWinds files an SEC Form 8-K report, stating in part that the 
company "has been made aware of a cyberattack that inserted a vulnerability within 
its Orion monitoring products”. 


On this date and next, the company issued two “holfix' security patches to address 
the vulnerability. 


December 15, 2020 Victims named and timeline moves back — Wall 
Street Journal reported that the U.S. Commerce and Treasury 
Departments, the Department of Homeland Security (DHS), the National 
Institutes of Health, and the State Department were all affected. Various 
security officials and vendors expressed serious dismay that the attack was 
more widespread and began much earlier than expected. Therinitialvattack 
date wasinow pegged to:sometimerin’March'2020, which meant the attack 


had been underway for months before its detection. 


More technical details also began to emerge, illustrating how well the 
malicious activity was covered and why it was hard to detect. 


December 17, 2020: New victims revealed — The Energy Department 
(DOE) and National Nuclear Security Administration (NNSA), which 
maintains the U.S. nuclear weapons stockpile, were publicly named as 
Victims of the attack. 


December 19, 2020: 200 more victims listed — Recorded Future, a 
cybersecurity firm, identified an additional list of government agencies and 
companies around the world that had also been attacked, but did not 
publicly reveal their identities. 


Using Twitter for his first comments on the attack, then-U.S! President 


Donald Trump publicly’suggestedthatChina, not Russia, was the source, 


and also described the hack as a hoax. WiSwSecretaryofiState Mike: 
Pompeo and other senior members of the administration disputed these 


claims the same day, stating that "we can say pretty clearly that it was the 
Russians that engaged in this activity." 


Before we continue I’d like to comment on this last paragraph. Here is what 
Trump tweeted: 


In a pair of tweets on Saturday, the president addressed the hack, which had been 
uncovered by the Department of Homeland Security's Cybersecurity and Infrastructure 
Security Agency (CISA), as previously reported. His silence on the matter had been widely 


noted, 


In his tweets, Trump seemed to downplay the severity of the attack, writing, "The Cyber 
Hack is far greater in the Fake News Media than in actuality. | have been fully briefed and 


everything is well under control."

In an interview Friday with CNN, Secretary of State MikesPompeotsaldye'lthinwit'sithercase 
that now we can say pretty clearly that it was the Russians that engaged in this activity." 


This isn’t the first time that President Trump has said one thing only to later 
be contradicted by Mike Pompeo: 


Asked if he had seen anything giving him a high degree of confidence that the Wuhan Institute of 
Virology was the source of the outbreak, the president replied, "Yes, I have." 


He refused to give details. 
However, Secretary of State Mike Pompeo indicated he hadn't seen definitive evidence, 


"We don't know precisely where it began," he said. "We don't know if it came from the Wuhan 
Institute of Virology. We don't know if it emanated from the wet market or yet some other place. We 
don't know those answers," 


Was Trump telling the truth about the virus originating from the Wuhan 
Institute of Virology? Was he also telling the truth about China and the 
SolarWinds hack? Did it have something to do with the election? 


Back to the timeline: 


December 31, 2020: Microsoft says the Russian attackers breached some 
of its source code — The software giant said that the attackers could not 
modify code, products, or email and they did not use Microsoft goods to 
attack other victims. By this point, the attacks are largely thought to “have 
begun as far back as October 2019...when hackers breached the Texas 
company SolarWinds.” 


January 5, 2021: Joint statement by FBI, CISA, ODNI, and NSA released 
— The Federal Bureau of Investigations (FBI), CISA, The office of the 
National Director of Intelligence (ODNI), and the National Security Agency 
(NSA), jointly released a statement on the formation of the Cyber Unified 
Coordination Group, which “indicates that an advanced persistent threat 
(APT) actor, likely Russian in origin, is responsible for most or all of the 
recently discovered, ongoing cyber compromises of both government and 
non-governmental networks. At this time, we believe this was, and 
continues to be, an intelligence gathering effort.” 


January 6, 2021: CISA issues supplemental guidance — CISA’s 
supplemental guidance required US government agencies that ran affected 
versions of SolarWinds Orion conduct forensic analysis; those that accept 
the risk of running the software comply with certain hardening 
requirements, and new reporting requirements by agency from department- 
level ClOs. The deadlines for the agency ClO reports were Tuesday, 
January 19, and Monday, January 25, 2021. 


January 27, 2021: CISA releases a report on Supernova, the malware 
“that was deployed using a vulnerability in the Orion Platform, and after the 
Orion Platform had been installed.” 


January 29, 2021: SolarWinds issues an advisory for both Sunburst and 


Supernova. 


February 19, 2021: Biden Administration declares intent to punish Russia 
for SolarWinds attack — Jake Sullivan, national security advisor, told 
CNN's Christiane Amanpour that President Joe Biden's administration 
would look at a “broad range of responses” after an investigation to further 
pinpoint the identities of the attackers. 


February 23, 2021: First Congressional hearing — Microsoft and FireEye 
testified before the Senate Intelligence Committee on the SolarWinds 
attacks. A transcript and a video of the hearing is available on C-Span. 
Microsoft President Brad Smith said its "researchers believed at least 1,000 
very skilled, very capable engineers worked on the SolarWinds hack. This 
is the largest and most sophisticated sort of operation that we have seen,” 
Smith told senators. All defended their own actions before and after the 
attacks, and all fingers pointed at Russia as the attacker. 


February 26, 2021: Second Congressional hearing — The U.S. House 
Committee on Oversight and Reform and the House Committee on 
Homeland Security held a joint hearing “examining recent cybersecurity 
incidents affecting government and private sector networks, including the 
supply chain attack targeting SolarWinds Orion Software and other 
cyberattacks. On December 17, the Committees launched an investigation 
into the cyberattacks. On December 18, the Unified Coordination Group 
provided a classified Member briefing by telephone about the attacks.” 


February 24, 2021: SolarWinds issues a FAQ: Security Advisory. This 
advisory offered further guidance to SolarWinds customers on how to tell if 
they were affected, what steps to take, and answers to related questions. 


March 15, 2021: A Public Affairs spokesperson in the National Press Office 
of the FB! answered “no comment” to CSOonline.com’s questions on the 
current status of the SolarWinds attacks, stating that “the investigation is 
ongoing.” 


March 28, 2021; Reports state DHS, cybersecurity leaders’ emails 
compromised — The Associated Press reported that the SolarWinds 
hackers "gained access to email accounts belonging to the Trump 
administration's head of the Department of Homeland Security and 
members of the department's cybersecurity staff whose jobs included 
hunting threats from foreign countries." 


May 29, 2024: \icrosoft reports a new wave of attacks by the Russia- 
affiliated Nobelium gang now linked to the SolarWinds hack. This round 
was launched by “gaining access to the Constant Contact account of 
USAID," the US Agency for International Development. Using this access, 
the attack involved phishing emails with a link that leads to insertion of a 
malicious file and a backdoor that can be used for data theft. 


One of the most interesting comments I’ve found regarding the SolarWinds 
hack comes from Mike Wiacek, the CEO and founder of cybersecurity 
startup Stairwell and also the founder of Google’s Threat Analysis Group: 


"A sophisticated adversary developed new techniques to compromise 
FireEye only to steal code that mimicked known attackers, Nothing there 
makes sense," he said. "It's like Jeff Bezos or Elon Musk robbing a bank at 
gunpoint—it's almost comical to imagine it happening. This is pure 
opinion/speculation on my part, but it seems like a waste of capability to 
develop novel techniques and steal tools that imitate known attackers. Part 
offme} wonders if they Wenifor'somethingielse, but i's impossible to say 
and odds are, FireEye doesn't even know yet. Similar to a museum heist— 
where someone breaks in to steal the Mona Lisa but they maybe grab 
something from the gift shop on the way out—the first thing you'll notice 
missing is from the gift shop, right when you walk in." 


Although it’s speculation, the paragraph above is eye-opening. What might 
be the “something else” this group was after? It does appear that during the 
hack, they attempted to get something from Crowdstrike: 


DEC 24, 2020 | CYBERSCOOP 


During the course of investigating the SolarWinds breach, CrowdStrike 
says Microsoft uncovered an attempt from unidentified hackers towead 


emails linked with the company. 


The hackers failed in their attempt to breach CrowdStrike, Chief 
Technology Officer Michael Sentonas said in a blog post Wednesday. 
Microsoft researchers first found the attempt, Sentonas said. 


Microsoft told CrowdStrike that “Severalmonthsyago,” the Microsoft 
Azure account of a Microsoft reseller was making “abnormal calls” to 
Microsoft cloud application programming interfaces (APIs). The 
account managed Microsoft Office licenses for CrowdStrike. 


The attackers tried to access emails, but, “as part of our secure IT 
architecture, CrowdStrike does not use Office 365 email,” Sentonas 
said. 


“We have conducted an extensive review of our production and 
internal environments and found no impact,” Sentonas said. 
“CrowdStrike conducted a thorough review into not only our Azure 
environment, but all of our infrastructure for the indicators shared by 
Microsoft.” 


It was unclear if the suspected Russian hackers behind SolarWinds 
breach, which has compromised FireEye, Microsoft and U.S. 
government agencies, have also targeted CrowdStrike.

Why would somebody want access to CrowdStrike’s emails? Something is 
happening here that we don’t yet know the full scope of. One thing we know 
for sure is that this DID impact the election through the Dominion Voting 
Systems machines. Here is an archived link to Dominion’s web client portal 
from December 14, 2020:

The hack that started sometime in March of 2020 but wasn’t discovered 
until December of 2020 allowed hackers access to Dominion Voting 
Systems and therefore also to CrowdStrike who had software on hundreds, if 
not thousands, of Dominion machines. 


I’m not a huge fan of speculation so you’ ll have to forgive me because I’m 
about to ask some speculative questions. What if the Solarwinds hack wasn’t 
a foreign adversary or some random hacking group? What if “the most 
sophisticated hack ever seen” was actually done by CYBERCOM and our 
military and this is how they caught the election theft? What if this is how 
they acquired information on CrowdStrike while looking into things...as far 
back as 2016? 


As much as I can’t help but to speculate about what all of this might 
possibly mean, one doesn’t need to indulge in speculation to see a clear 
pattern telling us that something much larger—and more dangerous to the 
DS-- is at play here. The sheer length of the Durham investigation tells us 
definitively that although the media has tried to sweep these events under 


the rug, they have not gone away... quite the opposite, in fact. 


These crimes are back in the spotlight. The political establishment may 
finally see some justice for what they have put Donald Trump through and 
for what they have put us through. Grab your popcorn folks. 
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In my previous articles I have discussed the larger battle ongoing between 
Donald Trump and the political establishment. The “swamp,” the “deep 
state,” whatever you want to call this enemy, we know they are entrenched 
throughout all of our major institutions. They did everything they could to 
prevent Trump from being elected in 2016 and blatantly stole an election in

Just how deep does the Swamp go? I intend to figure that out to the best of 
my abilities. This article is going to be the first of at least two articles solely 
focused on the “deep state” and the tactics they have used throughout 
Trump’s presidency which culminated in the theft of the 2020 election.

The Playbook 


The focus of this article is going to be all about providing the proper context 
that we will need for Devolution - Part 13. It’s incredibly important to 
understand who the political establishment is and their history of 
manipulating the political landscape to their benefit.

craft suitable countermeasures against it. 


As we go further, you'll see exactly what is meant by “state destabilization,” 
but the biggest take away here is knowing all Color Revolutions closely 
follow the same template. We will be closely examining that template 
shortly, but first we need to discuss the ideology behind Color Revolutions. 


Ideology is the central focus of any change within the world, and it is the guiding idea 
that motivates all of the other factors affecting a Color Revolution. Without ideology, 
everything that follows is empty and devoid of meaning and purpose. The traditional 
ideology motivating all Color Revolutions is Liberal Democracy, and it seeks to ‘free’ 
targeted states from perceived anti-Liberal Democratic (non-Western) governments. 


Liberal Democracy, in its current post-modern manifestation, is expansionist and 


agqesie,Itis ot content wth alternative ideological an value ystems and must 
Steaniroll over theminits/pursuitiofiglobaldominance. Besides waging direct war 
against societies resisting its advance (i.e. Serbia, Libya), Liberal Democratic states (the 
West) have learned to pursue other methods of defeating targeted states. These 


methods are less direct that outright war, but no less efficient. Theiideological 
penetration of a society eventually embodies itself in a physical outburst inside the 


StAtBIESELE, guided by a segment of the state’s own citizenry. The state (and society as a 
whole) must combat a part of itself that is ‘rising up’ against the status quo, leading to a 
conflict of interest and a social civil war. Depending upon the level of provocation that 


the pro-Liberal Democratic protesters initiate yasiwvellias instances Of mismanagement 
(Dy the State it dealing with this social Uprising, the social civil war may eventually tum 


violent and briefly resemble an actual civil war. This is especially so if the protesters 
have been armed by forces outside of the country, and if they decide to attack the 
security services tasked with dispersing the Color Revolution’s physical manifestations. 


Some major statements are made in the above screenshot. “It is not content 
with alternative ideological and value systems and must steamroll over 

them in its pursuit of global dominance.” Doesn’t that sound exactly like 

what the democratic party has been doing to conservatives for years? 


“The state (and society as a whole) must combat a part of itself that is 
‘rising up’ against the status quo, leading to a conflict of interest and a 
social civil war.” Think back to the summer of 2020 and all the violent 
protesters. Can you think of any instances of mismanagement by the state in 
dealing with the protests? How many blue state governors did almost 
nothing to shut down the protests? Was it done on purpose to follow the 
Color Revolution playbook? 


Ideology is thus the initiator of all Color Revolutions. It presents an opposite form of 
development for a domestic society, and it motivates sympathetic segments of the 
population to engage in tangible demonstrations to demand change. It will later be 
seen that the vast majority of these active protesters may not even be aware that their 


activities are being Orchestrated!byahigherpowen(NGOsforeigngovemment). Rather, 
most of them, as a result of a heavy-handed information campaign promoting the 
destabilizing ideology, have truly been led to believe that their actions are spontaneous 


and ‘natural’, and that they represent the inevitable ‘progress’ that all areas of the world 
are bound to experience sooner or later. The ideology of the individual over the 


collective (thelsocial aspectiofLiberal*Demiocracy) empowers each and every protester 


to feel that they are making a unique and significant impact in bringing about this 
change, 


Now that we have a basic understanding of what a Color Revolution is, we 
will need to go a bit deeper.

Norm Eisen is of particular interest. Here is a small sample of what 
Revolver news had to say.

In Norm Eisen’s case, the “same people same playbook’ refrain takes an arrestingly literal turn 
when one realizes that Norm Eisen wrote a classic Color Revolution regime change manual, 
and conveniently titled it “The Playbook.” 


Now before we get too far, we need to reflect on something from that last 
screenshot. 


...the very same regime change professionals who run Color 
Revolutions on behalf of the US Government in order to undermine or 
overthrow alleged ‘authoritarian’ governments overseas, are running 
the very same playbook to overturn Trump’s 2016 victory and to pre- 
empt a repeat in 2020. 


I'd like to provide some information to substantiate that statement. Let’s 
look at the “criteria needed for a successful Color Revolution” and compare 
it to Donald Trump’s presidency. 


Derived from cases of color revolution it is found that the order for color revolution to occur or be 
able succeed, there are four criteria which must be satisfied, Firstly, their incumbent leader of the 
regimes must be very unpopular and face the so-called ‘lame-duck syndrome’. Secondly, the anti- 
regimes forces are enforced by mass-media and foreign influences. Thirdly, the revolution must 
not be ideological; it must be for the sake of better national integration, freedom, democracy and 
economic development. Most importantly, the demand for such improvement should be massive 
among the population. Lastly, the anti-regime forces should also be motivated by the grievances 
on the corrupted government which is supported by a foreign state which the people do not 
desire. The anti-regime forces that happened in post-Soviet countries can only be transformed 
into a successful color revolution if these criteria are fulfilled, 


Let’s break it down. From the above article: 


1. “The incumbent leader of the regimes must be very 
unpopular and face the so-called ‘Lame Duck 
Syndrome.’” 


Even though it was never true, the political establishment started to build 
this narrative before Trump even entered office. 


President-elect Donald Trump will descend on Washington next month, buoyed by 
his upset victory and Republican control of Congress to implement his agenda. 


But he’s facing a major obstacle: Trump will enter the White House as the least- 
popular incoming president in the modern era of public-opinion polling. 


On Election Day, just 98 percent of 
voters had a favorable opinion of Trump, compared to 60 percent who viewed him 
unfavorably — unheard of for a presidential-election victor. (Still, Trump won 
about 15 percent of the vote among those who had an unfavorable opinion of him.) 


Trump's persistent and deep unpopularity - combined with the fact that he lost 
the popular vote to Hillary Clinton by nearly 3 million ballots - means he lacks the 
potent argument that the will of the people are behind his agenda. 


“He's clearly not doing as well as other presidents-elect,” said GOP pollster David 
Winston, a long-time adviser to Republican leaders in both the House and Senate. 
“We've never had a president-elect that had more unfavorables than favorables. 
He's started in a pretty big hole in terms of favorables.” 


This narrative was created from the get-go and the authors of it never 
relented throughout Trump’s first term. Poll after poll, one fake news story 
after the next, all used to create a narrative that Trump was very unpopular. 
The first criterion “needed for a successful Color Revolution” is met. 


2. “The anti-regime forces are enforced by mass-media 
and foreign influences.” Here is how E-International 
Relations explained it: 


The second criteria is that the anti-regimes forces are enforced by mass-media and foreign 
influences. This and the next paragraph will mainly focus on the Orange revolution; although it 
will stil bring out some examples from the Rose revolution, to illustrate how foreign influences 
such as NGOs or foreign ambassador and the mass media play an important role in shaping the 
success of color revolution. Starting with the Orange revolution, it is found that civil society 
flourished in the Ukrainian society and also Kyrgyzstan. This provided a good opportunity for 
conor support from the United States, European governments, the National Endowment for 
Democracy and private philanthropists such as George Soros. 


In fact, the anti-regime movement in Ukraine was funded and organized by the US government, 
according to The Guardian. They claimed that The Democratic Party's National Democratic 
Institute, the Republic party's International Republican Institute, the US state department and the 
USAid are the main agencies involved in grassroots campaigns launched by the young activists 
in Ukraine as well as the Freedom House NGO and billionaire George Soros’s open society 
institute,|10} Officially, the US government spent $14 million in organizing and funding the 
operation of anti-regime movements.[11| In addition, Freedom House and the Democratic Party's 
NDI helped fund and organize the ‘largest civil regional monitoring effort’ in Ukraine where they 
sent in 1,000 trained observers and organized exit polls. It is very important in organizing the exit 
polls because they seize the initiative in the propaganda battle with the regime and put the onus 
on the authorities to respond. While in Georgia, the US ambassador during the Rose revolution 
played an important role in coaching Mikheil Saakashvilli in how to bring down Eduard 
Shevardnadze. Besides foreign influences, the mass media also plays an important role to further 
stimulate anti-regime forces. During the Orange revolution, despite the government's nearly total 
control of political content on national television they also put pressure on independent media, 
some objective newspapers and local radio stations continued to function. More over, journalists 
also bristling at government control and censorship, launched strikes and public protests

How much money has George Soros pumped into liberal organizations over 
the years?

The second criterion “needed for a successful 
Color Revolution” is met. 
3. “The revolution must not be ideological; it must be for 
the sake of better national integration, freedom, 
democracy and economic development.”

needed for the sake of saving America? The third criterion “needed for a 
successful Color Revolution” is met.

a Disrupted Presidential Election and Transition.” This 22 page document 
outlined a series of four “war game” election night scenarios. Here is what 
Revolver news had to say about the Transition Integrity Project. 


So what is the Transition Integrity Project, and what does it have to do with the Color Revolution 
against Trump? Here is how friendly media outlets represent the Transition Integrity Project and its 


agenda: 


A bipartisan group of about 80 political operatives and academics has been involved in 
discussions about what could happen if President Donald Trump were to lose the November 
election and then contest the results, potentially refusing to leave the White House. 


The Boston Globe first reported on Sunday that the group of Democrats and Republicans (all 
of whom oppose the president) convened an online meeting to hash out scenarios as part of 
what has been called the Transition Integrity Project in June. [Newsweek] 


Of course, what they do not say about this ostensibly “bipartisan” group is that its founder, Rosa 
Brooks, is a long-time close associate of George Soros and his Open Society Foundation. She served 
both as special counsel to the President at George Soros’ Open Society Foundation and as a Board

In 2006-2007, Brooks was Special Counsel to the President at the Open Society Institute in 
New York. Brooks has also served as a consultant for Human Rights Watch... She currently 
serves on the advisory board of the Open Society Foundation’s US Programs, the advisory 
board of National Security Action and the board of the Harper's Magazine Foundation.

The Transition Integrity Project (TIP) was launched “out of concern that the Trump Administration may seek to 
manipulate, ignore, undermine or disrupt the 2020 presidential election and transition process."

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Here are the four scenarios that were “war-gamed” by the Transition 
Integrity Project: 


1. Game One: Ambiguous, The first game investigated a scenario in which the outcome of the election 
remained unclear from election night and throughout gameplay. The results from three states are in 
contention and ballots are destroyed in one of the states, making it unclear who should have won that 
state. Neither campaign is willing to concede, 


2. Game Two: Clear Biden Victory. Biden wins both the Electoral College and the popular vote, Trump 
alleges fraud and takes steps to benefit himself and his family but ultimately hands the White House 
over to Biden. 


3, Game Three: Clear Trump Win. The third scenario started with an Electoral College victory for President 
Trump (286 to 252), but a popular vote win (52% to 47%) for former Vice President Biden. In this scenario 
Biden refused to concede, convinced the Democratic governors of two states that Trump won to send 
separate slates of electors to the Electoral College, encouraged three states to threaten secession and 
convinced the House of Representatives to refuse to certify the election and declare Biden the victor.

In August 2020, TIP released a report outlining its findings and recommendations, The report stated, ‘We

in an attempt to hold onto power. Recent events, including the President's own unwillingness to commit to 
abiding by the results of the election, the Attorney General's embrace of the President's groundless 
electoral fraud claims, and the unprecedented deployment of federal agents to put down leftwing protests, 
underscore the extreme lengths to which President Trump may be willing to go in order to stay in 

office.” The report's intention was to inspire the necessary changes to ensure a fair election in 2020. “These 
risks can be mitigated; the worst outcomes of the exercises are far from a certainty.

The following screenshots are how Revolver news broke down and analyzed 
the Transition Integrity Project’s report. Remember, the TIP report was 
released in August of 2020, well before the November 3rd election.

Now that we are armed with the Color Revolution framework, and the specific role that electoral 
legitimacy plays in that model, we are in a strong position to evaluate the true agenda behind the 
Transition Integrity Project's “War Game” scenario suggesting that Trump won't concede the election. 


The title of Rosa Brooks's Washington Post piece is suggestive, prompting us to wonder whether it is 


a prediction or a threat: “What's the Worst that Could Happen: The Election Will Likely Spark Violence 


and a Constitutional Crisis:” 


A landslide for Joe Biden resulted in a relatively orderly transfer of power. Every other scenario 
we looked at involved street-level violence and political crisis. 


Translation: vote for Biden, or else, 


Soon, Attorney General \William P. Barr opens an investigation into unsubstantiated allegations 
of massive vote-by-mail fraud and ties between Democratic officials and antifa. In Michigan 
and Wisconsin, where Biden has won the official vote and Democratic governors have certified 
slates of pro-Biden electors, the Trump campaign persuades Republican-controlled legislatures 
to send rival pro-Trump slates to Congress for the electoral college vote. 


Translation: despite severe problems with mail in voting, any effort by the Justice Department to 
ensure the integrity of a mass mail-in system will be interpreted in advance as part of an authoritarian 
coup on the part of Trump. In other words, if Trump takes any reasonable measures to prevent the 
Color Revolution coup against him, he will automatically be acting in an authoritarian manner 
justifying said Color Revolution against him. Funny how that works, isn't it? 


In every exercise, both teams sought to mobilize their supporters to take to the streets. Team 
Biden repeatedly called for peaceful protests, while Team Trump encouraged provocateurs

Translation: No matter how violent these “peaceful protests’ become, any effort by Trump to 


establish authority will be used to confirm the pre-determined conclusion that he is an authoritarian 


and that extraordinary measures must be taken to remove him from office, 


Social media platforms can commit to protecting the democratic process, by rapidly removing 
or correcting false statements spread by foreign or domestic disinformation campaigns and by 
ensuring that their platforms aren't used to incite or plan violence. 


Translation: Social media must be fully censored leading up to the election. Facebook is already doing 
its part, for instance, by aggressively censoring any mention of Kyle Rittenhouse that suggests he 


acted in self-defense (he did). 


When people unite to demand democracy and the rule of law, even repressive regimes can be 
stopped in their tracks. 


Trump's is a “repressive regime” and therefore extraordinary measures usually reserved for repressive 
regimes overseas-namely, color revolutions-are justified to prevent him from taking office, Note that 
this sentiment was echoed explicitly in a similar “roundtable” discussion on the election done by the 
New York Times a little over a week ago. One of the contributors, Jamelle Bouie, spelled it out quite 


explicitly: 


| think the Democratic party and its affiliated institutions and organizations need to be prepping 
basically a defense of ballot counting, sort of a nationwide effort to stop that tampering. | think 
there needs to be plans for protests and demonstrations, This is going to sound very 
hyperbolic, but | think that we have to think of the task of getting Trump out as less of a 
traditional democratic transition and more of something akin to pushing an authoritarian 
regime out. [New York Times] 


One does not “vote out” an authoritarian regime, or they are not authoritarian. Dictatorships are only 
overthrown, and Bouie’s statement is an explicit call to do exactly that. The actually-peaceful 
process of voting must be supplemented-or supplanted-with “mostly peaceful protests” if the result 
isn't correct. Which leads us to the next passage from Rosa Brooks: 


Mass mobilization is no guarantee that our democracy will survive — but if things go as badly 
as our exercises suggest they might, a sustained, nonviolent protest movement may be 
America’s best and final hope. 


Translation: Just in case Biden isn’t able to win fair and square, they have introduced a mail-in voting 
system that dramatically increases the likelihood of some type of contested election scenario, If that 


occurs, the outcome of the election will no longer be in the realm of democratic choice, whe

perhaps the forces against Trump have a disadvantage, Instead, the election becomes an issue o 


sustained mass mobilization of demonstrators capitalizing on every opportunity for escalation, a fu 
court press by media demonizing every effort by Trump to restore order as authoritarian, and a 


transmission of the electoral process to court battles which disadvantage Trump. 


There is of course one scenario, a very dark one, that remains unexplored. If the Color Revolution 
against Trump frames him as an authoritarian unwilling to leave office, the only alternative is to 
remove him by force. Both Al Gore and Joe Biden have already taken the extremely irresponsible and 
dangerous step of floating a military role in removing Trump should their Color Revolution not turn out 
the way they plan. 


If Trump lost the election but refused to accept the results, Gore said he believes the military 
would intervene. He noted that under the parameters of the Constitution, Trump's last day in 
office is Jan. 20, 2021. [Fox News] 


So they are setting things up in such a way as to almost ensure that a clear winner will not exist on 
Election Day, and framing any refusal of President Trump to concede as grounds for military removal. 
This final stage of the Color Revolution is something that Rosa Brooks of the Transition Integrity 


Project has entertained for quite some time. The following excerpt is from a piece Rosa Brooks wrote 


shortly after the 2016 election, suggesting a fourth way to remove Trump from office before 2020. 


The fourth possibility is one that until recently | would have said was unthinkable in the United 
States of America: a military coup, or at least a refusal by military leaders to obey certain 


orders. [Foreign Policy) 


And this is how the Color Revolution operation against Trump and by extension against all of his 


supporters evidently concludes—with the possibility of a military coup. 


After 2016, a critical mass of ruling class factions in the national security apparatus, state 
bureaucracies, Big Tech, and media decided that they would never allow the American people to 
meddle in their own elections again. And as a result of this contempt for the will of the people, our 


country is closer to an existential crisis than it has been at any period since the Civil War. 


You can clearly see a picture emerging that the report released by the 
Transition Integrity Project wasn’t just some war gaming by political 
figures. This was right out of the playbook they used to steal the the 2020 
election and they put it out there for the world to see. Why would they do 
that? 


Here is what American Mind had to say: 


So why are the Democrats—publicly—talking about the conspiracy? 


Because they know that, for it to succeed, it must not look like a conspiracy. They 
need to plant the idea in the public mind, now, that their unlawful and 
illegitimate removal of President Trump from office will somehow be his fault. 


Never mind the pesky detail that the president would refuse to leave only if he 
were convinced he legitimately won. Remember: Biden should not concede under 


any circumstances. 


This is how the fake-news works, as you might recall from the Russia Hoax. 
The political establishment fabricated evidence of “Russia, Russia, Russia,” 
fed it to their puppets in the fake MSM, and those stories were the seeds 
used to justify further investigation. 


Their planted stories are key in their effort to paint their lies as somehow 
legitimate. 


The second part of the plan is either to produce enough harvested ballots— 
lawfully or not—to tip close states, or else dispute the results in close states and 
insist, no matter what the tally says, that Biden won them. The worst-case scenario 
(for the country, but not for the ruling class) would be results in a handful of 
states that are so ambiguous and hotly disputed that no one can rightly say who 
won. Of course, that will not stop the Democrats from insisting that they won. 


The public preparation for that has also already begun: streams of stories and 
social media posts “explaining” how, while on election night it might look as if 
Trump won, close states will tip to Biden as all the mail-in ballots are “counted,” 


The third piece is to get the vast and loud Dem-Left propaganda machine ready 
for war. That leaked report exhorted Democrats to identify “key influencers in the 
media and among local activists who can affect political perceptions and mobilize 
political action...[who could] establish pre-commitments to playing a constructive 
role in event of a contested election.” Le,, in blaring from every rooftop that 
“Trump lost.’ 


Try to think about this from Donald Trump’s point of view. Trump and his 
team are not stupid. They knew exactly what was coming. The TIP report 
sent a clear message that even if Trump wins the election, the political 
establishment would sow chaos and turmoil for as long as it took until 
Trump was removed from office. 


I’ve said before that Trump had a choice to make leading up to January 


20th, 2021. He could either reveal the fraud and remain in office, or “walk 
away.” What would have happened if Trump made the moves to prevent Joe 
Biden from taking office? The report from the Transition Integrity Project 
gave us the answer.

Here is what the National Pulse had to say about the two founders: 


‘The project, whose ranks include individuals dead-set on removing President Trump from 
office since his inauguration, is founded by Rosa Brooks and Nils Gilman. 


Brooks was an Obama-era Counselor to Under Secretary of Defense for Policy and Special 
Coordinator for Rule of Law and Humanitarian Policy along with a Senior Advisor t0 Bill 
Clinton's State Department. She also served as Special Counsel to the President at the 
Open Society Institute and now serves on the advisory board of the foundation, the 
brainchild of progressive mega-donor George Soros. 


Penning a piece entitled “Three Ways to Get Rid of President ‘Trump Before 2020" in 


Foreign Policy just 10 days after his inauguration, Brooks declared “four years seems like a 
long time to wait,’ and plotted several methods to see the duly-elected president removed. 


She championed impeachment, reveling in weaponizing the seldom-used maneuver 
without any evidence of an actual crime: “If impeachment seems like a fine solution to 
you, the good news is that Congress doesn't need evidence of actual treason or murder to

Gilman serves as the Vice President of Programs at the Berggruen Institute which hosts 


the Berggruen China Center and has funneled tens of millions of dollars into CCP-run 


universities such as Peking University ~ merely scratching the surface of the institute's

‘The Bergeruen Institute's China initiative lists a bevy of Chinese government-run entities 


as partners including the Beijing Academy of Artificial Intelligence, China Institute for 
Innovation and Development Strategy, Chinese Academy of Sciences, Chinese Academy of 


Social Sciences, and Chinese Association of Artificial Intelligence. 


So the TIP already has ties to George Soros and the CCP through the 
project’s co-founders. The National Pulse also reported that the TIP is 
funded by “United to Protect Democracy.” This fact was on the original TIP 
website which was subsequently taken down and relaunched after having 
removed that connection. It will become obvious here shortly as to why they 
didn’t want that connection out there. Thankfully the original site was 
archived. 


The Transition Integrity Project (TIP) was first accurately reported on by The National 
Pulse in early August, after a slew of fawning media articles about a group which 
performed “war games” to predict what would happen in the case of a disputed election in 


November.

When considering those who founded and paid for the Transition Integrity 
Project, it becomes glaringly obvious that we are witnessing the 2nd 
criterion to a successful Color Revolution: 


“The anti-regime forces are enforced by mass-media and foreign 
influences.” 


Foreign and domestic influences (NGOs) funding a project with the sole 
intention of creating and planting a narrative: that anything other than a 
Biden victory will not be accepted and is therefore not possible. 


We can go even further here and connect “Protect Democracy” to other 
aspects of the 2020 election. You might recall that during the summer of 
2020, the Democrats were going all over the country filing lawsuits in order 
to change election laws to their benefit using the pandemic as a pretext.

If we fast forward to after Biden’s “inauguration,” we see Elias enter the 
picture again in the fight against forensic audits. The Soros-funded Protect 
Democracy (who funded the Transition Integrity Project) hired Marc Elias 
to challenge the Arizona Forensic Audit.

What Now? 


So how could Trump possibly go about defeating the political establishment 
-- specifically a character like George Soros-- who has been successfully 
influencing United States politics for years while carefully avoiding 
“crossing the line” into prosecutable interference? 


My initial thought process led me to re-examine Executive Order 13848 - 
Imposing Certain Sanctions in the Event of Foreign Interference in a United 
States Election. I have covered this EO extensively in previous articles, but 
up until this point, I had been looking at this EO specifically at the cyber 
aspect of altering the vote count. For the record, I am still convinced that the 
military has evidence of direct foreign interference in the cyber arena and 
that is all they would need to justify devolution as a continuity of 
government plan. But there is more to EO 13848 and it is worth examining 
if only to serve as a thought experiment. 


Executive Order 13848 of September 12, 2018 


Imposing Certain Sanctions in the Event of Foreign 
Interference in a United States Election 


By the authority vested in me as President by the Constitution and the laws of the 
United States of America, including the International Emergency Economic 
Powers Act (50 U.S.C. 1701 et seq.) (IEEPA), the National Emergencies Act (50 
U.S.C. 1601 et seq.) (NEA), section 212(f) of the Immigration and Nationality Act 
of 1952 (8 U.S.C. 1182(f)), and section 301 of title 3, United States Code, 


I, DONALD J. TRUMP, President of the United States of America, find that the 
ability of persons located, in whole or in substantial part, outside the United 


States to interfere in or undermine public confidence in United States elections, 


including through the unauthorized accessing of election and campaign 
infrastructure or the covert distribution of propaganda and disinformation, 
constitutes an unusual and extraordinary threat to the national security and 
foreign policy of the United States. Although there has been no evidence of a 
foreign power altering the outcome or vote tabulation in any United States 
election, foreign powers have historically sought to exploit America's free and 
open political system. In recent years, the proliferation of digital devices and 
internet-based communications has created significant vulnerabilities and 
magnified the scope and intensity of the threat of foreign interference, as 
illustrated in the 2017 Intelligence Community Assessment. I hereby declare a 
national emergency to deal with this threat. 


EO 13848 mentions interfering or undermining public confidence in United 
States elections through “the covert distribution of propaganda and 
disinformation.” The EO then goes on to give us some important definitions 
including “foreign interference,” with respect to an election, as well as what 
constitutes a “foreign government.” 


> 


Sec. 8. For the purposes of this order: 


(a) the term “person” means an individual or entity; 


(b) the term “entity” means a Partnershipyassociationstrustyjointyenture, 
corporation, group, subgroup, or other organization: 


(c) the term “United States person” means any United States citizen, permanent 
resident alien, entity organized under the laws of the United States or any 
jurisdiction within the United States (including foreign branches), or any person 


(including a foreign person) in the United States; 


(d) the term “election infrastructure” means information and communications 
technology and systems used by or on behalf of the Federal Government or a 
State or local government in managing the election process, including voter 
registration databases, voting machines, voting tabulation equipment, and 


equipment for the secure transmission of election results; 


(e) the term “United States election” means any election for Federal office held 


on, or after, the date of this order; 


(f) the term “foreign interference,” with respect to an election, includes any 
covert, fraudulent, deceptive, or unlawful actions or attempted actions of a 
foreign government, or of any person acting as an agent of or on behalf of 
iiidetiining confidencelin, or altering the result or reported result of, the 
election, or undermining public confidence in election processes or institutions; 


(g) the term “foreign government” means any national, state, provincial, orothér 


governing authority, anv political party, or anv official of anv governing authority 
OF political party, in each case of a country other than the United States; 


(h) the term “covert,” with respect to an action or attempted action, means 
characterized by an intent or apparent intent that the role of a foreign 


government will not be apparent or acknowledged publicly; and 


(i) the term “State” means the several States or any of the territories, 


dependencies, or possessions of the United States. 


Does the Transition Integrity Project report fit the definition of foreign 
interference? I think it could be considered “a deceptive action undertaken 
with the purpose or effect of influencing and/or undermining public 
confidence in election processes or institutions” but the foreign aspect is a 


tough one to definitively nail down. Nils Gilman, co-founder of the TIP, has 
ties to the CCP through the Berggruen Institute but is that connection strong 
enough or direct enough? 


(g) the term “foreign government” means any national, state, provincial, or other 
governing authority, anyipolitical party, Or any official Of any governing authority 
or political party, in each case of a country other than the United States; 


The mentioning of “political party” certainly is interesting. Could George 
Soros and his Open Society fit that definition? Could the lawsuits that 
illegally changed election laws be considered foreign interference? I’m not 
sure it’s possible to legally make those connections but it is definitely 
interesting to ponder. 


Closing 


Clearly, the same people from our own government who have implemented 
color revolutions abroad have also attempted to implement one here, as 
well. 


When you look at Trump’s presidency from a 40,000 ft. view, the massive 
scope of the swamp comes into focus. This is how one begins to see the 
picture of what Trump was up against. 


Every single move made by the political establishment-- from before Trump 
took office up until they stole the presidency for Joe Biden, and the 
subsequent events that have unfolded during Biden’s time in “office”-- have 
all been part of the “playbook.” Everything from Spygate to the Transition 
Integrity Project to current events...they are all clearly connected. 


Devolution is just one aspect of Trump’s plan to save America. Trump knew 
well before taking office how corrupt and entrenched the political 
establishment is. How do you defeat an enemy like that? How do you 
destroy it so it never returns? It’s one thing to “cut the head off’ but how do 
you make sure another doesn’t grow in its place? 


In order to obtain a total victory, you must first arm yourself with the proper 
“weapons” with which to do battle. Personally, I believe Trump has a 
weapon of choice: Executive Order 13818: Blocking the Property of 


Persons Involved in Serious Human Rights Abuse or Corruption. 
Perhaps we’ll see how that weapon is being wielded as we move into the 


Ghislane Maxwell trial. 


Edit: Originally, my intent was to make my next installment of the 
Devolution Series about the implications of the executive order in the above 


paragraph. 


That went out the window when I realized how important it is to make 
people aware of several documents that Trump put in place last year, just as 
he was moving back from the spotlight.

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My original plan for Devolution - Part 13 was an article to serve as a 
continuation of Devolution - Part 12. I am still working on piecing together 
the aspects of that article but I felt it was necessary to put that work on hold 
and put forth this article instead. 


This article will outline one of Trump’s key executive orders that I truly 
believe spells out that we are no doubt in the middle of some sort of 
Continuity of Government plan that I believe to be a plan of devolution. I 
briefly touched on this executive order in Devolution - Part 3, but it deserves 
its own article and detailed breakdown.

The Executive Order 


Governance and Integration of Federal Mission Resilience 


On December 7th, 2020, Donald Trump signed Executive Order 13961: 


Governance and Integration of Federal Mission Resilience (FMR EO). This 
Executive Order was released simultaneously with the Federal Mission 


Resilience Strategy 2020 (Strategy). I believe that by the end of this article, 
you will see that between the FMR EO and the Strategy, the entire 
framework for devolution has been sitting in the federal register for 
everybody to see since December 7th, 2020. 


Allow me to prove it to you: 


Executive Order 13961 of December 7, 2020 


Governance and Integration of Federal Mission 
Resilience 


By the authority vested in me as President by the Constitution and the laws of the 


United States of America, including the National Security Actof 1047, as

This executive order begins by telling us under what authority Trump has 
issued it.

In the very first paragraph, we are made aware of the context that this EO is 
being issued in. Throughout the entire FMR EO, the phrase “natural 
disaster” is never mentioned, yet the context of “War and National Defense” 
is immediately clarified. This is very important. The entire basis for this EO 
is discussing continuity of government during war and you will see more 
proof of this as we continue. 


Section 1. Policy. It is the policy of the United States to maintain comprehensive 


and effective continuity programs that ensure national security and the 


(National Continuity Policy). Executive departments and agencies (agencies), 
including the Executive Office of the President, must maintain the capability and 
capacity to continuously perform National Essential Functions (NEFs), as 
defined by PPD-40) regardless of threat or condition, and with the understanding 


that adequate warning may not be available. Agency heads must fully integrate 
preparedness programs, including continuity and risk management, into day-to- 
day operations to ensure the preservation of the NEFs under all conditions. 


Presidential Policy Directive-40 (PPD-40) is a classified directive that was 
issued by Barack Obama. Here is some further background: 


PPD-40, National Continuity Policy, sets forth the policy of the United States to maintain a 
comprehensive and effective continuity capability through Continuity of Operations (COOP), 
Continuity of Government (COG), and Enduring Constitutional Government (ECG) programs 
ensuring the preservation of government structure under the United States Constitution and 
continuing performance of NEFs under all conditions, 


PPD-40 itself is still classified. As such, we have no way of figuring out the 
full specifics within that document, but we are still able to learn a few 
important things about it from documents put forth by FEMA through 


Federal Continuity Directive 1 & Federal Continuity Directive 2. Both were 
created based on what is in PPD-40. 


e Federal Continuity Directive 1 (FCD-1) - Establishes the 


framework, requirements, and processes to support the 
development of executive department and agencies 
continuity programs by specifying and defining elements 
of a continuity plan. 


e Federal Continuity Directive 2 (FCD-2) - This directive 


implements the requirements of FCD-1 and provides 
direction and guidance to all departments and agencies. 


The Federal Continuity Directive create the framework for implementation 
for all continuity programs for the executive branch. FCD-1 even has an 
entire annex dedicated to Devolution: 


ANNEX 1; DEVOLUTION 


Devolution is the capability to transfer statutory authority and responsibility from an 
organization's primary operating staff and facilities to other designated staff and alternate 
locations to sustaimessentialfunctions. A continuity plan's devolution option addresses how an 
organization will identify and transfer organizational command and control, as well as 
responsibility for performing essential functions to personnel at a geographically dispersed 


location unaffected by the incident. 


Organizations may activate their DERG as a short-term option while ERG members relocate to 
their altemate location(s). Additionally, organizations may choose to partially devolve by 
transferring responsibilities for select essential functions or devolve to multiple sites by 
transferring responsibilities for particular essential functions to various sites, 

The above annex tells us that the focus of any continuity of government 
operation is to sustain the performance of National Essential Functions. The 


FCDs also define and list exactly what those National Essential Functions 
are: 


NEFs: Select functions that are necessary to lead and sustain the Nation during a catastrophic 


emergency and that, therefore, must be supported through COOP; COG/and BCG capabilites.’ 


Table A-1 lists the NEFs, which represent the overarching responsibilities of the Federal 
Government and are the primary focus of Federal Government leadership before, during, and in 
the aftermath of a catastrophic emergency. 


Table A-1, National Essential Functions” 


NEF 1; Ensuring the continued functioning of our form of government under the United States 
Constitution, including the functioning of the three separate branches of government. 


NEF 2: Providing leadership visible to the Nation and the world and maintaining the trust and 
confidence of the American people, 


NEF 3: Defending the United States against all enemies, foreign and domestic, and preventing or 
interdicting attacks against the United States or its people, property, or interest, 


NEF 4; Maintaining and fostering effective relationships with foreign nations. 


NEF §; Protecting against threats to the homeland and bringing to justice perpetrators of crimes 
or attacks against the United States or its people, property, or interests, 


NEF 6; Providing rapid and effective response to and recovery from the domestic consequences 
of an attack or other incident. 


NEF 7; Protecting and stabilizing the Nation’s economy and ensuring public confidence in its 
financial systems, 


NEF 8: Providing for Federal Government services that address the national health, safety, and 
Welfare needs of the United States. 


So, let’s breakdown what’s already been established just by the end of the 
very first section of the FMR EO: 


e On December 7th, 2020, Trump issued the FMR EO using

e The Section 1 of the FMR EO explains that it is the policy 
of the United States to perform the NEFs as defined by 
PPD-40, in a continuity environment, regardless of threat 


or condition. 
e The Federal Continuity Directives gave us those NEFs 


Back to the executive order: 
Sec. 2. Federal Mission Resilience Strategy. To achieve this policy, in 


conjunction with this order, I am signing the Federal Mission Resilience Strategy 


(Strategy), which should be implemented tolinereaseitheresilienceofithe 


xeciitivebbranch. Implementing the Strategy will reduce the current reliance on 
reactive relocation of personnel and enhance a proactive posture that minimizes 


disruption, distributes risk to the performance of NEFs, and maximizes the cost- 


effectiveness of actions that ensurecontinuity of operations, continuity of) 


As I mentioned at the beginning of this article, Trump released this 
Executive Order in conjunction with the Federal Mission Resilience 
Strategy (Strategy). I will cover the Strategy in detail in the second part of 
this article but the whole purpose of the Executive Order and the Strategy is 
to “increase the resilience of the executive branch.” To “ensure the 
continuity of operations, continuity of government, and enduring 
constitutional government.” 


This section indicates a clear goal of moving from a reactive posture to a 
proactive posture when it comes to continuity of government and 
maintaining the NEFs. What I find most interesting here is what’s required 
to make such a transition. In order to shift into a proactive posture, you must 
specifically know, or at least strongly suspect, exactly what might be 
coming to cause a disruption. 


I was a baseball player so forgive me for this imperfect metaphor. Hitting a 
baseball is not easy, especially if the pitcher has multiple different pitches to 
choose from (fastball, curveball, slider, etc.) If you don’t know what type of 
pitch is coming your way as a hitter, you are in a reactive posture. You’re 
left guessing. However, if you know your pitchers well enough, you can 
anticipate exactly which balls might be thrown your way, allowing you to 
hit way more home-runs. 


The FMR EO and the Strategy consistently mention trying to get to a 
proactive posture regarding continuity. To me, that means they already have 
a pretty clear idea of what “pitch” is coming their way. Trump and those 
planning the devolution operation knew that the political establishment was 
going to follow through with stealing the election and as we get further 
along, you’ll see that the FMR EO and Strategy was Trump’s direct 
response. 


Federal Mission Resilience Executive Committee 


Section 3 of the FMR EO established an Executive Committee: 
Sec. 3. Executive Committee. (a) The Federal Mission Resilience Executive 


Committee (Executive Committee) is hereby established. 


(b) The Executive Committee shall be composed of the Secretary of Defense, the 
Secretarv of Homeland Security, the Director of National Intelligence, the 
Assistant tothe President for National Security Affairs (APNSA), the Assistant to 
the President and Deputy Chief of Staff for Operations, and the Director of the 
Office of Management'and Budget) When issues concerning science and 
technology, including communications technology, are on the agenda, the 
Executive Committee also shall include the Ditector ofthelOfficelof Science and 
TechiniologyPolicy(OSTP). The heads of other agencies, and other senior 


officials, shall be invited to attend meetings as appropriate. 


Let’s look at who each member of the Executive Committee would have 
been at the time of this executive order. This Executive Committee will be 
implementing the Strategy with a goal of ensuring “the continuity of 
operations, continuity of government, and enduring constitutional 
government.” These are the brains behind devolution, and consist of some 
very important names. 


Members of the Executive Committee 


Secretary of Defense: Christopher Miller 
Secretary of Homeland Security: Chad Wolf 
Director of National Intelligence: John Ratcliffe 


Assistant to the President for National Security Affairs (APNSA) - Also 
known as National Security Advisor: Robert O’Brien 


Assistant to the President and Deputy Chief of Staff for Operations: Tony 
Ornato 


Director of the Office of Management and Budget: Russell Vought 


Director of the Office of Science and Technology Policy: Kevin 
Droegemeir - Kevin would only attend when issues concerning science and 
technology, including communications technology are on the agenda. ’m 
including him here because he plays a major role in the execution of the 
FMR EO and therefore plays a major role in devolution. We’ll go over that 
in detail later on. 


Executive Committee Responsibilities 


Here we get to see what the FMR Executive Committee will actually be 
doing and it’s very important to understand this. 


(c) The APNSA, in coordination with the other members of the Executive 
Committee, shall be responsible for convening the committee, as appropriate, to 
coordinate the review, integration, and execution of the Strategy and other 


continuity policy across the executive branch. 


(d) The Executive Committee shall: 


(i) coordinate the development of an implementation plan (Plan) for the 
Strategy and other continuity policy, as described in section 4(b) of this 


order, and shall facilitate execution of the Plan and other continuity policy, 


as appropriate; 


(ii) advise the President, through the Assistant to the President and Chief of 
Staff (Chief of Staff), on the review, integration, and execution of the 
Strategy and other continuity policy, including the recommendations 


outlined in section 4(c) of this order; |) 


(iii) establish, with consensus of its members and as appropriate, 
subordinate coordinating bodies; and 


(iv) coordinate the development of an interagency framework under which 
agencies will assess and address risk to Federal Mission Resilience and NEFs 


across the executive branch. 


This means that the FMR Executive Committee would be the group 
responsible for not only developing a plan of continuity but also facilitating 
the execution of that plan of continuity. It allows the Executive 
Committee to establish subordinate groups responsible for operating and 
implementing that continuity plan in support of the FMR Executive 
Committee. Finally, it allows them the flexibility to create their own 
“interagency framework” to assess and essentially re-prioritize the NEFs 
based on the continuity environment. We’ll discuss this in detail later. 


Implementation 


Sec. 4. Implementation. (a) Within/goldays of the date of this order, the 
Executive Committee shall submit a Federal Mission Resilience Executive 
Committee Charter to the President, through the Chief of Staff, that identifies 
any subordinate bodies, working groups, and reporting mechanisms that support 


the role of the Executive Committee. 


(b) Within 90 days of the date of this order, the Executive Committee shall 
submit a Federal Mission Resilience Implementation’Plan to the President, 
through the Chief of Staff, that sets forth how the executive branch will 
implement the Strategy. The!Plan/shall describe in detail the near) mid-/and 
long-term actions necessary to ensure the uninterrupted performance of NEFs. 


(c) Within 120 days of the date of this order, the Executive Committee shall 
coordinate the review of existing continuity policy and other related national 


policies, and shall provide recommendations to the President, through the Chief 


of Staff, on any actions necessary to align these policies with the implementation 


of the Strategy. 


This section is important because not only does it outline how the continuity 
plan would be implemented but it also gives us a look at an under-the-radar 
yet key player in the devolution process. That key player is Mark Meadows. 
Meadows may not be on the Executive Committee, but he clearly plays an 
important role in facilitating and implementing the FMR EO and Strategy. 


If you go back and watch Donald Trump’s final speech before “leaving” the 
Presidency from Joint Base Andrews on Jan 20th, 2021, you'll notice that 
Meadows was the only member of the FMR Executive Committee to see 
him off on January 20th. Read the transcript of his speech and you’ll see 


Meadows is actually the only member of Trump’s entire cabinet that was 
publicly acknowledged. I think that is significant because this Executive 
Order has established Meadows as the back channel to President Donald 
Trump. 


Knowing that makes this story from early August much more intriguing: 
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[Meadows] has been meeting with former President Donald Trump 
and "Cabinet members" about plans to "move forward in a real 
way," he claimed in a Newsmax interview on Friday. He refused to 
divulge the specifics of plans being discussed with Trump - whom 
he referred to as "the president" - at the former president's 
Bedminster golf club in New Jersey. 


As the video of the exchange shows, Meadows described Trump as "a 
president who is fully engaged, highly focused, and remaining on 
task." 


The North Carolina Republican added, in apparent reference to 
Trump and his team, "We met with several of our cabinet members 
tonight." 


The New York Times' Maggie Haberman responded the next day, "I 
can't stop thinking about this interview. The former chief of staff is 
talking as if there's a shadow presidency going on (there isn't) at a 
time when there's a conspiracy theory that Trump will be reinstated 
(he won't)." 


Let’s briefly review what we just went over to make sure we understand the 
importance of what we have covered so far. This Executive Order stemming 
from Trump’s war powers is outlining the implementation and execution of 
a continuity plan. It describes to us the Executive Committee who is 
responsible for implementing and executing that plan. It also tells us there 
are subordinate bodies and working groups involved in supporting the 
Executive Committee and their work in implementing and executing that 
plan. It also tells us exactly who would serve as the back-channel to the 
President for this plan. 


Let’s continue with the EO: 


Sec. 5. Amendment to PPD-40. To designate a new National Continuity 
Coordinator (NCC), in section 6 of PPD-40, the second sentence is hereby revised 


to read as follows: “To advise and assist the President in that function, the 


So the APNSA (AKA National Security Advisor), which would be Robert 
O’Brien, is designated as the new National Continuity Coordinator (NCC) 
which would make sense since he is the Chair of the FMR Executive 
Committee and that Committee is responsible for implementing and 
executing a continuity plan. But it also states it could be “his or her 
designee.” As crazy as this sounds, literally anybody could be the NCC. 
Whether the NCC is Robert O’Brien or somebody he designated, it’s 
becoming clear O’Brien plays a major role in devolution and Trump’s battle 
against the political establishment. 


Here is an article from NPR from January of 2020: 


In an exclusive interview with NPR, Robert O'Brien said he expects to have trimmed 
about a third of the ranks at the National Security Council by the end of next month. 


"[ think the reality is by the time we finish up, by the end of this month, end of next 
month, that we'll probably have about 60 to 70 staffers who've gone back to their 


home agency," O'Brien said. 


There were about 180 policy staff detailed to the team when O'Brien took charge in 
September — experts on loan from the Pentagon, State Department, Homeland 
Security, Transportation, and intelligence agencies. O'Brien described it as "a little bit 
bloated.” 


So far, about 40 to 45 officials have left the NSC, he said. Streamlining theteampihich 
provides information and advice to the president for his biggest diplomatic and 


secuititydecisions, was one of O'Brien's top priorities when he took over as Trump's 


national security adviser in September. 


"You sort of see a very messy decision on the Soleimani strike, one that didn't seem to 
sort of have all of the t's crossed and i's dotted," said John Gans, author of White 
House Warriors, a book about the NSC. 


Gans said Tetimipisiwaryof leaks and seems averse to advice and guidance like the 
kind of guidance traditionally given by the NSC. 


It doesn't help that some of the most damning testimony against Trump in the 
impeachment hearings came from people working for the NSC. 


"This decision on Iran, you can't divorce it from President Trump's sortofwanagainst 
the so-called deep state,” Gans said, "What he calls the deep state is really what 
everybody else calls America's experts on Iran, Iraq and every other foreign policy." 


O'Brien said the ranks of the NSC had, at one point, swelled as large as 236 staffers 
during the Obama administration. He says a smaller NSC makes for more effective 


coordination. It allows the State Department and Pentagon to do their jobs. 


He says a big NSC can be tempted "to go operational" and

Then there is this RedState article from Feb of 2020. 

Donald Trump finally put his October announced plan to 
cut the National Security Council dramatically into full 
action today. RedState reported on the likelihood of this 
earlier this morning. This comes on the heels of the high 
profile departures of the Vindman brothers, one of which 
played a key role in undermining Trump's Ukrainian 
foreign policy and then placed himself at the center of 
the now failed impeachment effort. 


Obama had turned the NSC into a bloated, ineffective 
body. That was seemingly shown in the former 
President's inability to make tough decisions at time (i.e.

Interesting, isn’t it? At around the same time as the military was preparing 
plans for continuity of government, Trump and the head of the NSC were in 
the process of “streamlining the team” at the NSC by removing those that 
NPR had mockingly characterized as “the deep state.” Gaslight much? 


In order for devolution to work effectively, having the right people in place 
is a necessity as is making every effort to minimize the chance of any leaks 
or resistance as the plan is set in motion. There were clearly necessary steps 
being taken to remove known leakers and those likely to interfere. We will 

touch on the NSC again later on because they actually played an important

Now let’s discuss one of the most important aspects of any top-secret plan: 
secure communications. 


Secure Communications 


This is where things start to get even more interesting. 
Sec. 6. Amendments to Executive Order 13618. (a) Section 2.3 of Executive 
Order 13618 of July 6, 2012 (Assignment of National Security and Emergency 


Preparedness Communications Functions), is hereby revised to read as follows: 


So the FMR Executive Order is amending sections of Executive Order 


13618 which was issued by Obama. In order to understand the significance 
of these amendments, we need to fully understand what Executive Order 
13618 entails so we know what is actually being amended. Here is a 
fantastic summary of EO 13618 from the Congressional Research Service: 


Summary 


In the event of a national security crisis or disaster, federal, state, local, and territorial government 
and private sector communications are important, National security and emergency preparedness 
communication systems include landline, wireless, broadcast and cable television, radio, public 
safety systems, satellite communications, and the Internet. For instance, federal national security 
and emergency preparedness communications programs include the Goverment Emergency 
Telecommunications Service, Wireless Priority Service, and classified messaging related to the 
Continuity of Government Condition. Reliable and secure telecommunications systems are 
necessary to effectively manage national security incidents and emergencies, 


On July 6, 2012, President Barrack Obama issued Executive Order (BO) 13618 which addresses 
the federal government's need and responsibility to communicate during national security and 


emergency/situations and crises by assigning federal national security and emergency 
preparedness communications functions. EO 13618 is a continuation of older executive orders 


issued by other presidents and is related to the Communications Act of 1934 (47 U.S.C. $606). 
This executive order, however, changes federal national security and emergency preparedness 
communications functions by dissolving the National Communications System, establishing an 
executive committee to oversee federal national security and emergency preparedness 
communications functions, establishing a programs office within the Department of Homeland 
Security to assist the executive committee, ign 


governmententities. This report provides a summary of EO 13618 provisions, and a brief 
discussion of its salient points. 


The aspect to focus on here is that during national security and emergency 
situations, such as those that would cause a continuity of government 
situation, there were numerous entities involved in carrying out the 
responsibilities for secure communication. 


Specific Department and Agency Responsibilities 


EO 13618 details federal department and agency responsibilities related to NS/EP 
communications functions. The executive order specifically identifies Departments of Defense 


however, is tasked with a significant portion of NS/EP communications responsibilities. 
Executive Order 13618 essentially provided for every single agency in our 


government to play a role in secure communication during emergency 
situations. 13618 even goes on to say “All agencies”: 


Sec. 6. General Agency Responsibilities. Allvagencies, to the extent consistent 
with law, shall: (a) determine the scope of their NS/EP communications 
requirements, and provide information regarding such requirements to the 


Executive Committee; 


Now that we know Executive Order 13618 is all about, let’s look at how it 
was actually amended by the FMR Executive Order. 


Obama’s EO 13618 Section 2.3: 
Sec. 2.3. The Assistant to the President for Homeland Security and 
Counterterrorism and the Director of OSTP shall make recommendations to the 
President, informed by the interagency policy process established in PPD-1, with 
respect to the exercise of authorities assigned to the President under section 706 
of the Communications Act of 1934, as amended (47 U.S.C. 606). The Assistant 
to the President for Homeland Security and Counterterrorism and the Director of 
OSTP shall also jointly monitor the exercise of these authorities, in the event of 
any delegation, through the process established in PPD-1 or as the President 


otherwise may direct. 


Amended by Trump’s FMR EO Section 6: 


"The Director of OSTP is delegated the authority to exercise the authorities 
vested in the President by section 706(a), and (c) through (e) of the 
Communications Act of 1934, as amended (47 U.S.C. 606(a), and (c) through 
(e)), if the President takes the actions, including issuing any necessary 
proclamations and findings, required by that section to invoke those 
authorities. This delegation shall apply to any provisions of any future public 
law that are the same or substantially the same as the provisions referenced 
in this section.” 


The difference here is important. Instead of using an interagency policy 
process to make recommendations to the President with respect to the use of 
authorities assigned to the President under the Communications Act of 1934, 
the FMR EO set things up to outright delegate the President’s authority to 
the Director of the OSTP “if the President takes the actions, including 
issuing any necessary proclamations and findings, required by that section to 
invoke those authorities.” 


Let’s look at the Communications Act of 1934 “as amended (47 U.S.C. 
606(a), and (c) through (e))” and figure out what authorities they are even 
talking about. It should be noted that the title of the entire section in our 
united states code is “War powers of the President.” Here is the full text of 
those authorities but I will a screenshot of the summary: 


Allows the President to suspend or amend rules and regulations upon proclamation ‘that there exists a war ora threat of a 
war or state of public peril or disaster or other national emergency or if he deems it necessary in the interests of national 
security or defense. The!Présidentimay,prioritize defenseiorsecurity.communications, authorize government use or 
control of communications facilities, and suspend or amend “rules and regulations applicable to any or all stations or 
devices capable of emitting electromagnetic radiations.” 47 U.S.C. § 606 (c), (d)s. 

It could just be a coincidence but I think this is worth examining regardless. 
Look at the language being used in Trump’s FMR Executive Order: 


“,..if the President takes the actions, including issuing any necessary 
proclamations and findings, required by that section to invoke those 


authorities.” 


Now notice the language used from the text of the Communications Act of 
1934: 


“During the continuance of a war in which the United States is 
engaged...” & “Upon proclamation by the President that there exists 
war or a threat of war...” & “Upon proclamation by the President that 
there exists a state or threat of war involving the United States.” 


Where have we seen language like this before? 


Presidential Emergency Action Documents (PEADs) are executive orders, 
proclamations, and messages to Congress that are prepared in anticipation of a range 


of emergency scenarios, so that they are ready to sign and put into effect the moment 
one of those scenarios comes to pass. First created during the Eisenhower 
Administration as part of continuity-of-government plans in case of a nuclear attack, 


PEAL ; — a 
normal operation of governmentisiimpaired. As one recent government document 
describes them, they are designed “to implement extraordinary presidential authority 
in response to extraordinary situations.” 


This executive order is once again referencing the war powers of the 
President. As I’ve said so many times before, we are in a state of war and 
this FMR Executive Order has alluded to that fact multiple times now. If 
Trump has used PEADs to proclaim a state of war, the FMR Executive 
Order triggers the delegation of authority to take over priority 
communications, suspend or amend rules relating to certain emission 
stations or devices, suspend rules and regulations regarding wire 
communications, close any facilities deemed necessary, and/or have the 
government take over the use of any such facility, station, or apparatus as 
described. They would have the legal authority to essentially take over any 
and all forms of communications required. 


If President Trump and his FMR Executive Committee were going to 
implement a continuity of government plan like devolution, they would need 
to be able to securely communicate as the operation unfolds. The first step 


he took to ensure they had proper communication was to delegate his 
authority to direct such use of the secure communications networks. 


Now lets look at one more thing from the FMR Executive Order that really 
shows the true genius of Trump and those involved in the devolution plan 
regarding secure communications. 


Here is the very next section of the FMR EO: 


(b) Section 3 of Executive Order 13618 is hereby revoked, The responsibilities of 


the national security and emergency preparedness Executive Committee set forth’ 


So the FMR EO revoked section 3 of Obama’s EO 13618. Here is that 
Section 3 that was revoked: 


Sec. 3. The NS/EP Communications Executive Committee. 


Sec. 3.1. There is established an NS/EP Communications Executive Committee 
(Executive Committee) to serve as a forum to address NS/EP communications 


matters, 


Not only did this executive order delegate authority to prioritize defense and 
security communications, but it also consolidated involvement away from 
all those extra agencies and placed it solely within the Federal Mission 
Resilience Executive Committee. So the same Committee that is 
implementing and executing the devolution plan has the sole authority, 
access, and responsibility to perform the National Security and Emergency 
Preparedness communications. 


Obama’s EO 13618 created a process for emergency communication 
involving all sorts of red-tape through deep state agencies and Trump shred 
that order to pieces and consolidated it into the hands of those implementing 
and executing the devolution plan. 


I know this has been a lot to take in already so let’s do another recap before 
diving into the strategy: 


e On December 7th, 2020, Trump issued the FMR EO using 
his Presidential powers based in the context of War & 
National Defense. 


e The FMR EO explains that it is the policy of the United 
States to perform the NEFs as defined by PPD-40, ina 
continuity environment, regardless of threat or condition. 


e The Federal Continuity Directives gave us those NEFs. 


e The FMR EO explains the switch from a reactive posture 
to a proactive posture when it comes to continuity 
planning, making it seem likely those involved would 
have known what was coming. 


e The FMR EO established an Executive Committee to 
implement and execute a continuity plan. 


e The FMR EO has detailed the roles of the Executive 
Committee and established that the Executive Committee 
should establish subordinate bodies and working groups 
to support their work in implementing the continuity plan. 


e The FMR EO detailed the back channel to the President: 
Mark Meadows. 


e The FMR EO showed us who the new NCC is: Robert 
O’Brien. 


e The FMR EO outlined the delegation of legal authority to 
use secure communications during a continuity event if 
the President had proclaimed a state of war. 


e The FMR EO consolidated responsibilities for secure 
communications away from every agency and into the 
FMR Executive Committee. 


Everything I’ve seen from the FMR EO tells me this is their devolution plan.

The Strategy 


Federal Mission Resilience Strategy - Introduction 


Now let’s take a look at the Federal Mission Resilience Strategy that was 
released in conjunction with the FMR EO. As I stated, the FMR EO 
established the framework for implementing and executing a continuity 
plan. The finer details of that plan are found in the Strategy. 


FEDERAL MISSION RESILIENCE

We will first look at the introduction letter from Donald Trump himself:

In support of my Administration's National Security Strategy, I am issuing the Federal Mission 
Resilience Strategy (hereafter, “the Strategy”) to address the long-term challenges of politcal,

invested in capabilities to target our strengths, and areadeptaticompeting below:the threshold 
ofarimed conflict, Adversarial threats are not the only source of disruption.

importance of an integrated risk management approach to prioritize essential functions and 
services. 


This Strategy accelerates our collective efforts to fully implement National Continuity Policy and 
make risk-informed decisions to maintain a comprehensive and effective capability that 
ensures the continuous performance of essential functions and services to preserve Out 


. As the executive branch, we 
must recommit and sustain leadership's attention on meeting the needs of the American 
people in the face of disruptions and preserving our form of government, 


Despite our best efforts, the government cannotpreventall dangers, Werecognize) and mist 
preparesfor;the possibility of unforeseen events including natural disasters, pandemics, cyber 


threats, and kinetic or electromagnetic pulse attacks, Weis bejprepared asa /Nationyasia 
life, 


The Strategy builds on the National Continuity Policy and provides guidance to the Executive 
Office of the President and Federal executive departments and agencies to increase the 
executive branch's resilience, Our current and future prosperity depend on our ability to 
reduce the vulnerability of our critical infrastructure to cyber, physical, and electromagnetic 
attack, The government and private sector must work together to reduce vulnerabilities and 
design infrastructure that addresses preparedness and resilience from the start, 


The follow-on Federal Mission Resilience Implementation Plan will ensure that our Nation’s 
efforts and resources will be brought to bear in a coordinated manner through integrated 
interwoven into routine, 


day-to-day government operations, Working together, we will prioritize the security, 


President Donald J. Trump

December 2020 


This entire introduction is Trump’s way of telling us what he was about to 
do. Remember that this happened after the election was stolen from Trump. 
He was supposedly an outgoing President. Why would he even bother with 
some sort of continuity plan and strategy at this point of his Presidency 


unless there was something meaningful he was going to use it for. That 
alone is proof that devolution is real. It doesn’t make sense for him to issue 
the FMR EO and the Strategy this late in the game unless they were going to 
use it. Trump is telling us that they are implementing the proper “National 
Continuity Policy” to fight back against those who seek to destroy our 
country. Trump is telling us he is implementing devolution. It’s all here. 


There is one quote from that introduction that I would like you to keep in the 
back of your mind: “The government and private sector must work 
together to reduce vulnerabilities and design infrastructure that 
addresses preparedness and resilience from the start.” You will see at 
the end why I mention that.

Executive Summary & the NSC 


1, EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 


The Federal Mission Resilience Strategy (hereafter, “Strategy”) builds on existing continuity 
policy to accelerate the evolution of our Federal Government to become more resilient against al 
threats and conditions through an enduring structure of distributed risk and capabilities, ‘The 


Cotniittee and supports the National Security Strategy by refocusing national continuity policy 
implementation to better address emerging threats to the performance of essential functions and 
services, 


This is a very interesting revelation and it comes | paragraph into the 
executive summary. “The Strategy was developed in response to 
direction from the National Security Council Principals Committee.” 
Time for a mini dive into what Trump did with the NSC and who is on the 
NSC Principals Committee. 


On April 4th, 2017, President Trump issued National Security Presidential 
Memorandum - 4. This memo laid out how Trump would implement his 
national security policy and decision making during his presidency. Here is 
a good summary from the memo: 


As President, my highest priority is to ensure the safety and security of 
the American people. In order to advise and assist me in executing this 
solemn responsibility, as well as to protect and advance the national interests 
of the United States at home and abroad, I hereby direct that my system 
for national security policy development and decision making shall be orga- 
nized as follows: 


A. The National Security Council, the Homeland Security Council, and 
Supporting Staff 
The ’ 


There is also a Homeland Security Council (HSC)—established through Exec- 
utive Order 13228 of October 8, 2001, and subsequently codified in the 
Homeland Security Act of 2002—that has the purpose of advising the Presi- 
dent on matters pertaining to homeland security. Each Council is also respon- 
sible for the effective coordination of the security-related activities and func- 
tions of the executive departments and agencies. 


Here again we have mention of the National Security Act of 1947. As 
previously mentioned, the National Security Act of 1947 is found in Chapter 
44 of United States Code, Title 50 - War and National Defense. The entire 
purpose of the NSC is to advise the President on matters relating to 
domestic, foreign, and military policies relating to national security. Keep in 
mind what we have already discussed regarding the NSC and how Trump 
and Robert O’Brien appeared to be cleaning out the “deep state” from the 
NSC in February of 2020. 


The Strategy was developed in response to direction from the NSC 
Principals Committee, so let’s find out who that is: 


B. The Principals Committee 
The Principals Committee (PC) shall continue to serve as the (Gabinetlevel) 


The PC shall be convened and @haired 
The Homeland Security Advisor may, 
at the sole discretion of the National Security Advisor, also convene and 
chair the PC. The Chair shall determine the agenda in consultation with 
the appropriate committee members, and the Executive Secretary shall ensure 
that necessary papers are prepared, and that conclusions and decisions 
are communicated in a timely manner. Invitations to participate in or attend 
a specific PC shall be extended at the discretion of the Chair, and may 
include those Cabinet-level heads of executive departments and agencies, 
and other senior officials, who are needed to address any issue under consid- 
eration. 


The PC shall have as its regular attendees ——— | 


The Counsel to the President, 
the Deputy Counsel to the President for National Security Affairs, and the 
Director of the Office of Management and Budget may attend all PC meetings. 


The Assistant to the President and Deputy National Security Advisor (Deputy 
National Security Advisor), the Deputy National Security Advisor for Strat- 
egy, the Deputy Assistant to the President and National Security Advisor 
to the Vice President, and the Executive Secretary (who shall serve as 
the Executive Secretary of the PC) shall attend all of the meetings of the 
PC, and the Assistant to the President for Intragovernmental and Technology 
Initiatives may attend as appropriate. 


When international economic issues are on the agenda of the PC, the Commit- 
tee’s regular attendees will include the Secretary of Commerce, the United 
States Trade Representative, and the Assistant to the President for Economic 
Policy (who shall serve as Chair for agenda items that principally pertain 
to international economics). 


To clarify what is happening here, the Strategy and the FMR EO 
simultaneously issued created the entire framework needed for devolution, 


and were developed in response to direction from the NSC’s Principals 
Committee. That committee is a “Cabinet-level senior interagency forum 
for considering policy issues that affect the national security interests of 
the United States.” (Emphasis mine) 


Not only did Trump draw on his authority from the National Security Act of 
1947 (War & National Defense) to issue the EO and Strategy, but he did so 
based on the direction from the highest-level policy making group regarding 
national security interests for the United States. 


I know I keep repeating this, but only because it bears repeating: 


Everything we are seeing points to a military operation in the form of a 
continuity of government plan, and that plan is specifically written to ensure 
the resilience of the executive branch in a national security crisis... 
specifically, a wartime situation. 


Let’s look a little closer at who was part of the NSC Principals Committee at 
the time the FMR EO was issued. This list comes from National Security 
Presidential Memorandum - 4. There are some individuals who may at times 
attend the meetings but I am only going to list those designated as “regular 
attendees.” The ones in bold are also members of the FMR Executive 
Committee that we discussed above.

So, if we assume that the FMR EO and the Strategy are the framework of 
devolution, then the committee and the members listed above (at minimum) 
were the ones who provided the direction leading to the execution of 
devolution. 


What that means to me is that I cannot write off anybody on this list as being 
a “black hat.” The FMR EO and Strategy clearly lays out the 
implementation and execution of a continuity of government plan and this 
group set the entire thing in motion so we cannot definitively conclude any 
are “black hats.” 


It’s also interesting to me that the four members from the NSC Principals 
Committee that are also on the FMR Executive Committee all have roles 
having to do with either war, national security, or intelligence. 


Let’s continue on with some of the Strategy: 


Federal Mission Resilience is the ability of the Federal executive branch! to continuously 
maintain the capability and capacity to perform essential functions and services, without time 
delay, regardless of threats or conditions, and with the understanding that adequate waming of a 
threat may not be available, Federal Mission Resilience will be realized when preparedness 
programs, including continuity and enterprise risk management, are fully integrated into day-to- 
day operations of the Federal executive branch, 


The Strategy model of “Assess, Distribute, and Sustain” 
relocation Of personnel to alternate locations —i_____ 
Ofidistribution and as necessary, devolutionito minimize disruptions to essential functions and 
services. This shift in policy implementation is supported by three lines of effort (LOE), 
Through these LOEs, Federal executive branch Principals will drive efforts within their 
components to increase the capability and capacity to continuously perform essential functions 
and services to mitigate against all threats, including adversarial actions and regional disruptions, 
The increased resilience of day-to-day mission operations will ensure continuous performance of 
essential functions and services regardless of circumstance through the application of holistic 
risk management and continuity of operations principles, “Essential functions and services” 
refers to the functions (i.., National Essential Functions, as defined by Presidential Policy 
Directive - 40 (PPD-40), National Continuity Policy, and Primary Mission Essential Functions, 
developed through Federal Continuity Directive 2, Federal Executive Branch Mission Essential 
Functions and Candidate Primary Mission Essential Functions Identification and Submission 
Process) and capabilities necessary to preserve and sustain the American way of life, 


This section has some great information. Not only does it specifically 
mention the word “devolution,” but it tells us that each of the Federal 
executive branch Principals are to increase their capability and capacity to 
continuously perform essential functions and that they may not have any 
notice in doing so. 


Their focus is to use a holistic risk management approach and continuity 
principles relating to the NEFs. This means in using their continuity plan, 
they will not be able to focus on any individual NEF but rather they would 
look at the “bigger picture” and manage the risk across a broad framework. 
This is a critically important part. Remember what devolution truly means. 
They let the Biden administration assume office, by doing so, they did risk 
losing total control of every possible “node” and that requires them to be 


flexible yet prepared as to not let any of their prioritized NEFs fail. 


It also echoes the same focus on a reactive vs. proactive posture that we first 
heard in the FMR EO, This time prioritizing a “proactive posture of 
distribution” over a “reactive relocation of personnel.” We see that 
mentioned again in the very next section: 


Further, this Strategy: 


¢ Acknowledges the efforts of our adversaries to limit United States advantages: the 
Vulnerability of our critical infrastructure; and the need for a unifying construct to'shiftl” 


‘Continuity implementation from teactive'telocation (ic, with indications and warming) to 
a proactive sustained distfibuted Mi0dél (ic, leverage existing distribution of Federal 


missions), 


+ Leverages decades of principles, practices, and capabilities that form the foundation of 
Our continuity mission, while promoting evolutionary steps that also address the long- 
term challenges of non-kinetic threats (¢,g,, cyber, pandemic) to our governmental 
functions, critical infrastructure, and economic and political systems, 


The FMR EO mentioned subordinate bodies and working groups that would 
support the FMR Executive Committee in the implementation and execution 
of the continuity plan. The picture that I’m starting to see forming is that the 
framework for devolution that we find throughout the FMR EO and the 
Strategy was to have working groups ready with the capability and capacity 
of performing essential functions once the plan was initiated. 


If you don’t quite see that picture forming yet, you will as we continue. 


Strategic Context 


2, STRATEGIC CONTEXT 


Today, we face a dynamic threat environment that challenges our Nation’s safety, security, and 
resilience, Adversaries and strategic competitors present new and emerging threats, empowered 
by technology and often operating below the threshold of armed conflict, to place our critica 
infrastructure and essential functions and services at risk, Building a culture of preparedness and 
resilience across government will require increased awareness and cooperation between 
leadership, continuity staff, risk management practitioners, mission owners/operators, policy 
makers, and budget staff. The integration of continuity, preparedness, and risk management 


Policies and procedures across day-to-day paren dette 


Existing continuity policy supports Federal executive branch efforts to meet adversarial 
Challenges and other no-notice disruptions. However, sustained leadership by the Executive 
Office of the President and executive branch is necessary to fully incorporate mission resilience 
requirements into daily operations, The Federal Mission Resilience Strategy calls for the Federal 
executive branch to recommit implementation efforts to address kinetic (e.g,, conventional 
military force or active warfare) and non-kinetic threats, The knowledge and expertise of 
essential function and service mission owners and decision makers must be incorporated with 
Continuity processes as we reframe actions to better implement resilience policy, Wemusttake 
We cannot 


allow the successes of our past to preclude implementation of iniiovative approaches to address 
current threats, 


The Federal Government's increasing reliance on critical infrastructure andvcrticaly 


means that 
adversaries could disrupt, or take advantage of disruptions to Federal executive branch essential 
functions and services. 
government, provide visible leadership, defend the Nation, maintain foreign relations, protect the 
homeland, manage emergencies, provide emergency management, maintain a stable economy, 
and provide critical government services, This Strategy relies on broader United States 
Government efforts to improve our ability to provide uninterrupted and secure communications 
and services under all conditions, 


Additional efforts to strengthen the Nation's communications 
and technology infrastructure'will further increase the resilience of day-to-day operations and the 


continuous performance of essential functions and services, 


Again, in the Strategic Context section we see a move toward a proactive 
posture, this time relating to the performance of essential functions during 
“disruptive incidents” and while essentially spelling out what those 
“disruptive incidents” might be. Critical infrastructure and its vulnerability 
to kinetic and non-kinetic attacks or disruptions that could prevent the 
ability to preserve our form of government. 


We already know that election infrastructure is classified as critical 
infrastructure. We also know that there was foreign interference in our 
elections based on comments Trump has made. So think about what 
interference in our election infrastructure and the theft of an election results 
in. It leads to everything we are seeing playing out today. The stolen 
election has prevented the ability to preserve our form of government and so 
much more. 


Another important statement from above is this one: 


“We must take full advantage of existing authorities related to risk and 
preparedness Frameworks. We cannot allow the successes of our past to 
preclude implementation of innovative approaches to address current 
threats.” 


I’ve said before that if you understand who Donald Trump is as a person and 
who he was as a President in his first term, then nothing makes sense about 
him walking away from an obviously stolen election. If he knew there was 
going to be fraud, then Donald Trump would have been derelict in his duties 
as President of the United States and Commander in Chief of our armed 
forces to let them get away with it. I think that statement tells us that 
President Trump didn’t let them get away with it. He took full advantage of 


his authorities (War Powers & PEADs) related to risk and preparedness 
frameworks (Continuity of Government). I believe the FMR EO and the 
Strategy are the innovative approach mentioned and I’I] show you soon what 
I think that approach is exactly. 


The Planning Model 


3, THE “ASSESS, DISTRIBUTE, AND SUSTAIN” PLANNING MODEL 


The “Assess, Distribute, and Sustain” planning model supports a cultural shift from continuity as 
an additional mission to continuity as a key enabler to increase resilience and ensure prioritized 
essential functions and services are performed without interruption, This planning model 
enhances resilience by purposely embedding continuity, preparedness, and risk management 
processes and procedures into day-to-day operations to ensure Federal missions are resilient to 
disruptive incidents, ‘The Strategy requires the Federal executive branch to logically distribute 
risk to the performance of essential functions and services and ensure Presidential decision 
support in all conditions, This distributed system may demand targeted investment, in 
consultation with the Office of Management and Budget, in the technology and communications 
infrastructure necessary to enable secure, robust, and reliable communications in all conditions, 


A, ASSESS 


The act of routinely and systematically reviewing, validating, and prioritizing: (1) existing 
continuity requirements; (2) essential functions and services; and (3) identifying the risk 
posed to them by current and emerging threats, 


B, DISTRIBUTE 


The logical disbursement of risk to the performance of essential functions and services to 
minimize single points of failure. 


C, SUSTAIN 


The routine and regular performance of “Assess” and “Distribute” managed through a 
governance structure which reinforces accountability at all levels of government, 
Sustainment depends on the successful conduct of Assessment and Distribution 


The planning model is another part of the Strategy the mentions the shift 
from a reactive posture to a more proactive one and even describes it as a 
cultural shift. Rather than continuity being an over-complicated afterthought 
set up for failure when it’s truly needed, continuity through this Strategy 
would become prioritized and ready for a seamless transition to operating 
the prioritized NEFs without interruption. 


The Strategy explicitly states that it “requires the Federal executive branch 
to logically distribute risk to the performance of essential functions” and that 
this “distributed system will need technology and communications 
infrastructure to enable secure and reliable communications.” This could be 
referencing the secure communications from the FMR EO, but it’s not 
impossible that this is also referencing what Trump is doing with his recent 
acquisition group. Could the IP addresses that left the DoD 3 minutes before 
the end of Trump’s term have anything to do with the communications 
infrastructure? 


This set up for seamless transition is exactly what was described in the FMR 
EO through the established subordinate bodies and working groups used to 
support the FMR Executive Committee, 


Lines of Effort 


The three lines of effort focused on the Federal executive branch mentioned 
in this next section are fairly self-explanatory, but I need to stress that going 
through this strategy in its entirety is time well-spent. I will only be 

commenting on a few aspects, but the entire document is incredibly relevant. 


4, LINES OF EFFORT 


This Strategy is centered on Federal executive branch implementation of three lines of effort: 


+ Line of Effort One - Ensure the performance of essential functions and services before, 
during, and after disruptive incidents (i.e., Federal executive branch organization-level 
essential functions and services); 


The Federal executive branch shall maintain the capability to perform essential functions and 
services, including the ability to transfer, devolve, defer, distribute, or shift operations, assets, 
and authorities under all conditions, This requires tailored distribution methodologies, including 


diversity, redundancy, and hardening of capabilities based on the assessment of risk, to mitigate 
the effects of any disruptive incident to the performance of essential functions and services, 


Ensure continuous leadership of the Executive Office of the President and Executive 
Branch essential functions and services in a distributed model, with senior officials retaining 
responsibility for assuming risk in executing their essential functions and services. Ensuring 
continuous leadership of an organization's essential functions and services may require extensive 
pre-planning to enable the ability to shift authority to lead or execute essential functions and 
services without notice. To prepare for the loss of one or more nodes, leadership must be 
postured to assume the transfer of mission ownership without gaps in performance, As an 
example, executive branch leadership may choose to distribute resources, authorities, and 
capabilities to sustain essential functions and services, leadership, and decision making, to 
include the ability to transfer, devolve, defer, distribute, or shift operations, personnel, 
equipment, systems, supporting processes, services, and authorities under all conditions, 

These actions must include regular training and evaluation to validate the procedures and 
capability to continuously direct the performance of essential functions and services under all 
conditions. Leveraging and maximizing existing distributed resources and capabilities such as 
alternate sites i may reduce the cost and time to shift to a distributed 
model, 


This is important. I mentioned the picture that was starting to form and this 
very clearly outlines it for us. The devolution plan that we are currently 
experiencing has multiple nodes with senior officials retaining responsibility 
for assuming risk in executing their essential functions. Do you see where 
I’m going with this yet? 


¢ Line of Effort Two - Ensure continuous national-level leadership, accountability, 
coordination, and risk management of essential functions and services (i.e., Federal 
executive branch leadership assigned responsibility to determine risk to the essential 
function or service); and 


Minimize the impact of regional or national disruptive incidents by: enhancing command, 
control, and communications; distributing critical assets and capabilities; and establishing 
resilient leadership within the distributed assets with the authority to ensure mission success, 
Additionally, developing robust, redundant, and resilient communications and other 
infrastructure capabilities at designated sites or with mobile options to sustain leadership 
decision making and oversight of essential functions and services is a core component to achieve 
the distributed model, Leveraging technological advancements will enhance and ensure national 
leadership has reliable and secure communications capabilities to provide command and control, 
and will enable governance in a distributed environment, Finally, routinely training and 
exercising the transfer of capability or functions and the transition of leadership roles and 
responsibilities without relocating personnel is essential to the success of this model, 


Department and Agency Principals must drive the assessment and mitigation of risk, 
identify priority missions that must continue, and understand the risks they assume with the 
decisions they make. A top-down effort to better integrate existing risk management frameworks 
and continuity programs into a cohesive, coordinated approach to manage risks is fundamental to 
successfully implementing Federal Mission Resilience, Effectively addressing the risk to the 
most critical missions ahead of the threats we face will require a shift in policy to reflect a 


holistic risk management approach, and tevsed set of essential funtion and services that must 


Here we have more discussion of distributed assets and using technological 
advancements to enable governance in a distributed environment. This also 
mentions exercising the transfer of leadership roles and responsibilities 


without relocating personnel. All of this is pointing to devolution. 


+ Line of Effort Three - Ensure executive decision support services and operational 
capabilities support the President under all circumstances, to include a no-notice 
disruption or direct threat environment (i.¢., Federal executive branch communication 
with the Executive Office of the President), 


Distribute Presidential decision support capabilities by identifying and assessing risks to the 
ability to distribute and sustain decision support leadership, capabilities, and component systems 
and processes; and if appropriate, apportioning non-Presidential authority and responsibility 
among multiple stakeholders through geographic diversity.

Again: discussing the distributed environment and apportioning authority 
and responsibility among multiple stakeholders through geographic 
diversity. 


5, SUMMARY 


Refocusing national continuity policy to a proactive “Assess, Distribute, and Sustain” planning 
mode! will better ensure the resilience of the Federal executive branch. Accomplishing the 
priority actions ofthis Strategy requires Federal executive branch leadership to drive the rapid 
assessment of the gaps between existing policy and implementation as well as the #82! 

. Additionally, the Federal 
executive branch must leverage its existing distribution of facilities, locations, and personnel, 
and/or work across to reduce risk 
prioritized essential functionsvand services. Finally, sustained distribution will require fiscal 
policy and prioritization that better enables routine distributed, scalable, flexible, and adaptable 
Operations across geographic areas. In accomplishing these goals together, we can ensure the 
resilience of our constitutional form of government and our American way of life, 


“We must build a culture of preparedness and resilience across our governmental 
functions, critical infrastructure, and economic and political systems,” 


The Strategy outlines the context, planning model, and steps necessary to 
ensure the resilience of the Federal executive branch. It includes: 


e Re-prioritization of essential functions. 


e Increasing possible nodes available to perform those re- 
prioritized essential functions. 


e Mentions throughout the distributed environment of 
operations across geographic areas. 


The FMR EO and the Strategy paint a clear picture of devolution. A plan to 
create an Executive Committee of senior level officials and subordinate 
bodies or working groups that would be proactively ready to take on the 


authority and responsibility of performing the re-prioritized essential 
functions required to preserve our American way of life. 


Executing the Plan 


The Distributed Environment 


Now that we have gone through the FMR EO and the Strategy, I’d like to 
once again revisit the Executive Committee established by Executive Order 


13961: Governance and Integration of Federal Mission Resilience and see if 
we can make any connections. 


Sec. 3. Executive Committee. (a) The Federal Mission Resilience Executive 


Committee (Executive Committee) is hereby established. 


(b) The Executive Committee shall be composed of the Secretary of Defense, the 


Secretarv of Homeland Security, the Director of National Intelligence, the 
Assistant to the President for National Security Affairs (APNSA), the Assistant to 
the President and Deputy Chief of Staff for Operations, and the Director of the 
Office!of Management/and'Budget) When issues concerning science and 


technology, including communications technology, are on the agenda, the 


Executive Committee also shall include the Director ofthelOffice’of Science and 
TechiniologyPolicy\(OSTP). The heads of other agencies, and other senior 


officials, shall be invited to attend meetings as appropriate. 


Recall the quote I told you to remember from Trump’s introduction: 


“The government and private sector must work together to reduce 
vulnerabilities and design infrastructure that addresses preparedness 
and resilience from the start.” 


It’s time to look at the members of the Executive Committee and see what 
they are up to now in the “private sector”? 
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Assistant to the President and Deputy Chief of Staff for Operations: 
Tony Ornato 


Tony Ornato has an interesting story. He went from working for the Secret 
Service, to working as Trump’s Deputy Chief of Staff for Operations. After 
Joe Biden was inaugurated, Ornato went back to the Secret Service serving 


as the assistant Director, a prestigious role. The Biden administration had 
concerns: 


The Secret Service is shaking up assignments for President-elect Joe Biden’s detail because 


of concerns about some agents’ worrisome ties to Donald Trump, The Washington Post 
reported, 


Biden supporters have expressed fears that some agents are too closely politically aligned 
with the outgoing president, sources told the Post. 


Some senior officers who previously protected Biden when he was vice president will be 
called back to the White House to again be part of the contingent assigned to him, according 
to the Post. 


In an example of the concerns that spurred the change, one agent assigned to Trump was 
allowed to take a leave to become a White House political aide and became enmeshed in a 
particularly contentious, controversial incident marking his presidency. Anthony Ornato, who 
worked as White House deputy chief of staff earlier this year, helped arrange the photo 
Opportunity in June when Trump posed with a Bible across Lafayette Square in Washington as 
peaceful protesters were attacked by federal officers. The protests had been sparked by the 
police killing of George Floyd days earlier in Minneapolis, 


Ornato also helped arrange Trump’s dangerous political rallies where — often in violation of 
local laws — maskless supporters were jammed elbow to elbow. The rallies were linked to 


COVID-19 case spikes and deaths from the disease.

advice on homeland and national security matters. 


The new firm is called Wolf Global Advisors, and Wolf is launching it with three former other senior 
Trump DHS officials: former acting chief of staff Scott Erickson, former deputy chief of staff Tyler 
Houlton and legislative affairs director Beth Spivey. 


“During my time at DHS, | came to know and came to realize that a number of organizations, whether 


they're companies or non-profits really struggle with assessing risk and security issues facing their 


respective organizations,’ Wolf said in an interview. “Others want to better understand the department, 
whether they're regulated by the department, or perhaps they have technology or services to help the 
department better fulfill their mission.” 


Wolf said he already has a few clients signed up, but declined to name them unless one of the 
principals at the firm has to register as a lobbyist for them. He said he could potentially work with 
foreign governments as well, but won't do any work that would require him or his firm to register under 
the Foreign Agents Registration Act at this time. 


The website is virtually dormant and there is hardly any news about 
anything they are actually doing. Wolf Global advisors could be considered 
as a small-scale Department of Homeland Security.

Brooke is the former Director of 
the Domestic Policy Council and Chief Strategist at the White House under 
Donald Trump. There are a ton of names associated with this organization 
and everything single name is pro-Trump.

"The America First Policy Institute is launching to continue the 
transformative changes that happened over the last four years,” Brooke 
Rollins, president and CEO of the group, said in its launch video.

Before we do a deep dive into Mr. Rubenstein himself, I’d like to discuss the 
company he co-founded, The Carlyle Group. 


The Carlyle Group is an American multinational private equity, alternative asset 
management and financial services corporation. It specializes in private equity, real assets, 


and private credit In 2016, Carlyle was the worlds largest private equity firm by capital 
faised/overtnespreviousyfiveyears, according to the PE! 300 index. though by 2020 it had 


slipped into second place 


Founded in 1987 in Washington, D.C., by William E. Conway Jr, Daniel A. D'Aniello, and 
David Rubenstein, the company today has more than 1,575 employees in 31 offices on six 
continents. On May 3, 2012, Carlyle completed a US$700 million initial public offering and 
began trading on the NASDAQ stock exchange. 


The first thing that struck me was how The Carlyle Group used political 
relationships for financial gain. Note that while Obama was President, 
Carlyle became the largest private equity firm by capital raised over 
previous five years. Those political relationships were not bound by a mere 
party label, either. Here is an article from World Socialist Website from 
May of 2001: 


The incestuous ties between the Bush administration and the corporate world are 
highlighted by its relationship with the Carlyle Group, a leading private equity firm. 


Private equity companies buy undervalued businesses and then resell them for a 
profit, It is a highly profitable field open to only the wealthiest players, It has returned 
an average profit of 34 percent per year over the past decade, 


The Carlyle Group became a major force on the world financial scene by employing 
prominent ex-officeholders, such as former President George Bush, to provide a foot in 
the door to government ministries around the world, 


Recent activities of the senior Bush include a meeting last fall with King Fahd of Saudi 
Arabia, Bush also met with the prime minister of South Korea and other government 
officials, paving the way for Carlyle to acquire KorAm Bank, considered an important 
prize because of its relatively strong financial position. Each speech he gives on behalf 
of Carlyle generally nets the former president $80,000 to $100,000. 


Carlyle's ties to the Bush family date back more than a decade, In 1990 Carlyle placed 
George W. Bush on the board of directors of one of its subsidiaries, Caterair, an airline 
catering company, 


Charles Lewis, executive director of the Center for Public Integrity, commented, 
“Carlyle is as deeply wired into the current administration as they can possibly be. 
George Bush is getting money from private interests that have business before the 
government, while his son is president, And, in a really peculiar way, George W. Bush 
could, some day, benefit financially from his own administration's decisions, through 
his father's investments.” 


A clip from a March of 2016 Pro Publica article: 

Carlyle struggled in its first several years, making an unsuccessful venture into airline 
food, with Caterair, and losing a bid for the restaurant chain Chi-Chi'’s. In 1990, though, 
the focus on Washington paid off. Thanks mainly to Carlucci, Carlyle was able to buy 
BDM, Ford Aerospace'’s defense consultancy, which was the first of many military- 
industrial investments, (Seven years later, having expanded BDM's operations into Saudi 


Arabia, Carlyle sold the consultancy, making a 650-per-cent profit.) 


Two members of the George H.W. Bush administration, Richard Darman, the budget 
director, and James Baker Ill, the Secretary of State, joined Carlyle when they left the 
government. In the late 1990s, the ex-President himself came on board and helped 
position the firm to win a bidding war for one of South Korea's top banks. The firm 
branched out into new industries, buying ownership stakes in Dunkin’ Donuts and Hertz, 


among many others. 


In 2007, Carlyle's twentieth anniversary, the firm managed $75 billion in assets, and 
Rubenstein made his debut on the Forbes 400 list. By 2009, Carlyle's portfolio included 
$1.5 billion from the New York State pension fund. According to an investigation that year 
by Andrew Cuomo, then the state attorney general, the pension money had been obtained 


in part through improper payments to middlemen by a Carlyle affiliate. Though Carlyle 


() VER THE YEARS, Rubenstein's Democratic allegiance has loosened. In 1990, Carlyle 
put George W. Bush, who had just left the oil business in Texas, on the Caterair 
board. In the late nineties, Rubenstein and Rogoff still hosted the Carters at their 
Nantucket vacation home, but they more often socialized with George and Barbara Bush. 
In 2000, Rubenstein, Rogoff, and their three children (two daughters and a son, now 
grown} accompanied Barbara Bush and her grandchildren on a safari. That same year, 
Rubenstein and Rogoff attended Barbara Bush's 75th-birthday party, in Kennebunkport. 
Rubenstein hias admitted that his relationship with the Bush family affected his politics, 
but he also developed strong ties with the Clinton administration, In 2001, Carlyle hired 
two former Clinton officials — the chairmen of the Federal Communications Commission 
and the Securities and Exchange Commission. For years, Rubenstein has refrained from 
contributing to political campaigns, and Carlyle has never formed a political-action 
committee. Rubenstein told Reuters in 2012, “I don't really try to get involved politically by 
giving money to politicians or by saying I'm a Democrat or Republican. Right now, I just 
view myself as an American.” Last year, when President Obama visited Anchorage, he had

million into Carlyle's $1.3 billion Carlyle Partners II Fund in 1995, making the family relatively small investors with the 
firm. However, their overall investment might have been considerably larger, with the $2 million committed in 1995 
only being an inital contribution that grew over time °°! These connections would later be profiled in Michael Moore's 
Fahrenheit 911. The Bin Laden family liquidated its holdings in Carlyle's funds in October 2001, just after the 
September 11 attacks, when the connection of their family name to the Cariyle Group's name became impolitc. 
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To recap with a brief timeline: 


e October, 1997 - Carlyle acquires United Defense 
Industries for $850 million, their largest investment to that 
point. 


e September 11, 2001 - Carlyle holds their investor 
conference, naming one investor, Shafiq Bin Laden, as 
their “guest of honor.” Note the Bin Laden family had 
invested $2 million into the “Carlyle Partners II Fund.” 

I'll be coming back to that fund again later. 


e September 11, 2001 - World Trade Center terrorist attacks 
leading the United States into the “War on Terror.” 


e October 2001 - Bin Laden liquidates holdings in Carlyle 
funds. 


e December, 2001 - Carlyle completes an IPO of United 
Defense on the NYSE. 


e May, 2005 - Carlyle sells UDI to BAE for $4 Billion. 
Carlyle Profits nearly $3.2 billion with the sale. 


Obviously, the optics from the above timeline don’t look great, particularly 
when one considers Carlyle’s ties to the Bush family. Again, however, it’s 
not my goal to draw conclusions in this article, it’s only to point out the 
facts. One might be tempted to chalk up such circumstances to 
“coincidence,” except this isn’t the only time that the Carlyle Group has had 
situations involving such bad optics. 


Before moving on to other such “coincidences,” it’s necessary give the 
Carlyle Group more context, and there are a few specific investments that 
the Carlyle Group received very early on that certainly raise some red flags. 
I’ve chosen to focus only on these because they are relevant to Trump’s time 
in office, but there is so much more that you can find here: The Iron 


Triangle - Inside the Secret World of the Carlyle Group 

February 1991—Prince Alwaleed of Saudi Arabia buys $590 million of 
stock in Citicorp, America’s largest bank. Carlyle brokers the deal 
and gains a reputation as the merchant bank of choice for wealthy 
Saudis, 


September 1993—Carlyle snags its highest profile investor to date when 


George Soros invests $100 million in Caflyle"Partnerselly a fund that 
would go on to become the biggest and most successful of all Carlyle's 
funds. 


We don’t need to go over Soros since most of us are already very familiar 
with him, but the Alwaleed connection is interesting. In May of 2017, 
Donald Trump made his first official foreign trip as President to visit Saudi 
Arabia, and in early November of 2017, Prince Alwaleed Bin Talal was 
arrested for corruption. 


audi Prince Alwaleed bin Talal, one of the world’s richest men, knows a thing or two about 

luxury hotels, He owns the Savoy, in London, and a big chunk of the Plaza Hotel, in New 

York, (as well as a stake in the Plaza’s condominiums.) Together with Bill Gates, the co- 
founder of Microsoft, he owns the Four Seasons Hotels and Resorts Company. He also owns the 
George V, in Paris, He bought it in 1996 for $175 million and spent another $125 million renovating it. 
He has since boasted to me that it is worth $1.5 billion. When I interviewed Alwaleed a few years ago 
for a profile in Vanity Fair, we met for the first time in the lobby of the Plaza, half of which he had 
commandeered for his considerable entourage. His gorgeous fourth wife, whom he has since divorced, 
was there, too, with her entourage. The second time we met was in the lobby of the George V. He was 


in command there, too, 


Unfortunately for Prince Alwaleed, whose net worth is around $20 billion these days, one of the 
luxury hotel chains he does not have an ownership stake in, the Ritz-Carlton, is where he has been 
holed up in Riyadh against his will since Saturday, under house arrest, as part of Saudi Crown Prince 
Mohammed bin Salman’s sweeping (and shocking) power grab, Alwaleed is one of 11 Saudi 
princes, four ministers, and many other former ministers, who have been ordered arrested under the 
guise of the anti-corruption campaign. According to Reuters, he has been charged with money 
laundering, bribery, and extortion. “The homeland will not exist unless corruption is uprooted and the 
corrupt are held accountable,” Saudi King Salman decreed on Saturday before appointing his favorite 
son to head up an anti-corruption task force, which then ordered the arrests. 


There is one more story about Carlyle Group regarding the disappearance of 
Malaysia Airlines MH 370 that might distract from the trajectory of this 
article if I attempt to include a full summary of it here. The conclusion some 
have come to is that they may have financially benefited from the 
disappearance of the airplane. I would urge you to look into the story and 
decide for yourself. 


Alice Nicole Rogoff 


Alice Rogoff married David Rubenstein in 1983 and they were divorced in 
December of 2017. Alice has her own interesting connections. 


And so, with financier and child molester Jeffrey Epstein dead in an apparent 
suicide, an investigation into his sordid sex life is reported to be shifting toward 
Alice Rogoff’s old, Iditarod trail mate: Ghislaine Maxwell. 


Yes, one of the biggest stories in the country at the moment has an Alaska 


connection. 


“Socialite Ghislaine Maxwell dishes on icy travels” is how the New York Post’s Page 
Six gossip column reported the Brit’s Iditarod exploits in 2014. 


“After interior decorator Geoffrey Bradfield told of a scary car crash in Pakistan, 
and art collector Stephanie Zuellig discussed the happy cows on her farm in 
Switzerland,” wrote Richard Johnson, “Maxwell — the daughter of British press 
baron Robert Maxwell — said she had just returned from Alaska’s Iditarod dog sled 


race. 


“Maxwell traveled across hundreds of miles of icy wilderness to the finish line in 
Nome, where thousands of fans of ‘the last great race’ cheered on the mushers and 


their dogs.” 


Unmentioned was Mawell’s host, a one time Washington, D.C. socialite turned 
majority owner of AlaskaDispatch.com, an online news site. Rogoff was at the time 
of the 2014 Iditarod also in negotiations to buy the Anchorage Daily News from 
The McClatchy Company, a California-based newspaper chain with big financial 
troubles that continue to this day. 


Rogoff bought the newspaper not long after the Iditarod ended that year and ran it 
into bankruptcy by the summer of 2017. She has now largely disappeared from the 
Alaska scene and could not be reached for comment. But her former business 


partner, Tony Hopfinger, well remembers meeting Maxwell. 


The AlaskaDispatch.com co-founder was Rogoff’s business partner, editor of 
Alaska Dispatch and for a time the editor of Rogoff’s version of ADN.com, which 
Rogoff renamed Alaska Dispatch News. 


Inamessage in response to questions today, Hopfinger said he encountered 
Maxwell in the isolated, Bering Sea coastal village of Unalakleet, population 700, 
when she climbed aboard one of Rogoff’s two, $1 million Cessna 206 aircraft. 
Rogoff was at the time aboard plane #2 with the pilot and a Dispatch News 


reporting crew covering the race. 


“Maxwell, Kylea (Hopfinger’s fiance), and I flew with (pilot) Paul Anderson to 
White Mountain,” Hopfinger said. “During the flight, Maxwell bragged about her 
life, everything from her nonprofit to the places she’d visited to the fact that she 
knew howto fly a helicopter. Kylea and I sat in the back while she talked to Paul, at 
times flirting with him. We listened to her and Paul on the plane’s headphones, At 
one point, she told Paul she learned how to fly helicopters from an ex-boyfriend 
who had served in the IDF (Israeli Defense Force) and Mossad,” the Israeli 
intelligence agency. 


Alice also hosted Barack Obama in August of 2015: 


The motorcade left the highway at Dimond Boulevard and drove to a private dinner hosted by Rogoff, 


the Alaska Dispatch News publisher. 


Rogoff, who has been acquainted with the president for several years, described it as a private dinner 
featuring an Alaska-grown menu, She did not disclose who attended the dinner or how many guests were 


invited, 


"Itwas a chance for the president to have a conversation with a diverse group of Alaskans,’ Rogoff said. 
Because it was a private dinner, no guest list will be distributed, she said. She described it as a "non- 


political event.’

There is also this story from the Mockingbird Paper outlining an Epstein 
connection to the Carlyle Group through Les Wexner. 


While Epstein was managing Wexner's money it would have been hard for him not to notice that the latter's company was importing 
clothing from Hon Kong on an airline run by the CIA. Southern Air Transport has a long history of drug smuggling going back to Vietnam 
era. I's regularly scheduled flights from Hon Kong for The Limited were the comerstone of the local development push to convert 
Rickenbacker Air Base to Rickenbacker Airport in the 1990s. Southern Air Transport also operated the C-123 Globemaster that was shot 
down in Nicaragua, an event which touched off the Iran-Contra revelations. 


At the same time that Rickenbacker became a transport hub for cargo carried by CIA backed airline that was both known to smuggle 
drugs and involved in the Iran-Contra affair, Wexner's connections to organized crime were named in a Columbus Police intelligence 
report. A trucking company linked to the mob was also named in that report. That trucking company carried up thirty percent of The 
Limited's ground cargo. The CIA handled the air cargo, the mob handled the ground cargo and Epstein balanced the books. This peculiar 
set of business arrangements seem to shed light on the need for multiple armored Mercedes and phones that go to command centers. 


Souther Air Transport ran info money trouble and it's route was taken over by Evergreen Aviation, which also had a history o! 
connection to the CIA. Evergreen, despite it's own recent financial problems, still keeps one Boeing 747 in Columbus and still maintains 
regular service to Hon Kong. The only terminal that can serve that aircraft is owned by Landmark Aviation. 


Landmark Aviation’s core business is fixed base operations, or FBOs, An FBO is a sort of private air terminal, fueling and maintenance 
facility for charter, business and private aircraft. Some FBOs are very bare bones. Landmark's Columbus FBO is a posh facility with 
showers, conference rooms, a dedicated concierge and even its own Customs Inspection.

Landmark Aviation was alleged to have been the FBO of choice for the CIA's extraordinary rendition program, known as the ‘torture taxi. 
Under that program, people were kidnapped, flown to black sites around the globe and tortured for months or years. European 
governments were aware of this program and some even issued arrest warrants for CIA officers involved 


Landmark Aviation cleaned up it's image somewhat since the revelations. {t was sold and split with FBO operations being put into 
trusteeship. One of those trustees was former CIA director James Slesinger. It was later sold to the Bush family friendly Carlyle Group, 


Landmark Aviation took over it's Columbus Customs facility from Lane Aviation less than a year after the latter opened it in partnership 
with former. Epstein's phone book listed Lane Aviation as the sole FBO in Columbus. It is not known if he stil uses it, but Landmark's 
facility does have more posh amenities fit for billionaires, princes, presidents and spies. 


The allegations being leveled against Epstein include trafficking minors for sex across international boundaries. The logistics of getting a 
minor across a border for such purposes would be much less complicated with the help of a Customs facility located in a friendly private 
faclity operated by a company familiar with covert operations and making people disappear. Epstein is clearly no stranger to navigating 
that social space. Landmark even offers valet parking for the armored Mercedes. 


The Brookings Institution 


Now let’s look at the Brookings Institution a little closer since they will 
come up a few times as we move forward. Rubenstein served as the co-chair 
of the board of trustees for the Brookings Institution starting in March of 
2014 - and currently serves as the Chair Emeritus. In March of 2017 
Rubenstein gave $20 million to the Brookings Institution. 


The Brookings Institution has announced a gift of $20 million over six years from board 
co-chair David M. Rubenstein to establish a fellowship program and provide support for 


its Foreign Policy program. 


In June of 2017, Forbes published an article that was very critical of the 
Brookings Institutions funding and operations: 


According to Brookings, its mission is to “conduct in-depth research 
that leads to new ideas for solving problems facing society at the 
local, national and global level.” Brookings says it values the 
independence of its scholars and prides itself on “open-minded” 


inquiry. 


Yet, public spending records captured by our organization at 
OpenTheBooks.com tell a somewhat different story. Rather than 
focusing on “open-minded” inquiry, Brookings seems swayed by 
“open-wallet” inquiry. In many cases, Brookings doesn’t resemble a 
think tank, but a jukebox - add a little coin and Brookings will play 
your tune, if the price is right. 


And these aren't just dollars provided by private donors -- these are 


your tax dollars funding partisan advocacy projects and papers. 


Since 2008, Brookings amassed nearly $20 million in contracts and 
grants from 50 agencies — including the Obama Administration’s 
Office of the President. Despite assets of $496 million (IRS990, 
FY2014), our OpenTheBooks.com audit shows it was not enough. 
Brookings instituted an aggressive strategy to pursue federal 


business over the past nine-years. 


We found examples of public funding suggesting that Brookings is 


less of a think tank and more of a public affairs shop for 


establishment-left donors and allied government officials: 


Billed $1.8 million to the Agency for International 
Development (USAID) in taxpayer-funded grants to provide 
generic ‘humanitarian assistance.’ In 2016, Brookings 
published a white paper funded by the Bill and Melinda Gates 
Foundation and the Ministry of Foreign Affairs of Denmark 
touting the veracity of the USAID public/private partnerships. 
But, Brookings paper did not disclose its conflict-of-interest -- 
USAID direct funding of the organization during the period 


covered by the study. 


$1.2 million in grants (2008-2018) flowing from the National 
Science Foundation into the Brookings vertical “Brookings 
Papers On Economic Activity” — an academic journal 
published twice a year on a range of macroeconomic topics 


impacting public policy debates. 


$719,102 in grants (2009-2011) from the Department of 
Energy flowed to Brookings for their “climate and energy 
economic policy research.” This Brookings project advocates a 
domestic cap-and-trade tax and thanks California for taxing 


carbon. 


$25,000 in National Endowment of the Arts grants (2013) 
funded Brookings for “promotion of the arts.” Presto! 
Brookings published research on the Arts and Economic 
Development. If taxpayers want a copy of the report, 
Brookings sells it for $30.99. 


Certainly it seems Brookings feels justified to every dime of its federal 
contracts and grants. Here are some more examples of the federal 


transfer to Brookings: 


¢ Reaped $1.7 million from Health and Human Services (HHS) 
mostly for “training seminars.” Every dollar paid to Brookings 
was a dollar not available to provide better care for vulnerable 


patients. 


¢ The Food and Drug Administration paid $4.6 million in grant 
funding to Brookings. Its primary role? Official convener of 
active medical product surveillance discussions. 


In America, any organization has a right to seek funding to advance 
the causes it supports. But when an organization seeks $20 million in 
public funding, taxpayers have a right to ask whether that 
organization is advancing the public’s interest or the narrow partisan 
interests of its donors and friends in power. 


In January of 2016 the Ron Paul Institute published an article connecting the 


Brookings Institution to The Carlyle Group. It’s one of the best ones I found 
— specifically with its relevance to Ukraine. 


And then, of course, there's the secretive but proudly profit-making, part of 
this operation, where the really big money is made, and billionaires become 
multibillionaires. 


Public Integrity’ report, “Investing in War: The Carlyle Group profits from 
government and conflict” observes that, “From its founding in 1987, the 
Carlyle Group has pioneered investing in the defense and national security 
markets, and through its takeover of companies with billions of dollars in 
defense contracts became one of the US military's top vendors.” Carlyle Group 
is now “the largest private equity firm in the world” as a result of such things 
as the 2003 invasion of Iraq, and the burgeoning terrorism and military 
responses to that - also profitable - which have followed in its wake. For 
example, ISIS started in Iraq in 2006, and has been a boon to Carlyle Group, as 
the US drops bombs to address that problem. 


The military conflicts in Ukraine are also profitable to them, because that's 
now yet another place where the US sends weapons and advisors, after 
Obama's February 2014 coup in Ukraine turned that country into a US satellite 
against its neighbor Russia - which it hadn't previously been - thus extending 
the US aristocracy’s control even further. 


In 2003, Dan Briody’s exposé “The Iron Triangle: Inside the Secret World of the 
Carlyle Group” described how the former Wall Street lawyer and advisor to US 
President Jimmy Carter, David L Rubenstein, teamed up briefly with Stephen L 
Norris, a senior executive of the Republican firm, Marriott Corporation, to 
create Carlyle Group, and to bring in as its leader the Republican Frank 
Carlucci, who had been US President Ronald Reagan's last Secretary of 
Defense and who privatized much of the Pentagon's operation to Booze Allen 
Hamilton and other large firms. Carlucci brought in Reagan-Bush friend Fred 
Malek, and then George Herbert Walker Bush, George W. Bush, James Baker, 
Richard Darman, Fidel Ramos, John Major, and other believers in privatizing 
government and whose friends included many of the people to whom it 
became privatized. These people all live by their networking, and by the 
revolving door between private contractors and “public servants.” 


The “Annual Report 2015" from the Brookings Institution, opens with the “Co- 
Chairs’ Message” on page 2, which is signed by Brookings's co-chairmen, David 
L Rubenstein and John L Thornton. Thornton is a former Chairman of 
Goldman Sachs. Cheng Li is the Director of the John L Thornton China Center 
at the Brookings Institution, and he attended the super-secretive Bilderberg 
meetings both in 2012 and in 2014, and so might have been Thornton's agent 
there. Peter Sutherland, the Chairman of Goldman Sachs International, was 
also there. The main topic at the 2014 meeting was the war in Ukraine, but 
other wars were also on the agenda, such as Syria, and so were President 
Obama's "trade" treaties: TPP, TTIP, and TISA. Other luminaries present at 
those secret discussions were Timothy Geithner, Eric Schmidt, Robert Rubin, 
Lawrence Summers, Charles Murray, etc., and Europeans such as Christine 
Lagarde and Anders Fogh Rasmussen. Perhaps some sales were made. In 
2013, Jeff Bezos and Donald Graham met at the Bilderberg conference, and 
two months later, Bezos agreed to buy the Washington Post from Graham. 
Less than a year after that, Bezos's Amazon won the CIA-NSA cloud computing 
contract, vital to the US military. Bezos’s most profitable operation has 
allegedly been that military contract, and the money-losing Washington Post is 
a longstanding supporter of US armed invasions, which require lots of cloud 
computing. For example, the WP was gung-ho for regime-change in Iraq in 
2002, as well as, more recently, for bombing Libya, Syria, and the bombing in 
Ukraine's civil war after the coup. 


That Annual Report lists ten donors who gave “$2,000,000 and Above” during 
the prior year; and one of them was David M Rubenstein, and another was 
John L Thornton. Another was “Embassy of the State of Qatar,” Qatar being the 
fundamentalist Sunni chief financial backer of the fundamentalist Sunni 
Muslim Brotherhood, and also one of the two chief funders of the jihadist 
groups that are trying to take over the non-sectarian but mainly Shiite-ruled 
Syrian government. The Thani family that own Qatar want to run a pipeline 
through Syria, but they can't do that unless a fundamentalist Sunni 
government takes over Syria. Also, the US takeover of Ukraine disrupts 
Russia’s pipelining gas to Europe, which pipelines run mainly through Ukraine. 
So, Brookings is a major PR agency for that goal of boosting gas-sales by the 
Thanis, and cutting gas-sales by Russia. 


During February 2015, Brookings issued a report from their team of Ivo 
Daalder, Michele Flournoy, John Herbst, Jan Lodal, Steven Pifer, James 
Stavridis, Strobe Talbott, and Charles Wald, titled “Preserving Ukraine's 
Independence, Resisting Russian Aggression," and it urged President Obama 
to increase the supply of US weapons to the civil war in Ukraine. Strobe 
Talbott is the President of the Brookings Institution, and he is a lifelong hater 
of Russia and of Russians; so, maybe he actually enjoys this shoddy shilling for 
mass-killing. 


Let’s take a moment to add 3 new items to our recap list before moving on: 


e David Rubenstein co-founded The Carlyle Group 


e The Carlyle group has powerful bipartisan political 
connections 


e Carlyle group has a few “shady” but relevant (to our 
story) investors (Soros & Alwaleed) 


e Carlyle group has an optics “problem” (United Defense 
investment and 9/11) 


e Rubenstein’s ex wife is connected to Ghislane Maxwell 


e Rubenstein’s ex wife hosted Barack Obama for a private 
dinner in 2015 


e Rubenstein chairs the advisory board of the university 
that chose Xi Jinping and specializes in training future 
leaders of the CCP 


e Rubenstein and The Carlyle Group are connected to 
Epstein and Les Wexner 


e Rubenstein and his Carlyle Group are deeply connected to 
the Brookings Institution 


The “Battles” 


In this section I’m going to outline how David Rubenstein and/or his 
affiliations were involved in each of the “battles” Trump faced throughout 
his first term. Some connections are stronger than others but the connections 
are there none-the-less. 


Spygate 


I won’t do a full deep dive into the Russian collusion investigation, but there 
is an article written by Jonathan Turley that provides all the details we will 
need as we move forward regarding the Brookings Institute and its role in 
the Spygate hoax. Yes, I’m literally going to screengrab the entire article 
because it is that important. 


Six Degrees From Brookings: How a Liberal Think Tank 
Keeps Coming Up in the Russian Collusion Investigation 


The latest indictment by Special Counsel John Durham has created a stir in Washington as the 
investigation into the Russian collusion scandal exposed new connections to the Clinton 
campaign. The indictment of Igor Danchenko exposes additional close advisers to Hillary Clinton 
who allegedly pushed discredited and salacious allegations in the Steele dossier. However, one of 
the most interesting new elements was the role of a liberal think tank, the Brookings Institution, 
in the alleged effort to create a false scandal of collusion. Indeed, Brookings appears so often in 


accounts related to the Russian collusion scandal that it could be Washington's alternative to the 


q Kevin Bacon parlor game. It appears that many of these figures are within six degrees of 


Brookings. 


The fact is that Washington remains a small town for the ruling elite where degrees of separation can be quite small as figures 
move in and out of government. Moreover, think tanks are often the parking lots for party loyalists as they wait (and work) for 
new Administrations. The Federalist Society and Heritage Foundation play a similar role for conservative figures. 


However, even in Washington’s inbred environment, the layers of connections to Brookings is remarkable in the Durham 
indictments and accounts of the effort to create a Russian collusion scandal. The effort was hardly a secret before anyone knew 
the name of the former British spy Christopher Steele. On July 28, former CIA Director John Brennan briefed then President 
ama on Hillary Clinton’s alleged “plan” to tie Donald Trump to Russia as “a means of distracting the public from her use of a 
private email server.” Notes from the meeting state the plan to invent a collusion narrative was “allegedly approved by Hillary 
linton a proposal from one of her foreign policy advisers to vilify Donald Trump by stirring up a scandal claiming interference 
by the Russian security service.” That was three days before the Russian investigation was initiated. 


yurham is detailing how this plan was carried out and many of those referenced are within not six but two degrees of separation 
from Brookings. 


rookings played a large role in pushing the Russian collusion narrative, hiring a variety of experts who then populated media 
outlets like MSNBC and CNN stating confidently that Trump was clearly incriminated in a series of dubious criminal acts, While 
no such crimes were ever charged, let alone prosecuted, Brookings maintained a deep bench of enabling experts like Susan 
Hennessey (now a national security adviser in the Biden Administration), Ben Wittes (who defended James Comey in his leaking 
of FB] memos) and Norm Eisen (who then become counsel in the Trump impeachment effort). This included the Brookings site, 


LawFare, which ran a steady stream of columns on how Trump could be charged for crimes ranging from obstruction to bribery. 


However, that type of media cross-pollination is common. What is most surprising is how the indictment seems to map out roads 
that keep leading hack to Brookings. 


The latest indicted figure, Danchenko, worked at Brookings. He proved to be the key unnamed source for Christopher Steele and 
later admitted to the FBI that the information attributed to him was not just “unsubstantiated” but, after being reworked by 
Steele, was unrecognizable from the original gossip or speculation. 


Itappears that Danchenko was introduced to former British spy Christopher Steele by Brookings employee Fiona Hill. If that 
name seems familiar, Hill secured a position on President Trump’s National Security Council and later became a key witness 


against him in the first Trump impeachment over the Ukraine scandal. 


Steele also testified in London that his friend and then Brookings PresidentStrobe Talbott was involved in briefings and 


inquiries on the development of the dossier. Talbott is also a former Clinton administration diplomat and Clinton friend who 


served in a high-ranking position under Hillary Clinton. (Another figure, Cody Shearer, who has been mentioned in accounts 


developing and spreading his own collusion claims, was the brother of Talbott’s late wife). 


When Steele was called to the State Department for a briefing on his dossier, Talbot sat next to Assistant Secretary of State 
Victoria Nuland, who is currently at Brookings. The role of figures at Brookings in the dossier is still developing but all roads 
seem to lead back to the think tank. 


Even when it became clear that false statements made in the secret FISA applications targeted Trump associate Carter Page, the 
secret court selected David Kris, who wrote for Brookings’ LawFare despite his prior denial that the FBI misled the court and 
criticism of Trump). 


Brookings has long been viewed as effectively the research arm for Democratic figures and liberal causes. Yet, even in the 
Baconesque world of Washington insiders, it is rare to see a think tank connected on so many levels to a criminal investigation. 
Like much in our politics, these connections will mean different things to different people, For conservatives, Brookings looks 

like the mothership for this scandal with associates coordinating meetings and roles in the metastasization of the scandal. For 


liberals, the connections simply show the influence of the liberal think tank and any highlighting of the think tank is gaslighting 
anew “Trilateral Commission” narrative, 


With the exception of Danchenko, there is no evidence that any of these Brookings-related individuals have committed criminal 
acts or are suspected of such acts by Durham. However, these connections have already factored in the investigation and are 
likely to be addressed in any final Special Counsel report. Brookings Institution’s influence on the Russian collusion scandal will 
likely remain central to Durham’s unravelling of how the FBI was duped into the Russian investigation and the role of Clinton 


operatives in that effort. Notably, on September 9, 2045, Hillary Clinton appeared at Brookings and stressed there are “a lot of 


long-time friends and colleagues who perch here at Brookings including Strobe,” The question is whether that perch will become 
increasingly precarious as Durham continues his investigation. 
We’re seeing more and more come out showing that the Brookings 


Institution is heavily involved in the Spygate Hoax and that involvement 
leads us to David Rubenstein and The Carlyle Group.

In Devolution - Part 12, I described how our 
government used its color revolution playbook against Donald Trump 
throughout his entire first term in office.

According to the 1977 book Ecoscience: Population, Resources, Environment, co-authored by the Obama-Biden White House Science Czar John P.

As if the threat of a natural pandemic were not gruesome enough, there is always the threat of biological warfare or of an accidental escape of

.. Biological warfare laboratories are potential sources of a man made “solution” to the population explosion. It is essential that some 
way be found to block all further work on biological weapons -the risk for humanity is simply too great. 


Another excerpt from Holdren’s Ecoscience discusses the role of a ‘Planetary Regime’ to enforce population controls: 


The first step necessarily involves partial surrender of sovereignty to an international organization, But it seems probable that, as long 
a5 most people fail to comprehend the magnitude of the danger, that step will be impossible... 


Should a Law of the Sea be successfully established, it could serve as a model for a future Law of the Atmosphere to regulate the use of 
airspace, to monitor climate change, and to control atmospheric pollution, Perhaps those agencies, combined with UNEP and the United Nations 
population agencies, might eventually be developed into a Planetary Regime — sort of an international superagency for population, 
resources, and environment, Such a comprehensive Planetary Regime could control the development, administration, conservation, 
and distribution of all natural resources, renewable or nonrenewable, at least insofar as international implications exist, Thus, the Regime 
could have the power to control pollution not only in the atmosphere and the oceans, but also in such freshwater bodies as rivers and lakes that 
cross international boundaries or that discharge into the oceans, The Regime might also be a logical central agency for regulating all 
international trade, perhaps including assistance from DCs [Developed Countries] to LDCs {Less Developed Countries], and including all food 
on the international market. 


The Planetary Regime might be given responsibility for determining the optimum population for the world and for each region and 
for arbitrating various countries’ shares within their regional limits. Control of population size might remain the responsibility of 
each government, but the Regime should have some power to enforce the agreed limits, As with the Law of the Sea and other 
international agreements, all agreements for regulating population sizes, resource development, and pollution should be subject to revision 
and modification in accordance with changing conditions, 


It is a fact that Dr. Holdren is a Visiting Distinguished Professor at CCP 
connected Tsinghua University.

It’s obviously the timing between the lifting of the moratorium on gain-of- 
function research and Fauci’s statements that are intriguing to me but this 
isn’t the only instance of foreshadowing we have seen. Here are just a few 
of the many examples of our medical experts “preparing and planning” for a 
pandemic:

We have also recently seen some direct evidence of the United States 
government funding gain-of-function research at the Wuhan Institute of 
Virology based on this article from The Intercept published September 9th 
2021.

search organization which studies the spread of viruses from animals to 
humans, included subawards to Wuhan Institute of Virology and East 
China Normal University. The principal investigator on the grant is 
EcoHealth Alliance President Peter Daszak, who has been a key voice in 


the search for Covid-19’s origins. 


Trump and team would have known all of these publicly available facts. 
Couple this information with the likely idea that Trump has Judas Goats 
among the enemy, and I have no doubt they anticipated the release of some 
sort of virus.

The Countermoves 


National Security Strategy 


On December 18th of 2017, Donald Trump released his National Security 
Strategy. 


On December 18, President Donald Trump released [77 his National Security Strategy (NSS). The 
strategy sets a positive strategic direction for the United States that will restore America’s advantages in 
the world and build upon our countrys great strengths. The NSS is a reflection of President Trump's 


belief that putting America first is the duty of our government and the foundation for effective U.S. 
leadership in the world, 


The NSS identifies four vital national interests, or four pillars’: protect the homeland, the American 
people, and American way of life; promote American prosperity; preserve peace through strength; and 
advance American influence, In his remarks (7, President Trump outlined the new strategy as one 
“based on a principled realism, guided by our vital national interests, and rooted in our timeless values, 
This strategy recognizes that, whether we like it or not, we are engaged in a new era of competition.” 
There is one section of the National Security Strategy that gives us our first 


glimpse of Trump addressing the potential threat of a pandemic. Notice how 
prescient this section is: 


Combat Biothreats and Pandemics

This screenshot from the December 2017 NSS describes the COVID 
pandemic we have been living through almost perfectly - “demonstrated the 
impact of biological threats on national security by taking lives, generating 
economic losses, and contributing to a loss in confidence in government 
institutions.” It’s as if Trump knew then that a pandemic would be used to 
steal an election and contribute to the loss in confidence in our government. 


National Biodefense Strategy 


On September 18, 2018, Donald Trump issued National Security 
Presidential Memorandum 14 (NSPM 14): Support for National Biodefense: 


SUBJECT: Support for National Biodefense 


It is a vital interest of the United States to prepare for, counter, respond to, and 
recover from biological incidents at home and abroad. Nearly all executive 
departments and agencies (agencies) contribute to the biodefense mission of the 
United States Government. Those contributions occur through a variety of 
authorities and programs. To ensure an integrated, comprehensive approach, 
agencies shall coordinate and manage biodefense activities in support of the 
broader biodefense enterprise, which consists of all stakeholders with a role in the 
detection of, prevention of, preparedness for, response to, and recovery from 
biological incidents, including Federal, State, local, tribal, and territorial 


governments, the private sector, and international partners. 


Section 1. Policy. (a) It is the policy of the United States to preserve our national 
and economic security by protecting the Nation from biological threats. Acting 
within the biodefense enterprise, the United States Government will undertake 
actions at home and with partners abroad to reduce the risk of natural, accidental, 
and deliberate biological threats to humans, animals, agriculture, and the 
environment that have the potential to significantly affect the national and 


economic security of the United States. 


There are 2 things from NSPM 14 that stand out to me. Please keep these in 
mind as we move forward: 


e The role given to the Assistant to the President for 


National Security Affairs (APNSA) also known as the 
United States National Security Advisor. This is important 
because the National Security Advisor is who Donald 
Trump named as the National Continuity Coordinator - or 
his or her designee - as well as the chair of the Federal 
Mission Resilience Committee when he issued Executive 
Order 13961: Governance and Integration of Federal 
Mission Resilience on December 7th, 2020. EO 13961 is 
the proof of Devolution that I break down in Devolution - 
Part 13. Let’s look at the role the National Security 
Advisor has for Bio-defense as laid out by NSPM 14: 


'b) The Assistant tothe President for National Security Afars (APNSA) shal serve 


as the lead for policy coordination and review, acting through the process 
described in National Security Presidential Memorandum (NSPM)-4 of April 4, 
2017 (Organization of the National Security Council, the Homeland Security 
Council, and Subcommittees), to provide strategic input and facilitate policy 


integration for Federal biodefense efforts. 


e The second thing to note is that NSPM 14 established a 
Biodefense Steering Committee. The responsibilities of 
this committee, and its chairman, are important to 
remember: 


(c) There is hereby established a Biodefense Steering Committee (Committee), 
whic shale chaired the Secretary of eath and Hunan ences Secreta 
The other members of the Committee shall include the Secretary of State, the 
Secretary of Defense, the Attorney General, the Secretary of Agriculture, the 
Secretary of Veterans Affairs, the Secretary of Homeland Security, and the 
Administrator of the Environmental Protection Agency. The heads of other 


agencies with responsibilities or capabilities pertaining to biodefense shall 
participate at the invitation of the Committee, as appropriate. The Committee 


Strategy, The Committee shall seek consensus, with disagreements being 
addressed through the NSPM-4 process. The Committee may establish 


appropriate consultative or advisory mechanisms to facilitate interaction with 


non-Federal stakeholders. The Secretary, as the Chair of the Committee, shall 


So the Biodefense Steering Committee will be chaired by the Secretary of 
Health and Human Services. We’ll see the Secretary of HHS come up again 
later so just keep it in mind. The Committee is responsible for monitoring 
and coordinating the implementation of the Strategy. The Strategy being 
referred to is the National Biodefense Strategy which was issued in 
conjunction with NSPM 14. Here are a few key screenshots from the 


National Biodefense Strategy: 


Deliberate and Accidental Biological Threats. The use of biological weapons or their 
proliferation by state or non-state actors presents a significant challenge to our national security, our 
population, our agriculture, and the environment. Multiple nations have pursued clandestine biological 
weapons programs and a number of terrorist groups have sought to acquire biological weapons. In many 
countries around the world, pathogens are stored in laboratories that lack appropriate biosecurity measures 
where they could be diverted by actors who wish to do harm. Similarly, some laboratories do not have 
appropriate biocontainment or biosafety protocols, which could lead to an outbreak through a laboratory 
acquired infection or if a pathogen is accidentally released into the environment. Biological material is 
ubiquitous and can self-propagate; pathogens are found all over the world—in the environment, animal 
reservoirs, humans, and laboratories. A natural outbreak can lead quickly to not only a public health crisis, 
but also a biosecurity vulnerability due to the thousands of clinical samples that are generated during an 
epidemic, which, if handled without appropriate biosecurity measures, could facilitate the development of a 
biological weapon. 


+ Science and Technology Will Continue to Advance Globally. The ongoing revolution 
inthe life sciences and biotechnology will continue at an ever-increasing rate, offering solutions to many 
of the challenges of ensuring the health, prosperity, and security of a growing global population. These 
technologies, no longer confined to sophisticated research laboratories, are being developed and utilized 
all over the world and the necessary expertise, materials, and equipment are available widely. Advances 


in science and technology bring revolutionary cures and progress, a 
fiend | The United States has a responsibility to ensure our technology, 


development, and assistance programs do not exacerbate this risk unintentionally.

Now this is where things get really interesting. 


Modernizing Influenza Vaccines 


Since the beginning of his Presidency, Donald Trump and our military have 
viewed China as the biggest threat to not just America, but Democracy 
everywhere. This fact has been mentioned by Trump numerous times but 
was also laid out in the previously mentioned National Security Strategy: 


For decades, U.S. policy was rooted in the belief 
that support for China's rise and for its integra- 
tion into the post-war international order would 
liberalize China. Contrary to our hopes, China 
expanded its power at the expense of the sov- 
ereignty of others. China gathers and exploits 
data on an unrivaled scale and spreads features 
of its authoritarian system, including corrup- 
tion and the use of surveillance. It is building the 
most capable and well-funded military in the 
world, after our own. Its nuclear arsenal is grow- 
ing and diversifying. Part of China's military mod- 
ernization and economic expansion is due to its 
access to the U.S. innovation economy, includ- 
ing America’s world-class universities. 


Although the United States seeks to continue to 


cooperate with China, China 
is using economic induce- 
ments and penalties, influ- 
ence operations, and implied 
military threats to persuade 
other states to heed its political 
and security agenda. China’s 
infrastructure investments 
and trade strategies reinforce 
its geopolitical aspirations. 
Its efforts to build and mili- 
tarize outposts in the South 
China Sea endanger the free 
flow of trade, threaten the sov- 
ereignty of other nations, and 
undermine regional stabil-

Remember what we have already discussed. There were “hints” of a 
pandemic that might arise During Trump’s administration. NGO’s and 
universities with sketchy ties to the “Deep State” were running “pandemic 
exercises”. There are interesting ties between the WIV and our own 
Anthony Fauci (among others). Trump was already taking steps to beef up 
our biodefense in the face of a pandemic and deliberate biological threats. 
He also likely has “Judas Goats” among the enemy which could provide 
intel. Knowing all of that and knowing how Trump viewed China based on 
his National Security Strategy, I can guarantee you that a large focus of our 
military surveillance and intelligence was on the WIV in China. I believe 
some of the actions he took can around the time that Covid began nearly 
prove that. 


Before I show you those actions there is one more interesting thing we need 
to look at. As I have already stated, we don’t yet have all the facts 
surrounding the Covid-19 pandemic but there are some interesting details 
we can look at as we’re piecing things together.

(WIV). However, as we continued our investigation and uncovered more information, we now 
believe it’s time to completely dismiss the wet market as the source of the outbreak.

This is based upon multiple pieces of evidence laid out in the report, including:

© Athletes at the Military World Games held in Wuhan in Oct0ber'2019 who became sick with 
symptoms similar to COVID-19 both while in Wuhan and also shortly after returning to their 
home countries; 

Satelite imagery Of Wiha in September and October 2019 that showed a significant uptick in 
the number of people at local hospitals surrounding the WIV’s headquarters, coupled with an 
unusually high number of patients with symptoms similar to COVID- 19; 

© The installation of a People’s Liberation Army’s bioweapons expert as the head of the WIV’s 
Biosafety Level 4 lab (BSL-4), possibly as early as late 2019; and 

* Actions by the Chinese Communist Party and scientists working at or affiliated with the WIV to 
hide or coverup the type of research being conducted at there. 


The report concludes that Covid originated from the Wuhan Institute of 
Virology and also gives us some dates we can look at: 


e Covid originated from the WIV sometime before 
September 12, 2019 


e The WIV’s virus and sample database was removed in the 
middle of the night on September 12, 2019 


e The World Military Games took place from the 18th to 
27th of October 2019 in Wuhan, China and was the first 
“super-spreader” of Covid 


e The United States has satellite imagery of Wuhan 


Now is when we need to recall what I told you about the Assistant to the 
President for National Security Affairs (APNSA) also known as the National 
Security Advisor. Not only was the position of National Security Advisor 
given a lead role for Federal biodefense efforts, but it was also given one of 
the most important roles in the implementation and execution of devolution 
laid out by EO 13961. I can’t stress enough how important it is for you to 
read Devolution - Part 13 to understand the importance of EO 13961.

Executive Order 13887: Modernizing Influenza Vaccines in the United 
States to Promote National Security and Public Health: 


Executive Order 13887 of September 9/2019 


Modernizing Influenza Vaccines in the United States 
to Promote National Security and Public Health 


By the authority vested in me as President by the Constitution and the laws of the 
United States of America, including section 301 of title 3, United States Code, it is 
hereby ordered as follows: 


Section 1. Findings. (a) Influenza viruses are constantly changing as they 
circulate globally in humans and animals, Relatively minor changes in these 
viruses cause annual seasonal influenza outbreaks, which result in millions of 
illnesses, hundreds of thousands of hospitalizations, and tens of thousands of 
deaths each year in the United States. Periodically, new influenza A viruses 
emerge from animals, including birds and pigs, that can spread efficiently and 
have sustained transmission among humans. This situation is called an influenza 
pandemic (pandemic). Unlike seasonal influenza, a pandemic has the potential to 
spread rapidly around the globe, infect higher numbers of people, and cause high 
rates of illness and death in populations that lack prior immunity. While it is not 
possible to predict when or how frequently a pandemic may occur, there have 
been 4 pandemics in the last 100 years. The most devastating pandemic occurred 
in 1918-1919 and is estimated to have killed more than 50 million people 
worldwide, including 675,000 Americans. 


See. 2. Policy. It is the policy of the United States to modernize the domestic 
influenza vaccine enterprise to be highly responsive, flexible, scalable, and more 
effective at preventing the spread of influenza viruses. This is a public health 
and ational security priority, as influenza has the potential to significantly harm 
the United States and our interests, including through large-scale illness and 
death, disruption to military operations, and damage to the economy. This order 
directs actions to reduce the United States’ reliance on ege-based influenza 
vaccine production; to expand domestic capacity of alternative methods that 
allow more agile and rapid responses to emerging influenza viruses; tovadvance 
the development of new, broadly protective vaccine candidates that provide more 
éffective and longer lasting immunities; and to support the promotion of 


increased influenza vaccine immunization across recommended populations. 


Sec. 3. NationalInfluenza Vaccine Task Force. (a) There is hereby established a 


National Influenza Vaccine Task Force (Task Force). The Task Force shall 
identify actions to achieve the objectives identified in section 2 of this order and 
monitor and report on the implementation and results of those actions. The Task 


Force shal be co-chaired by the Secretary of Defense and the Secretaryof Health 
Section 3 of EO 13887 established the National Influenza Vaccine Task 


force which is co-chaired by the Secretary of Defense and the Secretary of 
Health and Human Services (remember I told you to keep the position of 


Secretary of Health and Human services in mind). The task force was 
created to “achieve the objectives identified in section 2” of EO 13887. 


Let’s look at a few more very interesting details within EO 13887. 

(f) Within 120 days of the date of this order, the Task Force shall submit a report 
to the President, through the Assistanttotthe President for National Security 
Affairs, the Assistant to the President for Domestic Policy, the Director of the 
Ottice of Management and Budget, and the Director of the Office of Science and 
Technology Policy. The report shall include: 


(i) a 5-year national plan (Plan) to promote the use of more agile and 
scalable vaccine manufacturing technologies and to accelerate development 


of vaccines that protect against many or all influenza viruses; 


(ii) recommendations for encouraging non-profit, academic, and private- 
sector influenza vaccine innovation; and 


(iii) recommendations for increasing influenza vaccination among the 
populations recommended by the CDC and for improving public 
understanding of influenza risk and informed influenza vaccine decision- 
making. |) 
The task force created by EO 13887 and co-chaired by the Secretary of 
Defense and the Secretary of Health and Human services was to submit a 


report to the President through some very key positions. Let’s look closer at 
those positions as each one has a role in the devolution that we have 


previously discussed. There is only one of these that needs some further 
explanation. The rest you should have sufficient background of their 
significance if you have read Devolution - Part 13: 


e Assistant to the President for National Security Affairs 


(Also known as the National Security Advisor): Robert 
O’Brien 


o Keep in mind that NSPM 14 established the 
National Security Advisor as the lead for policy 
coordination and review to provide strategic

e Assistant to the President for Domestic Policy: Joe 
Grogan & Brooke Rollins

was issued however he resigned in May of 2020 
and was replaced by Brooke Rollins:

(vii) accelerate, in collaboration with HHS, research regarding rapidly 
scalable prophylactic influenza antibody approaches to complement a 


universal vaccine initiative and address gaps in current vaccine coverage. 


So not only did EO 13887 establish a National Influenza Task Force that 
reported to the President through key people we know to be involved in 
devolution, but it also allowed for the Department of Defense to collaborate 
with the HHS to design and evaluate influenza vaccines. 


This is massively important when we look at some news that just recently 
came out related to the Army and Vaccines. On December 21, 2021, 
Defense One published a bombshell of an article: 


US Army Creates Single Vaccine 
Against All COVID & SARS Variants, 
Researchers Say 


Within weeks, Walter Reed researchers expect to announce that human 
trials show success against Omicron—and even future strains. 


Within weeks, scientists at the Walter Reed Army Institute of Research expect 
to announce that they have developed a vaccine that is effectiveragainst 
COVIDA ONG ENitSWariahts) even Omicron, as well as previous SARS-origin 


viruses that have killed millions of people worldwide. 


The achievement is the result of almost two years of work on the virus. The 
Army lab received its first DNA sequencing of the COVID-19 viruslin'éarly 
(2020. Very early on, Walter Reed's infectious diseases branch decided to 
focus on making a vaccine that would work against not just the existing strain 
but all of its potential variants as well. 


Walter Reed's Spike Ferritin Nanoparticle COVID-19 vaccine, or SpFN, 


completed animal trials earlier this year with positive results. Phase 1 of 
human trials, wrapped up this month, again with positive results that are 
undergoing final review, Dr. Kayvon Modjarrad, director of Walter Reed's 
infectious diseases branch, said in an exclusive interview with Defense One 
on Tuesday. The new vaccine will still need to undergo phase 2 and phase 3 
trials. 


"We're testing our vaccine against all the different variants, including 
Omicron," Modjarrad said. 


On Wednesday, Walter Reed officials said in a statement that its vaccine “was 
not tested on the Omicron variant,’ but later clarified in an email to Defense 
One that while the recently discovered variant was not part of the animal 
studies, it is being tested in the lab against clinical human trial samples. 
These ‘neutralization assays" test whether antibodies can inhibit the growth 
of a virus. 


"We want to wait for those clinical data to be able to kind of make the full 
public announcements, but so far everything has been moving along exactly 
as we had hoped” Modjarrad said. 


“With Omicron, there's no way really to escape this virus. Youre not going to 
be able to avoid it. So | think pretty soon either the whole world will be 
vaccinated or have been infected” Modjarrad said. 


The next step is seeing how the new pan-coronavirus vaccine interacts with 
people who were previously vaccinated or previously sick. Walter Reed is 
working with a yet-to-be-named industry partner for that wider rollout. 


“We need to evaluate it in the real-world setting and try to understand how 
does the vaccine perform in much larger numbers of individuals who have 
already been vaccinated with something else initially..or already been sick,’ 
Modjarrad said. 


"We decided to take a look at the long game rather than just only focusing on 
the original emergence of SARS, and instead understand that viruses mutate, 
there will be variants that emerge, future viruses that may emerge in terms of 
new species. Our platform and approach will equip people to be prepared for 
that’ B 


So in early 2020 (With Trump as President) the DOD began research on a 
vaccine that was effective against not just Covid-19 but all “previous SARS- 
origin viruses” and all future variants. They have been working on this for 
almost two years and nearly all of Walter Reed’s 2,500 staff have had some 
role in the development and this is the first we heard about it. This vaccine 
would be the death blow to the NWO plans. 


The fact that this type of research was even happening was because of the 
door opened to the DOD from EO 13887. We need to look at this from a 
40,000 ft view because the implications here are truly stunning. 


Let’s recap our previous summary and add a brief timeline surrounding the 


release of Covid: 


Two days after the moratorium on gain of function

The National Biodefense Strategy discusses deliberate 
biological threats and outlines support and preservation of 
continuity of operations 


NSPM 14 established a committee chaired by the 
Secretary of Health and Human Services that was tasked 
with implementing the National Biodefense Strategy 


NSPM 14 established the National Security Advisor as the 
lead for policy coordination and review to provide 
strategic input and facilitate policy integration for Federal 
biodefense efforts 


All the above show circumstantial evidence of a Deep State plan to release a 


pandemic on the world and evidence of Trump taking actions to prepare for 
such an attack. Now the timeline surrounding the “escape” of COVID-19: 


e September 10th, 2019 - John Bolton is fired as the 
National Security Advisor 


e September 12th, 2019 (on or before) - Covid-19 is 
thought to have “escaped” the Wuhan Institute of 
Virology lab based on a report by the House Foreign 
Affairs Republicans 


e September 12th, 2019 - The WIV’s virus and sample 
database was removed in the middle of the night 


e September 18th, 2019 - Robert O’Brien took office as 
the National Security Advisor. The National Security 
Advisor is the lead for policy coordination for National 
Biodefense Efforts and would later become a central 
figure to devolution under Executive Order 13961 


e September 19th, 2019 - EO 13887 is issued 


It is no coincidence that EO 13887 was issued the very day after Robert 
O’Brien took office as the National Security Advisor. It has a similar feeling 
to Christopher Miller being appointed Acting Secretary of Defense the day 
after the Associated Press declared Joe Biden the winner of the 2020 
election. Trump knew a pandemic was coming. He started to prepare the 
battlefield and as we can clearly see, EO 13887 plays a major role in that 
preparation. I believe this is only part of the bigger picture. 


I’ve said before that if Donald Trump knew the election was going to be 
stolen and did nothing about it, then I would consider him complicit in the 
destruction of America. I’m going to say the same thing here regarding 
COVID-19. If Donald Trump knew there was going to be a pandemic, 
which I believe he did, and he didn’t take steps to fight it, then I would 
consider him complicit in the destruction brought about by the pandemic as 
well. 


I believe EO 13887 and the military vaccine that stemmed from it goes 
hand-in-hand with something Trump has been consistently touting as one of 
his greatest achievements - Operation Warp Speed (OWS). 


Operation Warp Speed 
I believe EO 13887 and OWS are the two primary steps Donald Trump took 


to fight Covid-19 and the plan of control brought about by the Deep State. I 
think we need to look at OWS a little closer for some context. Here are some 
screenshots from the Operation Warp Speed plan: 


The development of a COVID-19 vaccine was crucial to mitigating the 
public health and economic impacts of the virus. By the end of March 
2020, with the initiation of the first clinical trials, the race was on in the 
United States to develop a vaccine. On December 14, 2020, the United 
States took an important step to protect the public against the virus as the 
first vaccine shots—developed in a shorter time than any previous 
vaccine—were administered. 


As part of the U.S. vaccine effort, on May 15, 2020, the federal 
vernment announced 


As stated on the HHS website, the goal was 
to produce 300 million doses of COVID-19 vaccines, with initial doses 
available by January 2021. Although FDA has authorized two vaccines for 
emergency use, OWS has not yet met its production goals.* Our 
November 2020 report included the following figure describing how the 
federal government aimed to accelerate the development of a COVID-19 
vaccine (see fig. 1).5 DOD and HHS have obligated approximately $13 


billion as of December 31, 2020, to Support the development, 


Vaccines and Therapeutics 


Multiple federal agencies, through Operation Warp Speed, continue to support the development and 
manufacturing of vaccines and therapeutics to prevent and treat COVID-19. As of January 8, 2021, two of the 
six vaccines supported by Operation Warp Speed have been authorized for emergency use, and vaccine 
distribution and administration have begun. (See figure below). However, distribution and administration fell 
short of expectations set for the end of the year. As of December 30, 2020, Operation Warp Speed had 
distributed (shipped) about 12.4 million doses of COVID-19 vaccine and providers reported administering about 
2.8 million initial doses, according to Centers for Disease Control and Prevention data. In September 2020, GAO 


stressed the importance of having a plan that focused on coordination and communication and recommended 


that HS, withthe support ofthe Department of Defense, establish atime fame fr documenting and sharing a 
ifational plan for distributing and administering COVID=19 vactine, and among other things, outline an approach 
for how efforts would be coordinated across federal agencies and nonfederal entities.To date, this 
recommendationhas not been fully implemented. GAO reiterates the importance of doing so. Effective 
coordination and communication among federal agencies, commercial partners, jurisdictions, and providers is 
critical to successfully deploying COVID-19 vaccines and managing public expectations, especially because the 


initial supply of vaccine has been limited. 


Operation Warp Speed established a partnership between DoD and HHS to 
support the development, manufacture, and distribution of vaccines. 
Remember why the DoD and HHS are so important: 


e The Secretary of HHS is the chair of the Biodefense 
Steering committee tasked with implementing the 
National Biodefense Strategy that was established by 
NSPM 14 


e The Secretary of Defense and the Secretary of HHS co- 
chaired the National Influenza Vaccine Task Force. 


e EO 13887 allowed the Secretary of Defense to implement 
vaccine development within the DoD 


Within the framework of OWS, the DoD and HHS are assisting Big Pharma 
in fast-tracking their vaccine development, manufacturing, and distribution. 
We know Big Pharma is part of the Deep State and would love to keep us in 


a perpetual state of vaccines and variants. If Trump hadn’t issued EO 13887 
and then implemented OWS, it could have taken years upon years before we 
ever saw a vaccine, and that perpetual nightmare of variants and vaccines 
would have become a reality. Just how long would they have kept us locked 
down? Instead, EO 13887 paved the way for fast-tracked vaccines and the 
DoD and HHS helped get these Big Pharma vaccines to the public ASAP. 
This heroically sabotaged the Deep State’s original plan. Their entire 
timeline was overhauled and replaced with Trump’s timeline. 


Now this is where some minor speculation comes into play but I’m only 
speculating based on the evidence I have put forth. 


I believe Operation Warp Speed to be two-fold.

When I look at the above results, it tells me that Trump’s pro-vaccine stance 
isn’t geared towards his base.

I have had some interesting conversations lately with many about whether 
Trump is working with Xi and Putin in the fight against the Deep State. I see 
merit in the argument that Putin would work with Trump.

The document itself stated it was “A collection of speeches laying out the 
most significant United States foreign policy shift in a generation”. Let’s 
look at Robert O’Brien’s introduction. 


For decades, Donald J. Trump was one of the few prominent Americans to 
recognize the true nature of the Chinese Communist Party and its threat to 
America’s economic and political wayoflifél Now, under President Trump's 
leadership, the United States is taking action to protect our nation and its partners 
from an increasingly assertive China. We are no longer turning a blind eye to the 
People’s Republic of China’s conduct nor are we hiding our criticism of its 


Communist Party behind closed doors. 


The speeches included in this book, starting with Vice President Mike Pence’s 
groundbreaking remarks on October 2018 and ending with President Trump's call 
to action at the 75th session of the United Nations General Assembly, are a key

Mike Pence - October 4th, 2018

Party line. 


And when it comes to Beijing's malign influence and interference in 
American politics and policy, we will continue to expose it, no matter 
the form it takes. We will work with leaders at every level of society to 
defend our national interests and most cherished ideals, The American 
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And under President Trump’s leadership, | can assure you, America will 
stay the course.

As our National Security Strategy states: We should remember that

The CCP has launched an orchestrated campaign, across all of its many

Quite the contrary, The CCP fears the Chinese people’s honest opinions 
more than any foe, and save for losing their own grip on power, they 
have reason—no reason to.

This compilation of speeches was published the day before the 2020 election 
and it has gone largely unnoticed. I see them as a shot across the bow - a 
warning to China and the enemy that Trump and his team knew what was 
coming.

b. Secretary of Defense approval of contingency plans, GIFs, and campaign plans confirms 
that such plans have been completed in accordance with applicable policy guidance, including 


the guidance in this issuance, and represent an/aeceptable level of risk, 
c. After Secretary of Defense approval, lead aiid Stipporting planning organizations will 


continue efforts to ensure that the DoD is prepared to execute the plan if directed. 
d. Contingency plans, GIFs, and campaign plans will: 


(1) Be threat- or policy-based, resource-informed, and designed to meet the directed end- 
states. 


(2) Berapidly/adaptable to changes in policy, planning guidance, and the international 
security environment. 


This DoD instruction has a similar tone to EO 13961, the executive order we 
discussed in Devolution - Part 13 that implemented and executed a 
continuity of government plan moving from a reactive posture to a proactive 
posture. I think the timing here is also interesting. Guidance on how our 
DoD reviews and approves contingency plans being released on the day of 
the election could be a coincidence, but it leads me to believe they were 
preparing the battlefield for the continuity of government environment that 
kicked off when Trump left office.

(7) Prescribe, consistent with section 102A(g) of the Act, within its field of authorized operations, security 
regulations covering operating practices, including the transmission, handling, and distribution of signals 
intelligence and communications security material within and among the elements under control of the 
Director of the National Security Agency, and exercise the necessary supervisory control to ensure 
compliance with the regulations; and 


(8) Conduct foreign cryptologic liaison relationships in accordance with sections 1.3(b)(4), 1.7(a)(6), and 
1.10(i) of this order.

Establishing attribution for cyber operations is difficult but not impossible, No simple technical process or 
automated solution for determining responsibility for cyber operations exists, The painstaking work in many 
cases requires weeks or months of analyzing intelligence and forensics to assess culpability. In some instances, 
the IC can establish cyber attribution within hours of an incident but the accuracy and confidence of the 
attribution will vary depending on available data. 


Keep in mind that the “majority viewpoint” was that “China did not 
influence or interfere with the 2020 election.” The “only analyst who held 
the minority view on China” (that China did influence or interfere in the 
2020 election) was the one who is responsible for identifying the 
“perpetrators of malicious cyber activities”. 


This means whatever influence or interference occurred was in the 
CYBER REALM. 


On June 29th, 2019, Christopher Porter was appointed as the new National 
Intelligence Officer for Cyber. He is the NIO Cyber referred to by DNI 


Ratcliffe in the memo above.

National Security Institute (NSI) Visiting Fellow Christopher Porter to be the National 
Intelligence Officer, Cyber Division at the National Intelligence Council. The National 
Intelligence Council was formed by the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) and is responsible for 
publishing key estimates related to national security and intelligence matters.

igyatifireEye, a major cybersecurity company headquartered in 
California, Mr. Porter also served on the Board of Advisors at Amber Video, where he 
worked alongside other technology experts to combat the proliferation of fake video and 
deep fake technology. Mr. Porter also previously worked for the CIA, where he received the 
National Intelligence Analysis Award and Cyber Threats Group Director's Award for Innovation 
and was centrally involved in the publication of a key National Intelligence Estimate, 
Remember from Devolution - Part 11 that the Solarwinds hack - which was 
initiated in March of 2020 and not discovered until December of 2020 - 


would have granted the hackers access to the Dominion Voting Systems’ 
machines. This is what I said in the closing to Devolution - Part 11: 


The hack that started sometime in March of 2020 but wasn’t discovered until 
December of 2020 allowed hackers access to Dominion Voting Systems and therefore 
also to CrowdStrike who had software on hundreds, if not thousands, of Dominion 


machines. 


I'm not a huge fan of speculation so you'll have to forgive me because I’m about to ask 
some speculative questions, What if the Solarwinds hack wasn’t a foreign adversary or 
some random hacking group? What if “the most sophisticated hack ever seen” was 
actually done by CYBERCOM and our military and this is how they caught the 
election theft? What if this is how they accquired information on CrowdStrike while 
looking into things..as far back as 2016? 


Discovering Chrisopher Porter, the former CTO for Cybersecurity Policy at 
FireEye, only further reinforces my belief, as stated in Devolution - Part 11, 
that our military perpetrated the Solarwinds hack, and that is how they were 
able to monitor the election. China already had access to the machines 
through their software and hardware and I believe that is why on January

as the main impediment to achieving its regional and global ambitions and 
consequentially invests significant resources in MCF and other strategies to gain 
relative advantage. The PRC targets the information systems of the United States 
Government for personnel records, military plans, and other exploitable data 
through cyber and other means. For this reason, the United States must take 
corresponding actions to protect American interests. We must adjust our 
regulations and policies and take other necessary actions to reduce the risk of PRC

Finally, it was argued that the trans-national nature of modern capitalism 
made the nation state obsolete, Put simply, if economics was increasingly 
global then politics had to go global, too. There is clearly something in this 
because financial markets impose constraints on individual governments 
and it would be preferable for there to be a form of global governance 
pushing for stability and prosperity for all. The problem is that to the extent 
such an institutional mechanism exists, it has been captured by the 
globalists, That is as true of the EU as it is of the IMF. 


So while the nation state is far from perfect, itis where an alternative to the 
current failed model will inevitably begin. Increasingly, voters are looking to 
the one form of government where they do have a say to provide economic 
security, And if the mainstream parties are not prepared to offer what these 
voters want - a decently paid job, properly funded public services and 
controls on immigration - then they will look elsewhere for parties or 
movements that will. This has proved to be a particular problem for the 
parties of the centre left - the Democrats in the US, New Labour in Britain, 
the SDP in Germany - that signed up to the idea that globalisation was an 
unstoppable force. 


In a November of 2021 speech at the China International Import Expo, Xi 
Jinping expressed concern that the world was turning against “economic 


globalism”. 


Xi was speaking on Thursday at the China International Import Expo (CIIE), an event 
meant to foster reliance on Chinese trade in vulnerable nations. While Xi took some time 
to boast of China’s astronomical economic successes in the aftermath of the Chinese 
coronavirus pandemic - which gave the Communist Party an opportunity to flood the 
world with low-quality personal protective equipment (PPE) - he dedicated much of his 
remarks to the fact that many countries and their citizens were reconsidering the 
globalization of the economy as an unquestioned good. 


“Unilateralism and protectionism are on the rise, and economic globalization is facing 
headwinds,” Xi lamented. “Studies show a steady decline of the World Openness Index 
over the past decade and a weakening of global consensus on opening up, which are causes 
for great concern.” 


“We must stay on top of the prevailing trend of economic globalization, and support 
countries around the world in opening up wider while rejecting unilateralism and 
protectionism,” he demanded. “This is significantly important if we are to take humanity 
toa better future.” 


This implies he wants globalization to continue, but as I said before, actions 
speak louder than words. His actions, of late, seem to contradict his words. 
November 8th, 2021, just 3 days after expressing concern over the world 
turning against economic globalism, an article was published discussing 
Xi’s regulatory crackdown on China’s tech industry. 


As the new year dawns, vast swathes of China's economy have been hit 
by the regulatory crackdown. Xi Jinping, China's president, is rewriting 
the rules for how the economy works, and how the data that companies 
collect is treated. That has meant striking down some of the country’s 
most prominent tycoons, such as Jack Ma, the founder of Alibaba, and 
forcing other groups, such as DiDi Global, a ride-hailing giant, into 
submission. The speed of the reforms means that companies in fields 
from fintech-lending and e-commerce to self-driving cars, social media 
and video-gaming must rethink how they make money and handle data. 


(( China's president is rewriting the rules for how the 
economy works 


By now we have all heard of the Evergrande collapse, but just recently 
Zerohedge reported that an even bigger property developer was going to 
collapse as well. 


The crisis engulfing China's property sector - which has prompted Beijing to capitulate on its tightening ambitions yet again, 
and forced China to launch an increasingly more aggressive easing campaign, which so far culminated in the first rate cut in 
Chinese official rates in almost two years - has impacted the country's biggest developer, sending the shares and bonds of 
Country Garden Holdings - which is even bigger than Evergrande - plunging amid fears that a reportedly failed fundraising 
effort may be a harbinger of waning confidence 


Country Garden is one of the few remaining large, (arguably) better-quality private developers that had been largely 
unscathed by the liquidity crunch, even as peers such as Shimao Group Holdings - a recently investment grade developer 
whose collapse in December was viewed as "more devastating than debt crises at Evergrande and Kaisa" - dramatic 
reversals in their credit ratings. 


Atleast until now... and now that Shimao has imploded, Country Garden remains perhaps the final and most visible 
bellwether for contagion risk, as unprecedented levels of stress in the offshore credit market threaten to drag good credits 
down with bad. 


The CCP is unable to prop up their economy even though they have every 
tool and advantage available to them given their status with the WTO and 
their cheap labor. Is it possible Xi has a hand in their economic collapse? Is 
Xi helping put an end to globalization? If so, could that mean he is working 
with Trump? 


Again, I remain skeptical, but IF there is a case to be made for Xi secretly 
working to take down the global elite, this is the best evidence I have seen 
for it. It definitely is a head scratcher. Whether Xi is or isn't an ally himself, 
one thing is clear - Trump went to war with the CCP.

In recent years, the 
proliferation of digital devices and internet-based communications has created 
significant vulnerabilities and magnified the scope and intensity of the threat of 
foreign interference. The ability of persons located, in whole or in substantial 
part, outside the United States to interfere in or undermine public confidence in 
United States elections, including through the unauthorized accessing of election 
and campaign infrastructure or the covert distribution of propaganda and 
disinformation, continues to pose an unusual and extraordinary threat to the 
national security and foreign policy of the United States.

In conjunction with NSPD-51/HSPD-20, 
the White House published the National Continuity Policy Implementation Plan (NCPIP), 
which provided greater detail on how D/As were to accomplish the requirements of the 
policy. In 2008, as directed in the policy, DHS published FCD-1 to establish continuity 
planning requirements for D/As. FCD-1 was updated in 2012. 


On July 15, 2016, the President signed PPD-40, National Continuity Policy, which 
replacedNSPD-51/HSPD-20 and the NCPIP, addressing lessons leaned, best practices, 
and the integration of new technologies and processes since 2007. Some relevant 
material in the NCPIP was added to PPD-40 and certain portions were adopted in this 
FCD.

This means the DoD is required to implement their continuity plans in 


accordance with the PPD-40 framework. Department of Defense Directive 
3020.26 outlines the Continuity policy for the DoD as directed by PPD-40. 


PPD- 40 defines the different types of essential functions: 
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organization. 


2. PMEFs are those mission essential functions that must be continuously performed to 
support or implement the uninterrupted performance of NEFs. 


3, NEFs are select functions that are necessary to lead and sustain the Nation during a 
catastrophic emergency and, therefore, must be supported through COOP, COG, and 
ECG capabilities. 


Let’s take a closer look at some publicly available information regarding 
devolution. On July 2, 2021, the Army published two pamphlets relating to 
their COOP Program: 


AR 500-3 - U.S. Army Continuity of Operations Program 
AR 500-30 - U.S. Army Continuity of Operations Program and Planning 


Procedures 


AR 500-30 “describes” (gives the details of) the guidance and procedures 
outlined in AR 500-3. AR 500-3 “prescribes” (gives direction and guidance 


for) the procedures outlined in Department of Defense Directive (DoDD) 
3020.26. 


As [have said before, due to the compromised nature of our federal 
agencies, I believe the nature of devolution we are experiencing is 
implemented through the DoD (military) down to the selected Special 
Operations Forces who are continuing the operation of the designated 
mission essential functions (MEFs).

Devolution is the capability to transfer statutory authority and responsibility from an organization's primary operating 
staff and facilities to another designated staff or subordinate organizations and devolution tn 

A COOP plan's option for devolution describes how an organization will identify and transfer its or- 
ganizational command and control, as well as responsibility for performing its MEFs to another organization or or- 
ganizations and personnel at a geographically dispersed location(s) unaffected by the incident. Organizations can ac- 
tivate devolution as a short-term option while ERG members relocate to their alternate location(s). 


The organization's devolution counterpart (that 
is, the gaming organization(s) and facilities) must have the capability to perform MEFs as soon as possible but not 
later than 12 hours after devolution plan activation and must be able to sustain operations for a minimum of 30 days 
of until normal operations are resumed. When selecting a devolution organization and location, the capabilities of the 
receiving organization and location must be considered to ensure it has sufficient communications, systems, equip- 
ment, and resources prepositioned or available within the accepted timeframe to assume responsibility for performing 
the MEFs devolving to that devolution site. Personnel assigned devolution responsibilities to perform continuity op- 
crations at cach gaining organization/site are referred to as the Devolution Emergency Response Group (DERG) and 
should have the training and skill sets to conduct the specified MEF. The devolving organization and its counterparts 
must prepare the gaining organization's DERG to conduct continuity operations through the TT&E program. Organ- 
izations should also consider the development of support documentation such as training and job aids, standard oper- 
ating procedures, desk guides, and handbooks. In addition, the organization's COOP OPLAN will— 


e, Continuity at all levels. Successful response and recovery operations require continuity at all levels from the 
highest levels of government (continuity of government) to all critical or essential operations (continuity of operations 
(COOP)) to essential services, headquarters and staff functions, tenant organizations, and commercial businesses 
(business continuity). The reason for the installation’s existence is to enable mission execution in support of the 
national military strategy.

I could not find a reference to exercises in January of 2021 anywhere. If you 
find one, please let me know. I believe this alert having been sent out is 
another piece of circumstantial evidence pointing to devolution. 


Remember that according to the COGCON levels, there is a requirement of 
staff to be prepared and ready to operate at alternate locations to prepare for 
the implementation of COOP plans. Think back to President Trump’s final 
day in office. He left the white house on Marine One shortly after 8AM and 
headed to Joint Base Andrews for his farewell speech. This took place hours 
prior to the “inauguration” of Joe Biden. The only person of significance 
from his cabinet that was there to see him off was Chief of Staff Mark 
Meadows. We know that because he is the only one Trump acknowledged in 
his speech. 


Where were the rest of his cabinet members? Where was Chris Miller? If we 
were really at COGCON level 2, were some of these cabinet members at 
alternate facilities preparing for initiation of the devolution plan?

I want to preface this article by saying that I will be speculating quite a bit 
more than I usually do. That is what my addendum series is about. I try to 
hypothesize based on the available information. The amount of 
circumstantial evidence pointing to devolution happening right now is 
undeniable, but the most difficult aspect to figure out is how it will unfold 
and get Trump back in office. Piecing together the final stages of the 
devolution plan requires some speculation. 


In this addendum I’m going to discuss two figures that I haven’t yet spent 
any time on, but have been taking center stage as of late.

At the same time an abundance of these stories seem to be making their way 
to the headlines, Mike Lindell will be taking a case to the Supreme Court of 
the United States in an attempt to fix the 2020 election. What Mike Lindell 
is doing is also quite legal, but before we dig into his lawsuit, I think we 
should take a look at how we got here first. 


Mike Lindell 


Leading up to Mike Lindell’s cyber symposium back in August I was 
getting many comments and questions about whether I thought he would be 
the one to kick off the reveal of devolution. I was extremely skeptical 
because at the time I couldn’t logically figure out a reason as to why Mike 
would be part of the plan.

e August 13th, 2021 - Mike Lindell met with Donald

e September 21, 2021 - Mike Lindell announces he will 
take his case to SCOTUS before thanksgiving (November 
23rd). 


e November 17th, 2021 - Mike Lindell releases recorded 
interview with Donald Trump 


That brings us to where we are now, once again waiting to see if what Mike 
Lindell is claiming will turn out to be credible or not. When I look at the 
timeline of Mike Lindell there is one thing that really sticks out to me. He 
has been meeting with Donald Trump in private and has done so mulitple 
times since the first private meeting was reported on January 15th, 2021. 
Those are just meetings we know about. In the interview Trump did with 
Mike, Trump all but gave his endorsement of what Mike Lindell is doing 
with his upcoming date with SCOTUS. 


This leads me to believe that there really might be something larger at play 
here. Why hasn’t Trump distanced himself from Mike Lindell, but instead 
has agreed to do an interview with him just prior to the case going before the 
Supreme Court? 


Before I give my analysis on what I actually think is happening, let’s try to 
get a better understanding of the case Mike Lindell is bringing before 
SCOTUS. 


Quo Warranto 


I feel the need to mention here, before digging into this section, that I have 
no legal background. I have researched this topic extensively and feel like I 
have a good understanding so I am going to outline my thoughts the best I 
can. Let’s start with the definition of quo warranto as defined by Cornell’s 
Legal Information Institute: 


Quo warranto 


Definition 


Latin for "by what warrant (or authority)?" AlWritiquolwarrantoviswused! 
to challenge a person's right to hold a public or corporate office. A 
state may also use a quo warranto action to revoke a corporation's 
charter. 
There has been a quo warranto lawsuit filed against a sitting president 
before. On January 20th, 2009, a quo warranto lawsuit was filed against 


Barack Obama claiming he was constitutionally ineligible to be the 
President of the United States. 


Plaintiffs filed their lawsuit on January 20, 2009, the day Barack Obama was 
sworn in and took office as President of the United States.’ ‘The Plaintiffs are 
active, inactive, or retired military personnel; state political representatives; private 
individuals, including federal taxpayers and at least one individual who claims to 
be arelative of Barack Obama; and political candidates during the 2008 general 


election. 


Here is a summary from an opinion of the case: 
Justia Opinion Summary 


Plaintiffs contended that Barack Obama was constitutionally ineligible to be President of the United States. In 
addition to plaintiffs' constitutional claims, as well as their claims for declaratory and injunctive relief, plaintiffs 
appealed the dismissal of their quo warranto claims for improper venue; their Freedom of Information Act (FOIA), 5 
US.C. 552 et seq,, claims for failure to state a claim; and their Racketeer Influenced and Corrupt Organizations Act 
(RICO), 18 U.S.C. 1961 et seq,, claims against defendants First Lady Michelle Obama, Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton, Vice President Joe Biden, and former Secretary of Defense Robert Gates, for failure to state a claim, The 
court adopted the district court's classification of the parties and held that each plaintiff lacked standing’ the 
proper venue for plaintiffs' quo warranto claims was in the District of Columbia, pursuant to D.C. Code 16-3503; 
FOIA did not apply to any of defendants because they were all individuals, not agencies; and plaintiffs had six 
months between the original complaint and the amended complaint to attempt to set forth civil RICO allegations 
and their failure to do so was inexcusable. Accordingly, the district court properly dismissed plaintiffs 
constitutional claims for lack of Article III standing and the district court did not err in dismissing plaintiffs’ quo 
warranto, FOIA, or RICO claims. The dismissal of the district court was affirmed and the emergency petition for writ 
of mandamus was denied. 
Essentially, the case was dismissed for multiple reasons but the one I'd like 


to focus on is the “lack of standing.” Here are the 6 different categories of 
plaintiffs in the case: Active military personnel, former military personnel, 


state representatives, federal taxpayers, relatives of Obama, and political 
candidates. Here is what the courts said in regards to proper standing: 


A. 
CONSTITUTIONAL CLAIMS: STANDING 
To establish Article III standing, a plaintiff must show: (1) “an injury in 
fact—an invasion of a legally protected interest which is (a) concrete and 
particularized and (b) actual or imminent, not conjectural or hypothetical”; (2) “a 


causal connection between the injury and the conduct complained of—the injury 


has to be fairly . . . raceableto the’challenged action of the defendant, and not . . 


the result of the independent action of some third party not before the court"; and 
(3) “it must be likely, as opposed to merely speculative, that therinjuryowill be 


fedressed byafavorabledecision’” Lujan v. Defenders of Wildlife, 504 U.S. 555, 


560-61 (1992) (omissions in original) (internal quotation marks and citations 


omitted). Moreover, a litigant’s interest cannot'be based On ther generalized 
interest of all citizens in constitutional governance.” Schlesinger v. Reservists 


Comm. to Stop the War, 418 U.S. 208, 217 (1974); see also United States v. 
Richardson, 418 U.S. 166, 173-78 (1974) (taxpayer's generalized grievance 


insufficient for standing). 


The court ruled that each of the 6 categories of plaintiffs failed to establish 
standing, that includes state representatives as well as the political 
candidates, who were on the presidential ballot in California. Feel free to 
read through the case for more details, but each one was shot down with 
seemingly justifiable reasoning and according to proper precedent. 


I’m concerned by this because if there is already precedent for dismissing a 
suit even with state representatives listed as plaintiffs, will Mike Lindell’s 
quo warranto case also be shot down for similar reasons? Having the AGs 
from multiple states on board is important, and I'll explain why shortly, but 
there was a pre-inauguration case with multiple state AGs on board that was 
shot down due to lack of standing. Will this case suffer the same fate? I have 
to imagine that they have thought this through and whoever is signed on to 
the case would have an argument for legal standing, but we will just have to 
wait and see how it unfolds. 


When I look at the legal definition of establishing standing and how it 
relates to the case Mike Lindell is bringing before SCOTUS, there is one 
part that sticks out: “traceable to the challenged action of the defendant, 
and not the result of the independent action of some third party not before 
the court.” Does this mean the PCAP data would be irrelevant? Do they 
have to specifically show Biden and his campaign were directly involved in 
the theft of the election? Do they have that specific evidence? 


However they decide the standing, and whether or not they even allow the 
evidence, I’m not even sure it matters. 


Let’s discuss what does matter. 


Part of the Plan? 


In order for Mike Lindell’s case to be effective (whether it succeeds or not) 
there are two requirements (in my opinion): 


e Mike has to have the evidence he claims to have. 


o There is plenty of evidence of voter fraud out 
there. We have seen numerous examples and 
even more has come out over the past few 
weeks (think of the videos from Delaware 
County, PA). What I am referring to here is the 
PCAP data which proves foreign interference. I 
will touch on this again later, but Mike needs to 
have that evidence and it needs to be solid and 
irrefutable. 


e There has to be multiple states’ Attorney Generals 
signed on to the case. 


o Ifthere are AGs on board with this case, it 
means they looked at the evidence Mike has 
brought forth and found it not only credible, but 
solid enough to make for a winning case. 


If the above two requirements are met, and bearing in mind that what Mike 
Lindell is doing seemingly has the endorsement of Donald Trump, then I 
believe this could be a step in the direction of Trump’s return. 


Allow me to explain. 


There are really only three possible outcomes that I can see resulting from 
the case Mike Lindell is sponsoring and bringing before the Supreme Court: 


1. SCOTUS votes to look at the evidence 


(A) They look at all the evidence and decide to grant the Quo 
Warranto and overturn the results of the 2020 election. 


(B) They look at all the evidence and decide NOT to grant the 
Quo Warranto and it would appear we remain stuck with Joe 
Biden 


2. SCOTUS votes NOT to look at the evidence of the 
case, and it would appear we remain stuck with Joe 
Biden 


For obvious reasons, | (A) would be preferred. This route would be 
completely legal and constitutional and is a legitimate path for Trump to 
return to the White House. Whether or not Joe Biden and his administration 
would abide by this ruling is another topic of discussion. If I’m being 
completely honest, I see this outcome as least likely but I would happily be 
proven wrong here. 


The remaining two outcomes is where things could get interesting. Again, 
this all comes down to the evidence being brought forth and requires that 
there are actually AGs signed on to this lawsuit. If the evidence is what 
Mike Lindell claims it is, and AGs have signed on, then both outcomes 1 (B) 
and 2 would result in the United States reaching a full blown constitutional 
crisis. 

Think back to Devolution - Part 13 where I listed the NEFs which we found 
in Federal Continuity Directive - 2. Remember that the NEFs “must be 
supported through COOP and COG capabilities.” The very first NEF listed 
is this: 


Table A-1, National Essential Functions’ 


NEF 1; Ensuring the continued functioning of our form of government under the United States 
Constitution, including the functioning of the three separate branches of goverment. 


The Strategy discussed in Devolution - Part 13 allows those running the 
devolution operation the ability to re-prioritize the NEFs as needed, but this 
is still an important one and likely still right at the top. When operating as 
intended, our Constitutional form of government is what sets America apart 
from every other nation on Earth. We are the last remaining beacon of 


freedom. Maintaining this specific NEF means we can’t allow stolen 
elections to stand and if we do, it means we have lost that freedom. 


That is when the military would come into play. Here is the military oath of 
enlistment:

If the evidence Mike Lindell claims to have is genuine, then we have already 
seen the failure of both the legislative and executive branches of our 
government due to rampant election fraud. Many members of congress are 
illegitimate just like the current “president” occupying the White House. 
That means on January 6th, an illegitimate congress rubber-stamped an 
illegitimate president resulting in the failure of both those branches. 


If the only remaining branch of government (judicial) fails to recognize and 
rectify the 2020 election and illegitimacy of the other two branches, then all 
three branches of government would no longer be functioning as intended. 
Our form of government under the United States Constitution would no 
longer exist; a genuine constitutional crisis. I believe reaching this point 
would move us another step closer to the reveal of Devolution. We first have 
to exhaust all available legal and constitutional methods before military 
involvement is warranted. | truly believe this is how it will play out and here 
is my reasoning. 


If the evidence Mike has is genuine, he could have went to the same AGs 
much sooner and got them on board. He could have taken his information to 
SCOTUS much sooner as he intended to after his August symposium. He 
could have even taken it to SCOTUS on January 21st. Why didn’t he? 


It comes down to the timing. 


As I have been saying since day 1| of my series, in order for Trump to return, 
there needs to be a super majority of Americans ready and willing to accept 
his return. The fact this has been pushed back until now when it didn’t need 


to be tells me it was done so on purpose. It has been timed to coincide with 
the multitude of failures of Biden’s administration and the mass awakening 
of Americans that has resulted from those highly visible failures. 


So once again, if Mike Lindell has the AGs on board as he claims, and the 
evidence he possesses is genuine, than this upcoming SCOTUS date is even 
bigger than we realize.

Even though it has been proven that votes can be changed overseas in locations in the US, it 
is basically impossible to prove this without performing forensic audits.

is because of ‘chain of custody’.

these packets would have to be protected and any and all movement or changes in custody of this 
data would have to be managed. This would be almost impossible to maintain at a level that could be 
Usedinvarcourtioflaw. This is the ultimate challenge to Absolute Proof. 


In Summary 


Votes in US elections can be changed overseas. This is almost impossible to identify without a 


forensic audit of all the ballots in an election. The'proper'chainioficustody,of packets of datarelateds 
tovanielection'stealoverseasiisialmostimpossible: The steal of the 2020 election was therefore most 


likely done at the local level and can be identified through forensic audits. 
Keep the chain of custody in mind as we continue.

This last section will have to do with both Mike Lindell and John Durham.

and scientific study may receive a direct commission upon entering service. These officers usually occupy 
leadership positions in the following areas:\faiNt science, medicine, pharmacy, dentistry, nurse corps, 
intelligence, supply-logistics-transportation, engineering, jpublicaffairs, chaplain corps, oceanography, 


merchant marine affairs, andlothers. 


Civilians can be direct-commissioned into the military when their skills are 
critical to sustaining military operations. This is common within the military 
and would be easy to do under the radar. If Mike Lindell and John Durham 
are actually working as military direct commissioned officers, then it would 
answer all of the questions.

draft executive order that then-President Donald Trump considered signing in December 
2020 would've directed the Pentagon to seize voting machines in key states and hunt for 
evidence of fraud, according to a draft published by Politico. 


Trump never signed the executive order. But it would've directed the Secretary of Defense to ‘seize, 
collect, retain and analyze all machines, equipment, electronically stored information, and material

It is unclear who wrote the draft order, which is full of legal 
language asserting presidential powers to seize the 
election equipment and conspiracy theories about the 
2020 election.

Any operation for the military or federal agents to seize 
voting equipment for political purposes would've been

Presidential Emergency Action Documents (PEADs) are @xecultiveiorders, 
proclamations, and messages to Congress that are prepared in anticipation of a range 
of emergency scenarios, so that they are ready to sign and put into effect the moment 
one of those scenarios comes to pass. First created during the Eisenhower 
Administration as part of continuity-of-government plans in case of a nuclear attack, 
PEADSs have since been expanded for use in other emergency situations where the

describes them, they are designed “tolmplement extraordinarypresidential authority, 
- —y 


Presidential declarations of national emergency enable the presi- 
dent to use draft classified orders to exercise perhaps even more 
expansive powers, known variously as Presidential Emergency Ac- 
tion Documents or Presidential Emergency Action Directives 
(PEADs).'” The Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) 


defines these documents as “[fJinal drafts of Presidential messages, 
proposed legislation proclamations, and other formal documents, 
including DO] [Department of Justice]-issued cover sheets ad- 
dressed to the President, to be issued in event of a Presidentially- 
declared national emergency.”'? They originated as part of 
Eisenhower-era planning for continuity of government (COG) 
procedures, which were intended to maintain major government 
operations during and following a nuclear exchange with the Soviet 
Union.'” The situations in which the Executive Branch plans to 
employ such procedures, however, now encompass a broad array of 
declared national emergencies.'” 
I’m not saying this is a PEAD. It’s impossible for us to know for sure but

Authority to Conduct Cyber Operations 


On March 2nd, of 2020, Honorable Paul C. Ney, Jr., the DOD General 


Counsel, gave remarks at the U.S. Cyber Command Legal Conference 
where he made reference to NSPM 13. 


Because of the complexity and dynamism of the domain and the threat environment, the 
need for persistent engagement outside U.S. networks, and the critical advantage that cyber 
operations provide our Armed Forces, DoD must develop, review, and approve military 
cyber operations at so-called “warp-speed.” To this end, the U.S. Government has made 
meaningful strides. You heard in 2018 that the President had issued National Security 
Presidential Memorandum-13, United States Cyber Operations Policy, or "NSPM243" for short, 
which allows for the delegation of well-defined authorities to the Secretary of Defense to 
Conduct time:sensitive military operationsinicyberspace, Congress also has clarified that 
the President has authority to direct military operations in cyberspace to counter adversary 
(cyberoperationsagainstounnationalinterests and that such operations, whether they 


amount to the conduct of hostilities or not, and even when conducted in secret, are to be 
considered traditional military activities and not covert action, for purposes of the covert 
action statute. 

The CFAA was enacted to protect U.S, Government computers and critical banking 
networks against thieves and hackers, not vice versa; it expresses no clear indication of 
congressional intent to limit the President from directing military actions; and the more 
recent statutes | mentioned earlier specifically authorize or reaffirm the President's 
authority to direct DoD to conduct operations in cyberspace, In light of these 
considerations, it would be unreasonable and counterintuitive to interpret the CFAA as 
restricting properly authorized military cyber operations abroad against foreign actors. 
This entire speech is fascinating. They were discussing the legal authority 
the President has to authorize cyber operations in defense of the nation. 


They even discussed activities related to the election, although it was about 
influence rather than interference. Noteworthy nonetheless. 


Let me give you a concrete example. A core part of DoD’s mission to defend U.S. elections 
consists of defending against covert foreign government malign influence operations 
targeting the U.S. electorate. The bulk of DoD’s efforts in this area involve information- 
sharing and support to domestic partners, like the Department of Homeland Security and 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation. But what about a U.S. military cyber operation to 
disrupt a foreign government's ability to disseminate covertly information to U.S. audiences 
via the Internet by pretending that the information has been authored by Americans inside 
the United States? Can we conduct such an operation in a manner that contributes to the 
defense of our elections but avoids impermissible interference with the right of free 
expression under the First Amendment—including the right to receive information? The 
analysis often turns on the specifics of the proposed operation—but, in short, we believe we 


can. 


Few precedents address this issue directly; but, U.S. case law does provide a framework with 
at least three key strands. First, there are judicial decisions that stand for the proposition 
that the U.S. Government, in carrying out certain appropriately authorized activities, may 
incidentally burden the right to receive information from foreign sources without violating 
the First Amendment. Second, courts have recognized a compelling government interest in 
protecting US. elections from certain types of foreign influence—especially when that 
influence is exercised covertly. Third, government action based on the content of the speech 


will be suspect. 


In light of these precedents, DoD lawyers analyzing particular cyber operations for First 
Amendment compliance will consider a number of factors, including: whether the operation 
is targeting the foreign actors seeking to influence U.S. elections covertly rather than the 
information itself; the extent to which the operation may be conducted in a “content neutral” 


manner; and, the foreign location and foreign government affiliation of the targeted entity. 


So to recap, the first 3 authorities listed on the draft executive order are: 


e EO 12333: Having to do with intelligence gathering 


e EO 13848: Having to do with foreign interference in a 
United States Election 


e NSPM 13 (and 21): Having to do with military cyber 
operations

Yanukovych said that this vote was illegal and possibly coerced, 
and asked the Russian Federation for assistance.°*! Russia 
considered the overthrow of Yanukovych to be an illegal coup, and 
did not recognize the interim government.

but instead they decided to make a deal with Putin and Russia. So, what did the EU do? 
They used their playbook, implemented a color-revolution, and installed a leader - 
Poroshenko - who would play ball. Shortly after the regime change, Biden became the 
public face of the Obama administration’s handling of Ukraine, and his son Hunter 


joined the board of Burisma. 


Let’s look a little closer at what exactly happened surrounding the investigation into 


Burisma holdings. Here is a brief summary from clintonfoundationtimeline.com that 


provides the sources to back up the story: 


April 1, 2014 - Present: The investigation into Burisma Holdings

“In the spring of 2014, the Ukrainian Prosecutor General's Office opened an 
investigation at the behest of the UK prosecutors office, which was investigating 
money laundering allegations against Zlochevsky and had just frozen $23.5 million in 
assets allegedly belonging to him in early April 2014. Shokin, who wasn't appointed 
as general prosecutor until February 2015, wasn’t yet involved in the case. 


Ukrainian prosecutors refused to provide the UK with needed documents, and in 
January 2015, a British court ordered the assets unfrozen. This action was pointedly 
called out in a speech by Pyatt, who stated, “In the case of former Ecology Minister 
Mykola Zlochevsky, the UK authorities had seized $23 million in illicit assets that 
belonged to the Ukrainian people.”

Instead of receiving cooperation from Ukrainian prosecutors, they “sent letters to 
Zlochevsky’s attorneys attesting that there was no case against him. As a result, the 
money was freed by the UK court, and shortly thereafter the money was moved to Cyprus.” 
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On Feb. 10, 2015, Shokin was appointed prosecutor general of Ukraine, and he picked up the 
investigation into Burisma, which reportedly continued until his formal resignation in February 
2016. 


Around the same time that Zlochevsky’s assets were being frozen in the UK, Burisma appointed 
Hunter Biden to its board on April 18, 2014. Hunter’s compensation had never been disclosed by 
Burisma, which is a private company, but Ryan Toohey, a Burisma spokesman, told The New York 
Times that Biden’s compensation was “not out of the ordinary” for similar board positions. 


However, according to The Hill’s reporting, Hunter Biden’s firm, Rosemont Seneca Partners, was ( 
receiving regular payments—usually more than $166,000 a month’—from Burisma. The payments ~ — 


ran from the spring of 2014 through the fall of 2015 and reportedly totaled more than $3 million. Viktor — a public

The Hill article included a written answer from Shokin, who told Solomon that his investigation into 
Burisma had included plans for “interrogations and other crime-investigation procedures into all members of the executive board, 
including Hunter Biden.” 


According to Ukrainian Prosecutor General Yuriy Lutsenko, following Shokin’s forced dismissal, the 
Burisma investigation was transferred to Sytnyk’s NABU, which then reportedly closed the 
investigation sometime in 2016. 


The Kyiv Post on March 27 published an editorial written by three members of the Anti-Corruption 
Action Center in Kyiv that disputed Lutsenko’s interview with The Hill. They claim that two cases 
relating to Burisma are still being investigated by NABU: 


“Two cases regarding the extraction of licenses by Zlochevsky’s companies and embezzlement of 
public funds at the ministry's procurements during Zlochevsky’s Ministerial tenure remain active 
and are investigated by NABU.”

Reuters) They also claim that “none of the criminal proceedings against Burisma were closed by NABU.” 


They acknowledged that the case concerning illegal issuance of licenses to extract natural 
resources were transferred to NABU in December 2015, but claim that SAP missed procedural deadlines for a lawsuit on 
canceling those licenses. 


The politics within Ukraine are extremely complicated, and corruption is endemic, often leading to conflicting accounts of events.

Hunter and Joe Biden were leveraged to prevent Viktor Shokin from digging into the 


corruption unfolding at Burisma: 


The fired prosecutor at the center of the Ukraine controversy said during a private interview with 
President Trump's personal attorney Rudy Giuliani earlier this year that he was told to back off an 
investigation involving a natural gas firm that was linked to Joe Biden's son, according to details of that 
interview that were handed over to Congress by the State Department's inspector general Wednesday. 
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Fox News obtained a copy of Giuliani's notes from his January 2019 interview with fired Ukrainian 
prosecutor Viktor Shokin in which he claimed that his “investigations stopped out of fear of the United 
States.” 


“Mr. Shokin attempted to continue the investigations but on or around June or July of 2015, the U.S. 
Ambassador Geoffrey R. Pyatt told him that the investigation has to be handled with white gloves, which 
according to Mr. Shokin, that implied do nothing,” the notes from the interview stated. The notes also 
claimed Shokin was told Biden had held up U.S. aid to Ukraine over the investigation. 


Biden, who has been seeking to unseat President Trump in 2020, once famously boasted on camera that 
when he was vice president and spearheading the Obama administration's Ukraine policy, he successfully 
pressured Ukraine to fire Shokin who was the top prosecutor at the time. He had been investigating the 
founder of Burisma Holdings, where Hunter Biden had a lucrative role on the board.

They in turn dominated the voting on the board of directors of the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF), led by managing director Christine Lagarde. Following the US 
regime change which installed Poroshenko’s regime in the spring of 2014, the IMF 
voted massive loans for the Ukraine to replace the Russian financing on which the 
regime of Victor Yanukovich had depended. More than a third of the fresh IMF

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The Biden family’s dealings with this Ukrainian company involved getting one of 
the country's most notorious mob bankers, lhor Kolomoisky, off the U.S. 
government visa ban list. Under Biden’s leadership, $3 billion in aid went to 
Ukraine, and his son's company was implicated in the disappearance of $1.8 billion 
of that money. 


The vice president's presence helps explain a conundrum. Burisma hired his son 
and Archer despite the fact that neither of them had any experience in the energy 
sector. Schweizer notes, “The choice of Hunter Biden to handle transparency and 
corporate governance of Burisma is curious, because Biden had little if any 
experience in Ukrainian law, or professional legal counsel, period.” 


Furthermore, Hunter Biden “seemed undeterred by the fact that as he was joining 
the Burisma board the British government's Serious Fraud Office (SFO) was seizing 
$23 million from [founder Mykola] Zlochevsky’s bank accounts.” Furthermore, a 
year after Biden joined the firm, “experienced industry observers warned investors 
that Burisma was still a company to be avoided.”

Two major figures in this corruption feature prominently in Biden's Ukraine 
investment. 


Zlochevsky founded Burisma in Cyprus in 2006. He served as natural resources 
minister under Yanukovych, and gave himself the licenses to develop the country’s 
abundant gas fields. He also had a flare for lavishness, running a super-exclusive 
fashion boutique named after himself. 


Burisma’s major subsidiaries ended up sharing the same business address as the 
natural gas firm controlled by Ukrainian oligarch Ihor Kolomoisky. He controlled 
the country’s largest financial institution, ProvatBank, through which the Ukrainian 
military and government workers got paid. He also owned media companies and 
airlines. In violation of Ukraine law, he maintained Ukrainian, Israeli, and Cypriot 
passports. 


Kolomoisky gained a reputation for violence and brutality, along with lawlessness. 
Rival oligarchs have sued him for alleged involvement in “murders and 
beheadings” related to a business deal. He also allegedly used “hired rowdies 
armed with baseball bats, iron bars, gas and rubber bullet pistols and chainsaws” 
to take over a steel plant in 2006. He built his multibillion-dollar empire by 
“raiding” other companies, forcing them to merge with his own using brute force. 


For these and other reasons, the U.S. government placed Kolomoisky on its visa 
ban list, prohibiting him from entering the country legally. In 2015, however, after 
Hunter Biden and Devon Archer had joined Burisma’s board, Kolomoisky was 
given admittance back into the U.S. 
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Archer and the younger Biden brought other benefits to Burisma, however. Archer 
represented the company at the Louisiana Gulf Coast Oil Exposition in 2015. Biden 
addressed the Energy Security for the Future conference in Monaco. The vice 
president's son brought much-needed legitimacy to the shoddy gas company. 


Less than a month after Archer joined Burisma’s board, the company hired 
another Kerry lackey, David Leiter, as a lobbyist in Washington, D.C. He 
successfully lobbied for more aid to the country. 


Both Biden and Kerry championed $1.8 billion in taxpayer-backed loans to be 
given to Ukraine courtesy of the IMF. That money would go directly through 
Kolomoisky’s PrivatBank, and then it would disappear. 


According to the Ukrainian anticorruption watchdog Nashi Groshi, “This 
transaction of $1.8 billion ... with the help of fake contracts was simply an asset 
siphoning operation.” 


In December 2016, Ukraine’s government was forced to nationalize Privatbank in 
order to shore up Ukrainians’ savings. A Ukrainian lawmaker called it the “greatest 
robbery of Ukraine's state budget of the millennium." 


In February 2016, the government seized Burisma founder Zlochevsky’s assets and 
placed him on Ukraine's wanted list. The Ukrainian Prosecutor General's Office 
seized Burisma’s gas wells. 


Even so, four days before Joe Biden arrived for his “swan song’ visit in January 
2017, the criminal investigation into Burisma was dropped. 


Devon Archer left the company at the end of 2016, but Hunter Biden remains on 
the board and continues to provide legal assistance. Archer and Biden have not 
been required to disclose their compensation from Burisma, but Bowling Green 


State University professor Oliver Boyd-Barrett wrote, “Potentially, the Biden family 


could become billionaires.” 


Did Joe Biden get Burisma off the hook for $1.8 billion in lost aid funding? Did he 
or his son get Kolomoisky off the visa ban list? Schweizer says the Bidens did not 
return numerous requests for comment. 


So it’s rumored that Kolomoisky (Through PrivatBank and PrivatGroup) is the actual 
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owner of Burisma. How much circumstantial evidence can we find that lends to that 


conclusion? 


As mentioned in the Dawson Field thread earlier, Ihor Kolomoisky is under 
investigation here in the United States. The US DOJ currently has two complaints 


opened against him: “Louisville Properties Complaint” and “Dallas Properties 
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Complaint”. These complaints provide us with some great insight into how Kolomoisky 


has been operating his money laundering schemes. Here is a snippet contained verbatim 


in both complaints: 


D. Kolomoisky and Boholiuboy Laundered the Loan Proceeds. 


77. Once the loan or line of credit funds were disbursed, they were quickly combined, 


divided, and comingled in a labyrinth of accounts all over the world. The dizzying series of 


transfers was designed to disguise the nature, location, source, ownership, and control of the 


fraudulently obtained loan proceeds. 


78. The entities that transferred the funds were often shells; they did no business, had 


no offices or employees, and existed to shuttle money from place to place while disguising it. 


79. Many of the shell companies used the same address. For instance, in “Know Your 


Customer” records provided to PrivatBank, at least 56 separate entities claimed to be located at 
Archiepiskopou Makariou Ill Avenue, 155 Proteas House in Limassol, Cyprus. They also used 
the same few registered agents repeatedly: Icaza, Gonzalez Ruiz & Aleman (BVI) Trust Limited 
was listed as the registered agent for 12 separate shell entities, and Equity Management & 
Accountancy Corp was listed as the registered agent for 16 shell entities. The same two authorized 
signers (neither of whom was Kolomoisky or Boholiubov) together appear for 48 different shells 


entities. 


I highlighted that address because it happens to be the same address listed as the 


registered office for a business we are very familiar with. Here is a screenshot from the 


Cyprus Organization Registry Website:

This is more interesting than it is damning. As stated in the US DOJ complaints, that 
address is used for numerous shell companies involved in fraud and embezzlement. It 
doesn’t necessarily tie Kolomoisky or PrivatBank to Burisma, but it is one of a series of 


pieces of evidence that, together, appear to do so.

Luckily, somebody was wise enough to archive the link. I’m going to provide 


screenshots from the end of the article, but the entire thing is worth the read. 
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- “There are about three billion cubic meters of gas in these fields. That’s not much.” 
- So, why is Yanukovych’s son so interested in them? 


- “There are no good specialists in his company! Or else they themselves may not know that this is a poor gas field. Or else 
they know it for a fact, but don’t tell him the truth. And he believes them!” 


We know that Oleksandr Yanukovych cannot be considered an outstanding businessman; we've heard that repeatedly from 
different sources. The situation in the gas market partly confirms this assertion. In fact, the tastiest and largest morsels (gas 
fields) were obtained not by the president's son, but by a more experienced businessman - |hor Kolomoisky: 


“Derypon’s” largest deposits 


The international scandal involving the largest Ukrainian gas field - Sakhalinska (Kharkiv Region) ended when 
Derzhgeonadr recently registered it with Ukrnaftoburinnya. The media has always linked this company to Mykola Zlochevsky, 
former Minister of Environment and Natural Resources. 


When approached by “Slidstvo.Info”, the Public Information Department of the National Security and Defense Council of 
Ukraine, where Mr. Zlochevsky currently works, refuted this information. Moreover, the department flatly denied that Mr. 
Zlochevsky was involved in two other companies, which had received eight exploitation licenses over the past year and a 
half, namely Pari LLC and Esko-Pivnich LLC.

However, Pari and Esko-Pivnich actually belonged to Mykola Zlochevsky and his deceased partner, Mykola Lisin some time 
ago. They controlled them through a Cypriot company - Burisma Holdings Limited. The website of the US Securities and 
Exchange Commission still mentions it. 


But, Burisma changed owners last year: instead of ZLlochevsky and Lisin, the company was taken over by a Cypriot off-shore 
enterprise called Brociti Investments Ltd. Pari and Esko-Pivnich also changed their address: they moved from Kateryny 
Bilokur Street to 10a Rylyeyeva Stree in Kyiv.A third company was already waiting for them in the same building - the 
above-mentioned Ukrnaftoburinnya. 


If these three companies were brought together under one roof, it’s logical to assume that they were all owned by one 
person. At Least “Slidstvo.Info” managed to find out the name of the owner of Ukrnaftoburinnya. According to the SMIDA state 
system, 90% of Ukrnaftoburinnya is owned by a Cypriot company, Deripon Commercial Ltd. With the help of our colleagues 
from the International Fund OCCRP (Organized Crime and Corruption Reporting Project), we learned who “derypons” the 
largest gas field in Ukraine. 


In fact, the end owner of Deripon Commercial Ltd. is a company based in the British Virgin Islands — Burrad Financial Corp.

George Soros 


Last October, the Gateway Pundit reported Obama's State and Justice Departments were 


assisting Soros in an attempt to control Ukraine. 


Rudy Giuliani, the former mayor of New York and President Trump's attorney, said in a recent 


interview the corruption in the Ukraine doesn’t stop with the Bidens, naming Soros as well. 


The Epoch Times reported Soros and a group of wealthy donors from New York and California 
paid $50 million to sustain the investigation of Trump by former British spy Christopher Steele, 
the research firm Fusion GPS and a former staffer for Democratic Sen. Dianne Feinstein of 


California. 


The revelation, the Epoch Times said, is part of the final report on Russian interference in the 
2016 election released April 27 by the House Intelligence Committee. The report concluded 


there was no evidence of collusion between the Trump campaign and Russia. 


Former Feinstein staffer Daniel Jones, according to a footnote in the report, told the FBI in 
March 2017 that he was working on a project with Fusion GPS that “was being funded by 7 to 
10 wealthy donors located primarily in New York and California, who provided approximately 
$50 million.” 
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Further, investigative reporter John Solomon, then writing for the Hill, reported Soros “made 


some big bets during the last U.S. presidential election.” 


One was that Hillary Clinton would win the presidency. Another was that he could reshape 
Ukraine's government to his liking and that his business empire might prosper in the former 


Soviet republic. 


When Trump's campaign gained momentum in the spring of 2016, Soros sought help from the 
State Department to protect some of his investments, according to department memos 


obtained by Citizens United. 


Then-Assistant Secretary of State Victoria Nuland received repeated calls, emails and meeting 


requests from Soros, according to the memos. 


For example, when Ukraine's general prosecutor in 2016 sought to investigate a non-profit 


partially funded by Soros, the State Department pressured Ukrainian officials to drop the case. 


Trump told us he was going to “drain the swamp”. Part of that would involve cleaning 


up the corruption in Ukraine as well.

Executive Order 13818 of December 20, 2017 


Blocking the Property of Persons Involved in Serious 
Human Rights Abuse or Corruption 
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Executive Order 13818: Blocking the Property of Persons Involved in Serious Human 


Rights Abuse or Corruption is similar in structure to one of the other most important 
Executive Orders we will see put to use in the future - Executive Order 13848: Imposing 
Certain Sanctions in the Event of Foreign Interference in a United States Election. Both 
are wide in their scope and both will be used to dismantle the Deep State and all its 


accomplices. 
Let’s dig in. 


I, DONALD J. TRUMP, President of the United States of America, find that the 
prevalence and severity of human rights abuse and corruption that have their 
source, in whole or in substantial part, outside the United States, such as those 
committed or directed by persons listed in the Annex to this order, have reached 
such scope and gravity that they threaten the stability of international political 
and economic systems. Human rights abuse and corruption undermine the 
values that form an essential foundation of stable, secure, and functioning 
societies; have devastating impacts on individuals; weaken democratic 
institutions; degrade the rule of law; perpetuate violent conflicts; facilitate the 
activities of dangerous persons; and undermine economic markets. The United 
States seeks to impose tangible and significant consequences on those who 
commit serious human rights abuse or engage in corruption, as well as to protect 


the financial system of the United States from abuse by these same persons. 


I therefore determine that serious human rights abuse and corruption around the 
world constitute an unusual and extraordinary threat to the national security, 
foreign policy, and economy of the United States, and I hereby declare a national 
emergency to deal with that threat. 


What this Executive Order does and to whom it applies: 
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Section 1. (a) All property and interests in property that are in the United 
States, that hereafter come within the United States, or that are or hereafter 
come within the possession or control of any United States person of the 
following persons are blocked and may not be transferred, paid, exported, 


withdrawn, or otherwise dealt in: 
(i) the persons listed in the Annex to this order; 


(ii)"any foreign person determined by the Secretary of the Treasury, in 
consultation with the Secretary of State and the Attorney General: 


(A) to be responsible for or complicit in, or to have directly or indirectly engaged 


in, serious human rights abuse; 


(B) to be a current or former government official, or a person acting for or on 


behalf of such an official, whotisesponsible forjorcomplicitinyor has directly or 
indirectly engaged in: 


(1) corruption, including the misappropriationjofistatevassetsy the 
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(C) to be or have been a leader or official of: |.) 


(1) an entity, including any government entity, that has engaged in, or 
whose members have engaged in, any of the activities described in 
subsections (ii)(A), (ii)(B)(1), or (ii)(B)(2) of this section relating to the 


leader's or official's tenure; or 


(2) an entity whose property and interests in property are blocked 
pursuant to this order as a result of activities related to the leader's or 


official's tenure; or 


(D) to have attempted to engage in any of the activities described in subsections 
(ii)(A), (ii)(B)(1), or (ii)(B)(2) of this section; and 


So the first two subsets of individuals this EO affects are those listed in the Annex and 
then those specific foreign individuals (keyword: foreign) “who the Secretary of the 
Treasury, in consultation with the Secretary of State and the Attorney General” have 


determined to have perpetrated the actions described above. 


(i) the persons listed in the Annex to this order; 


(ii) any foreign person determined by the Secretary of the Treasury, in 


consultation with the Secretary of State and the Attorney General: 


So far, this executive order applies only to foreign individuals. That is where this third 


subset comes in and this executive order gets really good. 


(iii) any person determined by the Secretary of the Treasury, in consultation 
with the Secretary of State and the Attorney General: 


In this third subset of individuals, the word “foreign” is left off. So this could pertain to 


anybody at home or abroad. 
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(A) to have materially assisted, sponsored, or provided financial, material, or 
sachriolopinaleupports 


(1) any activity described in subsections (ii)(A), (ii)(B)(1), or (ii)(B)(2) 


of this section that is conducted by a foreign person; 


(2) any person whose property and interests in property are blocked 


pursuant to this order; or 


(3) any entity, including any government entity, that has engaged in, or 
whose members have engaged in, any of the activities described in 
subsections (ii)(A), (ii)(B)(1), or (ii)(B)(2) of this section, where the 


activity is conducted by a foreign person; 


(B) to be owned or controlled by, or to have acted or purported to act for or on 


This third section applies to both foreign and domestic individuals and deems anybody 
who assists or partakes in any corruption, in any way, or even attempts to do so, can 


have their assets frozen and potentially seized. 


The EO continues to ensnare the corrupt political establishment and their funding of 
NGOs: 
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Sec. 3. I hereby determine that the making of donations of the types of articles 
specified in section 203(b)(2) of IEEPA (50 U.S.C. 1702(b)(2)) by, to, or for the 
benefit of any person whose property and interests in property are blocked 
pursuant to this order would seriously impair my ability to deal with the national 
emergency declared in this order, and I hereby prohibit such donations as 


provided by section 1 of this order. 


Sec. 4. The prohibitions in section 1 include: 


(a) the making of any contribution or provision of funds, goods, or services by, to, 
or for the benefit of any person whose property and interests in property are 
blocked pursuant to this order: and 


(b) the receipt of any contribution or provision of funds, goods, or services from 
any such person. — 


Sec. 5. (a) Any transaction that evades or avoids, has the purpose of evading or 
avoiding, causes a violation of, or attempts to violate any of the prohibitions set 
forth in this order is prohibited. 


(b) Any conspiracy formed to violate any of the prohibitions set forth in this 
order is prohibited. 


Hypothetical: Let’s pretend somebody steals taxpayer dollars and launders it through 
the United States, then goes on to hire a politician’s son through a corrupt company, 
and then that politician gets the prosecutor investigating it all fired by withholding $1 


Billion. 
Executive order 13818 would come in to play against (not exhaustive, just spitballing): 


e The one stealing and laundering the money 


e The politician 
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e The politician’s son 
e Any and everybody who was aware of the scheme 


e Anybody who benefitted from any of the money that was stolen or paid to the 


politicians 


Executive order 13818 is truly a catch-all for corruption and its perpetrators. The last 
key section here is the one that preserves the element of surprise in apprehending the 


criminals: 


Sec. 7. For those persons whose property and interests in property are blocked 
pursuant to this order who might have a constitutional presence in the United 
States, I find that because of the ability to transfer funds or other assets 
instantaneously, prior notice to such persons of measures to be taken pursuant to 
this order would render those measures ineffectual. I therefore determine that 
for these measures to be effective in addressing the national emergency declared 


in this order, there need be no prior notice of a listing or determination made 


pursuant to this order. 


This executive order could easily take down the entire corrupt political establishment if 


and when it is properly used, but there is one aspect to this that needs to be addressed. 


Sunset 


Just like all Executive Orders, 13818 draws upon specific authorities to allow the 
President to put it into effect. Here are the authorities Trump used in the issuance of 


executive order 13818.

I covered the topic of color revolutions in Devolution - Part 12 and laid out how our own 
State Department was at the center of numerous, if not all, color revolutions around the 
world.

Gene Sharp 


It would be impossible to do full justice to Gene Sharp within the scope of this specific article. 
Here are some choice excerpts about Sharp and his biography to give readers a taste of his 
significance and relevance to this discussion. 
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Gene Sharp, the “Machiavelli of nonviolence,” has been fairly described as “the most 
influential American political figure you've never heard of."1 Sharp, who passed away in 
January 2018, was a beloved yet “mysterious” intellectual giant of nonviolent protest 
movements, the “father of the whole field of the study of strategic nonviolent action.’2 
Over his career, he wrote more than twenty books about nonviolent action and social 
movements. His how-to pamphlet on nonviolent revolution, From Dictatorship to 
Democracy, has been translated into over thirty languages and is cited by protest 
movements around the world. In the U.S., his ideas are widely promoted through 
activist training programs and by scholars of nonviolence, and have been used by 
nearly every major protest movement in the last forty years.3 For these contributions, 
Sharp has been praised by progressive heavyweights like Howard Zinn and Noam 
Chomsky, nominated for the Nobel Peace Prize four times, compared to Gandhi, and 
cast as a lonely prophet of peace, champion of the downtrodden, and friend of the left.4 


Gene Sharp's influence on the U.S. activist left and social movements abroad has been 
significant. But he is better understood as one of the most important U.S. defense 
intellectuals of the Cold War, an early neoliberal theorist concerned with the supposedly 
inherent violence of the “centralized State,” and a quiet but vital counselor to anti- 
communist forces in the socialist world from the 1980s onward. 


In the mid-1960s, Thomas Schelling, a Nobel Prize-winning nuclear theorist, recruited 
29-year-old Sharp to join the Center for International Affairs at Harvard, bastion of the 
high Cold War defense, intelligence, and security establishment. Leading the so-called 
“CIA at Harvard” were Henry Kissinger, future National Security Advisor McGeorge 
Bundy, and future CIA chief Robert Bowie. Sharp held this appointment for thirty years. 
There, with Department of Defense funds, he developed his core theory of nonviolent 
action: a method of warfare capable of collapsing states through theatrical social 
movements designed to dissolve the common will that buttresses governments, all 
without firing any shots. From his post at the CIA at Harvard, Sharp would urge U.S. and 
NATO defense leadership to use his methods against the Soviet Union. [Nonsite] 


A December of 2018 Politico article went even further discussing the impact of Gene’s 


book “From Dictatorship to Democracy” and detailed its impact on Russia.

Perhaps no country has been influenced as much by Gene’s work as 
Russia. In the early 1990s, his books were used to plan the nonviolent 
civilian defense of Latvia, Lithuania and Estonia against the Soviet 
Union’s attempts to crush their independence. The Lithuanian defense 
minister declared afterward, “I would rather have this book than the 
atomic bomb.” Just months later, photocopiers around Moscow were 
pressed into action to distribute Gene’s guidelines to the citizens 
protesting the 1991 hard-line coup against Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev. In the years that followed, the Kremlin faced the indignity of 
the “color revolutions” in Georgia, Kyrgyzstan and Ukraine, whose leaders 
were armed with copies of From Dictatorship to Democracy, which in 
turn cut more flesh from the bones of the former Soviet empire. If you 
think Gene’s influence might be overplayed, just read Vladimir Putin 
adviser Vladislav Surkov’s comments from the 201anti-government 
protests'in)Moscow: “This is so by the Gene Sharp book, it’s funny,” he 
told reporters. Just months later, Gene was put on a list of most dangerous 
threats to the Russian state, and many Russian television news shows 
discussed his malign influence in hyperbolic tones. A major paper given by 
the Russian Institute of Strategic Studies and Predictions in 2015 
concluded, “Gene Sharp’s publications can be seen as Part 1 of the [United 
States] Hybrid War field manual.”

Yanukovych said that this vote was illegal and possibly coerced, 
and asked the Russian Federation for assistance.4! Russia 
considered the overthrow of Yanukovych to be an illegal coup, and 
did not recognize the interim government. Widespread protests, 
both in favor and against the revolution, occurred in the eastern 
and southern regions of Ukraine, where Yanukovych previously 
received strong support in the 2010 presidential election. These

and the establishment of the self-proclaimed proto-states Donetsk 
and Luhansk.

The British strategist, Liddell Hart, stressed the need to understand rival views of grand 
strategy and military developments, or "the other side of the hill.” A range of Russian and 
Belorussian military and civil experts presented a very different view of global security and 
the forces behind it at the Russian Ministry of Defense’s third Moscow Conference on 
International Security on May 23, 2014. 


The first session of the Conference presented an overview of the security situation, 
focusing on what Russian experts called the “Color Revolution.” Russian analysts have used 
this term since the “Rose Revolution” in Georgia in'2012, in discussing the "Orange 
Revolution" in Ukraine in!2004, and the "Tulip Revolution" that took place in Kyrgyzstan in 
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Russian military officers now tied the term “Color Revolution” to the crisis in Ukraine and 
to what they saw as a new US and European approach to warfare that focuses on creating 
destabilizing revolutions in other states as a means of serving their security interests at low 
cost and with minimal casualties. It was seen as posing a potential threat to Russian in the 
near abroad, to China and Asia states not aligned with the US, and as a means of 
destabilizing states in the Middle East, Africa, Central Asia, and South Asia. 


The second session repeated these themes, focusing on the instability in the Middle East, 


and the final session addressed the war in Afghanistan and South Asia. 


Many of the speakers at the meeting from other countries touched on very different 
themes, but the Russian and Belorussian military speakers provided a consistent and

a constructive and reliable partner in shaping international relations” under Putin’s 


leadership. 


But its return to international status has also led to complicated relations between 
Putin and the United States on issues including U.S. efforts to pressure Iran about 


its nuclear program. 


“Obviously he’s a very intriguing figure in modern history,” said White House 
spokeswoman Dana Perino, who otherwise declined to comment on Time’s 


selection. 


After meeting Putin for the first time in 2001, President George W. Bush said: “I 
looked the man in the eye. I found him to be very straightforward and 


trustworthy.” 
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But Putin and the White House have since clashed in several areas including 
democratic reform in Russia and U.S. plans for a missile shield in eastern Europe. 


In February, Putin accused the United States of trying to dominate the world. 


The selection came days after Putin announced a plan to hold onto power after his 
term ends next year. Putin said on Monday that if his close ally, Dmitry Medvedev, 


won the presidency, he would serve as Medvedev’s prime minister. 


“Putin has put his country back on the map. And he intends to redraw it himself,” 


Time said. “He will continue to lead his country as its prime minister and attempt 


to transform it into a new kind of nation, BeholdentéheithenBastnior West.”

But Putin says he plans to remain an influence anyway. How so? 


In a question and answer session on Russian television last year, Putin said: "Even having lost the powers and the levers of presidential power and not

Why is Putin so popular? 


Putin is credited with bringing stability after the rollercoaster ride of the post-Soviet years which saw state industries sold off cheaply, soaring inflation 
and millions dumped into poverty amid economic mismanagement and chronic corruption. And while Russia has continued to embrace market 
capitalism, Putin has displayed sensitivity towards the Soviet past, still remembered fondly by many. restoring the stirring Soviet anthem (with revised 
words) and the iconic Communist star as the Russian army's symbol. 


What do Putin's critics make of his presidency? 


For those less enamored with the Kremlin's current incumbent, Putin's claim that he will continue to wield influence beyond his presidency is further 
evidence that Russia is moving back down the road to authoritarianism. Putin's opponents accuse him of ruling like a modern day tsar, though ironically 
this does not always register negatively in a country where the cult of the strong leader has been a perennial feature of politics since the reign of Ivan the 
Terrible -- infamous for killing his own son. But there are genuine concerns. both domestically and internationally, about the centralization of power 
under Putin and curbs on press freedom. 


What about Putin's reputation abroad? 

Putin is seen as a cool, spiky character and a staunch defender of Russian interests -- though he has built good personal relationships with the likes of 
US. president George W. Bush and former German chancellor Gerhard Schroeder. He also seems to enjoy stirring up controversy. At last year’s EU- 
Russia summit in Finland. Putin told diplomats Russia would not be lectured on organized crime by Italy -- commenting "mafia isn't a Russian word." 


And Putin created headlines by describing Israeli president Moshe Katsav. who stepped aside during an investigation into multiple rape charges. as a 
"really powerful guy... He didn't look like a guy who could be with 10 women." 


Stablemates 
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Now Trump and Putin have had an interesting and almost playful relationship. As you'll 
see, Trump even considered themselves “stablemates”. I’m going to focus on Trump’s 
comments on Putin prior to the summer of 2016 when the accusations of Trump

ACNN KFile review of Trump’s public statements — from the years immediately before his 
presidential campaign to present — reveal that Trump has contradicted himself over the years 
about the nature of his relationship with Putin.

"| think the biggest thing we have is that we were on '60 Minutes' together 
and we had fantastic ratings. One of your best-rated shows in a long time," 
Trump said. "So that was good, right? So we were stablemates." 


He added, "! think that | would probably get along with him very well. And | 
don't think you'd be having the kind of problems that you're having right 
now.”

Asked a Republican debate what he would do as president in response to 
Russian aggression, Trump said, “Well, first of all, it's not only Russia. We 
have problems with North Korea where they actually have nuclear weapons.

He went on to say, "| got to know (Putin) very well because we were both on

Trump says at a news conference he'd be a better negotiator with Putin than 
his rivals.

On February 24, 2022, Trump phoned into Laura Ingraham's show on Fox News and 
said, "It's a very sad thing for the world, the country, and it's a very sad thing for people 
who are going to be needlessly killed.” He then said, "As an American, | am angry and 
saddened by it,” before reiterating his lie that the 2020 Presidential Election was stolen.

others abroad to overcome Russia’s isolation and restructure the world. 
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Thus, it is wrong to say as many have that the Kremlin leader wants to leave Europe, the 
St. Antony's scholar says.

And thus Russia is not distancing itself from Europe but rather coming closer to 
it,” although it is not likely that everyone in Europe will be especially pleased by this 
rapprochement. 


“But some in Europe, undoubtedly, will be glad,” he continues. “the Kremlin has its own

Having made anti-globalism almost the official ideology of post-communist Russia, the 
Russian leader has attacked a goldmine from which he will be able to draw political 


dividends far into the future.” 


In short, Pastukhov suggests, “Russia is rapidly transforming itself into the center of 
European reaction,” not into isolationism; and under Putin, it is “actively preparing for 
the release of the second edition of the Holy Alliance” of the early part of the 19th 
century. 


All this is shown by what was said recently at the Valdai Clubin Sochi, the historian 
suggests when Putin and others described what this new anti-globalist world would be 
like.

Putin served as President of 
Russia from 2000-2008, and stepped away due to the Russian constitutional limit 
preventing him from serving more than two consecutive terms. After serving as prime 
minister from 2008-2012, he once again ran for President of Russia when “chaos” 


ensued. 


In December 2011, Vladimir Putin came closer than he's ever been to losing his hold on power. His decision that 
year to run for a third term as Russia’s President had inspired a massive protest movement against him. 
Demonstrations calling for him to resign were attracting hundreds of thousands of people across the country. Some 
of his closest allies had defected to the opposition, causing a split in the Kremlin elites, and Russian state media had 
begun to warn of a revolution in the making. 


At a crisis meeting with his advisers on Dec. 8 of that year, the Russian leader chose to lay the blame on one 


meddling foreign diplomat: UlS/Secretarylof StatelHillary Clinton. 
"She set the tone for certain actors inside the country; she gave the signal," Putin said of Clinton at the time, 


accusing her of ordering the opposition movement into action like some kind of revolutionary sleeper cell. "They 
heard this signal and, with the support of the U.S. State Department, started actively doing their work."

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When mass protests against Russian President Vladimir Putin erupted in Moscow 
in December 2011, Putin made clear who he thought was really behind them: 
Secretary of State Hillary Clinton. 


With the protesters accusing Putin of having rigged recent elections, the Russian 
leader pointed an angry finger at Clinton, who had issued a statement sharply 
critical of the voting results. “She said they were dishonest and unfair,” Putin 
fumed in public remarks, saying that Clinton gave “a signal” to demonstrators 
working “with the supportiof the U:S»State Department” to undermine his power. 
“We need to safeguard ourselves from this interference in our internal affairs,” 
Putin declared. 


While Donald Trump’s budding bromance with Vladimir Putin is well known — 
the two men have exchanged admiring words about each other and called for 
improved relations between Washington and Moscow — Putin’s hostility towards 
Clinton draws less attention. 


Former U.S. officials who worked on Russia policy with Clinton say that Putin was 
personally stung by Clinton’s December 2011 condemnation of Russia's 
parliamentary elections, and had his anger communicated directly to President 
Barack Obama. They say Putin and his advisers are also keenly aware that, even as 
she executed Obama’s “reset” policy with Russia, Clinton took a harder line toward 
Moscow than others in the administration. And they say Putin sees Clinton as a 


forceful proponent of “regime change” policies that the Russian leader considers a 
grave threat to his own survival. 


“He was very upset [with Clinton] and continued to be for the rest of the time that 
I was in government,” said Michael McFaul, who served as the top Russia official 
in Obama’s national security council from 2009 to December 2011 and then was 
U.S. ambassador to Moscow until early 2014. “One could speculate that this is his 
moment for payback.” 


The “moment for payback” referred to here is the discredited Russian Collusion Hoax. 


It’s important for you to understand that President Vladimir Putin blamed Hillary 


Clinton and the U.S. State Department for trying to force regime change in Russia 
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during the 2012 election. This led Putin to despise Hillary and the United States 


interfering in Russian affairs, but his hatred began even before the 2012 election. 


In 2009, soon after President Obama took office, his newly appointed Secretary of State 
initiated what the White House called a “reset” in relations with Russia. At the time. Putin 
had already positioned himself as an adversary to the U-S., or at least a check on American 
influence in the world, and he showed no inclination for making friends with Obama. But 
constitutional term limits had forced Putin to switch to the less powerful role of Prime 
Minister the previous year, and his younger protégé, Dmitri Medvedev, then took over the 
presidency. In sharp contrast to his mentor, Medvedev began to cast himself as a liberal 
Westernizer with a particular affection for high-tech American gadgets. 


That presented Washington an opportunity and, in the first year of Obama's presidency, the 
U.S. tried to sidestep Putin and build better relations with Russia through Medvedev. As 
Secretary of State, Clinton oversaw these efforts, which saw the two Presidents visit each 
other’s countries—Obama in 2009, Medvedev in 2010—and establish a range of bilateral 
commissions to cooperate on everything from counter-terrorism to the tech economy. 


But among Kremlin hardliners, who have since come to dominate Russian politics, Clinton’s efforts to flatter and 
befriend Medvedev all seemed like part of a scheme to undermine Putin and subvert his role as a counterweight to 
U.S. dominance in world affairs. One incident in particular drove home that perception. 


In the spring of 2011, the U_S. and its allies began pushing for a military intervention in Libya to prevent the regime 
of Muammar Ghaddafi from massacring rebel forces and their civilian supporters. But without Russia’s 
acquiescence, the West could not pass a resolution in the U.N. that would provide a legal basis for the intervention. 
So Clinton and Obama began pressuring Medvedev to play along, and he ultimately agreed not to veto the resolution 
in the U.N. Security Council. 


Putin was furious. The resolution, he said. resembled "the medieval calls for a Christian crusade.” one that Clinton, 
as the top U.S. diplomat at the time, helped to orchestrate. Later that same year, when Russia’s flawed parliamentary 
elections set off a season of street protests, Clinton spoke up in support of the demonstrations. "The Russian people, 
like people everywhere, deserve the right to have their voices heard and their votes counted," Clinton said. "And that 
means they deserve free, fair, transparent elections and leaders who are accountable to them." 


It was a fairly tame statement of support for the Russian opposition movement. But Putin took it as a personal affront 
against his leadership, as well as a sign that Clinton was intent on manipulating the Russian presidential elections 
that were then just a few months away. 


The Deep State 


Putin sees the deep state for what they are, for who they are. He knows exactly how they 


operate. He has been making moves against them long before Trump became President, 
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and he was successful in removing some major cogs of the deep state machine from his 


own country. In September of 2014, Putin arrested a Russian oligarch to prevent a coup, 


and it wasn’t the first time he had gone after a Russian oligarch.

As the richest man to fall into the hands of the Russian justice system since 
Mikhail Khodorkovsky was arrested in 2003, Yevtushenkov's detention 
heightened speculation that the Kremlin wanted to take control of his oil 
company, Bashneft - one of the few Russian energy companies still in private 
ownership. 


The Russian Oligarchs can be compared to the Mark Zuckerbergs of America, and those

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Russian President Vladimir Putin on Wednesday suggested that there is a

His comments came after the U.S.

with ranges between 300 and 3,400 
miles. 


Putin reportedly said Wednesday 
that there are too many people 


within the U.S. "ruling class” who are “too captivated by ideas of their 
exceptionalism and their superiority over the entire rest of the world.” 


“But do they know how to count? Surely they do," Putin added, according 
to the Times. "Let them first calculate the range and speed of our 
advanced weapons systems, and then make decisions on the threats 
against our country.” 


Putin then claimed there is a "deep state" working against the president, 
the Times reported. 


His comment falls in line with some supporters of Trump who have 
claimed that there is a "deep state" conspiracy within the government 
aimed at undermining Trump and his administration. 


Putin was right. In Devolution - Part 12 I covered the deep state and the color revolution 
they perpetrated against Trump during his Presidency. Putin sees color revolutions as a 


threat to national security and in January of 2022 stated they will not allow “outside

A Moscow-led military detachment deployed to Kazakhstan to quell the worst anti-government 
unrest in the post-Soviet country's history will not allow “color revolutions” to take place, 


Russian President Vladimir Putin said Monday. 


Putin's remarks came days after 2,500 Russian, Belarusian, Armenian, Tajik and Kyrgyz troops 
were deployed across Kazakh cities to defend key state facilities as part of the Collective Security 


Treaty Organization (CSTO) alliance. 


“We will not allow the realization of so-called color revolution scenarios,” Putin said during 
Monday's videoconference of CSTO members, according to the state-run RIA Novosti news 


agency. 


He accused unidentified “outside forces” of interfering “in the internal affairs of our states,” 


echoing the Kazakh authorities’ latest claims of foreign links in the unrest. 


“They used well-organized and well-controlled militant groups... including those who had 
obviously been trained in terrorist camps abroad,” Putin said, calling Kazakhstan the target of 


“international terrorism.”

The Kremlin also criticized the role of social media in fueling the unprecedented protests in 


Kazakhstan. 


“Social networks obviously have both good and harmful elements. The task is to take measures to 
stop the harmful side,” Kremlin spokesman Dmitry Peskov said Monday. “This is not new, it’s just 


once again been confirmed by the recent events in Kazakhstan.” 


Authorities in Kazakhstan shut down internet access across the country amid the nationwide 


protests last week, with access still limited in major cities for days after the unrest. 


Putin has been a longtime critic of social media’s potential for influencing young people and has 
recently taken more aggressive steps to limit the kind of content that can be shared online, 
slapping multimillion dollar fines on the likes of Google and Facebook, for instance, for refusing to 


remove content linked to Kremlin critic Alexei Navalny.

With Russian flags now flying over abandoned U.S. military bases in Syria, and American soldiers still dying in combat 
with the Islamic State in lraq, the terror group's strength may seem hard to gauge. Yet the Russian and American 
presidents have each suggested at different times that ISIS, as the group is also known, has been eliminated and that it 
was their respective militaries that had contributed the most to achieve that result. President Donald Trump, for 
example, effectively announced the group's defeat by U.S. troops on July 16, 2019: “We did a great job with the [ISIS] 
caliphate.

As we’ve covered many times before in this series, Trump used his powers as 
President to fight against the deep state, but before we see how Trump’s Executive 
actions come into play relating to this lawsuit, we need to look a little closer at a few 


aspects of the lawsuit itself. 


Donald J. Trump V. Hillary Clinton & Co. 


Introduction 

L. In the run-up to the 2016 Presidential Election, Hillary Clinton and her cohorts 
orchestrated an unthinkable plot — one that shocks the conscience and is an affront to this nation’s — 
democracy.

3: The scheme was conceived, coordinated and carried out by top-level officials at the 
Clinton Campaign and the DNC—including ‘the candidate’ herself—who attempted to shield her 
involvement behind a wall of third parties.'! To start, the Clinton Campaign and the DNC enlisted 


the assistance of their shared counsel, Perkins Coie, a law firm with deep Democrat ties, in the

commissioned Fusion GPS, an investigative firm, and its co-founders, Peter Fritsch and Glenn 


Simpson, and directed them to dredge up evidence—actual or otherwise—of collusion between 
Trump and Russia. Fritsch and Simpson, in turn, enlisted the assistance of Orbis Ltd. and its 
owner, Christopher Steele, to produce a series of reports purporting to contain proof of the 
supposed collusion. Of course, the now fully debunked collection of reports, known as the “Steele 
Dossier,” was riddled with misstatements, misrepresentations and, most of all, flat out lies. In 
truth, the Steele Dossier was largely based upon information provided to Steele by his primary 
sub-source, Igor Danchenko, who was subsequently indicted for falsifying his claims. Even more 
damning, Danchenko had close ties to senior Clinton Campaign official, Charles Halliday Dolan, 
Jr., who knowingly provided false information to Danchenko, who relayed it to Steele, who 
reported it in the Steele Dossier and eagerly fed the deceptions to both the media and the FBI.

Worse still, the Defendants continue to spread their 
vicious lies to this day as they unabashedly publicize their thoroughly debunked falsehoods in an 
effort to ensure that he will never be elected again.

16. The Defendant, Perkins Coie, LLP (hereinafter “Perkins Coie”), is an international — 
law firm with its headquarters in Seattle, Washington. Perkins Coie has a registered agent in 
Tallahassee, Florida, and does substantial, continuous business in Florida generally and in the 
Southern District of Florida specifically. Perkins Coie’s acts and omissions, as identified in this 


lawsuit, arise out of or relate to its conduct in and/or affecting, among other jurisdictions, Florida. 


The fact that Perkins Coie is an international law firm is a huge deal. Perkins Coie has 
been the go-to law firm for the deep state for many years, especially relating to election 
theft. Wouldn’t attorney-client privilege through the use of an international law firm be 


a great way to conceal your dealings? Trump’s lawsuit directly calls them out for this: 
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59. The Clinton Campaign and the DNC chose Perkins Coie to oversee and coordinate 
their plan for a specific purpose — they anticipated that conspiring with their legal counsel would 
help conceal their dealings under the shroud of attorney-client privilege. However, attorney-client 
privilege is wholly inapplicable to the pertinent discussions between these parties — not only were 
the communications between the DNC/Clinton Campaign and Perkins Coie non-legal in nature, 
they were also in furtherance of criminal and fraudulent wrongdoing. 

The lawsuit notes that attorney-client privilege is inapplicable when discussions are 


“non-legal in nature”, because I bet that’s how you can describe many of the 


conversations Perkins Coie has with its deep state clients. 


24. The Defendant, Marc Elias (hereinafter “Elias”), is a resident of Washington D.C. 
and is sui juris. He is an attorney and a former employee and/or agent of Perkins Coie, the DNC 
and the Clinton Campaign and, at all relevant times herein, was acting within the scope of his 
employment and/or agency of Perkins Coie. Elias’s acts and omissions as identified in this lawsuit 


arise out of or relate to his conduct in and/or affecting, among other jurisdictions, Florida. 


Keep in mind that Marc Elias is at the heart of the 2020 election theft as well:

In a 2018 Tweet, President Donald Trump referred to Elias as the Democrats’ “best Election 
stealing lawyer.” 


25. The Defendant, Fusion GPS, is a Delaware limited liability company which 
represents that it provides research, strategic intelligence, and due diligence services to 
corporations, law firms, and investors worldwide, and is headquartered in Washington D.C. 
Fusion GPS’s acts and omissions, as identified in this lawsuit, arise out of or relate to its conduct 


in and/or affecting, among other jurisdictions, Florida. 


30. The Defendant, Orbis Business Intelligence Ltd. (hereinafter “Orbis Ltd.”), is a 


London, England-based intelligence consultancy firm. Orbis Ltd.’s acts and omissions, as 


identified in this lawsuit, arise out of or relate to its conduct in and/or affecting, among other 


jurisdictions, Florida. 
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31. | The Defendant, Christopher Steele (hereinafter “Steele’), is a principal and founder 
of Orbis Ltd., a resident of the United Kingdom, and is sui juris. Steele’s acts and omissions as 
identified in this lawsuit were all done in the scope of his employment with Orbis, Ltd., and arise 


out of or relate to his conduct in and/or affecting, among other jurisdictions, Florida. 


32. The Defendant, Igor Danchenko (hereinafter “Danchenko’”’), at all times relevant to 
this Complaint, was a citizen of the Russian Federation and was lawfully in the United States. 
Danchenko resided in Washington, D.C. and Virginia and is sui juris. At all relevant times, 
Danchenko was a contractor for Orbis Ltd. and was acting within the scope of his agency with 
Orbis Ltd. Danchenko’s acts and omissions as identified in this lawsuit arise out of or relate to his 


conduct in and/or affecting, among other jurisdictions, Florida. 


I highlighted all of these individuals due to their foreign origins. You'll see my 
reasoning for doing so later on. Now one more person to draw more significant 


attention to - Rodney Joffe. 
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105. At all relevant times, Joffe was an executive of Neustar and had an ownership 
interest in at least two additional technology companies, Dissect Cyber Inc. (“Dissect Cyber”) and 
Zetalytics LLC (“Zetalytics”).*” 

106. Joffe was in communication with high-ranking officials of the Clinton Campaign 


and/or the DNC in the lead-up to the 2016 Presidential Election. 


107. During that time, Joffe was “tentatively offered the top [cybersecurity] job by the 
Democrats” in the event Clinton won the presidency. He stated that he “definitely would not take 


the job under Trump.”** 


108. Perkins Coie and Sussmann, in particular, frequently served as outside counsel for 
Neustar; in this regard, Neustar was a significant source of revenue for Perkins Coie.** 

109. In or around July 2016, Perkins Coie and Sussmann, acting on behalf of the Clinton 
Campaign and the DNC, tasked Neustar, under the direction of its executive, Joffe, to exploit its 
information gathering services and their access to non-public data to dredge up any information, 
data or records that could show any wrongdoing by Donald J. Trump, the Trump Campaign or the 
Trump Organization. 


110. Thereafter, Neustar, led by Joffe, initiated a search for proof of a secret “back 
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channel” between Donald J. Trump or the Trump Organization and Alfa Bank; when it became 
clear that no such back channel existed, Neustar and Joffe shifted their focus to fabricating 
evidence to invent proof of the supposed “back channel.” 

111. On or about August 20, 2016, Joffe and his researchers manipulated a sales form 
on two different websites, faking the other’s email address to make them “appear to communicate 
with each other. . .” 

112. Joffe believed that this fake “inference” was believable enough that “Hillary's 
opposition research and whatever professional gov[ernments] and investigative journalists are also 
digging [would] come up with the same things[.]” 

113. On or about the same date, Joffe clarified in an email that the “task” he had been 
“given” by Perkins Coie, the Clinton Campaign, and the DNC was “indeed broad” and further 
stated, in part: 

Being able to provide evidence of *anything* that shows an attempt 
to behave badly in relation to this, the VIPs would be happy. They're 
looking for a true story that could be used as the basis for closer 
examination. 

114. On or about August 21, 2016, Joffe emailed his team of researchers, urging them 
to push forward with their anti-Trump research, which he claimed would “give the base of a very 
useful narrative.” 


115. In that same e-mail, Joffe admitted that the connection between Trump and Alfa 


Bank was merely a “red herring” with no factual basis that should be “ignored.” 


Joffe was offered the “top cybersecurity job” should Hillary Clinton win. He had a vested 
interest in doing whatever he could to make sure Hillary won the election. He set out to 
find evidence of Russian collusion, and when he couldn't find any, he fabricated it, going 
so far as to spy on Trump while he was a sitting President. This is what we call bribery 


and when I say “we”, I’m referring to myself and 18 U.S. Code § 201 - Bribery of public 


officials and witnesses: 
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$201. Bribery of public officials and witnesses 


(a) For the purpose of this section— 

(1) the term “public official’’ means Member 
of Congress, Delegate, or Resident Commis- 
rage — before « or atter such offic A p 


(b) Whoever— 

(1) directly or indirectly, corruptly gives, of-

Joffe fits this definition because he was working for Neustar which had a contract with 
the Executive Office of the President: 


As bad as the original indictment was, Durham filed a new motion this month alleging 
that even after Trump was sworn into office, Joffe continued to collect data not only from 
Trump's private properties but also from the EOP. J6ffe’sifirm) NeUstan had alcontractiwith 
the EOP to provide DNS resolution services. Joffe then shared this data again with 


Sussmann, who this time took his “narrative” against Trump to “Agency-2” (reported to be 
the CIA). 


The EOP is part of the Executive Branch of our Government: 
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Executive Office of the President 


Every day, the President of the United States is faced with scores of decisions, 
each with important consequences for America’s future. To provide the 
President with the support that he or she needs to govern effectively, the 
Executive Office of the President (EOP) was created in 1939 by President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. The EOP has responsibility for tasks ranging from 
communicating the President’s message to the American people to promoting 


our trade interests abroad. 


The EOP, overseen by the White House Chief of Staff, has traditionally been 
home to many of the President’s closest advisers. While Senate confirmation 
is required for some advisers, such as the Director of the Office of 
Management and Budget, most are appointed with full Presidential 
discretion. The individual offices that these advisors oversee have grown in 
size and number since the EOP was created. Some were formed by Congress, 
others as the President has needed them — they are constantly shifting as 
each President identifies his or her needs and priorities. Perhaps the most 
visible parts of the EOP are the White House Communications Office and 
Press Secretary's Office. The Press Secretary provides daily briefings for the 
media on the President's activities and agenda. Less visible to most Americans 
is the National Security Council, which advises the President on foreign 


policy, intelligence, and national security. 


Keep that Bribery in mind as we move forward. 


Now let’s look at the final few pieces of Trump’s lawsuit for the appropriate context 
we ll need for the rest of the article. This is where the lawsuit lays out all the counts 
against the defendants. I’m going to be focusing on the “Count 1 - RICO” and “Count 2 
- RICO Conspiracy”. 
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Count I 
RICO 


(Against Clinton, Clinton Campaign, DNC, Perkins Coie, Elias, and Sussmann) 


The RICO Enterprise 
269. At all relevant times, the RICO Defendants, Clinton, the Clinton Campaign, the 


DNC, Perkins Coie, Elias, and Sussmann, constituted an association in-fact enterprise (the 
“Enterprise”) within the meaning of 18'US1C)§1961(4). 


Here is the text from 18 U.S.C. § 1961(4): 


(4) ‘‘enterprise’’ includes any individual, 
partnership, corporation, association, or other 
legal entity, and any union or group of indi- 
viduals associated in fact although not a legal 
entity; 
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270. The members of the Enterprise are a group of persons associated together for the 
common purpose of carrying on an ongoing enterprise; specifically, the Enterprise had a common, 
unlawful goal of dismantling the Plaintiff's political career and/or impeding his ability to 
effectively govern through fraudulent, deceptive, and criminal means, including, but not limited 
to, falsely implicating the Plaintiff, the Trump Campaign, and the Trump Administration as 
colluding with Russia. 

271. By virtue of the RICO Defendants’ professional relationships and frequent business 
collaborations, the Enterprise had an existence and legitimate business and political purpose 
separate and apart from the racketeering activity itself. 


272. Since the Enterprise’s activities had a significant effect on the 2016 presidential 


race, and affected fundraising and electoral spending, the Enterprise affected interstate and foreign 


commerce. 
273. The Enterprise was formed as early as April 2015 and remains ongoing and 
continuing to the present day. 


Very important to note that Trump’s lawsuit tells us that the Enterprise “remains 
ongoing and continuing to the present day.” You'll understand the significance of that 


statement by the end of the article. 


276. The Enterprise has, or at all relevant times had, an organized, clearly delineated, 
ongoing organizational framework and command structure for carrying out its objectives: the 


Clinton Campaign and the DNC were at all relevant times mutually controlled by Clinton, who 
worked in tandem with their joint counsel, Perkins Coie, whose partners, Sussmann, and Elias, 


simultaneously served as general counsel for the Clinton Campaign and the DNC. 
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Predicate Acts 
278. Section 1961(1) of RICO also provides that “racketeering activity” includes any act 
indictable under 18 U.S.C. § 1832 (relating to theft of trade secrets) and 18 U.S.C. §§ 1503 and/or 


1512 (obstruction of justice). As set forth herein, in furtherance of the scheme to defraud the 


Plant, the RICO Defendants engaged in mumerous acts in violation of 18 U.S.C. § 1832 and 18 
U.S.C. § 1503 and/or 1512, including, without limitation, as set forth herein. 


Obstruction of Justice (18 U.S.C. §§ 1503, 1512) 


296. The RICO Defendants, through and using the Enterprise, engaged in, and continues 


to engage in, a coordinated effort to destroy the Plaintiff's political career and impede his ability 


to effectively govern as President of the United States. This coordinated effort amounts to a set of 


related predicate acts with similar purposes, results, and methods, which included acts in violation 
of 18 U.S.C. § 1503 and/or 1512 (obstruction of justice). 


Count II 
RICO Conspiracy 


(Against Clinton, Clinton Campaign, Bre pa Coie, Sussmann, Dolan, Sullivan, Podesta, 


Mook, Reines, Elias, Fusion GPS, Simpson, Fritsch, Nellie Ohr, Bruce Ohr, Orbis Ltd., Steele, 
Danchenko, Neustar, and Joffe) 
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319. The RICO Conspiracy Defendants conspired with each other to violate 18 U.S.C. 
§ 1962(C) and knowingly agreed, conspired and acted in concert for the express purpose of injuring 


the Plaintiff's political career and/o: n through a pattern 


of racketeering activity. 

320. The RICO Conspiracy Defendants knew that they were engaged in a conspiracy to 
commit the predicate acts, including theft of trade secrets (18 U.S.C. § 1832) and obstruction of 
justice (18 U.S.C. §§ 1503 and/or 1512), and they knew that the predicate acts were part of such 
racketeering activity, and the participation and agreement of each of them was necessary to allow 
the commission of this pattern racketeering activity. This conduct constitutes conspiracy to violate 


18 U.S.C. § 1962(c), in violation of 18 U.S.C. § 1962(d). 


This is where things get rather interesting. 


RICO and Transnational Criminal Organizations 


The FBI has an entire section on their website dedicated to “Transnational Organized 


Crime” and it provides us with some great background information: 


Overview 


Transnational organized crime (TOC) groups are self-perpetuating associations of 
individuals who operate, wholly or in part, by illegal means and irrespective of 
geography. They constantly seek to Obtainjpowerminfluenceyandimonetary gains. There 
is no single structure under which TOC groups function—they vary from hierarchies to 
clans, networks, and cells, and may evolve into other structures. These groups are 
typically insular and protectitheinactivitiessthroughicorruption, violence, international 
commerce, complex communication mechanisms, and an organizationalystructure 
exploiting national boundaries. 
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TOC poses a significant and growing threat to national and international security with 


dire implications for public safety, public health, démocratic institutions, and economic 
stability across the globe. It jeopardizes our border security, endangers our health 
through human trafficking and counterfeit pharmaceuticals, and seeks to corruptofficials 


domesticallyandiabroad. These threats also include criminal penetration of global 
energy and strategic material markets that are vital to national security interests, and 


logistical and other support to terrorists and foreign intelligence services. 


Glossary of Terms 


Criminal Enterprise 
The FBI defines a criminal enterprise as a group of individuals with an identified 
hierarchy, or comparable structure, engaged in significant criminal activity. 


These organizations often engage in multiple criminal activities and have extensive 
supporting networks. The terms Organized Crime and Criminal Enterprise are similar 
and often used synonymously. However, various federal criminal statutes specifically 
define the elements of an enterprise that need to be proven in order to convict 
individuals or groups of individuals under those statutes. 


The RICO statute, or Title 18 of the United States Code, Section 1961(4), defines an 
enterprise as "any individual, partnership, corporation, association, or other legal entity, 
and any union or group of individuals associated in fact although not a legal entity." 


Reminder that Title 18 USC, Section 1961(4) was referenced in Trump’s lawsuit in the 
very first section of “Count 1 - RICO”: 


The RICO Enterprise 
269. At all relevant times, the RICO Defendants, Clinton, the Clinton Campaign, the 


DNC, Perkins Coie, Elias, and Sussmann, constituted an association in-fact enterprise (the 


“Enterprise”) within the meaning of 18 U.S.C. § 1961(4).. 
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Significant Racketeering Activity 


The FBI defines significant racketeering activities as those predicate criminal acts that 
are chargeable under the Racketeer Influenced and Corrupt Organizations statute. 


These are found in Title 18 \ofithelUnited!States'\CodenSection1961(%) and include the 


following federal crimes:

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Let’s connect the dots here to make sure you understand the significance of what I’m

e Trump’s lawsuit lists individuals and entities with foreign origins. 


e Trump’s lawsuit lists multiple crimes from of our United States code that are 
also used by the FBI when they classify the conduct of Transnational Organized 


Crime groups (also referred to as Transnational Criminal Organizations). 


e The FBI describes TCOs as groups that “seek to obtain power, influence and 
monetary gains, protect their activities through corruption, have an 
organizational structure exploiting national boundaries, are a threat to 


democratic institutions”. 


The Enterprise described in Trumps lawsuit is a Transnational Criminal Organization 


based on the definitions provided by our own Federal Bureau of Investigations. 


Countering Transnational Organized Crime 


To combat the ongoing threat posed by these groups, the FBI has a long-established 
—yet constantly evolving—transnational organized crime program dedicated to 
eliminating the criminal enterprises that pose the greatest threat to America. 
Dismantling and disrupting major international and national organized criminal 
enterprises is a longstanding area of Bureau expertise. The goal of the FBI is to bring 
down entire organizations, not just arrest select individuals. 


The Bureau uses the RICO Act to expand criminal accountability for a number of 
“predicate offenses,” and to expand a single offense across multiple members of a 
criminal enterprise. Unlike typical investigations, which target a single criminal act, this 
multi-pronged approach allows the FBI to disrupt or dismantle the entire enterprise. 


So as we move forward throughout this article, when we think of transnational criminal 


organizations, think of the “deep state” and those listed in Trump’s lawsuit. 


Would it surprise you if I told you that throughout his Presidency, Trump used his 
executive powers to combat Transnational Criminal Organizations? At this point, 


Trump’s foresight into countering the “deep state” should come as no surprise at all. 


Let’s first look at the first Executive Order fighting transnational criminal organizations 
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that was put in place by Barack Obama. 


The Executive Actions 


Executive Order 13581 
On July 24, 2011, Barack Obama issued EO 13581: 


Executive Order 13581 of July 24, 2011 


Blocking Property of Transnational Criminal 
Organizations 


By the authority vested in me as President by the Constitution and the laws of the 
United States of America, including the International Emergency Economic 
Powers Act (50 U.S.C. 1701 et seq.) (IEEPA), the National Emergencies Act (50 
U.S.C. 1601 et seq.) (NEA), and section 301 of title 3, United States Code, 


I, BARACK OBAMA, President of the United States of America, find that the 
activities of significant transnational criminal organizations, such as those listed 
in the Annex to this order, have reached such scope and gravity that they 
threaten the stability of international political and economic systems. Such 
organizations are becoming increasingly sophisticated and dangerous to the 
United States; they are increasingly entrenched in the operations of foreign 
governments and the international financial system, thereby weakening 
democratic institutions, degrading the rule of law, and undermining economic 
markets. These organizations facilitate and aggravate violent civil conflicts and 
increasingly facilitate the activities of other dangerous persons. I therefore 
determine that significant transnational criminal organizations constitute an 
unusual and extraordinary threat to the national security, foreign policy, and 
economy of the United States, and hereby declare a national emergency to deal 
with that threat. 


The language in this EO is almost identical to some of the key EO’s we've already seen 
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throughout the Devolution Series (13848, 13818). It accomplishes the same sanctions and 


everything. Here is the key part you'll need to see for now: 


Section 1. (a) All property and interests in property that are in the United 
States, that hereafter come within the United States, or that are or hereafter 
come within the possession or control of any United States person, including any 
overseas branch, of the following persons are blocked and may not be 


transferred, paid, exported, withdrawn, or otherwise dealt in: 
» the persons listed in the Annex to this order and 


(ii) any person determined by the Secretary of the Treasury, in consultation 


with the Attorney General and the Secretary of State: 


(A) to be a foreign person that constitutes a significant transnational criminal 


organization; 


(B) to have materially assisted, sponsored, or provided financial, material, or 
technological support for, or goods or services to or in support of, any person 


whose property and interests in property are blocked pursuant to this order; or 


(C) to be owned or controlled by, or to have acted or purported to act for or on 
behalf of, directly or indirectly, any person whose property and interests in 


property are blocked pursuant to this order. 


This Executive Order is important because it is the basis for many of the interesting 
moves Trump made in office relating to transnational criminal organizations. Now we 


can look at the actual moves Trump made. 


On February 9th, 2017, President Trump issued Executive order 13773: 
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Executive Order 13773 of February 9, 2017 


Enforcing Federal Law With Respect to Transnational 
Criminal Organizations and Preventing International 
Trafficking 


By the authority vested in me as President by the Constitution and the laws of the 


United States of America, it is hereby ordered as follows: 


Section 1. Purpose. Transnational criminal organizations and subsidiary 
organizations, including transnational drug cartels, have spread throughout the 
Nation, threatening the safety of the United States and its citizens. These 
organizations derive revenue through widespread illegal conduct, including acts 
of violence and abuse that exhibit a wanton disregard for human life. They, for 
example, have been known to commit brutal murders, rapes, and other barbaric 
acts. 


These groups are drivers of crime, ¢orruption, violence, and misery. In particular, 
the trafficking by cartels of controlled substances has triggered a resurgence in 
deadly drug abuse and a corresponding rise in violent crime related to drugs. 
Likewise, the trafficking and smuggling of human beings by transnational 
criminal groups risks creating a humanitarian crisis. These crimes, along with 
many others, are enriching and empowering these organizations to the detriment 
of the American people. 


A comprehensive and decisive approach is required to dismantle these organized 


crime syndicates and restore safety for the American people. 
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Sec. 2. Policy. It shall be the policy of the executive branch to: 


(a) strengthen enforcement of Federal law in order to thwart transnational 
criminal organizations and subsidiary organizations, including criminal gangs, 
cartels, racketeering organizations, and other groups engaged in illicit activities 


that present a threat to public safety and national security and that are related to, 


for example: 


(i) the illegal smuggling and trafficking of humans, drugs or other 


substances, wildlife, and weapons; 


(ii) corruption, cybercrime, fraud, financial crimes, and intellectual=property 
theft; or 


(iii) the illegal concealment or transfer of proceeds derived from such illicit 


activities. 


Take note of the FBI’s definition of “Intellectual Property”: 


Intellectual property theft involves robbing people or companies of their ideas, 
inventions, and creative expressions—known as “intellectual property’—which can 


include everything from trade"secrets and proprietary products and parts to movies, 
music, and software. 


Remember what Trump’s lawsuit said regarding theft of trade secrets: 
Predicate Acts 
278. Section 1961(1) of RICO also provides that “racketeering activity” includes any act 
indictable under 18 U.S.C. § 1832 (relating to theft Of trade Seerets) and 18 U.S.C. §§ 1503 and/or 
1512 (obstruction of justice). As set forth herein, in furtherance of the scheme to defraud the 
Plaintiff, the RICO Defendants engaged in numerous acts in violation of 18 U.S.C. § 1832 and 18 
U.S.C. § 1503 and/or 1512, including, without limitation, as set forth herein. 
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Trump’s Executive Order 13773 appears to call out the Russian Collusion Hoaxers 
directly. Now I won't be going through the remainder of this executive order, but 
Executive Order 13773 outlines the Trump strategy for dismantling Transnational 
Criminal Organizations. The part to keep in mind is the working group the Executive 


Order established and who co-chaired it: 


Sec. 3. Implementation. In furtherance of the policy set forth in section 2 of this 
order, the Secretary of State, the Attorney General, the Secretary of Homeland 
Security, and the/Director of National Intelligence, or their designees, Shall ¢o- 


(TMWG), which shall: 


(a) work to support and improve the coordination of Federal agencies’ efforts to 
identify, interdict, investigate, prosecute, and dismantle transnational criminal 


organizations and subsidiary organizations within and beyond the United States; 


(b) work to improve Federal agencies’ provision, collection, reporting, and 
sharing of, and access to, data relevant to Federal efforts against transnational 


criminal organizations and subsidiary organizations; 


(c) work to increase intelligence and law enforcement information sharing with 
foreign partners battling transnational criminal organizations and subsidiary 
organizations, and to enhance international operational capabilities and 


cooperation; 


(d) assess Federal agencies’ allocation of monetary and personnel resources for 
identifying, interdicting, and dismantling transnational criminal organizations 
and subsidiary organizations, as well as any resources that should be redirected 


toward these efforts; 


The list goes to the letter “J” but you should get the idea. This was Trump’s first action 


at combatting Transnational Organized Crime. His next action was one of the most 
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interesting things I’ve ever seen while digging through the Federal Register. I’ve looked 
at every single one of Trump’s Executive actions multiple times and I have never seen 


this before. 


Barack Obama’s EO 13581 declared a national emergency with respect to transnational 
criminal organizations. This means that for the Executive Order to remain in effect, the 


national emergency must be continued on an annual basis. On July 19, 2017, Donald 


Trump issued his first continuation of that National Emergency.

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On July 24, 2011, by Executive Order 13581, the President declared a national 
emergency with respect to transnational criminal organizations pursuant to the 
International Emergency Economic Powers Act (50 U.S.C. 1701-1706) to deal 
with the unusual and extraordinary threat to the national security, foreign policy, 
and economy of the United States constituted by the activities of the significant 


transnational criminal organizations. 


Paragraph 3: 


The activities of significant transnational criminal organizations continue to pose 
an unusual and extraordinary threat to the national security, foreign policy, and 
economy of the United States. For this reason, the national emergency declared 
in Executive Order 13581 of July 24, 2011, and the measures adopted on that date 
to deal with that emergency, must continue in effect beyond July 24, 2017. 
Therefore, in accordance with section 202(d) of the National Emergencies Act 
(50 U.S.C. 1622(d)), Iam continuing for 1 year the national emergency with 
respect to transnational criminal organizations declared in Executive Order 
13581. 


Now for Paragraph 2. Note that I crossed out the one sentence that was exactly the same 


in both versions so you can see what was changed.

What stood out to me from the July 20th version was that it made a point to draw 
attention to the fact that transnational criminal organizations “threaten the stability of 
international political and economic systems” and that they are “entrenched in the 


operations of foreign governments and the international financial system, thereby 
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weakening democratic institutions”. The Trump administration, in referring this way to 
the “international financial system” as being infested with transnational criminal 


operatives, is quietly designating the central bankers as transnational criminals. 


This is a direct shot at the political establishment we refer to as the deep state. This 
change made by Trump perfectly describes the operations of the global elite and their 
attempts to create their New World Order. 


Keep in mind, that both the July 19th and July 20th versions accomplished the same 
thing - they both resulted in the continuation of EO 13581. His withdrawal of the July 
19th version and reissuance with the July 20th version had zero effect on the executive 


order or what it did. All this did was change the verbiage used in one paragraph. 
The change wasn’t necessary! 


So why did he do it? I believe he was calling out the deep state. He was pointing his 
finger directly at the enemy and basically telling them that he is not only watching 
them, but he has them by the balls. He knew what they did with the Russian Collusion 
Hoax.

This may seem obvious to those who believe Trump implemented devolution, but the

called for enforcing federal law with respect to transnational criminal 
organizations and created the Threat Mitigation Working Group (TMWG), co- 
chaired by “the Secretary of State, the Attorney General, the Secretary of 
Homeland Security, and the Director of National Intelligence, or their 
designees”. The TMWG was to lead our nation’s efforts to “identify, interdict, 
investigate, prosecute, and dismantle transnational criminal organizations and 


subsidiary organizations within and beyond the United States”. 


e Trump issued a continuation of Obama’s Executive Order 13581 every year of his 
presidency, including the unprecedented withdrawal and reissuance after 
changing the language to call out the deep state and specifically the 


“international financial system.” 


Transnational criminal organizations are considered a national security threat 
and were mentioned in the Trump administration’s National Security Strategy 


and the Department of Defense’s National Defense Strategy. 


All the above tells me that Trump was once again making moves to fight against the 


deep state and he was setting the table for something bigger to come later on. 
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Let’s continue. 


Taking Additional Steps 


The next significant move Trump made came on March 15th, of 2019 through the 
issuance of Executive Order 13863. To understand the significance of what this 
Executive Order did, we need to consider its timing. On March 24th, 2019, it was

I, DONALD J. TRUMP, President of the United States of America, in order to 
take additional steps to deal with the national emergency with respect to 
significant transnational criminal organizations declared in Executive Order | 
13581 of July 24, 2011 (Blocking Property of Transnational Criminal 
Organizations), in view of the evolution of these organizations as well as the 
increasing sophistication of their activities, which threaten international political 


and economic systems and pose a direct threat to the safety and welfare of the 
United States and its citizens, and given the ability of these organizations to 


derive revenue through widespread illegal conduct, including acts of violence and 
abuse that exhibit a wanton disregard for human life as well as many other 


crimes enriching and empowering these organizations, hereby order: 


Section 1. Subsection (e) of section 3 of Executive Order 13581 is hereby 


amended to read as follows: 


So this Executive Order is amending subsection (e) of Obama’s Executive Order 13581. 


Remember that Executive Order 13581 declares a national emergency relating to 
transnational criminal organizations and is the executive order of which Trump issued 
that unprecedented continuation withdrawal and reissuance. Here is side by side

Trump’s Executive order made one “small” change by widening the jurisdiction relating 
to transnational criminal organizations. Instead of only encompassing two foreign 
states, it now also covered situations involving only one foreign state and the United 
States and it came 9 days prior to the Mueller investigation concluding after finding no 


evidence of collusion. 
That cannot be a coincidence. 


Now that Trump has filed his lawsuit with multiple counts relating to a RICO enterprise 
and therefore transnational criminal organizations, the timing and impact of this 
Executive Order amendment can be examined in a new light. Did Trump set the table 
for all those involved in the Russian Collusion Hoax to be wrapped up into Executive 
Order 13581? 


Let’s look one more time at what Executive Order 13581 does (reminder this language is 
nearly identical to Executive Orders 13848 and 13818):

Before Mueller began his sham special counsel, Durham was already in play. He 


wouldn't even officially be appointed by Jeff Sessions as interim U.S. Attorney for the 


District of Connecticut until October 28th, 2017:

The 
unbalanced, uncertain, and seemingly unlimited focus of the special counsel’s investigation has 
led many of our constituents to see a dual/standard’of justice|thatbenefitsonly the powerfulyand 
politically well-connected) For this reason, we call on you to appoint a second special counsel! 

to investigate a plethora of matters connected to the 2016 election and its aftermath, including 
actions taken by previously public figures like Attorney General Loretta Lynch, FBI Director 
James Comey, and former Secretary of State Hillary Clinton. 


I want to make sure you note the particular language used in this letter that you will see 


often throughout this article. Here the phrase “other matters related” to describe what 


they would like investigated by a second special counsel. Here are those “matters”: 
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We call on a newly appointed special counsel to investigate, consistent with appropriate 
regulations, the following questions, many of which were previously posed by this Committee 
and remain unanswered: 


1) Then-Attorney General Loretta Lynch directing Mr. Comey to mislead the American 
people on the nature of the Clinton investigation; 

2) The shadow cast over our system of justice concerning Secretary Clinton and her 
involvement in mishandling classified information; 

3) FBI and DOJ’s investigative decisions related to former Secretary Clinton’s email 
investigation, including the propriety and consequence of immunity deals given to 
potential Clinton co-conspirators Cheryl Mills, Heather Samuelson, John Bentel and 
possibly others; 

4) The apparent failureof DOJ to empanel/a grand jury to investigate allegations of 
mishandling of classified information by Hillary Clinton and her associates; 

5) The Department of State and its employees’ involvement in determining which 
communications of Secretary Clinton’s and her associates to turn over for public scrutiny; 


6) WikiLeaks disclosures concerning the Clinton Foundation and its potentiallywunlawful 


7) Connections between the Clinton campaign, or the Clinton Foundation, and foreign 


8) Mr. Comey’s knowledge of the purchase of UranitimOnelby the company Rosatom, 
whether the approval of the sale was connected to any donations made to the Clinton 
Foundation, and what role Secretary Clinton played in the approval of that sale that had

9) Disclosures arising from unlawful access to the Democratic National Committee’s (DNC) 
computer systems, including inappropriate collusion between the DNC and the Clinton 
campaign to undermine Senator Bernie Sanders’ presidential campaign; 

10) Post-election accusations by the President that he was wiretapped by the previous 
Administration, and whether Mr. Comey and Ms. Lynch had any knowledge of efforts 
made by any federal agency to unlawfully monitor communications of then-candidate 
Trump or his associates; 
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11) SGlEGtedNeaksiOf Classified information related to the unmasking of U.S. person identities 


incidentally collected upon by the intelligence community, including an assessment of 
whether anyone in the Obama Administration, including Mr. Comey, Ms. Lynch, Ms. 
Susan Rice, Ms. Samantha Power, or others, had any knowledge about the “unmasking” 
of individuals on then candidate-Trump’s campaign team, transition team, or both; 

12) Admitted leaks by Mr. Comey to Columbia University law professor, Daniel Richman, 
regarding conversations between Mr. Comey and President Trump, how the leaked 
information was purposefully released to lead to the appointment of a special counsel, 
and whether any classified information was included in the now infamous “Comey 
memos”; 

13) Mr. Comey’s and the FBI’s apparent reliance on “Fusion GPS” in its investigation of the 
Trump campaign, including the company’s creation of a “dossier” of information about 
Mr. Trump, that dossier’s commission and dissemination in the months before and after 
the 2016 election, whether the FBI paid anyone connected to the dossier, and the 
intelligence sources of Fusion GPS or any person or company working for Fusion GPS 
and its affiliates; and 

14) Any and all potential leaks originated by Mr. Comey and provide to author Michael 
Schmidt dating back to 1993. 


Many of the “matters” above clearly compromise the security of our nation. Just keep in 


mind that our military is tasked, in part, with defending the security of our nation. 


Now, the second letter from the Judiciary Republicans calling for the establishment of a 
second special counsel to investigate the “matters” listed above came on September 
27th, 2017. 


On November 13th, 2017, shortly after John Durham’s appointment to interim U.S. 
Attorney for the District of Connecticut, Assistant Attorney General Stephen E. Boyd

As noted during our prior meeting in response to your letters, the Department of Justice 
(Department) takes seriously its responsibility to provide timely and accurate information to 
Congress on issues of public interest, and seeks to do so in a non-political manner that is 
consistent with the Department’s litigation, law enforcement, and national security 
responsibilities. Additionally, the Department’s leadership has a duty to carefully evaluate the 
status of ongoing matters to ensure that justice is served and that the Department’s 
communications with Congress are accurate and complete.

Again, note the language - “investigate various matters”, “unlawful dealings related to 


the Clinton Foundation and other matters”. 


To further that goal, the Attorney General has directed senior federal prosecutors to 
evaluate Certain issues Praised in your létters. These senior prosecutors will report directly to the 
Attomey General and the Deputy Attorney General, as appropriate, and will make 


whether any matters currently under investigation require further resources, or whether any 


matters merit the appointment of a Special Counsel. This will better enable the Attorney General 


and the Deputy Attorney General to more effectively evaluate and manage the caseload. In 
conducting this review, all allegations will be reviewed in light of the Principles of Federal 


Prosecution. (USAM 9-27.000)

USAM 9-27.000 is a subsection of the Title 9 - Criminal section of the Department of 


Justice Manual. The title of this subsection is: Principles of Federal Prosecution. 
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9-27.001 - PREFACE 


These principles of federal prosecution provide federal prosecutors a statement of prosecutorial policies and practices. As 
such, they should promote the reasoned exercise of prosecutorial authority and contribute to the fair, evenhanded 
administration of the federal criminal laws. 


A determination to prosecute represents a policy judgment tha’ 


at prosecution entails profound consequences for the accused, crime victims, and their families whether 
or not a conviction ultimately results. Other prosecutorial decisions can be equally significant. Decisions, for example, 
regarding the specific charges to be brought, or concerning plea dispositions, effectively determine the range of sanctions 
that may be imposed for criminal conduct. The rare decision to consent to pleas of nolo contendere may affect the success of 
related civil suits for recovery of damages. And the government's position during the sentencing process will help ensure that 
the court imposes a sentence consistent with 18 U.S.C. § 3553(a). 


These principles of federal prosecution have been designed to assist in structuring the decision-making process of attorneys 
for the government. For the most part, they have been cast in general terms with a view to providing guidance rather than to 
mandating results. The intent is to assure regularity without regimentation, and to prevent unwarranted disparity without 
sacrificing necessary flexibility. 


One particular part of this subsection that is relevant to this article is as follows: 


9-27.200 - INITIATING AND DECLINING PROSECUTION—PROBABLE CAUSE REQUIREMENT 


If the attorney for the government concludes that there is probable cause to believe that a person has committed a federal 
offense within his/her jurisdiction, he/she should consider whether to: 


1. 

2. Commence or recommend prosecution; 

3. Decline prosecution and refer the matter for prosecutorial consideration in another jurisdiction; 

4. Decline prosecution and commence or recommend pretrial diversion or other non-criminal disposition; or 
5. Decline prosecution without taking other action. 


Comment. JM 9-27.200 sets forth the courses of action available to the attorney for the government once he/she concludes 
that there is probable cause to believe that a person has committed a federal offense within his/her jurisdiction. The 
probable cause standard is the same standard required for the issuance of an arrest warrant or a summons upon a complaint 


(see Fed. R. Crim. P. 4(a)), and for a magistrate's decision to hold a defendant to answer in the district court (see Fed. R. 
Cin. 5) MTT TTTRE ser ancrg v. Hayes, 408 US. 66, 686 
(1972). This is, of course, a threshold consideration only. Merely because this requirement can be met in a given case does 
not automatically warrant prosecution; further investigation may instead be warranted, and the prosecutor should still take 
into account all relevant considerations, including those described in the following provisions, in deciding upon his/her 
course of action. On the other hand, failure to meet the minimal requirement of probable cause is an absolute bar to 
initiating a federal prosecution, and in some circumstances may preclude reference to other prosecuting authorities or 
recourse to non-criminal sanctions or other measures as well. 


The senior federal prosecutors reviewing “matters” related to the 2016 election were to 
make recommendations as to whether those “matters” were to be pursued criminally, if 
there were other “matters” to investigate, and whether any special counsel should be 


established. We'll touch on the Grand Jury part shortly. 


On March 29th 2018, Jeff Sessions disclosed that he had specifically assigned United 
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States Attorney John Huber to lead the effort of investigating those “various matters”: 


As noted in Assistant Attorney General Stephen E. Boyd’s November 13, 
2017, letter to the House Committee on the Judiciary, I already have directed senior 
federal prosecutors to evaluate certain issues previously raised by the Committee. In 
that letter, Mr. Boyd stated: 


“These senior prosecutors will report directly to the Attorney General 
and the Deputy Attorney General, as appropriate, and will make 
recommendations as to whether any matters not currently under 
investigation should be opened, whether any matters currently under 
investigation require further resources, or whether any matters merit 
the appointment of a Special Counsel.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — Attorney General William Barr has appointed a U.S. attorney to examine 
the origins of the Russia investigation and determine if intelligence collection involving the 
Trump campaign was “lawful and appropriate,” according to a person familiar with the issue. 

Barr appointed John Durham, the U.S. attorney in Connecticut, to conduct the inquiry, the person 
said. The person could not discuss the matter publicly and spoke Monday to The Associated Press 


on condition of anonymity. 


With the appointment, Barr is addressing a rallying cry of President Donald Trump and his 
supporters, who have accused the Justice Department and FBI of unlawfully spying on his 


campaign. 


It’s still just so interesting to me that John Durham was actively involved with 
investigating “matters” related to the 2016 election well before the date of May 14th, 
2019, when he was officially appointed by Bill Barr. 
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On September 24th, 2019, it was reported that John Durham assumed parts of John 


Huber’s Clinton Foundation review: 


Aspects of U.S. Attorney John Huber's investigation into the Clinton Foundation have been 
assumed by U.S. Attorney John Durham as part of his review into the origins of the Russia 
probe, Fox News has learned. 


A source familiar with Durham's investigation told Fox News on Thursday that parts of 


what Huber was investigating in 2017 -- involving the Clinton Foundation — have been 
incorporated in Durham's investigation. 


On January 9th, 2020, it was reported that John Huber’s investigation was concluded and 


found “no tangible results.” Based on the scope of what John Huber was investigating 
(the Clinton Foundation and all those “related matters”) it’s hard to imagine his 
investigation finding “no tangible results.” Why would Durham take on aspects of it if 


he didn’t find anything of consequence? 


We found out in December of 2020 that prior to the election on October 18th, Bill Barr 
had quietly named John Durham “Special Counsel” investigating the 2016 election and 


related matters. It’s significant that this move was made prior to the election as it once 
again shows the foresight of Donald Trump and his team. They knew the election was 
going to be stolen. They cemented John Dunham’s investigation without political bias

listed by the Judiciary Republicans. This effort was later confirmed to be led by 
John Huber 


e March 23rd, 2019 - Mueller investigation concludes 
e May 14th, 2019 - Barr taps Durham to investigate the Russian Collusion Hoax 
e September 24th, 2019 - Durham assumes aspects of Huber investigation 


e January 9th, 2020 - Huber concludes investigation with finding “no tangible 


results” 
¢ October 19th, 2020 - Bill Barr secretly names John Durham as Special Counsel 


e¢ December 14th, 2020 - Bill Barr “Resigns” 


So John Durham has his hands all over this investigation going back before Robert 
Mueller was even named special counsel. John Huber’s investigation has a massive and 
wide-ranging scope.

to Grand Jury’s 


The Grand Jury 


Let’s educate ourselves on what a Grand Jury is: 


NATURE OF THE GRAND JURY 


The powers and functions of the federal grand jury differ from those of the federal trial jury, 
which is called the petit jury. The petit jury listens to the evidence offered by the prosecution and the 


After that, the accused will go to trial. 
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(1) The Grand Jury's Tasks 


As stated above, the federal grand jury's function is to determine whether a person shall be 
tried for a serious federal crime alleged to have been committed within the district where it sits. 
Matters may be brought to its attention in three ways: (1) by the United States Attorney or an 
Assistant United States Attorney; (2) by the court that impaneled it; and (3) from the personal 
knowledge of a member of the grand jury or from matters properly brought to a member's personal 
attention. In all these cases, the grand jury must hear evidence before taking action. 


SELECTION OF GRAND JURORS 


Federal law requires that a grand jury be selected at random from a fair cross section of the 
community in the district or division in which the federal grand jury convenes. Thus, all citizens have 
an equal opportunity and obligation to serve. 


Pursuant to law, the names of prospective grand jurors are drawn at random from lists of 
registered voters or lists of actual voters, or other sources when necessary, under procedures 
designed to ensure that all groups in the community will have a fair chance to serve. Those persons 
whose names have been drawn and who are not exempt or excused from service are summoned to 
appear for duty as grand jurors. When these persons appear before the court, the presiding judge 
may consider any further requests to be excused. The judge will then direct the selection of 23 
qualified persons to become the members of the grand jury. 


SECRECY 


The law imposes upon each grand juror a strict obligation of secrecy. This obligation is 
emphasized in the oath each grand juror takes and in the charge given to the grand jury by the judge. 


The tradition of secrecy continues as a vital part of the grand jury system for many reasons. 
It protects the grand jurors from being subjected to pressure by persons who may be subjects of 
investigations by the grand jury or associates of such persons. It prevents the escape of those 
against whom an indictment is being considered. It encourages witnesses before the grand jury to 
give full and truthful information as to the commission ofa crime. It also prevents tampering with or 
intimidation of such witnesses before they testify at trial. Finally, it prevents the disclosure of 
investigations that result in no action by the grand jury and avoids any stigma the public might attach 
to one who is the subject of a mere investigation by the grand jury. 


Essentially, the grand jury may disclose matters occurring before it only to the attorneys for 
the government for use in the performance of their duties, but even attorneys for the government 
may not be informed of what took place during the grand jury's deliberations and voting. The only 
other time matters occurring before the grand jury may be disclosed to anyone is when disclosure is 
ordered by the court in the interests of justice. Disclosure of such matters may never be made to 
grand juror's friends or family, including a grand juror’s spouse. 


As far as indictments go, in some situations, they may be sealed. This screenshot is from 


legalbeagle.com but gives us a good idea: 
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Criminal Procedure for Grand Jury Indictment 


When someone is suspected of committing a federal crime, prosecutors will go before 
a grand jury and ask them to bring criminal charges against the suspect. They do this 
by presenting witnesses and key evidence to prove their case. It's the grand jury's job 
to decide whether there's enough evidence to justify having a full criminal trial. If there 
is probable cause that the suspect committed the crime, the grand jury will issue an 
indictment. This is not a determination of guilt, but a legal statement that a crime was 
committed, the accused probably did it, and there should be a full legal trial. 


Sealed Indictment in Criminal Cases 


When an indictment is issued on someone, it means he will be arrested and charged 
with the crime. A sealed indictment is simply an indictment that is kept secret from the 
public. At this point, no one can disclose the existence of the indictment so no one 
knows who is under investigation for a crime and what offense is alleged. 


‘At some appropriate moment which prosecutors decide, the indictment is unsealed and 


a warrant is issued for the suspect's arrest. So, while an indictment may start out 
sealed, it will become unsealed and part of the public record before the defendant goes 
to trial. 


Think of the Durham investigation and all the “related matters” potentially involved 
here. How many of these criminals are just continually committing crimes to try and 
gain power to cover up their previous crimes. All of this is connected and a majority of 


the same players are involved in so many of them. 


Using sealed indictments is the only way to bring these people down. You don’t unseal 
them until you’re ready to take them all down at once. If these dumbasses keep 


committing crimes, you have more indictments to add.

Memes like this are funny because there is some level of truth to them. Remember, 


Grand Jury investigations simply have to decide if there is enough evidence to take it to 
trial, they don’t actually have to convict. Once they find there is enough evidence, they 
vote to indict, and then the indictment is sealed until the appropriate moment the 


prosecutor finds it is ready to unseal. 


Sealed indictments via Grand Jury is key to taking down the political establishment. I 
believe things are taking so long because the timing isn’t right yet (as I have been saying 
for some time). I believe Trump and the players involved in the devolution operation 
have been involved with assisting Durham and his team in taking down the political 


establishment through the use of Grand Juries. 


Let me show you how. 


Executive Action 


One of the most famous moves Trump made relating to the Russian Collusion Hoax was 
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his Memorandum issued on January 19th, 2021. The day before leaving office, he 
announced he would be declassifying numerous documents related to the FBI’s 


Crossfire Hurricane Investigation:

Section 1. Declassification and Release. At my request, on December 30, 2020, 
the Department of Justice provided the White House with a binder of materials 
related to the Federal Bureau of Investigation's Crossfire Hurricane 
investigation. Portions of the documents in the binder have remained classified 
and have not been released to the Congress or the public. I requested the 
documents so that a declassification review could be performed and so I could 
determine to what extent materials in the binder should be released in 


unclassified form. 


I determined that the materials in that binder should be declassified to the 
maximum extent possible. In response, and as part of the iterative process of the 
declassification review, under a cover letter dated January 17, 2021, the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation noted its continuing objection to any further 
declassification of the materials in the binder and also, on the basis of a review 
that included Intelligence Community equities, identified the passages that it 
believed it was most crucial to keep from public disclosure. I have determined to 
accept the redactions proposed for continued classification by the FBI in that 


January 17 submission. 
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I hereby declassify the remaining materials in the binder. This is my final 
determination under the declassification review and I have directed the Attorney 
General to implement the redactions proposed in the FBI's January 17 


submission and return to the White House an appropriately redacted copy. 


My decision to declassify materials within the binder is subject to the limits 
identified above and does not extend to materials that must be protected from 
disclosure pursuant to orders of the Foreign Intelligence Surveillance Court and 
does not require the disclosure of certain personally identifiable information or 
any other materials that must be protected from disclosure under applicable law. 
Accordingly, at my direction, the Attorney General has conducted an appropriate 
review to ensure that materials provided in the binder may be disclosed by the 


White House in accordance with applicable law. 


I don’t know about you, but at the time, I was expecting an entire binder full of 
documents relating to the Crossfire Hurricane investigation to be released. The 
Crossfire Hurricane investigation is just one aspect of the potential laundry list of 
crimes and “matters” that were investigated through the use of a Grand Jury. Trump 


made two other significant moves prior to this one. 


On May 23rd, 2019, shortly after Bill Barr announced he had assigned John Durham to 


investigate the Russian Collusion Hoax, Donald Trump issued a Memorandum to the

The heads of elements of the intelligence 
community, as defined in 50 U.S.C. 3003(4), and the heads of each department 
or agency that includes an element of the intelligence community shall promptly 
provide such assistance and information as the Attorney General may request in 


connection with that review. 


The first thing to note is the lack of the FBI as one of the agencies listed. It’s likely 
because they were one of the ones to be investigated. Also remember that we just 
discussed that right before leaving office, Trump declassified all of the FBI Crossfire 


Hurricane Investigation documents. 


The second thing to note is the familiar wording we find - “certain related matters.” To 
me this is a connection that this memo is also applicable to the investigation that was 


led by John Huber. Here is what this memo ordered: 
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Sec. 2. Declassification and Downgrading. With respect to any matter classified 
under Executive Order 13526 of December 29, 2009 (Classified National Security 
Information), the Attorney General may, by applying the standard set forth in 
either section’3i1(a)or'section 3:1(d) of Executive Order 13526, declassify, 
downgrade, or direct the declassification or downgrading of information or 
intelligence that relates to the Attorney General's review referred to in section 1 
of this memorandum. Before exercising this authority, the Attorney General 
should, to the extent he deems it practicable, consult with the head of the 
originating intelligence community element or department. This authority is not 
delegable and applies notwithstanding any other authorization or limitation set 


forth in Executive Order 13526. 


So essentially this memorandum is ordering all the listed intelligence agencies 
(INCLUDING THE DOD) to declassify any information that might be related to the 
Attorney General’s review regarding “activities surrounding the 2016 election and 


certain related matters.” 


I found section 3.1(d) from EO 13526 most interesting: 
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(d) It is presumed that information that continues to meet the classification 
requirements under this order requires continued protection. In some 
exceptional cases, however, the need to protect such information may be 
outweighed by the public interest in disclosure of the information, and in these 
cases the information should be declassified. When such questions arise, they 


shall be referred to the agency head or the senior agency official. That official will 


determine, as an exercise of discretion, whether the publicinterest indisclosurey 
oe ane itytl so} ini 
‘from*disclosure. This provision does not: 


(1) amplify or modify the substantive criteria or procedures for classification; 


or 


(2) create any substantive or procedural rights subject to judicial review. 


Just an FYI, remember who Trump nominated to chair the Public Interest 


Declassification Board before leaving office? 
Ezra Cohen Watnick. 
So here is a hypothetical to help us grasp the potential magnitude of this memorandum. 


Let’s say the Defense Intelligence Agency (formerly led by Michael “Knows where the 
bodies are buried” Flynn and currently led by the man who didn’t tell Biden we had the 
highest level defector in history) had some sort of intelligence pertaining to the Clinton 


Foundation and their illicit activities. 


Or what if the National Security Agency (Formerly led by Admiral Mike “Obama is

Director of National Intelligence John Ratcliffe on Wednesday said that he has provided 
nearly 1,000 pages of material to the Justice Department to support U.S. Attorney John 
Durham's investigation. 


“At my direction, the Office of the Director of National Intelligence has now provided 
almost 1,000 pages of materials to the Department of Justice in response to Mr. Durham's 
document requests,” Ratcliffe said in a statement Wednesday. “I will continue to ensure 
the Intelligence Community's responsiveness to the DOJ's requests.” 


Ratcliffe added that officials at ODNI “look forward to supporting the DOJ in further 
declassifications consistent with their investigation.” 


“As the president has made clear, we must be appropriately transparent with the American 
people and give them the confidence that the extraordinary work of Intelligence 
professionals is never misused or politicized,” Ratcliffe said 


The president, this week, “fully authorized the total declassification” of any and all 
documents related to the Russia investigation. Trump, in May 2019, following the 
completion of former Special Counsel Robert Mueller's investigation, gave Barr the 
authority to begin a declassification process of documents related to surveillance of the 
Trump campaign in 2016. 


On December 14th, it was announced that Bill Barr was resigning via a resignation 


letter that didn’t say the word “resign” anywhere on it:

So let me reiterate once more the main point here. Trump knew leading up to the 2020 
election that they were going to steal it. Everybody knew they were going to steal it. He 


also knew exactly how they were going to steal it.

On May 11th, 2017, Donald Trump issued Executive Order 13799:

Establishment of Presidential Advisory Commission 
on Election Integrity 


By the authority vested in me as President by the Constitution and the laws of the 
United States of America, and in order to promote fair and honest Federal 


elections, it is hereby ordered as follows: 


Section 1. Establishment. The Presidential Advisory Commission on Election 


Integrity (Commission) is hereby established. 


Sec. 3. Mission. The Commission shall, consistent with applicable law, study the 
registration and voting processes used in Federal elections. The Commission 
shall be solely advisory and shall submit a report to the President that identifies 
the following: 


(a) those laws, rules, policies, activities, strategies, and practices that enhance the 
American people's confidence in the integrity of the voting processes used in 


Federal elections: 


(c) those vulnerabilities in voting systems and practices used for Federal 


elections that could lead to improper Voter registrations and \improper voting, 


So the entire point of the Presidential Advisory Commission on Election Integrity was 
to study the same types of schemes outlined in 2000 Mules. The Executive Order goes on 


to provide some definitions. 
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Sec. 4. Definitions. For purposes of this order: 


(a) The term “improper voter registration” means any situation where an 
individual who does not possess the legal right to vote in a jurisdiction is 
included as an eligible voter on that jurisdiction's voter list, regardless of the 


state of mind or intent of such individual. 


(b) The term “improper voting” means the act of an individual casting a non- 


provisional ballot in a jurisdiction in which that individual is ineligible to vote, or 


the act of an individual casting a ballot in multiple jurisdictions; regardless of the 


state of mind or intent of that individual. 


(c) The term “fraudulent voter registration” means any situation where an 


individual knowingly and intentionally takes steps to add ineligible individuals to 
voter lists. 


(d) The term “fraudulent voting” means the act of casting a non-provisional 


ballot or multiple ballots with knowledge that casting the ballot or ballots is 
illegal. 


The commission Trump established in May of 2017 tells us he already knew how they 


were stealing elections. Unfortunately, although not surprisingly, the commission was 


met with backlash from the media and democrats:

Lawsuits [edit]

Eventually, Trump ended up disbanding the commission: 
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President Trump has shut down his Presidential Advisory Commission on 
Election Integrity (PACEI), also called the “vote fraud commission.” Some 
Democrats and their allies in the liberal election administration community 
are cheering as if they have won a war. In a sense, they did nuke the field of 
bipartisanship that existed in the election administration field. No voter 
should be happy about this. 


The left opposed the PACE! when it was only a rumor, before any of its 
members were announced and its mission was declared. A great example is 
the source of much election news: a formerly center-left, now full-time 
Trump resister, Professor Rick Hasen of the Election Law Blog.

Gardner of New Hampshire, was really a Democrat. Another small example, 
Hasen blocked my group from his Twitter account for agreeing with a liberal 
reporter that the PACE! was acting in a bipartisan fashion.

The Eisenhower Executive Office Building (EEOB) is located on the West Campus of the White House, housing a majority of 
the offices for the White House staff. A National Historic Landmark, the 692,000 square foot building contains mission critical 
facilities, administrative offices, and meeting rooms and ceremonial space for the Offices of the President and Vice 
President. This project was a three phased renovation to the entire building. During phase I, Singleton’s scope of work 
consisted of a new utility plant; new power, data and security fit-out; and infrastructure to support this and future phases of 
construction.

The project also included installation of telecom pathways, 
cabling, and IDF distribution, as well as replacement of the EEOB's fire alarm system and security system, including access 
control, intrusion detection, emergency notification, and CCTV. 


In the third and final phase of the project, SECO continued with tenant improvements as well as designing and installing a 
custom underfloor distribution system for tenant office space power and telecom. We installed telecom pathways, cabling, 
and IDF distribution that meets or exceeds 2006 EIA/TIA standards for telecommunications regarding infrastructure and

The fire alarm system was completely replaced and upgraded. The security system, including access control, intrusion 
detection, emergency notification, and CCTV, was also completely replaced and upgraded to interface with the rest of the 
building. Because of the high-profile nature of the building and the importance of the activities it houses, the project had to 
be completed by a set deadline. The compressed schedule required an extremely high level of commitment from SECO. 


This project won the prestigious GSA Honor Award in 2014. 


Now why is this significant? 
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ASCIF can be any room or building outfitted to prevent intrusion or 
surveillance efforts. They are used by government and military officials 


when discussing confidential information, often related tonational) 


security. Perhaps the most notable example of a SCIF is the White House 
Situation Room.

The Army's psychological operations

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FORT BRAGG, N.C. — Half a decade ago, the 100-year-old Defense Department 
psychological operations community got a rebrand: Military Information Support 


Operations. 


The mission was the same, but the new name was supposed to reflect a broader 


range of activities beyond the classic strategic propaganda. 


But the organizational name change caused more confusion than it cleared up. So 
now, the Army is switching back to good old PSYOP, with the understanding that 


military information support describes what they do but not who they are. 


“Given Russian disinformation, given this new world where the information fight is 
becoming more complex and nuanced, there’s a level of pride when I can say, I'ma 
PSYOP soldier in a PSYOP unit that has this lineage and did these kinds of things,” 
Lt. Col. Brad Carr, the director of information operations at U.S. Army Special 


Operations Command, told Army Times in a Nov. 2 interview. 


In a sentence, PSYOP refers to “the ability to operate in an approved area to 
influence the behaviors and attitudes of foreign target audiences, in line with 


national objectives,” he added. 


But back in 2011, Carr said, DoD was looking for a more general term to describe 
what PSYOP units did. They settled on MISO because it sounded like a kinder, 
gentler update to the PSYOP mission, especially when working with other agencies 


such as the State Department. 


So the Army stood up Military Information Support Operations Command to ease 


some of the suspicion PSYOP seemed to generate. 
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And while MISO might have sounded better to the State Department and other 


agencies, the term created confusion abroad. 


“T will tell you, our partner forces — NATO, the U.K. — they still refer to it as PSYOP. If 
I say I’m a PSYOP soldier? ‘Oh, I am, too,’ “ Carr said. “In terms of language lenses, it 
could potentially be more sinister to give this term that they're not aware of fora 


unit coming in.” 


PSYOP might be best known for combat operations and enemy target-focused 


information support, he added, but their missions extend to humanitarian work. 


“I think we're at a point now where we can define that.” Carr said, while keeping the 


PSYOP moniker. 


Before going back to being named the 4th PSYOP Group, they were referred to as the 
Military Information Support Operations (MISO) Group.

MISO is considered part of Irregular Warfare (IW) and remember, the 4th PSYOP Group 


are “masters of influence.” The above screenshot is very important because of what it’s 
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from and when it was released. 


Irregular Warfare 


On October 2nd, 2020, the Department of Defense released a declassified summary of 
the Irregular Warfare Annex to the National Defense Strategy:

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Yes, you read that correctly. Nearly one month before the November 3rd election, an 


annex was added to the National Defense Strategy specifically for Irregular Warfare (IW) 
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- something that would heavily involve the 4th PSYOP Group which recently put out 
that YouTube video. This is significant because I believe this annex, and therefore the 


4th PSYOP group, are directly connected to the devolution operation we see unfolding. 


Before digging in, we need some further background information on IW. 


First, let’s get the definition of IW which comes directly from Joint Publication 1:

That 
means they updated this joint publication on that date to include “change 1.” Here is 


that change: 
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* Establishes information as the seventh joint function. (Change 1) 


What are Joint Functions? 


11. Joint Functions 


a. There are significant complexities to effectively integrating and synchronizing 
Service and combat support agency (CSA) capabilities in joint operations. These 
challenges are not new, and they present themselves with consistency. For example, 
simply getting the joint force to form and deploy in a coherent and desired manner requires 
integration of organization, planning, and communication capabilities and activities. But 
to fully employ the joint force in extensive and complex operations requires a much greater 
array of capabilities and procedures to help the commander and staff integrate and 
synchronize the joint force’s actions. These types of activities and capabilities center on 


the commander’s ability to employ the joint force and are grouped under one functional 
area called command and control. In a similar manner, many other functionally related 
capabilities and activities can be grouped. These groupings, we call joint functions, 
facilitate planning and employment of the joint force. 


b. In addition to command and control, the joint functions include intelligence, fires, 
movement and maneuver, protection, sustainment, and information. Some functions, 
such as command and control, intelligence, and information apply to all operations. Others, 
such as fires, apply as the mission requires. A number of subordinate tasks, missions, and 
related capabilities help define each function, and some apply to more than one joint 
function. Balancing their complementary but competing processes and capabilities is 
central to leadership and command of joint operations. 


c. The commander must exercise all the joint functions to effectively operate the force 
and generate combat power. Inadequate integration and balancing of these functions can 
undermine the cohesion, effectiveness, and adaptability of the force. For example, 
inattention to protection can deplete combat power unnecessarily, thereby undermining 
reserves and degrading the force’s ability to capitalize on an opportunity or respond to an 
unforeseen problem. Likewise, inattention to intelligence can leave the force with 
inadequate information to support decision making or identify opportunities in time to 
exploit them. Each of the joint functions is discussed below. 


Here is the description of the “information function” which was added with change 1: 
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(7) The tinformationfunction encompasses the management and application of 
information and its deliberate integration with other joint functions to influence relevant- 


actor perceptions, behavior, action or inaction, and human and automated decision making. 
The information function helps commanders and staffs understand and leverage’ the 


operations. This function provides JFCs the ability to integrate the generation and 
preservation of friendly information while leveraging the inherent informational aspects of 


all military activities to achieve the commander’s objectives and attain the end state. 


The change to the Armed Forces Doctrine dated July 12th, 2017, was an addition of the 


“information function” which has to do with influencing perceptions and leveraging 


information during all military operations. It’s as if this this change was tailormade for 


the 4th PSYOP Group. 
Now the definition of IW: 


The US military recognizes 
two basic forms of warfare— 
traditional and irregular. 


A useful dichotomy for thinking about warfare is the 
distinction between traditional and irregular warfare 
(IW). Traditional warfare is characterized as a violent 
struggle for domination between nation-states or 
coalitions and alliances of nation-states. With the 
increasingly rare case of formally declared war, 
traditional warfare typically involves force-on-force 
military operations in which adversaries employ a 
variety of conventional forces and special operations 
forces (SOF) against each other in all physical domains 
as well as the information environment (which includes 
cyberspace). IW is characterized as a violent struggle 
among state and non-state actors 


. In IW, a less 
powerful adversary seeks to disrupt or negate the 
military capabilities and advantages of a more powerful 
military force, which usually serves that nation’s 
established government. 


The definition of IW directly ties to what the 4th PSYOP Group specializes in. Again, 
here is how the 4th PSYOP Group describes themselves:

FOREWORD 


Irregular warfare is an enduring, economical contribution to America’s national security, and will remain an 
essential core competency of the U.S. Department of Defense. 


The character and form of war are constantly changing, yet its fundamental nature remains the same. Though 
Great Power Competition is now our primary national security challenge — a departure from conducting 
almost two decades of continuous irregular war against violent extremist organizations worldwide — the 
requirement for mastery of irregular warfare persists. Far from abandoning these critical competencies, we 


will sharpen these capabilities for application against péer competitor, nation-state adversaries. 


This summary of the Irregular Warfare Annex to the National Defense Strategy explains that irregular warfare 
is to be institutionalized as a core competency with sufficient, enduring capabilities to advance national security 
objectives across the spectrum of competition and conflict, in alignment with the NDS. The Department will 
employ these concepts and capabilities in a resource-sustainable approach to dictate the terms and tempo of 
competition to prevail against a// global adversaries $hort Of War, and build and sustain our global advantage 
in careful coordination with allies and partners. Should war come, these capabilities will shape the environment 


to ensure combat dominance and our ability to end any conflict on our terms. 


Consequently, the Department of Defense will: (1) make permanent the mindset and capabilities necessary to 
succeed in its current irregular warfare mission sets; and (2) leverage all irregular capabilities in our arsenal, 


including the unique abilities of our int€fageney and foreign partners, to compete against FEVISIONISEPOWeTs 
and violent extremist organizations alike. This approach does not require significant new resources to meet 
our strategic vision; it requires new ideas and new means of employing existing capabilities. 


We must not — and w7// not — repeat the “boom and bust” cycle that has left the United States underprepared 
for irregular warfare in both Great Power Competition and conflict. Americans expect their military to do 


more than react torcrises, they expect us to compete and maintain our advantages. 


The language used throughout the IW annex is eerily similar to language we've seen 
before. In Devolution - Part 13, I provide a detailed breakdown of EO 13961 and the 
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accompanying “strategy” which established an Executive Committee to implement and 


execute a continuity plan. Here is a screenshot from Part 13:

action will occur on its own. WEimUSt pursue it deliberately. 


We will adopt a coordinated approach to advance our national interests by, with, and through our network of 
allies and partners. The Department must emphasize its natural strengths relative to the predatory behavior! 
Of Gur adversaries, increase the ability and willingness of our allies and partners to/défend their sovereignty 

and contribute to multinational coalitions, and continually demonstrate that we are the preferred partner of 

choice. Operations conducted with our allies and partners have the added benefit of creating a strong deterrent 

effect. Investing in and maintaining these relationships will bolster partner countries’ commitments to 

common security objectives and yield significant long-term benefit to the United States. 


I really think it’s important to understand the similarities between this IW annex and 
the continuity of government that Trump implemented. Let’s look at a few more screen 


shots from Devolution - Part 13:

As I mentioned at the beginning of this article, Trump released this Executive Order 
in conjunction with the Federal Mission Resilience Strategy (Strategy). I will cover the 
Strategy in detail in the second part of this article but the whole purpose of the 
Executive Order and the Strategy is to “increase the resilience of the executive 
branch.” To “ensure the continuity of operations, continuity of government, and 


enduring constitutional government.” 


This section indicates a clear goal of moving from a reactive posture to a proactive 
posture when it comes to continuity of government and maintaining the NEFs. What | 
find most interesting here is what’s required to make such a transition. In order to 
shift into a proactive posture, you must specifically know, or at least strongly suspect, 


exactly what might be coming to cause a disruption. 


i. STRATEGIC CONTEXT 


Today, we face a dynamic threat environment that challenges our Nation’s safety, security, and 
resilience. Adversaries and strategic competitors present new and emerging threats, empowered 
by technology and often operating below the threshold of armed conflict, to place our critical 
infrastructure and essential functions and services at risk. Building a culture of preparedness and 
resilience across government will require increased awareness and cooperation between 
leadership, continuity staff, risk management practitioners, mission owners/operators, policy 
makers, and budget staff. The integration of continuity, preparedness, and risk management

This Strategy relies on broader United States 
Government efforts to improve our ability to provide uninterrupted and secure communications 
and services under all conditions. 


Additional efforts to strengthen the Nation’s communications _ 
and technology infrastructure will further increase the resilience of day-to-day operations and the 


continuous performance of essential functions and services. 


Again, in the Strategic Context section we see a move toward a proactive posture, this 
time relating to the performance of essential functions during “disruptive incidents” 
and while essentially spelling out what those “disruptive incidents” might be. Critical 
infrastructure and its vulnerability to kinetic and non-kinetic attacks or disruptions 


that could prevent the ability to preserve our form of government. 


We already know that election infrastructure is classified as critical infrastructure. We 
also know that there was foreign interference in our elections based on comments 
Trump has made. So think about what interference in our election infrastructure and 
the theft of an election results in. It leads to everything we are seeing playing out 
today. The stolen election has prevented the ability to preserve our form of 


government and so much more. 


There are striking similarities in the language used in this annex and EO 13961 and the 
accompanying “Strategy”. EO 13961 came out almost 2 months after the IW annex was 


released. Remember what I said in Devolution - Part 13 about the context of EO 13961:

Executive Order 13961 and the “Strategy” were both issued in the context of “War and 
National Defense” and an “attack” from our adversaries who are “adept at competing 
below the threshold of armed conflict.” Using the context of war and so much similar 
language to the IW annex, it’s fairly easy to make the leap that the continuity of 
government that Trump put in place was because we were entering into some form of

Irregular warfare is a struggle among state and non-state actors to influence populations and affect legitimacy. 
IW favors indirect and asymmetric approaches, though it may employ the full range of military and other 
capabilities, in order to erode an adversary’s power, influence, and will. It includes the specific missions of 
unconventional warfare (UW), stabilization, foreignsinternaledefense (FID), counterterrorism (CT), and 
counterinsurgency (COIN). Related activities such as militaryanformation*supportoperations, cyberspace 


operations, countering threat networks, counter-threat finance, civil-military operations, and security 
cooperation also shape the information environment and other population-focused arenas of competition and 


conflict. 


Chris Miller = Irregular Warfare (IW) Guru. 


Throughout his career, Miller was responsible for overseeing many aspects of our 
military’s IW portfolio. Notice that one of the things he oversaw specifically was 


Military Information Support Operations (MISO). 
MISO = 4th PSYOP Group. 


Miller was the exact person you would want at the top of the pyramid if you were 


entering into a period of irregular warfare.

When you add in the fact that Donald Trump knew the election was going to be stolen, 
it’s obvious that they were setting the stage to enter a period of irregular warfare.

The global demand for Special Operations forces, 
then and now, has confirmed President Kennedy's foresight. And now, 
under the leadership of President Trump, we are fully real -- realizing 


President Kennedy's prescient view of Special Operations forces. 


Vd also like to point out the location and the statue right next to ECW during this 
speech. First, they chose to do this ceremony at Fort Bragg - home of the 1st Special 
Forces Command and 4th PSYOP Group. They could have given these speeches 


anywhere. Choosing this statue was no accident either: 
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The statue is called the “Bronze Bruce.” 
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According to the United States Army Special Operations Command website: 


The 12-foot statue stands upon a rare green granite pedestal that brings the total height of the statue to 22 
feet tall. It is representative of a Special Forces non-commissioned officer, wearing the rank of a sergeant first 
class. The soldier is dressed in the jungle fatigues worn in Vietnam by U.S. troops. He carries the M16 rifle, a 
tool of his profession, in his right hand. His finger is not placed on the trigger of his weapon, but is "at the 
ready" in preparation for any threat. His stance upon a rocky ledge with one foot crushing the snake is 
symbolic of tyranny in the world and the threats and dangers that will instantly bring him to action. While 
possessing power and extraordinary capabilities, he offers a gentle hand of friendship to the unseen 
oppressed of the world. He is fully able to exercise his training when it is needed, and he is also fully willing to 
help those in need. He is the perfect warrior from the past, a healer, a teacher and an opponentiofevil. He 
serves all over the world today and willingly faces any mission. His is the standard to which all Army special 
operations soldiers aspire.) 


They were drawing attention to the special operations groups at Fort Bragg and they 
were also sending a message by choosing this statue. They have been subtly telling us 
that special operations are going to be crucial in what’s to come. The only people they 


werent telling was the “incoming” Biden Administration. From Devolution - Part 3: 


Transition Team 


Look at this article from late December of 2020. 


But people with the transition said the outgoing team’s conduct went far 
beyond the norm and pointed to loyalists installed by the White House as the 
main reason for the obstruction. Pentagon officials under President Donald 


Trump refused to provide information about current operations, particularly in 
the special operations realm, because they are “predecisional.” That means the 


Biden team now has limited visibility into key operational issues, including 
what counterterrorism missions are in the works. 


Remember, Kash Patel was designated to lead the transition on behalf of the DoD. He 
along with Sec Def Miller and the rest of Trump’s allies “refused to provide 
information about current operations, particularly in the special operations realm”. 
That would be the same “realm” from the memo above. This is unprecedented in terms 


of Presidential Transitions. 
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Don’t forget what Christopher C. Miller said on December 18th, 2020, during the first 
anniversary of Space Force. Remember he had only been Acting Secretary of Defense for 


1 month and 9 days when he gave these remarks. 


Is he referring to some form of irregular warfare here? 


We have even more evidence of a focus on Special Operations stemming from the 2021 
National Defense Authorization Act (NDAA). 


Irregular warfare authorities expand in 
defense budget

The timing of this budget increase is interesting. December was an important month for 


aspects of the Devolution Series - specifically, December 7th was the date that Executive 
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Order 13961 was issued. This article was dated December 7th, 2020, and would become 
law on January 1st, 2021. 


Congress plans to raise funding by 50 percent for the obscure authorities used by 
U.S. special operations forces to counter adversaries in foreign countries through 
irregular warfare, according to the defense bill approved by both the U.S. House 


and Senate, but still pending the president’s approval. 


Funding for the 1202 authority — named for the subsection of the defense 
authorization act it originally fell under — is now set at $15 million, up from the 


modest $10 million it has been limited to since it began in 2018. 


The authority is used to support foreign forces, groups or individuals helping U.S. 


commandos who are engaged in approved itresular Warfare Operations, according 


to legislation and policy memos. 


The defense bill also extends the 1202 authority for several more years and 
requires military officials to submit to Congress a description of steps taken to 
ensure that recipients of 1202 funds have not engaged in human rights violations, 


as well as periodic reviews as a way of investigating credible complaints of abuses. 


The 1202 authority is meant to counter adversarial countries in the “grey zone” —a 


realm of military competition that fallsbelow the threshold of traditional armed 


eonfliet and includes developments like island building in the South China Sea and 


the use of proxy forces in eastern Ukraine. 


During a congressional hearing in February 2019, Owen West, the former assistant 


defense secretary for special operations and low intensity conflict. said that the 
1202 authority was “purpose built” for the shift to great power competition: 
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EO 13961 implements and executes a continuity of government plan based in the 
context of irregular warfare. On the same day that EO was signed, the irregular warfare 


budget was expanded 50%. Think that is a coincidence? 


Further evidence showing the “battlefield” was being prepped for irregular (and 


information) warfare came from the 2020 NDAA. An article from “Lawfare Blog” that 


provides the best explanation: 


Covert Military Information Operations and the New NDAA: The Law of 
the Gray Zone Evolves

In recent years, Congress has been building a domestic legal framework for gray zone 
competition (that is, the spectrum of unfriendly actions that states may undertake 
against one another, surreptitiously, that are below the thresholdvofactualhostilities» 
yet more serious and disruptive than the ordinary jostling of international affairs) for 
military operations conducted in the cyber domain. That project has gone rather well, 
compared to most things Congress undertakes. Last year, it culminated in National 
Defense Authorization Act (NDAA) provisions that clarified CYBERCOM’s authority in 
this area while also ensuring a sound degree of oversight of the resulting activities. So 


far, so good. But the gray zone challenges that define our times of course are not 
limited to cyber operations as such. 


They also include a broader battle over beliefs and identity. The United States has 
learned the hard way that today’s information environment, characterized by the 
ubiquity of decentralized social-media distribution networks, provides malicious 
actors (including but not limited to hostile foreign governments) with a remarkable 
opportunity to inject fake information and to selectively amplify or distort other 
information. Russia obviously appreciates this, and others increasingly do as well. 
Much like cybersecurity, it is a context in which America’s traditional advantages of 
conventional military superiority and geographic insulation mean nothing, and indeed 
we are asymmetrically vulnerable due to our openness and commitments to free 
expression. 
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1. Affirming the authority of the military to conduct (and defend against) 
information operations 


No one doubts that the military already has some authority to conduct information 
operations. Information operations are a traditional incident of war, after all. And I 
suspect that no one seriously doubts that some part of the U.S. government ought to be 
doing something when foreign governments—like Russia—engage in systematic efforts 
to spread false information to the American public. The interesting question is 
whether and to what extent the U.S. military should play a role in contexts where 
hostile information operations are not related to armed conflict, preparation for armed 
conflict and the like. 


One might argue for this function to reside primarily with the CIA, for example, 
particularly insofar as we are talking about conducting an operation where the U.S. 
role will not be acknowledged. That’s the very definition of “covert action,” after all, 
which, as Executive Order 12333 has long affirmed, is in the CIA’s purview unless and” 
until the president expressly determines otherwise in a particular case. But the same 
thing might be said about deniable cyber operations in gray zone competition, and yet, 
for a variety of reasons, the United States has developed and empowered CYBERCOM 
to play a central role in that setting. Indeed, as I noted above, Congress has worked 
hard in recent years to build out a domestic legal framework to facilitate and oversee 
that military role. 
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Congress is now following that same script, working to extend the model to 
competition in the information environment through Section 1631 of the new NDAA. 


Section 1631(b) expressly affirms that the Defense Department can conduct “military 


operations” in the information environment, “ineluding clandestine operations,” for 


certain purposes. I’ll have more to say about that reference to “clandestine” below. 
First, let’s note the broad list of purposes. 


The military’s role comes into play in three scenarios. First, defenseof the United) 
Statesitself. Second, defense of allies. Third, defense of the “interests” of the United 
States. The statute notably does not clarify what nature or degree of threats to these 
objects count, and so the invitation can only be described as quite broad. 


Critically, Congress goes on to remove any doubt that this grant of authority 
encompasses operations in situations below the threshold of hostilities. Section 
1631(b) says as much, stating that the authority recognized in this provision includes 
“the conduct of military operations shortiofhostilitiestand in areas outside of areas of 
active hostilities for the purpose of preparation of the’environmentyinfluenceyforce 
protection, and deterrence of hostilities.” 


Essentially, the 2020 NDAA gave wide ranging authorities to the military to conduct 
clandestine information operations (Irregular Warfare), much like NSPM-13 did for 


CYBERCOM. You'll understand where I’m going with this shortly. 
First let’s do one more recap and include a few of the additions:

What was the purpose of all the above if not to prepare for the implementation of some 


form of irregular warfare? 


CLOSING 
On October 14th, 2020, David Ucko published a fascinating article discussing the 


Irregular Warfare Annex. 


In the annex, the Department of Defense defines irregular warfare as “a struggle among state and non-state 
actors to influence populations and affect legitimacy.” The term was re-discovered shortly after the 9/11 
attacks and appeared prominently in the Pentagon's 2006 Quadrennial Defense Review. Attempts to explain 
irregular warfare counterpose it to “traditional warfare,” which denotes militarily decisive confrontations in 
which victory goes to the better armed and more capable force. In irregular warfare, legitimacyyeredibility, and 


politicaladvantagelis the prize and military efforts are only relevant insofar as they senvesthesewgoals. 


As practiced by these states, but also by nonstate actors, irregular warfare presents three core lines of attack. 
First, irregular strategies seek to exploit the economic, societal, and political vulnerabilities of target societies to 
weaken the adversary and gain leverage. Targeting societal pressure points can help undermine morale, create 
and exploit division, and provoke violent political change. Much as the Islamic State exploited the sectarian rift 
between Iraq’s Sunni and Shia populations to rally a popular base, so did Russia in Ukraine, where identity, 
language, and religion served as pressure points for Moscow to target. Similarly, China has proved adept at 
establishing a strategic foothold by exploiting the economic vulnerabilities of target societies. This, in effect, is 
how it acquired the Hambantota maritime base in Sri Lanka and how it is establishing other footholds 
internationally through the Belt and Road Initiative. 
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Second, narrativesiare’at the center of irregular Warfarey they help achieve buy-in for political projects and 


shroud the nature of actions taken. Lawrence Freedman noted the growing strategic salience of narratives in 
2006, describing them as “designed or nurtured with the intention of structuring the responses of others to 
developing events.” Given the growing importance of narrative even since then, scholars like Joseph Nye and 


John Arquilla now claim that, in modern conflict, ‘Mictorymay;sometimesidependinotonwhosearmywinsabut 
on whose story wins.” 


Put differently, the objective is to Wihithé!Marrative before winning the war. The principle is evident in social 
media offensives of the Islamic State but also within the “information warfare blitzkrieg” unleashed by the 
Russian Federation in Ukraine (and elsewhere) or the extensive Chinese use of disinformation to avoid what it 
calls the Tacitus trap—the dangeriof losing ‘credibility withythescitizennys |n all these cases, the key lies in 
presenting actions as going with the grain of local want, so as to make any associated gains more sustainable 
and difficult to undo. 


Third, irregular warfare fuses and takes advantage of multiple lines of effort, compensating for weakness— 
typically military weakness—by bringing other efforts into play. Much as insurgency blends violence with 
governance, essential service delivery, mobilization, legitimation, and other nonmilitary efforts, America’s state 
rivals also succeed by combining the threat and use of violence with political, economic, and informational 
efforts. Violence gains meaning through its symbiotic relation with this broader strategy—what is being done 
politically, through alliances and nonviolence (also known as political warfare), and by internationalizing the 
struggle. 


Legitimacy is a leitmotif in irregular warfare. This is a central definitional point; however, it is often lost in 
analysis. It must therefore be re-stated that irregular warfare is not primarily defined by an asymmetry in 
approaches (conventional vs. guerrilla) or actors (state vs. nonstate); rather, it is a struggle defined by its 
objective: “to influence populations and affect legitimacy” so as “to erode an adversary's power, influence, and 
will.” It is notable here that the minimum requirement in IW is not to build legitimacy, but rather to erode it; a 


somewhat easier task, but also one with potentially irreversible consequences. 


“Narratives are at the center of irregular warfare.”

e Aug. 8, 2016: FBI attorney Lisa Page texts her lover, FBI's head of 
Counterespionage Peter Strzok,"[Trump is] not ever going to become president, 


right? Right?!" Strzok replies,"No. No he won't. We'll stop it." 


e Aug. 14, 2016: New York Times breaks story about cash payments made a decade 
ago to Paul Manafort by pro-Russia interests in Ukraine. The ledger was released 


and publicized by the National Anti-Corruption Bureau of Ukraine. 


e Aug. 15, 2016: CNN reports the FBI is conducting an inquiry into Trump 
campaign chair Paul Manafort's payments from pro-Russia interests in Ukraine 
in 2007 and 2009. After a meeting discussing the election in FBI Deputy Director 
Andrew McCabe's office, FBI's Counterespionage Chief Peter Strzok texts FBI 
attorney Lisa Page referring to the possibility of Trump getting elected. "We 


can't take that risk," he writes. And they speak of needing an "insurance policy." 


e Sept. 2016: Fusion GPS's Steele becomes FBI source and uses Associate Deputy 
Attorney General Bruce Ohr as point of contact. Steele tells Ohr that he's 
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"desperate that Donald Trump not get elected." 


President Obama warns Russia not to interfere in the U.S. election 


© Oct. 7, 2016: Director of National Intelligence James Clapper and Department of 
Homeland Security issue statement saying Russian government is responsible 


for hacking Democrat emails to disrupt 2016 election. 


¢ Oct. 18, 2016: President Obama advises Trump to "stop whining" after Trump 
tweeted the election could be rigged. "There is no serious person out there who 
would suggest somehow that you could even you could even rig America's 
elections,” said Obama. He also calls Trump's "flattery" of Russian president 


Putin "unprecedented." 


© Oct. 24, 2016: Benjamin Wittes, confidant of FBI Director James Comey and 


editor-in-chief of the blog Lawfare, writes of the need for an "insurance policy" 


in case Trump wins. It's the same phrase FBI officials Lisa Page and Peter Strzok 


had used when discussing the possibility of a Trump win. 


e Nov. 3, 2016: FBI Attorney Lisa Page texts FBI's Peter Strzok about her concerns 
that Clinton might lose and Trump would become president: "The [New York 
Times] probability numbers are dropping every day. I'm scared for our 


organization." 


¢ Nov. 6, 2016: FBI Director Comey tells Congress that Clinton emails on Anthony 


Weiner computer do not change earlier conclusion: she should not be charged. 


e Nov. 8, 2016: Trump is elected president. 


This isn’t where the narrative died. Not even close. They created the narrative in their 
attempt to sway voters, but since Trump won anyway, they had no choice but to double- 
down and continue their push to delegitimize Donald Trump. Hence the entire Russia

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WASHINGTON - President Barack Obama personally warned Donald Trump against hiring Michael Flynn to 
serve as his national security adviser, three former Obama administration officials said Monday, underscoring 
the depths of the outgoing White House's concern about the man Trump would ultimately fire. 


In an Oval Office meeting with Trump two days after the November election, Obama told his successor that 
there were more qualified candidates for the crucial White House post, according to one official. Flynn was 
fired as head of military intelligence by the Obama administration in 2014 amid questions about his 
management style and reports of insubordination. He became a fierce critic of Obama's policies and a fervent 
Trump supporter. 


Trump ignored Obama's advice and tapped Flynn for the top White House national security role. But Trump 
would ultimately seek Flynn's resignation less than a month into his tenure, following news reports that Flynn 
had misled Vice President Mike Pence and other top officials about his conversations with Russia's 
ambassador to the United States. 


The Trump White House on Monday confirmed that Obama raised concerns about Flynn in the November 
meeting. 


"President Obama made it known that he wasn't exactly a fan of Gen. Flynn's,” White House spokesman Sean 
Spicer said. He suggested Obama's views were shaped by Flynn's criticism of his national security policies. 


Obama and his cronies were clearly afraid of Flynn. Trump hired him anyway. Not only

e Jan. 7, 2017: Clapper and two other Obama administration officials request 


Flynn unmasking. 
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e Jan. 10, 2017: The 35-page Fusion GPS anti-Trump "dossier" is leaked to the 
media and published. It reveals that sources of the unverified info are Russians 
close to President Putin. 


A CIA official makes a Flynn unmasking request. 
e Jan. 11, 2017: Power makes another Flynn unmasking request. 


e Jan. 12, 2017: Vice President Joe Biden and the Treasury Secretary request the 
unmasking of Flynn in intelligence communications. 
Someone leaks to David Ignatius of the Washington Post that Trump National

FBI Director 
Comey later takes credit for "sending a couple of guys” to interview Flynn, 


circumventing normal processes. 


e Jan. 26, 2017: Acting Attorney General Sally Yates and a high-ranking colleague 
go to White House to tell counsel Don McGahn that Flynn had lied to Pence 
about the content of his talks with Russian ambassador and "the underlying 


conduct that Gen. Flynn had engaged in was problematic in and of itself." 


e Jan. 31, 2017: President Trump fires Acting Attorney General Sally Yates after 
she refuses to enforce his temporary travel ban on Muslims coming into U.S. 


from certain countries. 


e Feb. 8, 2017: Jeff Sessions becomes Attorney General and Dana Boente moves to 


Deputy Attorney General. 


e Feb. 9, 2017: News of FBI wiretaps capturing Trump national security adviser Lt. 


Gen. Michael Flynn speaking with Russia's ambassador is leaked to the press. 
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New York Times and Washington Post report Flynn discussed U.S. sanctions, 
despite his earlier denials. The Post also reports the FBI "found nothing illicit" 
in the talks. The Post headline in an article by Greg Miller, Adam Entous and 
Ellen Nakashima reads, “National Security Adviser Flynn Discussed Sanctions 


with Russian Ambassador, Despite Denials, Officials Say.” 


e Feb. 13, 2017: Washington Post reports Justice Dept. has opened a "Logan Act" 
violation investigation against Trump national security adviser Lt. Gen. Michael 


Flynn. 


e Feb. 14, 2017: Gen. Flynn resigns, allegedly acknowledging he misled vice 


president Mike Pence about the content of his discussions with Russia.

So Admiral Rogers visited Trump at Trump Tower without notifying Obama. This upset 
a lot of people and they wanted him gone which to me is further proof Rogers was an 


ally of Trump. 


Taking this even further, do you remember all those requests to unmask General Flynn 
and other individuals in Trump’s transition team? Those requests are submitted through 
the NSA.

Because McMaster intended to remain on active duty, his official assumption of the National Security Advisor's duties and 
responsibilities required a United States Senate vote; lieutenant generals and generals require Senate confirmation of their 
rank and assignments.“1 On March 6, 2017, the Senate Armed Services Committee voted 23-2 to recommend to the full 
Senate that McMaster be confirmed for reappointment at his lieutenant general rank during his service as the National 
Security Advisor.!°°] The committee recommendation was referred to the Senate on March 7, and the full Senate confirmed 


McMaster by a vote of 86-10 on March 15, 2017.!°6 


Obama and the deep state framed General Flynn in order to remove him as Trump’s 
National Security Advisor but when McMaster replaced him there was no attempt to 


have him removed. Why was that? The MSM and Trump’s opponents praised the hiring 
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of McMaster and the narrative they painted during his tenure was that McMaster was

2017 /hit lists’ show that 
team Trump has long eyed 
political opponents

CNN — Just months into his presidency, a small circle of senior White House 
advisers met with Donald Trump about a carefully curated list containing the names 
of dozens of perceived political opponents, particularly leakers, working inside the 
government. 


A detailed account of the meeting was revealed for the first time to CNN by two 
former senior administration officials, who said that the April 2017 gathering 
included then senior strategist Steve Bannon and former national security adviser 
H.R. McMaster. 


After being shown the list, the President told McMaster to deal with it, according to 
one of the officials. 


McMaster and Bannon walked away from the meeting with different interpretations 
of Trump's instructions, according to the two former officials and two other former 
senior officials in the President's orbit who were briefed on the conversation. 
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Three of the officials told CNN that Bannon understood Trump wanted people fired, 
while the fourth said that McMaster believed the President's direction was to deal 
with leaks in a systematic fashion, rather than a mass firing. 


The political plotting in the early days of Trump's presidency provides a window into 
a three-year effort by Trump and his loyalists toidentifyandiexpunge'suspected 
"deep state" opponents from the White House and in some cases other parts of the 
government, a move that was kept at bay until recent weeks. 


Removing government officials seen as disloyal to the President has unfolded in 
earnest since Trump was impeached but not removed from office and there are no 
signs the purges will let up. 


The President expressed in public remarks last Saturday that he's getting rid of bad 


people in government who are "notpeopleithatloverouncountnys" 


In recent weeks, Trump has expressed to aides that he wants fewer people working 
for him at the White House and only those identified as loyalists to hold key 
positions in his administration, leading to a fresh batch of lists from allies, the 
existence of which was first reported by Axios. 


You read that correctly. The people Flynn brought into the NSC we're working to weed 
out the deep state from the White House and Trump directed them to do it. This proves 
that not only did Trump know what he was up against, but he was also working to fight 
Ait; 
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The existence of "deep state" lists in the early days of Trump's presidency was widely 
talked about in the halls of the National Security Council and the State Department, 
according to multiple former White House officials, although several officials named 
on the list tell CNN they didn't know that any such list really existed or that they 
were on it. The "deep state" refers to a right-wing belief that certain members of the 


federal bureaucracy are activelyndermining the Trump presidency. 


One contributor to the list that was collated and frequently updated in early 2017 
was former NSC official and former Trump campaign aide Rich Higgins! He told CNN 
in an exclusive interview recently that from the beginning of his tenure he was 
convinced that leaks of minutes of highly classified meetings were from holdovers of 
the Obama administration and he suspected widespread resistance to some of the 


administration efforts. 


Higgins is not involved in the current lists and does not have a current connection to 
the White House. The White House did not respond to requests for comment for this 
story. Bannon and McMaster declined to comment for this story. 


The involvement of Rich Higgins is where things start to get really interesting. Higgins 
passed away fairly recently (may he Rest in Peace) but he deserves some focus here. He is 
somebody I have discussed previously in social media posts and on the Devolution 
Power Hour but I haven’t written about him in the Devolution series because I wasn’t 
quite sure if or how he might fit in. After writing Part 22, I believe he may be a bigger 


part of this story. 


Let's look at his background outlined in his obituary: 
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Richard Thomas Higgins Ill, a dedicated husband, father, Patriot, 
and pioneer of irregular and information age warfare, died on 
February 23, 2022, due to complications following a successful 
organ transplant. He was 47 years old. 


Rich was a Boston native, born September 18, 1974, to Richard 
Thomas Higgins Il and Catherine Higgins. Rich always excelled 
academically and graduated from Tufts University with a 
Bachelor's degree in Mechanical Engineering. Rich was a warrior 
with unwavering courage and a heart for service. Following 
college, he joined the Army and became an Explosive Ordnance 
Technician. Post-Army, Rich served as a government civilian 
working with many offAmerica’simostelitelandiclassified 
OFganiZatiGns. Following 9/11, Rich fought in the War on Terror, 
deploying to Iraq where he conceived and developed the 
Combined Explosive Exploitation Cell (CEXI)-a highly technical unit 
that was focused on the identification and exploitation of 
explosives used against our troops. This new and transformative 
unit would lead to the development of many life-saving counter 
IED devices protecting soldiers in combat. Rich was a creative 
leader and trusted by Multi-National Forces-lraq leadership 
because he could get the tough jobs done on short notice no 
matter the time of day. 
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Rich later served as a senior program manager under the 


Assistant Secretary of Defense for Special Operations and Low- 
IntensityiGonflict(ASDISOLIG), developing and directing the 
inregulanWarfaré Support Group. In this capacity, Righideveloped 
and deployed advanced capabilities and new strategies directed 


against America’s most elusive and lethal adversaries. 


Rich was selected to attend the National Defense University (NDU) 


earning a Master's degree in Irregular Warfare. He would later 
become Ghaimofthisiepartment; gaining numerous accolades for 


his expertise in the theory, doctrine, and their application through 
Communist and Marxist led insurgencies. His scholarship would 
later be recognized and sought in the curriculum and education of 
American and allied senior strategists and leaders within the 
national security community. After almost two decades of 
government service, Rich transitioned into the civilian sector. 
During this time he met and married his beautiful and loving wife 
Karin, whom he adored. 
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Rich's tireless efforts to implement new ways of thinking and 
relentless commitment to ensuring America was always two steps 
ahead of our adversaries afforded him new opportunities. A 
highly sought-after speaker, he guest-hosted nationally syndicated 
radio shows and was always asked for analysis in the media and 
on Capitol Hill, as events unfolded across the globe. 


In 2016, he was selected to be a Director on the National Security 
Council serving under President Trump. On the NSC, Rich 
demonstrated analytical brilliance and strategic understanding in 
providing accurate and thoughtful assessments to NSC staff and 
White House leadership. 


Following his NSC service, Rich would become a successful author 
penning a nationally acclaimed book The Memo which exposed 


thelsinistennatlrelorthe!DeepiStatelwithin the same government 


he served most of his life. 


A Little more context from his bio: 
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From 2011 to 2013, Higgins managed a classified project for 
Special Operations Command (SOCOM). 


From 2010 to 2011, he served as the Chair of Special Operations 
and Low Intensity Conflict at the National Defense University. 


In 2004, he formed the Department of Defense's (DOD) Irregular 
WarfareisupportiiWs)iprogramioffice and served as the 


organization's first Program Manager until June 2010. In this role 
he was directly responsible for the creation of several new 
strategic and operational capabilities. 


Much like Christopher Miller, the man placed at the helm of the DoD to implement 
what we believe to be devolution, Rich Higgins is another irregular warfare guru. Not 
only that, but he was also part of a small group of Trump loyalists who in the early days 
of Trump’s Presidency were seeking “to identify and expunge suspected “deep state” 


opponents.”

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POTUS & Political Warfare 


Rich Higgins was fired because of a memo he wrote. I believe it to be extremely prudent 
to go over this memo in detail. Before we dig in, I need to remind you what I discussed 
in Devolution - Part 22 and how it relates to Higgins - “Narratives are at the center of 


irregular warfare,” and Rich Higgins was an irregular warfare guru.

The memo is fairly long but incredibly worthwhile knowing what we know about 


irregular warfare: 


BACKGROUND. The Trump administration is suffering under withering informationicampaigns designed 
to first undermine, then delegitimize and ultimately remove the President.

At its core, these campaigns run on 
multiple lines of effort, serve as the non#violentline of effort of a wider movement, and execute political 
warfare agendas that reflect cultural Marxist outcomes. Thelcampaigns/operateithroughinarratives. 
Because the hard left is aligned with Islamist organizations at local (ANTIFA working with Muslim 
Brotherhood doing business as MSA and CAIR), national (ACLU and BLM working with CAIR and MPAC) 
and international levels (OIC working with OSCE and the UN), recognition must given to the fact that

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INTRODUCTION. Responding to relentless personal assaults on his character, candidate Trump 
identified the players and the strategy: 


e “The establishmentianditheimmediavenablers will control over this nation through means that 


are very well known. Anyone who challenges their control is deemed a sexist, a racist, a 
xenophobe, and morally deformed.” — President Trump, Oct 2016 


Culturally conditioned to limit responses to such attacks as yet another round in the on-going drone 
from diversity and multicultural malcontents, these broadsides are discounted as political correctness 
run amuck. However, political correctness is a weapon against reason and critical thinking. This weapon 
functions as the enforcement mechanism of diversitymarratives| that seek to implement cultural 
Marxism. Candidate Trump’s rhetoric in the campaign not only cut through the Marxist narrative, he did 
so in ways that were viscerally comprehensible to a voting bloc that then made candidate Trump the 
president; making that bloc self-aware in the process. President Trump is either the candidate he ran as, 
or he is nothing. 


Recognizing in candidate Trump an existential threat to cultural Marxist memes that dominate the 
prevailing culturalinarrative; those that benefit recognize the threat he poses and seek his destruction. 
\Forthis'cabalpTrumpimustibedestroyed, Far from politics as usual, this is a political warfare effort that 
seeks the destruction of a sitting president. Since Trump took office, the situation has intensified to crisis 
level proportions. For those engaged in the effort, especially those from within the “deep state” or 
permanent government apparatus, this raises clear Title 18 (legal) concerns. 


The Opposition. While opposition to President Trump manifests itself through political warfare memes 
centered on cultural Marxist narratives, this hardly means that opposition is limited to Marxists as 
conventionally understood. Having become the dominant cultural meme, some benefit from it while 
others are captured by it; including “deep state” actors, globalists, bankers, Islamists, and establishment 
Republicans. Through the campaign, candidate Trump tapped into a deep vein of concern among many 
citizens that America is at risk and is slipping away. Globalists and Islamists recognize that for their 
visions to succeed, America, both as an ideal and as a national and political identity, must be destroyed. 
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e Mainstream Media —'The’principlemechanismifonimplementingmarratives. 

e The Academy — Academia has served as a principle counter-state node for some time and 
remains a key conduit for creating future adherents to cultural Marxist narratives and their 
derivative worldview. 

e The Deep State - The successful outcome of cultural Marxism is a bureaucratic state beholden 

itomnovone, certainly not the American people. With no rule of law considerations outside those 
that further deep state power, the deep state truly becomes, as Hegel advocated, god 
bestriding the earth. 

e Global Corporatists & Bankers — Exploitation of populations, unfettered by national protections 
and notions of personal morality and piety. 

e Democratic Leadership - The democratic leadership has been a counter-state enabler that 
executes, sustains, and protects cultural Marxist programs of action and facilitates the 
relentless expansion of the deep state. 

e Republican Leadership — More afraid of being accused of being called a racist, sexist, 
homophobe or Islamophobe than of failing to enforce their oaths to “support and defend the 
Constitution,” the Republican Establishment accepts and enforces cultural Marxist memes 
within its own sphere of operations. In doing so, knowingly or not, it becomes an agent of that. 
These “conservatives” become increasingly indistinguishable from their democratic counter- 
parts save that they misrepresent themselves to their constituents. Lacking the discernment to 
recognize their situation, they will work with globalists, corporatists, and the international 
financial interests and will likewise service the deep state. These establishment Republicans are 
the hard left’s designated defeat mechanism in the destruction of the old regime as well as the 
American ideal.’ Because candidate Trump publicly exposed them for their duplicitous 
activities, they are at risk as long as Trump can turn on them and are, therefore, bitter foes. 


Political Warfare Attacks — A Primer. As used here, “political warfare” does not concern activities 
associated with the American political process but rather exclusively refers to political warfare as 
understood by the Maoist Insurgency model.’ Political warfare is one of the five components of a Maoist 
insurgency. Maoist methodologies employ synchronized violent and non-violent actions that focus on 
mobilization of individuals and groups to action. This approach envisions the direct use of non-violent 
operational arts and tactics as elements of combat power. In Maoist insurgencies, the formation of a 
counter-state is essential to seizing state power. Functioning as a hostile competing state acting within 
an existing state, it has an alternate infrastructure. Political warfare operates as one of the activities of 
the “counter-state” and is primarily focused on the resourcing and mobilization of the counter state or 
the exhaustion and demobilization of the targeted political movement.

They\principally 
joperatethrough»narratives. Because the left is aligned with Islamist organizations at local, national and 
international levels, recognition should be given to the fact that they seamlessly interoperate through 
coordinated synchronized interactive narratives. 
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Cultural Marxism — A Primer. While the attacks on President Trump arise out of political warfare 
considerations based on non-kinetic lines of effort (as discussed below), they operate in a battle-space 
prepared, informed and conditioned by cultural Marxist drivers. In practical terms, the political warfare 
assault on President Trump cannot be separated from the cultural Marxist narratives that drive them.

Battlespace. These attack narratives are pervasive, full spectrum and institutionalized at all levels. They

levels of the bureaucracies and within the foreign policy establishment. They inform the entertainment 
industry from late night monologues, to situation comedies, to television series memes, to movie 
themes. The effort required to direct this capacity at President Trump is little more than a programming 


decision to do so. Theeultiiral Marxist narrative is fully deployed, pervasive, full spectrum and ongoing. 


Regarding the president, attacks have become a relentless 24/7 effort. 


While there is certainly a Marxist agenda and even Islamist motivations that must be seriously 
addressed in their own right, these motivations alone seem inadequate to explain the scope and 
magnitude of the effort directed against the president. The economic drivers behind the Marxist and 
Islamist ideologues are enormously influential and seek to leverage these ideological movements for 
their own self interests. While beyond the actual scope of this document, the benefactors of these 
political movements include; Urban Real Estate who depend greatly on immigrant tenants, International 
Banking who seeks to maintain US debtor status so as to control the application of American power, and 
elements of the business sector that depend upon immigrant labor or government infrastructure.

e There are two covert lines of effort: PROPOGANDA and INFILTRATION/SUBVERSION. 


oO Propaganda is the deliberate direction, even manipulation, of information to secure a 
definite outcome: It is an attempt to direct the thinking of the recipient, without his 


conscious collaboration, into predetermined channels that are established in the 
Publicity line of effort. It is the unwitting conditioning of the recipient by devious 


methods with an ulterior motive that seeks to movelthemincrementally overtime into 


greater belief and acceptance of message transmitted in the Publicity line of effort. 


o Infiltration and subversion operate internal to the targeted organization in order to 
inform, target, coordinate, and amplify the effects of the publicity and propaganda. 
Both operate to gather intelligence, obstructlegitimatecoursesof action, provide inside 
information, and leak sensitive information that undermines the leadership and 
suppresses the morale of friendly elements. 


Political warfare employs both publicity and propaganda. It recognizes no intrinsic virtue in the news but 
rather envisions it as a mechanism to exploit and build up support. From a political warfare perspective, 


As it relates to the news cycle, publicity and propaganda can be merged to form a “pseudo-publicity” 
that is presented as news in furtherance of sustaining pseudo-realities maintained by cultural Marxist 
memes. Pseudo-publicity treatment of President Trump dominates the news cycle. The current 
campaign against President Trump operates in the following manner: 


The Meta Narrative. Meta narratives seeks to'delegitimizePresident' Trump, his administration, and the 


vision of America he projected as a candidate. With cultural Marxist memes serving as the backdrop, 


President Trump is to be relentlessly characterized as unfit throughitheluselofisupportingmarratives 
acting to move unwitting populations to belief in the meta narrative. Hence: 


e “President Trump is illegitimate” 
e “President Trump is corrupt” 
e “President Trump is dishonest” 


Note that the twitter accounts and mainstream media personalities pushing this narrative have seen 
their audience numbers rise greatly in the past 6 months. Thistisadirectresultofitheisupportingrand 
backdrop narratives channeling individuals to this meta-narrative. 
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Supporting Narratives. Meta-narratives are supported by an ongoing series supporting-narratives that 
can\be'swapped'outasicircumstanceswarrantt It is important to recognize that these stories do not 
have to be true, valid or accurate to serve their purpose. Over time, deserved or not, the cumulative 
effect of these supporting narratives will result in a Trump fatigue. From a political warfare perspective, 
President Trump’s inability to meet this challenge will cast him as a weak failed leader. The current list 
of supporting narratives include: 


e “Russia hacked the election”  - illegitimate 
e “Obstruction of Justice” - corrupt 

e “Hiding Collusion” - dishonest 
e “Putin Puppet” - treasonous 


Backdrop Narratives. The backdrop to the meta and supporting narratives are cultural Marxist memes 
designed to sustain a general sense of loathing of President Trump and the America that elected him. 
Hence: 
e “[meta] President Trump is illegitimate, [supporting] he was elected because of Russian 
hacking, [backdrop] and besides, he a racist, sexist xenophobe.” 


Adversaries utilize these interlocking narratives as a defensive political and information warfare screen 
that \silences'critics'andsmearsisupportersiof President Trump. When people in the media question the 


behavior, actions and decisions of the Trump Administration’s opponents, they are immediately said to 


be “working for the Russians” or “supporting Russian propaganda.” Individual)Americans)whoysupport 
the President are deemed “deplorable” and “racist.” 


End State. Attacks on President Trump are not just about destroying him, but also about destroying the 
vision of America that lead to his election. Those individuals and groups seeking the destruction of 
President Trump actually seek to suffocate the vision of America that made him president. Hence, the 
end state is not just a delegitimized, destabilized, immobilized and possibly destroyed presidency; but 
also a demoralized movement composed of a large enough bloc to elect a president that subsequently 
become self-aware of its own disenfranchisement.

Higgins, 45, a former Pentagon official who consulted for the Trump campaign in the 
2016 election as a counterterrorism adviser, joined the NSC in February 2017 as 
director of strategic planning. 


Higgins told CNN he arrived to find two senior NSC directors and fellow Trump 
appointees, Gol)Derek Harvey and EzraiGohen-Watnick; regularly meeting over 
coffee or gathering in their offices and joined them in a mission to find alleged 
leakers and those perceived as resistant to the Trump administration's policies. 


Two former senior White House officials told CNN they remembered seeing Harvey 
and’ Cohen-Watnick frequently meeting with Bannon in Bannon's office and the duo 
made them aware they were collating lists of people they believed were disloyal. 

One former senior administration official described the group as "the Hardy Boys." 


Multiple senior administration officials told CNN that in early spring of 2017, Bannon 
gave a list of names of suspected leakers to Trump while McMaster was traveling. 


Higgins says that over the course of several months, the group worked off other 
similar lists that were circulating and created new versions that contained roughly 
four dozen people who they felt were politically opposed to Trump, including Obama 
appointees, those detailed to the White House and "Never Trumpers." The list shrank 
or expanded in the following months depending on normal staff rotation, Higgins 
said. 
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Higgins says the group was aware that McMaster would not approve of what they 
were doing. 


In mid-April, Higgins says, he was asked to get the most current list to Bannon. 
According to Higgins, Bannon told him he showed the list to Trump on April 17, 
2017, and the President had demanded McMaster take action. 


When nothing happened, Higgins says, he wrote a memo that was reported on by 
The Atlantic titled "Potus and Political Warfare," which Higgins says he then printed 
out, with the idea of having a group discussion among like-minded individuals. 


"The memo was my estimate of the situation, explanatory but not certain. I wanted 
to generate discussion and awareness around me," he told CNN. 


The seven-page memo warned of threats from "globalist corporatists & bankers" and 
"Islamists," as well as the "deep state." It said the "narrative" that "Russia hacked the 
election" was "illegitimate" and was a deliberate effort to destroy Trump's agenda. 


"Recognizing in candidate Trump an existential threat to cultural Marxist memes that 
dominate the prevailing cultural narrative, those that benefit recognized the threat 
he poses and see his destruction," it reads. 
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"Tdidn't write it by myself)” Higgins told CNN, adding that there werewariousspeople 
(who Were onthe NSO\staffithen. "And I didn't write it in one sitting. It was the 


product of hours of conversations." 


Higgins says he never learned if the President read his memo. But Higgins says 
Bannon told him that his efforts were discovered -- and not appreciated by 
McMaster, who stood up at an NSC town hall on July 13 and told staff that "there's 
no such thing as a hold-over," Bloomberg reported. 


Higgins says that on July 18, he was summoned to the NSC general counsel's office 
and asked if he had written the memo. He said, "Yes." On July 21, McMaster's 
deputy, Ricky Waddell, told Higgins to resign, according to Higgins. Waddell did not 
respond to several requests for comment. 


Two weeks later, around the end of July, CNN reported that both)Harveyand!CGohen- 


Watnick left the NSC under circumstances that were not clear. Higgins says the two 
were told to go. On August 18, Bannonvalso leftithe White House:

We already covered Higgins but I want to provide some interesting details about the 
other 3.

at Oracle 


by Kate Brannen Ezra Cohen-Watnick, who was fired from the National Security Council in August, has landed

according to two sources with knowledge of his move. 
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Both Richard the Saint and I have covered Oracle extensively so the significance of Ezra 


going to work there immediately after leaving the NSC should be lost on no one. 


His new job title is not confirmed and the company declined a request for comment. 


The Trump administration already has ties to the company. Safra Catz, CEO of the company 
along with Mark Hurd, was on the executive committee of the Trump transition team, 
making her unique among Silicon Valley executives, who have either publicly criticized the 
administration or avoided being too closely associated with it (one big exception to this is 
billionaire tech investor Peter Thiel). The Trump transition team even talked to her about 
becoming the U.S. Trade Representative or Director of National Intelligence, according to a 
Bloomberg report. In January, she wrote an op-ed in The Hill, arguing why Steven Mnuchin, 
Trump’s choice for Treasury Secretary, needed to be confirmed quickly. 


“Mnuchin and President-elect Trump will disrupt the status quo and promote higher growth 
and better wages. That’s exactly what we need right now,” she wrote. 


Retired Lt. Gen. Keith Kellogg, the NSC’s chief of staff, has also worked at Oracle. In 2003, he 
retired from the Army and became senior vice president for homeland security solutions at 
the company. Later that year, he took a short leave of absence to work as the chief operating 
officer for the Coalition Provisional Authority in Iraq under L. Paul Bremer. 
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Kellogg and Cohen-Watnick worked together on the NSC, where from January through early 
August, Cohen-Watnick was the senior director for intelligence programs. It was a short stint 
that brought with it plenty of controversy. He was hired by President Donald Trump’s first 
national security advisor, retired Lt. Gen. Michael Flynn, before Flynn was forced to resign in 
February. Flynn’s choice of Cohen-Watnick, a 31-year old who previously worked at the 
Defense Intelligence Agency, was greeted with skepticism by many in the intelligence 
community who viewed him as too junior for such an important post. 


He gained notoriety for being one of the White House officials who shared intelligence 
Teports WithRepmDeviiNiies|it he Republican chairman of the House Intelligence 


Committee, who then used them in a ham-handed effort to try to buttress Trump’s false 
claim that President Barack Obama had ordered Trump Tower to be wiretapped during the 
presidential campaign. 


Cohen-Watnick’s hawkish policy views on Iran, including broadening the war in Syria to take 
on Iran’s proxy forces there to using U.S. spies to help force regime change in Tehran, also 
got him into trouble with other Trump administration officials, including Defense Secretary 
James Mattis, who disagreed with him on these issues. 


Lt. Gen. H.R. McMaster tried to move Cohen-Watnick out of his job soon after taking over 
from Flynn, but the young NSC staffer appealed to the president’s son-in-law, Jared Kushner, 
and StéphiémBannon, who was serving as the president’s chief strategist, to help save his job 
back in March. They intervened on his behalf and Cohen-Watnick managed to hold onto his 
job until August. 


“General McMaster is confident that Ezra will make many further significant contributions to 
national security in another position in the administration,” a White House statement said at 
the time. 


A week before Cohen-Watnick was fired, DéfékiHanvey, the top Middle East advisor on the 
NSC, was also asked to step down by McMaster. Since leaving the Trump administration, 


Harvey las ireturned to working fon Nunesion|GapitolMilly where he was employed before 


joining the Trump administration in January, the Daily Beast reported Monday night. While 


not totally unexpected, HaRVEW'SIFEtni toINUNEStStaffisiSUreltOlraiseasfeweyebrows thanks 


to the role he played in the Trump White House combined with Nunes’ compromised 
position as someone viewed to be doing the White House’s bidding while at the same time 


leading one of the committees charged with investigating the Trump campaign and any 
involvement it may have had with Russian efforts to interfere with the election. 
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In addition to Ezra simply going to work for Oracle (which is massive), there are two 


other key takeaways from this article that I think are important:

He disclosed the existence of the intelligence 
reports on March 22, and in his public comments he has described his 
sources as whistle-blowers trying to expose wrongdoing at great risk to 
themselves. 


Several current American 
officials identified the 
White House officials as 
Ezra Cohen-Watnick, the 
senior director for 
intelligence at the National 
Security Council, and 
Michael Ellis, a lawyer who 
works on national security 
issues at the White House 
Counsel’s Office and 
formerly worked on the 
staff of the House 
Intelligence Committee. 


So Ezra Cohen-Watnick and Michael Ellis were the ones who reported to Devin Nunes 
about the unmasking requests from the Obama White House - the same unmasking 
requests that Admiral Rogers would have been aware of. Did Rogers tell Ezra and Ellis 


where to look? 


The name Michael Ellis is more important than people realize. Michael Ellis previously 


worked for Devin Nunes on the house intelligence committee before joining the NSC so

In 2016, Bannon became the chief executive officer of Trump's 2016 presidential campaign!20ll31)] and was appointed Chief 
Strategist and Senior Counselor to the President following Trump's election. He left the position eight months later, and 
rejoined Breitbart. In January 2018, Bannon was disavowed by Trump for critical comments reported in the book Fire and 
Fury,2] and left Breitbart. 


Bannon is a media executive and political strategist - a major weapon in any battle for 
the narrative. He was appointed Chief Strategist and Senior Counselor to Trump and he 
was actually named to the NSC’s Principal Committee, something many considered to 
be irregular for a strategist. Do you remember Trump’s powerful 2016 inauguration 
speech? The speech that consisted of members of our military standing behind Trump

The inauguration speech that President Donald Trump had promised to write all by 
himself was actually mostly written by ehiéefstrategist\Steve'Bannon and senior 
adviser Stephen Miller, according to the Wall Street Journal. The speech, with anti- 
globalist calls to put “America First,” was widely panned as overly grim by experts on 
Saturday. Two days before his inauguration, Trump made a show of the upcoming 
speech, posting a picture of himself seated at a desk with a pen and paper in hand, 
looking thoughtful and pensive. “Writing my inaugural address at the Winter White 
House, Mar-a-Lago. Three weeks ago,” he captioned the photo. Two transition 
officials were also cited by CNN as saying Trump had written the speech’s draft 
himself. The Wall Street Journal has cited a White House official who admitted 
Trump hadn’t written the controversial address, however. Most of the address was 


actually penned by Bannon and Miller, who reportedly drew inspiration from Andrew 
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Right around the time all the other “hit list squad” members were removed from the 
NSC, Bannon also left and returned to Breitbart. There were many reports that followed 
detailing a rift between Trump and Bannon - a rift that I now believe only existed for the 


optics and the narrative. I explain why I think that later. 


Full Circle 


It’s now time for me to get to the main point of this whole article, and it all comes down 
to how willing you are to simply write things off as coincidence. Early on in Trump’s 
Presidency there was an inner circle of “Trump Loyalists” who were working to weed 


out the deep state that was entrenched within the NSC. 


There is one more interesting connection amongst each of these individuals - all of 
them except for Derek Harvey. Let’s look at those individuals one more time, along with 
a few of the other names brought up in this article so we can fully understand how

That is just 
my interpretation of the information and I encourage you to come to your own

He was working as 
both the UDI and the ASD (SO/LIC) from November 11th - January 20th.

Ezra was first brought into the NSC by General Michael T. Flynn. He has experience 
with the DIA, CIA, Defense Clandestine Service, and the NSC. 


He was also appointed by Trump to chair the Public Interest Declassification Board in 
December of 2020, a position that would prove useful if you wanted to timely release 


previously classified information to the public. 
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Also remember that the Irregular Warfare annex that was added to the National Security 
Strategy came from the office of the ASD SO/LIC (Run by Ezra Cohen-Watnick at the 


time). 


Kash Patel

former association with our military.

Kash Patel was promoted to Chief of Staff for Acting Sec Def Miller. He played a major 
role in uncovering the corruption of the Democrat party during both Spygate and the 
Ukraine Scandal.

Trump has spoken on the phone with Bannon multiple times in recent weeks, seeking 
guidance on how to overturn the 2020 election results, sources close to the matter told 
Bloomberg. The reunion comes after the president previously distanced himself from the 
conservative firebrand in 2017. 


Bannon served as a top aide during Trump's 2016 campaign, subsequently joining the 
White House staff right away as a chief strategist before leaving in August 2017. Since 
then, the relationship between the two has been rocky. 


After he left the White House, Bannon supported Trump by criticizing the 2019 
impeachment process on his War Room podcast. Bannon’s co-host, Raheem Kassam, 
described both the podcast and the impeachment trial as “a chance - barring calling in 
the whistleblower and Hunter Biden - to explain precisely why President Trump was 
elected in 2016, and why the permanent political class are determined to get him out in 
2020.” The podcast shifted in focus to cover the COVID-19 pandemic later in 2020. 
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Another interesting thing to note is that Bannon was previously in the military: 


Bannon was an officer in the United States Navy for seven 
years in the late 1970s and early 1980s. After his military 
service, he worked for two years at Goldman Sachs as an 
investment banker. In 1993, he became acting director of 
the research project Biosphere 2. He became an executive 
producer in Hollywood, and produced 18 films between 
1991 and 2016. In 2007, he co-founded Breitbart News, a 
far-right"! website which he described in 2016 as "the 
platform for the alt-right”.!!]

A little background on Ellis. First, he once served in the military:

Second, not only did he serve important roles with Nunes and the Trump

About nanotechnology and how a lot of fear around it is not 
necessary. What are its benefits, for example”, because what | keep 
being told and understand is that technology is not good or bad. 
Technology is only as good or bad as the people that are in control of 
it. So one example they gave me of a good nanotechnology would be 
something like a cochlear implant. They said that “nanotechnology is 
the study of matter at the atomic and molecular scale, so this can 
create electronic devices, catalysts and sensors”. 


And | said to them “Is this what the Age of Aquarius is? Is it the 
technological age?” And they said “yes”. And | said, “in what ways 
will we see technology changing going forwards in the next 10 
years?” And they said “over the next 10 years and with the 
implementation of nanotechnology,” they said that “many areas of our 
daily lives are going to change. So, for example,” they said “the 
energy in our homes will change from electric lighting to say solar.” 


Well, they're saying that the nanotechnology will affect that the 
electric, the lighting and maybe the solar. They're saying that 
teaching will change as we start to use these nano interfaces, which 
will include implants or virtual reality. The implants, | think that 
referring there to maybe things like the cochlear implants, | don't think 
they're referring to us having technology necessarily implanted into 
us so that we can be programmed. 


The transport system, they said there will be faster trains and flying 
cars as we implement nanotechnology. And there would be new 
computing and financial interfaces, particularly with the quantum 
banking. They said there will be changes in medicine. They said that 
the military, the future military strategy, will be less focused on 
ammunition and weapons arsenal, but more concerned with strategy 
to allow nations to remain peaceful and symbiotic in their relationship 
to each other. They said politically, leaders will start to work together 
without suspicion in the new age of love as the technology will take 
away the need to protect borders and resources. 


And | said, “resources, what resources might that be?” And they said 
“petrol or oil, for example.” They said “these won't be necessary in 
the future.”

They said “the USA is going into a new era, a new way 
of managing its affairs so there's going to be a new legal 
constitutional and monetary framework and all of these 
are being brought into play.” They said “this being done 
subtly to allow for a secure system to be put into place 
fairly for the people without the interference from the 
dark forces.” They said that “president Trump is not 
officially needing to lead in the future which is what you 
said as the new systems and mandates will allow the now 
awakened and awakening populace to manage their 
world in a new harmonious setup.” They said “the two- 
party system will go with power being devolved to local 
communities and official titles and bureaucratic measures 
will be minimal and will diminish as new forms of 
devolved governance will now cascade down to each 
individual and to each sovereign being.” They said “the 
results of the audits and elections will fade into 
insignificance actually once the new frameworks become 
fully activated.”

The question was “what has to happen before the 
quantum financial system can go fully live worldwide for 
us, for everybody?”

Hello, everyone. | hope you're all having an enjoyable summer. It's 
been scorching in the UK, very, very hot indeed as you can actually 
see by my shiny face today as well. 


In the last couple of days I've been looking at everything around the 
situation in the U.S. regarding Mr. T and Mar-a-Lago, and I've been 
asking questions all around that and a few questions around what 
might be happening at the midterms and who might be sort of taking 
everybody forward in the future in the U.S. So as usual, | will read out 
the questions that | presented and what information has come back 
and | hope you enjoy it. 


And | also would like to thank everybody for your ongoing support. As 
you know, it's very difficult at the moment for creators to get work out. 
And so any support that you can offer in donations and by 
subscribing to different platforms is always very helpful to help us 
keep creating work for you all. 


So my first question was “Why did Trump buy Mar-a-Lago?” And they 
said to me that “Trump was gifted Mar-a-Lago by the White Hats and 
Alliance back in 2006 to help him to get ready for his current role.” 
And when | looked at the history of Mar-a-Lago, | saw that Mr. T's 
father, | think it was Fred Trump had owned Mar-a-Lago previously, 
and his father died in 1999. His father had purchased Mar-a-Lago in 
1985 and died in 1999. 


And they were saying to me that the property, though, wasn't gifted to 
Mr. T until 2006. Now | did try to find that information and | couldn't 
find that anywhere written exactly like that. But | did see that there 
had been some legal toing and froing over the will of Fred Trump. So 
| don't know if that's the handing over of Mar-a-Lago to Mr. T was 
delayed because of negotiations around the will and that's why he 
didn't get it till 2006. Whether there's some other reason for that, they 
said to me that Mar-a-Lago was gifted to Mr. T in 2006, and it was 
gifted by the White Hats and Alliance to help him with his current role. 


And | said, “What is Trump's current role?” And they said “His current 
role is to stir up the dogma and corruption and resistance and to 
make things more fair for humanity on a worldwide scale or basis.”

And they said that, “The New World Order in 
comparison is where a hierarchy meshes the world together through 
financial, societal control with top down politics.” So they're saying 
that the oneness of nations that Donald Trump envisages is where 
people from the grassroots up take control of policy and this is 
different to the New World Order system because the power there 
would be coming from above onto the people and they wouldn't have 
a Say. 


Then I've been hearing that Mar-a-Lago has tunnels or shelters 
underneath. So | asked “Does it have underground tunnels or bomb 
shelters?” And they said “Yes, it has many and one of them goes 
across the sea to Africa, apparently.” 


And | said, “What transport system is used in that tunnel?” And they 
said, “A magnetic technology using propulsion, which is very fast, 
goes from a tunnel at Mar-a-Lago to Africa. 


So then | want you to know about the raid on Mar-a-Lago. And was it 
a White Hat or a Black Hat operation. And they told me it was both. 
They said the Black Hats think that they are setting up Trump for his 
final downfall. But the White Hats have also infiltrated this 


investigation to help get the truth out in the end. They said that 
“Things may seem desperate just for a little while in the future as it 
will seem like the White Hat plan is drastically falling apart.” But they 
said that “This does need to happen. Trump has agreed to this role at 
this time in order to help the world to awaken to the levels of 
corruption within the worldwide political systems.” 


You note that they said here that “Trump has allowed himself to carry 
out this role, to awaken the people to the level levels of corruption 
worldwide within the political systems.” 


And | said, “How would this show corruption in the worldwide political 
systems?” And they said that “The seized documents need to be 
seen by the world as they implicate many leaders around the world 
being involved in corruption, trafficking and treason.”

And | said, “How is this going to look? What is involved in this 
process and will Trump be arrested?” They said “It is likely that in 
order to set the stage for what is ahead for everyone worldwide, it will 
need to be seen that Donald Trump has been at least questioned.” 


And | said, “What is the purpose of this move for the Black Hats?” 
They said “The Black Hats are trying to derail Trump and his party 
from getting into power.” 


And | said, “What is the purpose of this move for the White Hats? 
And they said, the White Hats are needing to expose the contents of 
the papers and materials seized so that the truth can be seen and 
heard worldwide.” 


| said, “What will the outcome of the FBI raid be as it currently 
stands?” And they said “As it currently stands, the world will see that 
papers have been discovered at Mar-a-Lago, and this will prompt 
them to question the content of the evidence that has been seized. A 
fuller investigation will help to turn the ship around.” 


And | said to them, “So Donald J. Trump will be the fall guy?” And 
they said, “Yes.” 


And | said, “This really hurts my heart.” And they said “It will hurt 


many hearts. But the overall purpose of this current situation is to 
create a wave of awakening and positive action towards devolving 
and dismantling the government and institutions of the U.S.A. as they 
are currently known”. They said “the dark forces have been operating 
indiscriminately within the FBI, CIA, policing and public health 
departments, amongst many others.

Trump is the commander in chief and oversees the 
military. This offers him a layer of protection because he's outside the 
jurisdiction of Washington, D.C..” 


| said, “Did Trump know in advance that the FBI raid was coming?” 
They said, “Yes, he did because it's a White Hat operation, but the 
Black Hat factions have been led to believe it was their initiative.” 


So | said, “Was the FBI or the authorities, were they recorded by 
military level surveillance when they removed the papers and 
materials?” And they said “No because it was a White Hat team.” 


So | said “So on the whole, on the worldwide stage, is it going to be 
seen that Trump has taken documents that he was not authorized to 
have in his possession?” And they said “Initially, yes, this is how it will 
play out initially. This will mean that the documents are called into 
examination. This was the only viable route to get the documents 
examined in a public arena. If Trump had tried to expose their 
content through the normal routes, it would have been buried or 
destroyed.” 


| said, “Did the FBI install bogus documents during the raid?” And 
they said “No, because the raid was a White Hat operation and if 
anything is installed or inserted, it will be after leaving Mar-a-Lago 
and will be a Black Hat initiative.” 


| said, “How will America react to this news and this investigation 
going forward?” They said “initially the whole world will think that 
Trump has done something untoward or illegal. For a while. It will 
look tumultuous until the evidence starts to reveal truths about what 
has been hidden from the world.” They said “this could take up to 12 
to 18 months to turn it around to its full conclusion”. 


So | said, “Will the midterm elections in the U.S.A. go ahead in 


November 2022?” They said “It is currently on track for the midterm 
elections to go ahead in November ‘22, with many Republicans 
winning seats.” They said “by November 2023, it is more than likely 
that the system will be starting to collapse and the recent FBI raids 
should be the impetus for that.” 


| then just wanted to clarify about President Trump's father, Fred 
Trump, and | wanted to know had he been a Mason or part of the Klu 
Klux Klan or any other organization which had bad intention. They 
said he hadn't been.

They said “Fred Trump was not 
Officially a White Hat or part of the alliance, but was surrounded by 
people who were and they had a great influence on his business 
ethics and the way he thought about the world in broader terms’.

And they 
said that “These market towns will set an example to the wider 
population, and gradually this idea will spread initially to the poorest 
areas of the cities.” 


They said “People will start to grow their own vegetables and fruit 
and bake their own bread. They said the old traditions are being 


restored and people are starting to work together more and more to 
find local solutions.” 


Then | said, “How are the politics of the world and America, how are 
they maybe hindering or aiding in the golden age?” They said that 
“The problems and difficulties being faced by the people around the 
world is creating smaller communities or enclaves where people are 
starting to take action about their community needs. This is helping 
them to open their hearts, which is creating a change in vibration. 
The change in vibration will then affect their energetic field, their 
aura.

And mix with 
like minded people to form communities of light and remember to 
laugh and to play and nurture the innocence in your children and to 
protect and love all animals and to take time to relax in nature.” 


| then asked, “Where are the White Hats? What are they up to in 
terms of a timeline?” They said “The White Hat Alliance are working 
through a strategy which is not dictated by time, but more by how the 
collective is responding. The collective is being monitored before 
each action is implemented. The overall goal, however, remains the 
same.” 


And | said, “What is the overall goal?” They said “The overall goal is 
to help the people make new decisions for themselves from a 
position of free will and sovereignty. Any external pressures are 
designed to allow the people to respond, react and adjust. Ultimately, 
the people will respond by emphasizing their needs. And showing 
what is good for the whole of humanity. We are moving into a world 
of oneness. The White Hat plan is to guide people towards rejecting 
the layers and layers of government, the government programs, and 


rewrite their lives from the grassroots up.” 


| said, “What will be the White Hat or the Alliance victory move?” 
They said that “The victory move ultimately is when the direction of 
change comes from the people internationally.” They said that “In the 
meantime, the White Hats will continue to signpost and create events 
to create movement within the collective consciousness. The victory 
move or moment will be when their input is no longer necessary 
because the people have taken control of managing their 
personal affairs without the need for government interference. It 
will be a truly devolved system. 


| asked them “When is it expected that the truly devolved system will 
be operational worldwide?” They said “It has already started in 
earnest with many White Hats helping to guide and support the 
people as they change direction.” 


| said, “In what ways are the people being supported by the White 
Hats?” They said “The White Hats are risking everything for the 
people by standing up to the old paradigms and structures and 
creating events and strategies to dismantle them.” 


| then wanted to move slightly further into the future, so | asked, "Is 
Ivanka Trump going to be the face of America for the new devolved 
politics in the future?" They said that “All the Trumps will be the faces 
of America going forward into devolution.” 


They said that Lara Trump will also hold a significant role flanked by 
Ivanka. 


And | said, “Is this why | saw all the Trumps walking into the light?” 
They said “All the Trumps work for the light and collectively they hold 
a key role for the future of devolved America. 


So | just asked again, “Is lvanka the woman to lead America in the 
future?” They said “The set up in America is going to change 
exponentially going forward. More women will now be elected into 
key roles, but not necessarily the roles that we are used to seeing. 
They’re saying that governments, organizations, politics, both local, 
national and world wide are all about to go through a dramatic 
overhaul worldwide.” 


And | said,”So who will lead America?” And they said that “No one 
person will lead America. It will be devolved to the people.” 


| said, “How is this going to look in the future?” They said “The main 
party infrastructures of law, politics and in some cases defense were 
all be overhauled and in some cases closed.” 


| then asked, “Is Joe Biden the one currently seen on the world 
stage? Is he working for the White Hats?” And they said, “No, he's 
not working for the White Hats, but the White Hats do have control of 
him.” 


| asked them to explain. They said that “The real Biden is in custody 
and the person playing Biden on the world stage is being instructed 
by the White Hats.” 


And | said, “So all the White Hats are creating inflation and the 
problems in America through Biden?” They said “No, the White Hats 
and the alliance are allowing Biden to follow through on Democratic 
policies, but Biden is not really in power.

Harry and 
Meghan are both speakers for this movement.” 


| said, “Will Meghan run for a political position going forward?” They 
said that Meghan will act as an ambassador for the White Hat 
movement going forward.” And | said, “What will this ambassadorial 
role entail?” And they said “They will, both Meghan and Harry, work 
with people to bring power down to the masses and away from 
centralized control.”
